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Good housing of poultry is an essential in egg production and should - 


be given proper consideration. A hen that is comfortable and happy is 
undoubtedly more profitable than one that is uncomfortable. 

There are no specific rules or regulations for poultry house construc- 
tion. Conditions vary so much that every builder must use his own judg- 
ment when planning the details of his house. There are a few well-known 
principles which should underlie all poultry house building. ‘These princi- 
ples are explained in this circular and illustrated with drawings on pages 
5 and 16, The plans are working models for 100 and 150 fowls 
and can be lengthened to meet any desired capacity. 


THE REQUIREMENTS OF A POULTRY HOUSE 


A poultry house should meet at least six requirements: 1—fresh air; 
2—sunlight; 3—dryness; 4—no draughts; 5—low cost; 6—durability. 


Any building that meets these requirements may be properly called a good 


hen house. Those constructing houses shoild endeavor to meet them.

Birds must never be crowded, and the buildings 
should be constructed with a thought for the future development of the 


flock. 
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Where possible, poultry houses should be so located that the land in 
front and rear can be cropped and the soil thus used to produce more than 
just poultry products. The use of fruit trees combined with orchard grass 
is first in choice, a corn crop is second, wheat, rye or oats is third, and pas- 
ture least to be desired. Cropping the soil helps to keep it sanitary, may 
furnish shade, will furnish green feed and will certainly increase the in- 


come. Bare land should never be tolerated. It is surprising, where not . 


over two hundred birds are kept per acre, how profitably a crop of small 
grains may be produced. Double yarding and plenty of feed in the hen 
house will make this possible. 


CONSTRUCTION 


S1zk.—The size of the house depends upon the size of the flock. Four 
square feet of floor space per bird is a good average to figure. For large 
flocks it may be less, and for small flocks it should be greater.

ample, a 20 by 20 feet house will comfortably accommodate 100 birds, but 
an eight by eight feet house would seem crowded if 16 birds were kept in 
it. The birds in the larger house have actually more area for exercise per 
individual than have the birds in the smaller house. Where birds are kept 
confined during a large part of the winter, a maximum floor space must be 
allowed per bird, because the litter becomes damp less quickly, the birds 
are kept healthier, and the litter does not have to be removed so often. 
Following are some dimensions, in feet, for shed-roofed houses, that have 
been found suitable:

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SHAPE.—The more nearly square a building is, the less it costs to 
build it. The deeper a house is from front to rear, the warmer it will be at 
the back or roosting quarters.

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FOUNDATION AND FLoor.—Foundations are necessary to keep out 
rats, cold air, and moisture, and to prevent heaving of the floor. A con- 
crete mixture of one part cement to six parts gravel will be satisfactory 
and cheap. Forms can be placed so that they will be 6 to 10 inches above 
the ground, 16 to 24 inches deep, and 4 to 6 inches wide. A floor must be 
dry, easy to keep clean, sanitary, and economical of construction. A con-~ 

_crete floor meets these requirements better than one of dirt or boards. A 
six-inch fill inside the foundation with a two-inch mixture of concrete on 
top of it will be dry, easy to clean, relatively cheap, and permanent. Where 
gravel is expensive to obtain, a double board floor, well supported, will be 
suitable. The first layer of boards may be of rough material and laid dia- 
gonally, or on the bias, with the joists. Cheap building paper and tongued 
and grooved flooring on this at right angles to the joists, will make a tight, 
warm, and dry floor. This floor should be put on a concrete foundation, 
but it can be built on concrete pillars. A dirt or gravel floor should not be 
tolerated, as it is hard and expensive to clean and not rat-proof.

Hericut anp Watis.—A house should be high enough in front to 
allow light to cover the floor during the day, but no higher. It should be just 
as low as possible and allow sufficient head room for the attendant. As a 
rule, poultry houses have more air space than the birds need, and the more 
this is reduced the warmer the house will be. A height of 4% feet in the 
rear, and 614 to 7% feet in front is sufficient for a shed-roof house of a 
depth not to exceed 16 feet. 

All walls must be of tight construction in order to prevent draughts. 
Under ordinary conditions this can be done with No. 1 drop siding, but if 
there is any danger of this drying out and spreading, an inner lining of 
heavy building paper may be added. On certain types of houses, tongued 
and grooved flooring may be used and run perpendicularly for siding, thus 
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eliminating some of the studding. The poultryman does not endeavor to 
construct double walls, for they are entirely too expensive in proportion to 
their value. 


Roor.—There are many kinds and styles of roof that are popular and 
satisfactory, but the shed or flat roof is to be recommended for ordi- 
nary, average conditions. It requires a minimum of material, is easy of 
construction, turns all water to the rear, and enables the poultryman to re- 
duce the air space. Where a depth greater than 16 feet is desired, a roof 
that is a combination of the shed and gable type will be satisfactory. 
This type cuts down the air space and prevents direct sunlight strik- 
ing the floor as much as do the shed and half-monitor types. During re- 
cent years the half-monitor type has come into prominence, for it is at- 
tractive in appearance and has the least air space per square foot of floor 
space. 

Shingles are not tight, and can not be considered as suitable roofing 
material. Ordinary boards, shiplap, or tongued and grooved flooring, 
covered with two-ply prepared roofing material, can be easily put on and 
will make a tight roof. Prepared roofing, if painted with roofing paint 
every two years, will last for many years.

VENTILATION.—The theory of ventilation for poultry houses calls for 
an abundance of fresh air, but no draughts. In order to supply this, the 
floor, roof, and all sides must be absolutely tight. One open side on the 
south with this construction will allow a slow change of air but permit no 
draughts. In the summer, a house with a shed roof becomes very hot and 
open front alone is not sufficient to keep the house comfortable. “To over- 
come this, an opening is made in the back under the cornice with a hinged 
door. If the plate is left out or removed between a few of the studding, 
the air can enter at the back and rise or fall. By boarding up the roosting

quarters in the back and overhead, a sort of hood is made which permits 
a movement of air, but no draughts on the birds. In case it seems too ex- 
pensive to construct a hood, the space between the roof and rear plate may 
be left open and fitted with hinged shutters to swing in. ( See detail in 
Fig. 9, page 10). ‘This opening permits ventilation above the birds’ heads 
and is easy to construct. All rear ventilators should be tightly closed in 
winter to prevent draughts. Dryness is essential to health and is controlled 
by ventilation. Every means possible should be supplied to carry off any

dampness produced within the house and prevent any from entering from 
outside the house. In gable roofed houses, straw can be placed above 
loose boards in the gable, thus absorbing moisture, keeping the house 
cooler in summer and warmer in winter. The chief objection to straw lofts 
is the problem of cleaning them. 


Winvows.—Most of the windows are placed on the south or front 
side. Some of these openings are filled with glass and kept closed, and 
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some are covered with muslin and kept open, except in bad weather. Glass 
windows are necessary to allow light to reach as far back into the house 
as possible. ‘The open windows are used to allow the entrance of fresh air. 
The cloth curtains are closed at night during the winter and on stormy 
days. It is advisable to use a stock-size window-sash in order to reduce 
cost. These windows may be of double sash and made so that each half 
swings out at the top like an awning, preventing rain from entering. The 
open space will vary in different localities, but need not be over one square 
foot to.15 square feet of floor space. Poultrymen are gradually reducing 
the amount of open front windows as compared with the amount recom- 
mended a few years ago. 


The cloth-covered frames are built in slots outside the front of the 
house and each equipped on the ends with four screen springs to hold them 
in any position. This permits making any amount of opening desired, by 
merely sliding the curtains up or down. On the ends of the building and

about every ten feet in the rear, glass windows are placed to permit an 
equal distribution of light over the floor and increase ventilation in the hot 
weather. These added windows, particularly on the north side, are not 
generally recommended, but after observation of one year at the Purdue 
Experiment Station they were found to increase the efficiency of the use of 
the floor space, through the uniformity of distribution of light, and help in 
greatly reducing the temperature in the summer. They did not make the 
houses colder in the winter. 


Front Projection or Hoonp.—On the front, the roof is projected 
over and down, making a rafter two feet six inches. This keeps out some 
sunlight, but is built primarily to keep out rain, Since the cloth-covered 
openings are near the roof, this projection insures a dry house and pre- 
vents the entrance of rain or snow. ‘This is so important a condition to 
have, that some sunlight can be sacrificed in order to obtain it. 
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Intertor FixturEs.—The inside arrangements are extremely import- 
ant, for the convenience of arrangement will lessen the labor required of the 
attendant and promote the comfort of the fowls. The roosting quarters 
should be in the rear of the building and about 18 inches from the roof. The 
ends, back, and ceiling may be boarded up with common flooring, making 
a tight compartment, which helps to keep the birds warm in winter by con- 
serving the body heat. The roosts should be made of material two by two 
inches or two by three inches and placed on one by six inch lumber, or 
heavier, six inches above the dropping boards. It is best to allow about 8 
to 10 lineal inches per bird for roosting space, and 14 inches between 
roosts. The rear roost should be 12 inches from the wall and the front 
roost 10 inches from the edge of the dropping boards. The dropping

boards are for the purpose of collecting the night manure, thus aiding in 
keeping the floor clean, and helping to box in the roosting quarters. 


On the side wall a slatted platform of rough lumber should be built 
for holding water pans and hoppers. This arrangement helps to keep the 
vessels clean and allows the birds to use the floor space. The nests can 
best be placed on a side wall, as they are then easier of construction and 
may be easily removed for cleaning. Some poultrymen prefer dark nests, 
but they are expensive and seldom bring returns for the investment. For 
Leghorns, a nest 12 inches by 12 inches is sufficiently large, but for Ply- 
mouth Rocks, a nest 12 inches by 14 inches is better. Each nest should 
be 15 inches high and the front edge board three to four inches high. A 
sloping roof for the nests is necessary to keep the hens from roosting on 
top, and hinged jump boards in front may be closed if a tendency to roost- 
ing inside the nests is developed. 
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Where running water is available, a metal trough covered with wooden 
slate should be used for watering the birds. A steady flow of fresh water 
can be supplied and the amount controlled by an automatic float cut-off, or 
by merely permitting an overflow through an outlet pipe. 

There is nothing complicated about a poultry house. The principles 
of construction of most buildings may be applied to this problem. Differ- 
ences in construction of a minor nature have little influence, and any house 
that is dry, has plenty of sunlight, no draughts, an abundance of fresh air, 
and built at a low cost will prove satisfactory.

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POULTRY HOUSE EQUIPMENT 
INDOOR FEED HOPPER 


The mash part of a laying ration-is nearly always fed dry, necessitating 
the use of a hopper. A good hopper or receptacle should be cheaply made, 
large enough to hold one month’s supply of feed, force feeding, non-wast- 
ing, rat-proof, and portable. There are many types of hoppers manufac- 
tured and offered for sale upon the market, most of which are too small to 
save much labor. If a poultryman has 100 or more hens in one. flock, he 
must have some means of feeding a dry mash, and one large hopper is the 
most economical. When it is desirable to construct one at home, the one 
shown will prove very satisfactory.

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The drawings of the hopper are largely self-explanatory. The lid on 
top permits of easy filling to the capacity of several hundred pounds. The 
sloping bottom forces the feed down to the opening without clogging, and 
the opening into the feed trough is of the right size, permitting easy move- 
ment of the mash without waste. ‘The feeding trough is easy to pick from, 
and the slats over it prevent the birds billing or picking out the mash and 
wasting it. These slats are joined together and can be removed easily to 
permit cleaning or emptying the hopper. If it be necessary at times to 
shut off the supply of mash, a hinged lid can be placed above the slats, 
which when dropped will do the work. The hopper is made of lumber

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and is not rat-proof, a thing that is hard to produce without great expense. 
All hoppers should be at least eighteen inches above the floor to permit 
full use of the floor; this particular hopper can be hung on center 
posts or the wall. There is a platform in front of the hopper permitting 
the birds to stand comfortably while feeding. 


Divisions may be put in to enable the use of more than one feed at a 
time, or the whole hopper can be lengthened or shortened to suit demands. 
It is not advisable to change proportions other than the length. The easiest 
material with which to make such a hopper is one by six inch No. 1 com- 
mon yellow pine flooring, although any kind of material that can be fitted 
tightly together may do as well. For the slats, ordinary laths or lattice ma- 
terial is the best.

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OUTDOOR FEED HOPPER 


For growing chicks on summer range much labor can be saved by the 
use of a portable hopper, equipped to take care of the mash, grain, grit, 
and bone that should be fed. Chicks on free range are generally permitted 
to consume all the feed they desire, picked up as their appetites demand it. 
To permit such liberty to the feed hopper, without danger of wetting the 
contents by storms or wasting by the birds, is a knotty problem. Cornell 
University originated a hopper which has been changed and improved 
somewhat at Purdue University, and the drawings are shown herein.

- The hopper is on two by four inch runners and very easily moved, 
measuring in length over all, six feet and six inches. The top is covered 
with roofing paper to insure dryness and is hinged to open up on one side. 
Three partitions are placed inside to make four divisions of any size de- 
sired for any kind of feed. A large amount of feed can be stored inside 
and automatically forced out into the trough at the bottom. The trough is 
‘ equipped with a one by one inch cleat-on the inside edge and No. 9 wire at 
right angles to prevent feed from being hooked or scratched out. If mash 
is being wasted or over-eaten, the covers may be dropped down over the 
trough, still permitting the grain to be available. A platform in front of 
the trough on each side permits the birds to have easy access to the feed 
and still be in the dry. ; 

The hopper can not be diminished much in size and continue to be 
economical and efficient. It is made only for the purpose mentioned, but 
can be used in a building, thus increasing the capacity of a wall hopper, by 
being usable on two sides. ‘The construction is very substantial, the ma- 
terial being one by six inch matched flooring, making it a lasting piece of 
equipment. 
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The poultry house ought to be a “home for the hens.” It should 
be more than a mere roosting place. Comfort for the hens and con- 
venience for the attendant are the requirements most desired, 


Too often the farm flock is overcrowded, this prevents sanitary 
conditions and usually results in poor egg production and disease. 
About four square feet of floor space per bird is a good allowance 
under farm conditions. 


A few changes will frequently make a poor hen house into one 
of satisfactory type. Houses ten or twelve feet deep are too shallow. 
Where a tall narrow house already exists it may be remodeled into 
either a semi-monitor or combination roof type. If it has a low front 
it may be made deeper by extending the shed roof. A front which 
permits sufficient light and ventilation, a concrete floor, dropping 
boards, self-feeders, wall nests, and a water stand will add materially 
to the efficiency of many farm poultry houses. Their cost is small 
compared with the return in greater egg production and labor saved.

In gable roofed houses, 
straw can be placed above loose boards in the gable, thus absorbing mois- 
ture, keeping the house cooler in summer and warmer in winter. The 
chief objection to straw lofts is the problem of cleaning them. 


Winpows.—Most of the windows are placed on the south or front 
side. Some of these openings are filled with glass and kept closed, and 
some are covered with muslin and kept open, except in bad weather. Glass 
windows are necessary to allow light to reach as far back into the house 
as possible. The open windows are used to allow the entrance of fresh 
air. The cloth curtains are closed at night during the winter and on 
stormy days. It is advisable to use a stock-size window-sash in order to 
reduce cost. ‘These windows may be of double sash, one above the other, 
and made so that each half swings out at the top like an awning, prevent- 
ing rain from entering. The open space will vary in different localities, 
but need not be over one square foot to 15 square feet of floor space. 
Poultrymen are gradually reducing the amount of open front windows as 
compared with the amount recommended a few years ago. 


he cloth-covered frames are built in slots outside the front of the 
house and each equipped on the ends with four screen springs to hold 
them in any position. (See description on page 14.) This permits mak- 
ing any amount of opening desired, by merely sliding the curtains up or 
down. On the ends of the building and about every ten feet in the rear, 
glass windows are placed to permit an equal distribution of light over the 
floor and increase ventilation in the hot weather. These added windows, 
particularly on the north side, are not generally recommended, but after 
observation of two years at Purdue Experiment Station, they were found 
to increase the efficiency of the use of the floor space, through the uni- 
formity of distribution of light, and help in greatly reducing the tempera- 
ture in the summer. ‘They did not make the houses colder in the winter. 


Front Proyection or Hoop.—On the front, the roof is projected 
over and down, making a rafter two feet six inches. This keeps out some 
sunlight, but is built primarily to keep out the rain and snow. This is so 
important a condition to have, that some sunlight can be sacrificed in order 
to obtain it. 


Inrerior Frxrures.—The inside arrangements of the house are ex- 
tremely important, for the convenience of arrangement will lessen the 
labor required of the attendant and promote the comfort of the fowls. 
The roosting quarters should be in the rear of the building and about 18 
inches from the roof. ‘The ends, back, and ceiling may be boarded up 
with common flooring, making a tight compartment, which helps to keep 
the birds warm in winter by conserving the body heat, and cooler in the 
summer. ‘The roosts should be made of material two by two inches or 
two by three inches and placed on one by six inch lumber, or heavier, six 
inches above the dropping boards. It is best to allow about 8 to Io lineal 
inches per bird for roosting space, and 14 inches between roosts, measured 
from center to center. The rear roost should be 12 inches from the wall 
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and the front roost ro inches from the edge of the dropping boards. The 
dropping boards are for the purpose of collecting the night manure, thus 
aiding in keeping the floor clean, and helping to box in the roosting 
quarters. 


Near the side wall but not attached to it, a slatted platform of rough 
lumber should be built for holding water pans and hoppers. This arrange- 
ment helps to keep the vessels clean and allows the birds to use the floor 
space. The nests can best be hooked to a side wall, as they are then easier 
of construction and may be easily removed for cleaning. Some poultry- 
men prefer dark nests, but they are expensive and seldom bring returns 
for the investment. For Leghorns a nest 12 inches by 12 inches is suf- 
ficiently large, but for Plymouth Rocks, a nest 12 inches by 14 inches is 
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better. Each nest should be 15 inches high and the front edge board three 
to four inches high. A sloping roof for the nests is necessary to keep the 
hens from roosting on top, and hinged jump boards in front may be 
closed if a tendency to roosting inside the nests is developed. It is wise 
to figure nest capacity of about ten hens per nest.

A-shaped, 30x30 feet, straw loft house, with concrete foundation and board 
floor. Cool in summer and warm and dry in winter. 


Where running water is available, a metal trough covered with wood- 
en slats should be used for watering the birds. A steady flow of fresh 
water can be supplied and the amount controlled by an automatic float cut- 
off, or by merely permitting an overflow through an outlet pipe. 


There is nothing complicated about a poultry house. ‘The principles 
of construction of most buildings may be applied to this problem. Differ- 
ences in construction of a minor nature have little influence, and any house 
that is dry, has plenty of sunlight, no draughts, an abundance of fresh air, 
convenient for the attendant, and built at a low cost will prove satisfactory.

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POULTRY HOUSE EQUIPMENT 
INDOOR FEED HOPPER 


The mash part of a laying ration is nearly always fed dry, necessitat- 
ing the use of a hopper. A good hopper or receptacle should be cheaply 
made, large enough to hold one month’s supply of feed, force feeding, 
non-wasting, rat-proof, and portable. There are many types of hoppers 
manufactured and offered for sale upon the market, most of which are 
too small to save much labor. If a poultryman has roo or more hens in 
one flock, he must have some means of feeding a dry mash, and one large 
hopper is the most economical. When it is desirable to construct one at 
home, the one shown will prove very satisfactory. 

The drawings of the hopper are largely self-explanatory. he lid on 
top permits of easy filling to the capacity of several hundred pounds. 
The sloping bottom forces the feed down to the opening without clogging, 
and the opening into the feed trough is of the right size, permitting easy 
movement of the mash without waste. The feeding trough is easy to pick 
from, and the slats over it prevent the birds billing or picking out the

mash and wasting it. These slats are joined together and can be removed 
easily to permit cleaning or emptying the hopper. If it be necessary at 
times to shut off the supply of mash, a hinged lid can be placed above 
the slats, which when dropped will do the work. The hopper is made of 
lumber and is not rat-proof, a thing that is hard to produce without great 
expense, All hoppers should be at least eighteen inches above the floor to 
permit full use of the floor. This particular hopper can be hung on center 
posts or the wall. There is a platform in front of the hopper permitting 
the birds to stand comfortably while feeding. 
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Divisions may be put in to enable the use of more than one feed at 
a time, or the whole hopper can be lengthened or shortened to suit de- 
mands. It is not advisable to change proportions other than the length. 
The easiest material with which to make such a hopper is one by six inch 
No. I common yellow pine flooring, although any kind of material that can 
be fitted tightly together may do as well. For the slats, ordinary laths or 
Jattice material is the best.

OUTDOOR FEED HOPPER 


For growing chicks on summer range much labor can be saved by 
the use of a portable hopper, equipped to take care of the mash, grain, 
grit and bone that should be fed. Chicks on free range are generally per- 
mitted to consume all the feed they desire, picked up as their appetites 
demand it. ‘To permit such liberty to the feed hopper, without danger of 
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wetting the contents by storms or wasting by the birds, is a knotty prob- 
lem, Cornell University originated a hopper which has been changed and 
improved somewhat at Purdue University, and the drawings are shown 
herein. 

The hopper is on two by four inch runners and very easily moved, 
measuring in length over all, six feet and six inches. ‘The top is covered

with roofing paper to insure dryness and is hinged to open up on one side. 
Three partitions are placed inside to make four divisions of any size de- 
sired for any kind of feed. A large amount of feed can be stored inside. 
and automatically forced out into the trough at the bottom. The trough 
is equipped with a one by one inch cleat on the inside edge and No. 9 
wire at right angles to prevent feed from being hooked or scratched out. 
If mash is being wasted or over-eaten, the covers may be dropped down

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over the trough still permitting the grain to be available. A platform in 
front of the trough on each side permits the birds to have easy access to 
the feed and still be in the dry. 
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The hopper can not be diminished much in size and continue to be 
economical and efficient. It is made only for the purpose mentioned but 
can be used in a building, thus increasing the capacity of a wall hopper, 
by being usable on two sides. ‘The construction is very substantial, the 
material being one by six inch matched flooring, making it a lasting piece 
of equipment.

ANNUAL REPORT 
INDIANA STALLION ENROLLMENT BOARD 
1920 


From the report of the Stallion Enrollment work for 1920 it will be 
observed that there is a slight decrease in the total number of stallions and 
jacks enrolled in the State. The statistics, however, as shown by the sum- 
mary of enrollments, indicate a marked improvement in the sires offered 


for service. 
PROGRESS MADE 


In 1914, the first year the enrollment law was in force, only 52.6 
per cent of the stallions and 49.6 per cent of the jacks were registered in 
breed associations recognized by the Stallion Enrollment Board. For the 
year 1920 we find that 71.9 per cent of the stallions are pure-bred, or an 
increase in the seven years of 19.3 per cent. Grade and scrub stallions 
have decreased from 2396 in 1914 to 631 in 1920, amounting to 73.0 
per cent. 

Mule production has been maintained in good shape as indicated by 
the number of jacks enrolled. Here, too, the quality of sires offered for 
service has been much improved during the past seven years. Pure-breds 
have increased from 49.6 per cent to 71.1 per cent, or an increase of 
21.5 per cent. 

The working out of the Act has been satisfactory and horsemen gen- 
erally throughout the State realize that the results accomplished are having 
a beneficial influence on the horse industry. 

The Board wishes to use this opportunity in expressing its full appre- 
ciation of the loyal support given by breeders, veterinarians and local 
horse organizations. ‘This cooperation is most important in making the 
Indiana law an effective force for the improvement of the horse business. 


WHAT DOES THE FUTURE OFFER? 


This depends very largely on the attitude of the horse breeders them- 
selves. However, we find the men who are making greatest profits and 
paying off their mortgages from raising horses are the men who are de- 
veloping well-grown, sound drafters, possessing quality and plenty of 
bone, weighing 1600 pounds or better. The demand for good ones is brisk 
and is likely to grow more so during the next few years. There is very 
little encouragement to offer men who continue to breed undersized and 
unsound mares to inferior sires or feed too sparingly for the colt’s normal 
development. 

CHANGE IN OFFICERS 

Mr. C. M. McConnell of Arcadia, representative member from the 
‘State Draft Horse Breeders’ Association and president of the Board, has 
resigned and was succeeded by Mr. Roy KE. Graham of Franklin as rep- 
resentative of the Indiana Draft Horse Breeders’ Association. 

As president of the Enrollment Board, Mr. McConnell has served 
loyally and unsparingly of his time and effort in carrying out the pro- 
visions of the law in the most satisfactory manner. The Board takes this 
opportunity of expressing publicly its very deep appreciation of his faith- 
ful and efficient services. 

On January 1, 1920, Mr. H. E. McCartney, secretary of the Board, 
resigned and was succeeded by Mr. W. B. Krueck. On August I, 1920, 
Mr. Krueck resigned and Mr. R. B. Cooley was appointed secretary.

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FARM BUILDINGS 


Frank C, Lewis 


A building is an investment that should produce profitable returns. 
Well-planned farm buildings are a business asset, the importance of which 
every experienced farmer realizes. With increased production costs and 
prospects for a continued labor shortage, proper design and good arrange- 
ment of farm buildings become an economic necessity to profitable farm- 
ing. A farm may be looked upon as a factory for agricultural production 
where “feeding stuffs,” raw materials, etc., are converted into milk, butter, 
beef, and other marketable products. ‘The farmstead and buildings should 
be so located and every detail so arranged that the greatest returns may be 
obtained from the feed consumed and the labor expended; this means 
properly designed and well-kept buildings, a comfortable, convenient resi- 
dence, well-constructed and conveniently arranged barns, granaries, silos, 
fences, and shelters for machinery. 

Buildings should be designed to meet individual farm needs. No one 
type of farm building is suitable for all types of farming. It is an unwise 
thing to attempt to erect any substantial building, especially a house or 
barn, without a set of reliable plans. If a man does so, he may find his 
building not only lacking in many conveniences, which are well. worth 
while, but may also have a less attractive and a poorly constructed build- 
ing. The buildings should be simple in construction and practical, and 
should be designed to meet the farmer’s needs and possible additions that 
may be necessary in the future. 

There is a strong tendency among people to imitate the buildings in 
their localities. Many good ideas may be obtained from one’s neighbors, 
but too close imitation is a mistake unless the example is perfect and the 
conditions identical. Conditions and requirements of farmers are so varied 
that it is not likely that any one plan will meet all the varied requirements. 
A farmer must often be his own architect, contractor, and builder. By 
studying plans of buildings erected in different localities of the same state 
and of different states, he is certain to get many valuable suggestions which 
will be of great benefit to him. Among the many things which must be 
considered in planning farm buildings are artistic grouping; relation of 
each building to the others and to the farm; and the mechanical and the 
artistic design of each building. 

Many calls are daily coming to the Experiment Station from farmers, 
asking assistance in planning their farm buildings. The purpose of this 
circular is to offer suggestions which may be modified to meet individual 
cases, and it is hoped that the suggestions, derived as they are from a study 
of farm building practice in Indiana and in neighboring states and from 
practical experience in farm building design, may help in the development 
of better buildings on the farms. ,

LOCATION OF FARM BUILDINGS 


For economy in farming operations, the buildings should be located 
near the center of the farm. No definite set of rules, which will meet the 
needs of each individual farm, covering the location of farm buildings can 
be given. The surrounding outside features of farm buildings should be 
given as much attention in planning as their interior arrangements. The 
view from the highway in many cases shows that the arrangement of the 
buildings, location and design, and of the landscape, in the way of tree and 
shrubbery planting to beautify the landscape, were not carefully considered 
before the buildings were constructed. 

If convenience were the only consideration it would be best to group 
the buildings very closely together, but such an arrangement would increase 
the risk from fire. It is not advisable to place buildings which house stock 
within 200 feet of the house, as they generally contain offensive odors 
and may be infested with flies. ‘They should be located away from the pre- 
vailing winds and not in plain view from the house. The stock yards 
should not form a prominent view. 

The buildings should, if possible, be placed on high, well-drained 
ground, preferably a gentle southeast hillside slope with a windbreak of 
trees to the north and west to break the force of cold winds and snow 
storms. ‘These should also be provided for shade; nothing is so desolate 
looking as a farmstead in an open unprotected location in the glaring sum- 
mer sun and winter storms. If possible, porous soils should be chosen for. 
the farmstead, because they provide good drainage, are dry and warm. 

The house should not be located too near the road or privacy will be 
lost and dust will be a source of annoyance; on the other hand, if too far 
from the public road, it is liable to be lonely and have an isolated appear- 
ance. It is desirable to have the house located on a higher elevation than 
the other buildings and yards. ‘The well-should be on a higher level than 
the house or stock yards, so that the surface water will not find its way 
into the well and poison the drinking supply. Many deaths have been 
caused by locating the well in ground lower than the cesspool, barn or hog 
lot. The surface drainage from the stock yards should be allowed to drain 
onto the fields where the increased fertility will add profit to the harvested 
crops. : 

Permanent hog houses and stock feeding buildings should be located 
conveniently to the grain storage buildings, and to the pastures. The build- 
ings should serve as a protection to the outside pens and feeding floors. 


NATURAL LIGHTING OF FARM BUILDINGS 


The designing of buildings to admit large amounts of sunlight is very 
important. ‘The purposes of natural lighting of farm buildings are: to 
make the buildings more sanitary by destroying germs; to provide more 
convenient and pleasant places for the attendants in caring for the stock, 
and for the stock; to aid in dryness and to furnish heat. The amount of 
sunlight admitted into the building will depend upon the size, number and 
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position of the windows, and is more useful in winter and spring than in 
summer. Provisions for abundance of light are necessary in buildings 
housing stock and especially dairy barns and hog houses. 


THE LAWN 


The lawn should be kept well seeded, and trees and shrubbery should 
be planted to cut off unsightly views. The shrubbery should be planted 
along the foundation of the house and in clumps on the side and back of 
the yard, keeping an open front to permit a free circulation of air and 
plenty of sunshine. Flowering plants should be planted near the borders 
in front of the shrubs to prevent marring the surface of the open lawn. 
Avoid straight fixed lines. Trees planted at the back of the house furnish 
shade and serve as a background for a picturesque farmstead view.

WINDBREAKS 


A windbreak is a row or grove of trees so located that it affords pro- 
tection to farm buildings or to crops. It may be either natural or planted, 
and if located in the direction from which the cold winds and snow storms 
of winter come, it offers much protection to the farm buildings and stock 
yards by breaking the force of the wind and aids in heating the farm house. 
An ideal windbreak is made by planting rows of tall trees in the center; on 
either side of these rows shorter trees and next to these low trees or 
bushes, making a solid tree wall which will deflect the wind upward and 
will not be easily penetrated. Windbreaks should not be closer than 100 
feet to the buildings or yards, as in winter snow drifts are formed on the 
leeward side which may become a great nuisance and keep the yards damp 
and muddy while thawing out.

STAKING OUT FOR AN EXCAVATION 


The first operation in the construction of a building is the accurate 
staking out for the excavation. The first step in the operation of the stak- 
ing out is the driving of a stake into the ground, so that its top will deter- 
mine the grade as usually given on the plans. This stake will also locate 
one corner of the foundation. ‘The direction of one side of the building 
should next be determined; the length of one side measured, and another 
corner side-stake driven so that its top will be level with that of the first 
stake and a cord stretched tightly over the tops of these two stakes. The 
width of the foundation measured, corners squared, end stakes driven, and 
end cord stretched. It is rather difficult to get the corner of a foundation 
lined up square as the blades of a carpenter’s square are too short to indi- 
cate it accurately. ‘The following method as illustrated by Fig. 4 will pro- 
duce accurate results if carefully followed: measure out eight feet on the 
side cord and six feet on the end cord. Mark these measurements with 
pins or by tying a short piece of string to the cord. If the corner is 
square, the diagonal distance between these marks should measure Io feet; 
if it does not, the end cord should be moved until the diagonal measures 
to feet. All corners should be similarly squared up and the distance be- 
tween corner stakes on the second side measured and checked with the 
length of the first side. A good check on the work is to measure the diag- 
onals, which should be of the same length. Three strong stakes should 
be driven into the ground six or eight feet from the corner, forming a 
right angle around the corner. Batter boards with notches cut for cords 
are nailed to these stakes at such a height that the cords will be on the 
level with the top of the foundation, the distance between notches being 
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equal to the width of the foundation. Fig. 5 illustrates a building site 
completely laid out and ready for excavation.

EXCAVATION 


After the staking out is completed, the earth must be removed for the 
masonry work of the footings, foundation walls, or basement. ‘The depth 
necessary to excavate depends upon height of foundation above and be- 
low the surface of the ground, character of the soil, depth of frost-line, 
or depth of the basement. If a basement is put upon soil that is not firm, 
the excavation for the footings will need to go far enough below the base- 
ment floor to get a firm bearing. 

In excavating for concrete footings the trench need be only as wide 
as the masonry, so that the trench walls serve the purpose of forms. If 
the soil outside of a basement wall is not dry and firm, an excavation out- 
side is necessary for laying a tile line and for filling in above the tile with 
porous material. If brick, stone, or concrete walls are used, the excava- 
tion should extend outside the walls far enough to allow the masons to 
point up their work. 

For a basement the greater part of the soil may be removed with teams 
and scrapers, but the soil next to the vertical wall must be handled with 
hand shovels and hauled away with wagons. 

The surface soil usually is more fertile than the subsoil; the two soils 
should be kept separated for filling in around the foundation when com- 
pleted and for surfacing the lawn.

FOOTINGS AND FOUNDATIONS 


Among the most important parts of a building are the footings and 
foundations; failures of many buildings to stand true are the result of 
careless work in building these parts. The different kinds of ground upon 
which the footings of a building are to be built determine the width of 
footings necessary to support the weight of the building. The table below 
gives the bearing power of the different classes of soils in tons per square 
foot.

The load should be distributed on the foundation uniformly. 

Foundations should extend deep enough below the surface of the 
ground to prevent frost from penetrating to the bottom of the footings 
and heaving the walls out of position. In most localities, three to four 
feet below the surface of the ground is a sufficient depth for the footings 
of farm buildings. Gravel and sand when compact and firm are excellent 
for supporting the weight of a building. Clay makes a firm base for a 
foundation, but is liable to slip while wet. 
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Fig. 7. Concrete foundations for an implement shed. Permanent buildings should have 
solid foundations. A properly designed foundation should not crush under the load or settle 
inte the soil and should extend below the frost line. Anchor bolts set into thé masonry 
prevent slipping of the sills and make the building firm and solid. 


MATERIALS 


The materials usually used in the construction of footings are con- 
crete, large flat stones, brick, or hollow tile. For foundations where 
no basement or cellar is built concrete may be mixed in the pro- 
portion of one sack of Portland cement, 2% cubic feet of sand, and 
5 cubic feet of broken stone or gravel; if the foundation wall must 
be more nearly water-tight, 1 sack of cement, 2%4 cubic feet of sand, 
and 4 cubic feet of crushed stone will be found more satisfactory. 
If the soil is wet where a foundation for a cellar is to be built, it may be 
necessary to make provision for permanently draining the subsoil to keep 
the finished cellar dry. One of the best methods is the laying of a line of 
agricultural tile outside of the foundation and filling in above it with cin- 
ders or gravel so that the surface water will drain through and be carried 
off by the tile. If water seeps through the foundation walls, they may be 
coated on the outside with a rich mixture of cement and sand containing 
a small percentage of lime, with patent water-proofing materials, or with 
coal tar preparations. 


THE FARM HOME 


The home, the center of all the activities of the farm, is the most im- 
portant of the farm buildings. It affords a place where the business of 
the farm may be transacted, furnishes protection to the family, and lends 
beauty and refinement to the farmstead. 

The farm-house should be of a simple, pleasing design, which will 
harmonize with the other buildings and with the natural surroundings. 
Fancy gable ornaments and other “gingerbread” decorations are to be 
avoided; besides being out-of-date, they soon decay and become a source 
of constant expense for repairs. A plain, durable house has a home-like 
appearance and gives dignity to the farm. 
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Fig. 8. A frame farm-house of neat design. Ornamented with plants and shrubs, this 
will make an attractive home. 


The house should look as though it belonged to that particular loca- 
tion, and at the same time should show some individuality in design. It 
should meet particular conditions and requirements. Comfort, conven- 
ience, and the saving of labor are the main considerations in planning a 
farm-house. 


Modern conveniences, including furnace, running water, bath, sewage 
disposal system, and some system of efficient artificial lighting, should be 
included in the plans for the farm-house. 


The interior trim and hardware of the farm-house should be of a plain 
and pleasing design and of good material. 


Outside doors should be three feet wide; inside doors from two feet 
six inches to two feet eight inches wide; and closet doors two feet four 
inches to two feet six inches. The height of doors downstairs should be 
seven feet, and upstairs six feet eight inches. 

Double floors should be used both upstairs and down. The upper or 
finish floor should be laid after the plastering has been done. This insures 
a floor of smooth surface and even color, free from scars, scratches, and 
discolorations caused by the carelessness of carpenters and plasterers. 

A basement is desirable and frequently necessary. It should be par- 
titioned off, if a furnace is used, with dust-tight walls for furnace and coal 
storage rooms, vegetable and laundry rooms. An outside entrance should 
be provided so that ashes and heavy materials may be handled without 
going through the house. The basement ceiling should not be less than 
seven feet in the clear, to allow room to install a heating plant. 

A house for wood or other fuel should be placed near the kitchen, and 
on the same floor level. 

The kitchen is the cook room, and the tendency in kitchen design is 
for a comparatively small, compact kitchen, located conveniently to the 
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dining-room. In too many houses, the kitchen serves as a dining-room, 
living-room, laundry, and wash-room. The principal equipment of the 
kitchen—the stove, sink, work-table or cabinet, cupboards or pantry, and 
ice-box—should be so arranged with reference to each other that the mini- 
mum number of steps are required in doing the work. The refrigerator 
may be built into the walls so that ice may be put in through an outside 
opening, and provisions handled from the kitchen or pantry. 


The floors, casings, walls, and ceiling should be smooth and plain in 
design, so that they may easily be kept clean. Wooden floor surfaces are 
hard to keep clean and free from spots. Linoleum, although costly at 
first, is durable, comfortable, and easily kept clean. 


A wash-room off the kitchen, with a laundry, and if possible a toilet 
and clothes closet, where the men coming from the field or stables may 
hang up‘their work clothes and clean up, will be a great convenience to the 
men and a pleasure to the women.

PLANNING THE HOUSE 


Planning the rooms of a house with reference to the sunlight and ex- 
posure to winds is one of the difficult problems. Each facing requires a 
different arrangement of rooms. South rooms will be warmer. North 
rooms will be cool most of the year. East rooms will be warm in the morn- 
ing and cool in the afternoon. West rooms will be cool in the forenoon 
and warm in the afternoon. A good arrangement of rooms for a first 
floor plan for a house having four rooms downstairs would be to place 
the kitchen in the northeast corner, the living-room in the southwest cor- 
ner, the dining room in the southeast corner, and a bed-room, den, or 
library in the northwest corner. A sleeping porch should be located on 
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the east side of the house where it will be cool in the evening. In many 
cases the front porch may be omitted and a sun parlor provided on the 
south side of the house, Often it is not possible to arrange a floor plan 
in this order without putting one side of the kitchen next to the road. This 
should not be a serious objection with a properly planned house. 


A large, comfortable, well-lighted living-room used by all members 


of the family is far more desirable than the “parlor and sitting-room” 


found in some homes. 


Farm houses usually need more bed-rooms than city houses, as most 
of the help of the farm must be housed in the family home. A bath-room 
should be included in the plan, and piped for running water. 


Fig. 10. A five-room frame cottage suitable for a small family in the country or in 
town. The front porch with its gable roof, wide, overhanging eaves, cornice brackets, three 
corner posts, railing, and steps add much to the exterior appearance of the house. The 
living-room and bed-rooms are well arranged for ventilation and light, and the kitchen 
and dining-room conveniently arranged to save labor. A screened porch at the rear makes 
a cool place in which to serve the meals during the summer. This house is easily heated; 
it is cool in summer and has sunny rooms for winter use. 


Figures 11, 12, 13, 14, 15 and 16 show the plans for the farm cottage, 
a picture of which is shown in Fig. 10. A concrete foundation and base- 
ment seven feet in the clear extend under the whole house. ‘The basement 
is partitioned off into a furnace room, vegetable room, laundry, and stor- 
age room. ‘The basement has a wide outside cellarway. At the side of 
the bathroom is a door opening from the hall to the inside cellar steps. 


If this house is set facing north or south, and the front and back doors 
are left open, there will be good air circulation in the summer. All the 
rooms are well supplied with windows, so that air and light may be had 
through the house from any direction.

A china closet is built between the kitchen and the dining-room, and 
may be entered from either room. 

The kitchen is small, well arranged, and well lighted. The distance 
from the range to the china closet, pantry, cabinet, or sink is only from one 
to two steps. 

The pantry is in one corner of the kitchen, and has shelves and hooks 
for utensils, and a small outside window. ‘The wall between the kitchen 
and pantry makes a convenient space for a kitchen cabinet. The windows 
over the sink are set high in the wall, leaving enough wall space below them 
for the installation of the sink. 

The bathroom is accessible from any part of the house, or from the 
outside. It is fitted with a bath-tub, lavatory, toilet, and medicine cabinet. 

A linen closet is located off the hall, convenient to the bedrooms and 
the bathroom. 

The two bedrooms are large and well located; each has windows on 
two sides, and a closet. 

The living-room is separated from the dining-room by French doors, 
or by a cased opening or colonnade with bookcases. 
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Fig. 11. South and north elevations of the cottage. The screened rear porch may be 
utilized for an outdoor dining-room, and the front porch made very attractive for sitting- 
room in warm weather.

The laundry and storage rooms are also very convenient. 
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Fig. 15. The floor plan of the farm cottage. 
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Figures 17 and 18 show the floor plans of a well arranged modern 
farm-house for a farm employing men and housing them in the family 
home. The house has wide overhanging eavés, and a gable roof with 
built-out dormers in the front side of the roof. The roof projects out 
over the front porch. ‘The house is of frame construction and has con- 
crete footings, foundation, and basement floor. 

The entrance through the front door is into a hall or vestibule, at one 
end of which is a closet for wraps. The seat along the stairway makes a 
very convenient temporary resting place, and may be made an attractive 
feature of the house. The stairway landing is near the outside door, so 
that entrance to the upper story may be made without going through the 
house. A door from the hall leads directly into the kitchen, making the 
distance from the front door to the kitchen very short. French hinged or 
sliding doors are used between the hall and the living-room: when these 
are open the hall and living-room are thrown together, but when they are 
closed, they give privacy to the living-room and shut out cold drafts in 
winter. A cased opening fitted with book-cases which open on the living- 
room side is convenient and attractive. : 

The living-room is suitable for a country house, not small enough to 
be crowded, and large enough to supply necessary space and be easy. to 
keep in order. Large, double-sash windows on two sides furnish plenty 
of light for the room. 

The dining-room is of convenient size, with a bay-window and win- 
dow-seat. A china closet with drawers below a base shelf, and glass doors 
above the base shelf is built in the wall of the dining-room opposite the 
cased opening. The dining-room has three doors—one opening into the 
bedroom, one into the washroom, and one into the kitchen. ; 
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Fig. 18. Plan for the second floor of the farm-house. The rear stairway and sleeping 
rooms for employed men are convenient features. 
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The kitchen is equipped with all necessary fixtures, so arranged that 
the house-work may be done with the least effort. A sink easily reached 
from the stove or work-table is installed along the inside pantry wall, 
where the pipes will not freeze in winter. A chimney fitted with flues for 
. the kitchen stove and the furnace is located in one corner. A combination 
case for storage of brooms, mops, cleaning cloths, and cleaning prepara- 
tions is built into the pantry wall and ventilated from the outside. This 
case-is fitted with a folding ironing board which may be dropped down 
into the kitchen ready for use. A door closes the front of the closet. 
Two windows are placed high enough in the outside wall so that a work- 
table may be placed under them. Wall space is reserved for a kitchen 
' cabinet. Five doors are used, one into the dining-room, one into the base- 
ment, one into the wash-room and outside, one into the pantry, which is 
located at one end of the kitchen, and one into the front hall. 

The pantry window is placed high, so that a work-table may be placed 
under it. Along one side wall is a case, having shelves, drawers, and doors. 
At one end of the case is a refrigerator which may be iced from the out- 
side; but provisions may be handled from the pantry. 

To the rear of the dining room is a bedroom, which may be utilized 
by the owner. Out of the bedroom is a closet under the back stairs. Be- 
tween the bedroom and washroom is a stairway, providing a convenient 
back way upstairs. 

Back of the pantry is a room which may be fitted up as an office, 
where the business of the farm may be transacted, or as a sitting-room for 
the hired men. ‘This space may be converted into a screened porch if 
desired. 

The back door opens directly into the washroom, where the men com- 
ing in from work may leave their dirty clothes and prepare for meals. 
This room is equipped with a closet for clothing, a toilet, and lavatories. 
Laundry work may be done in this room if it is preferred to the basement. 
The men may enter the dining-room directly from the office, stairway, or 
washroom without passing through the kitchen. 

The outside door of the washroom and the kitchen door should have ~ 
glass panels to admit light. 

A porch, which may be screened, extends across the front of the 
house. Back steps and a platform are used at the back door. At the side 
of the back platform is an outside entrance to the basement. The base- 
ment, extending under the whole house, is partitioned off for a laundry, 
vegetable room, coal room, furnace room, and storage room. 

is The second story contains three bedrooms with closets, a small room 

which may be used as a bedroom, sewing-room or storage room, and a 
bathroom. A hall extends from the front stair landing to the back stair 
landing, and has a door shutting off the two back rooms, which may be 
used by the hired men. The bath and toilet rooms are separated. The 
toilet, which is entered from the hall, has no outside window, but a small 
window in the bathroom wall near the ceiling furnishes light. Ventilation 
| is provided by a pipe extending through the roof. The bathroom is fitted 
‘with a tub, lavatory, and medicine cabinet. ‘The closet for bathroom linen 
and necessary bathroom articles is built into the wall. Each bedroom and 
the bathroom are fitted with one or more outside windows. 
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Figures, 19, 20, 21 and 22 show the plans for a modern farm-house 
suitable for a 160-acre farm, or possibly a larger one. ‘The house is 28 
feet 2 inches wide, and 49 feet long and has a hip roof with a dormer. 
The lower story is sided with beveled siding, while the upper one is of 
stucco. The main entrance door is at the side of the house, opening into a 
central hall. At the back of the house is a small porch and steps leading 
to the basement. In the front is a sun-parlor or porch, which may be 
screened during the summer, and glazed windows substituted for winter. 
The sun-parlor has no outside entrance, the entrance being from the living- 
room through French doors. A three-sash bay-window lights the dining- 
room. 

A basement with concrete walls and floor extends under the whole 
house and is partitioned off into a furnace room, coal storage, vegetable 
cellar, laundry, toilet room and storage room, and is equipped with a pneu- 
matic water system, electric lighting plant, and gasoline engine for fur- 
nishing power to operate the pump, electric generator, washing machine, 
etc. The laundry is equipped with tubs, stove, machine, and floor drains. 


_ This is a very large basement and will take care of all the household equip- 


ment. The height of the ceiling should be at least 7 feet 6 inches in the 
clear. 

The entrance into the house is through a vestibule from the porch at 
the side of the house. At one side of the’ vestibule is a seat, with a cup- 
board for rubbers beneath and hooks for clothing above it. In passing 
from the vestibule into the hallway one may enter the living-room, dining- 
room, kitchen, or the front stairs. A clothes closet is located in the rear 
end of the hall. The ceiling in front of the stairway extends down and is 
cased, giving the appearance of an alcove. 

The living-room extends across the front of the house. It is a large 
room with beamed ceiling and a fireplace in one end with bookcases at 
either side, above which are windows. he ceiling in front of the fire- 
place extends down and is cased, giving the appearance of two rooms. 
Seats may be built along the walls in front of the fireplace, forming a cozy 
corner which may be used as a library. 

The dining room is large and roomy with a bay-window in one side. 
On the kitchen side of the room is a china closet, beside which is the 
kitchen door. 

The kitchen is very conveniently arranged, with a sink along an inside 
wall; a clothes chute opening into the basement; a closet in one corner for 
an ironing board and cleaning equipment; and entrances into the hall, 
cellar, dining-room, pantry and washroom. 

The pantry, located off one corner of the kitchen, is equipped with 
work-tables and cases, a built-in, outside-icing refrigerator, and a window. 

The entrance from the back porch is into a hall, having a toilet room 
in one end and a washroom along one side, fitted with a clothes closet, 
lavatory, and coat hooks, where the men may prepare for meals, leave 
their work clothing, and pass directly into the dining-room without going 
through the kitchen. Back of the dining-room in one corner of the house 
is a room which may be used for a bedroom or an office. This room has a 
clothes closet, and windows on two sides. A stairway is provided in the 
back of the house. 
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In the second story are four bedrooms, a sewing or emergency room, 
Between bed- 
rooms 2 and 3 is a large closet, which may be used as a dressing-room for 
either room. The back bedroom is convenient to the back stairway, and 
may be used by the hired men. Near the top of the front stairs is a linen 


and a bathroom. Each bedroom except one has a closet.

Open 
stairs are always attractive, and a satisfactory fireplace adds much to the beauty and en- 
joyment of a home. 
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SEWAGE DISPOSAL 


‘The disposal of sewage in farm homes which are equipped with water 
supply and plumbing is a very important problem. 

Sewage is taken to mean the fluid waste from the kitchen, bath, toilet, 
and laundry. 


Some of the methods commonly used for the country home are a 
shallow earth closet, cesspool, or draining directly into streams. The earth 
closet as usually constructed offers an excellent place for flies to breed 
and feed on human filth. ‘These same flies visit the kitchen and dining- 
room, crawl over foods, light in the milk or butter, walk on the lips of 
sleeping children, and smear the filth from their feet on everything they 
touch. The cesspool is dangerous, as it is likely to contaminate the water 
supply and is a source of trouble. Emptying raw sewage into streams isa 
menace to the neighbors and should not be practiced. 


THE SEPTIC TANK 


The septic tank has overcome many of the difficulties found in some 
of the common methods of sewage disposal. A septic tank is a dark reser- 
voir into which sewage is drained and left undisturbed for a time to allow 
the bacteria to act upon it. The bacteria feed upon the organic matter of 
the sewage, partly destroy it and also liquefy a part of the solid matter. 
The reservoir or tank provided for this bacterial action should be designed 
to exclude light and air. 


The purification process is not completed in the septic tank, as there 
is another class of bacteria which requires light and air for its work. Two 
methods may be used to promote this second process; the first by draining 
the liquid from the tank into a line of agricultural tile, and the second by 
providing a bed of gravel over which the sewage is distributed at inter- 
vals, allowing time between flushings for bacterial action and absorption 
‘of the material. T'wo chambers should be supplied, one to secure settle- 
ment and septicization of the solids, and the other to secure periodic dis- 
charge of the effluent by use of an automatic sewage siphon. ‘The first 
chamber is the settling chamber, and the second the dosing or siphon cham- 
ber. The settling chamber should have a capacity below the flow line of 
about 24 hours’ supply of sewage in order to allow the bacteria to act. 
The opening of inlet and outlet should be below the surface of the liquid 
in the tank. 


The discharge chamber should have a capacity equal to the flow of 
sewage for eight hours or more, depending upon the method of distribu- 
tion. 

The amount of sewage depends upon the number of persons to be 
accommodated. A good estimate is to allow from 8 to 10 cubic feet of 
settling tank space per person in the family. The dosing chamber should 
have capacity equal to the flow of sewage for at least eight hours. 

The septic tank, although air-tight and apparently water-tight, should 
be located as far from the house and water supply as convenient, thus re- 
ducing the danger of polluting the water supply or of being a nuisance in 
case of leakage or improper operation of the system. The walls of the 
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tank should be 5 to 7 inches thick, the floor 4 to 6 inches thick and the 
roof about 5 inches thick and reinforced. Rain or surface water should 
not drain into the tank. 

The sewer line from the house should be of vitrified sewer type, 
usually 4-inch size, with tightly cemented joints, and should be laid to a 
grade of not less than 9 inches per 100 feet. 

The tank should be one to two feet underground to secure a uniform 
temperature in winter, and should be tightly covered to guard against 


_ odors and the possible transmission of disease germs by flies. 


The automatic siphon for the discharge of the liquid from the dosing 
chamber is desirable and the plan shown here gives detail of its installation. 
On very flat land it is difficult to use the siphon because of the difficulty 
in securing a satisfactory outlet. ‘There are many types of septic tanks, 
ranging from the one to the three chamber type, and good results are se- 
cured from many of these. 


THE ACTION OF THE SIPHON 


The purpose of the siphon is to give intermittent discharges of liquid 
from the dosing chambers to the distributing system. he principle of 
operation is as follows: When the liquid rises in the tank above the 
lower edge of the bell, the air which remains between the liquid in the 
siphon pipe and in the bottom of the tank is confined, and as the liquid 
rises, is compressed. This compression causes the liquid in the long leg 
of the siphon to lower and holds down the level of the liquid inside the 
bell lower than the level outside. When a sufficient depth of water in the 
tank is secured, the water inside the siphon pipe will be forced down to 
the curve, and the water level in the bell will be just upon the point of 
entering the pipe. Any additional depth then allows the compressed air 
to escape around the bend in the pipe, suddenly relieving the pressure and 
allowing the water to enter the pipe from under the bell. Thus the siphon 
starts and continues to flow until the water level lowers so that air is drawn 
in under the bell or through a sniff hole sometimes provided, which stops 
the action of the siphon until the tank has again filled. 
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SEPTIC TANK 


Plans for a septic tank suitable for a family of six people in a mod- 
ernly equipped farm house are shown in Fig. 23. 
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Fig. 23. Plans for a septic tank. Sanitation on the farm is almost as important as in 
the city. The septic tank is a solution of the problem of sewage disposal on the farm. 


This septic tank is suitable for locating below the surface, where the 
ground has but little slope, as well as on sloping ground, 
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The concrete walls are from 5 to 6 inches thick and reinforced with 
heavy woven wire or quarter-inch reinforcing rods placed both horizontally 
and vertically through the walls and crosswise in the top and bottom. ‘The 
insides of the walls are plastered with a rich mixture of cement and sand 
to aid in water-proofing. ‘The house drain enters the tank near the roof 
of the settling chamber and extends 12 inches below the surface of the 
liquid in the settling tank to prevent breaking up the scum which forms 


- on the surface of the liquid. ‘The entrance of the liquid into the siphon 


ee 


se 


chamber from the settling tank is through a 4-inch tile elbow which takes 
the liquid from below the surface. This tile should be low enough to carry 
the liquid into the siphon chamber before the settling tank fills up enough 
to back the liquid up into the inlet tile line. When the siphon chamber 
fills up, the siphon opens and allows the liquid to pass into the agricultural 
tile line. ‘The floor of the siphon chamber is sloping and lower at the 
siphon, so that all the liquid will be drained out. 

No air should be admitted to the settling chamber, but is admitted to 
the siphon chamber through a 3-inch ventilating pipe, which extends above 
the ground. There are two manholes in the top or cover of the tank, one 
in the settling chamber and one in the siphon chamber for use in case the 
siphon fails to operate satisfactorily, and in cleaning. 

GREASE TRAP 

A grease trap acts as a separator of the grease and sewage from the 
kitchen sink or dairy room. If grease is allowed to enter the sewer, it 


‘accumulates and eventually clogs the system, as it is not changed to any 


appreciable extent by the bacteria. Figure 24 is the plan of a grease trap. 
Two 22-inch glazed sewer tiles are placed in the ground. The inlet is 
usually a 2-inch iron pipe, leading from the kitchen sink. The outlet is so 
arranged that the mouth of it is at all times below the surface of the 
sewage. ‘The grease, being lighter, floats upon the water, thus preventing 
it from entering the outlet. The outlet is 4-inch glazed sewer tile and is 
connected with the sewer inlet of the septic tank. A concrete cover allows 
entrance for removing the grease and dirt when necessary. 
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Fig. 24. Plan for & grease trap to be used in connection with the sewage system on 


the farm. Grease in sewage affects the bacterial action and is liable to clog the tile system 
so that the soil will become non-absorbing. 


GARAGES 


Increasing use of automobiles, tractors, and trucks on the farm makes 
it imperative that these be properly housed. On account of the heavy fire 
risk on buildings housing explosive liquids and internal combustion en- 
gines, it is desirable that they be kept in separate fireproof buildings. The 
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fuel should be stored under the ground, and the garage should be just 


large enough for the automobile, truck, or tractor, with space for oils, 
tools, and workbench. 


The storage space must be free from posts. The floor should slope 
to one point, where the drain to a tile is placed to carry off the waste water 
when the machine is washed. ‘The outside of the garage should be neat 
and attractive. 


Fig. 25. A brick farm garage. The wide overhanging eaves with brackets in the gable 
ends are attractive features of the building. 


ONE-CAR GARAGE 


Figures 27 and 28 show the plans for a garage which is suitable for 
either farm or city. It has a gable roof, wide overhanging eaves, and 
gable brackets supporting a wide verge board. The doors enclosing the 
eight-foot opening are hinged, and contain glazed sash.. In one side wall 
near the front is a small entrance door. The side walls and the back are 
fitted with 12-light, 8 by 10-inch, double-hinged windows. The side walls 
are covered with drop or beveled siding. A concrete foundation, extend- 
ing well into the ground and eight inches above the ground, supports the 
superstructure, which is anchored to it. A concrete floor, sloping to a 
central drain, carries off the water used in washing the car, and affords a 
clean, dry place for the car to stand. A concrete approach is used at the 
front door. The studding are of two by four-inch material eight feet 
long and spaced two feet apart on centers, and well cross-braced at the 
corners. ‘The rafters are of two by four inch material spaced three feet 
apart and trussed by tieing with a two by four inch girt extending across 
the building. A work-bench extends across one end of the building and 
supports a tool-case built above it. 
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Fig. 26. Front and side elevations of a one-car garage. The front doors are eight feet 
wide and may be hinged or hung to roll outside or inside. The doors are equipped with 
glass for light. The reof has wide overhanging cornice supported by brackets in the 
gable ends. 

A concrete foundation and floor 
is shown. The floor drains to a central point, where a floor drain is located for carrying 
off wash water. A workbench and a tool-case are provided in one end. The side walls are 
well cross-braced.

FARM GARAGE 


Figures 30, 31 and 32 show plans for a gable roof frame garage 20 
feet wide and 24 feet long, which is large enough for two automobiles, or 
one automobile and a truck or tractor. The wide overhanging eaves with 
brackets in the gable ends give the outside an attractive appearance. The 
garage is built upon a concrete foundation extending into the ground two 
feet or more and projecting above the ground eight inches to protect the 
sills from dampness. ‘The sills are anchored to the foundation, and sup- 
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port the studding, which are of two by four inch material, eight feet long 
and spaced two feet apart. The corners are diagonally braced by spiking 
two by four inch material to the inside of the studding at the corners. 
The rafters are two by four inch material, spaced three feet apart on 
centers, and braced to prevent sagging of the roof. The roof consists of 
sheathing covered with shingled or prepared roofing. The front is en- 
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Fig. 30. Front view and details of a two-machine garage. The building has wide over-_ 
hpebheg with gable brackets. The workbench is fastened to the studdings of the 
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Fig. 31, Side elevation of a two-machine garage. Windows located in the side walls, 
doors, and back wall furnish abundance of light for working inside of the building.

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closed by two parallel rolling doors hung on ball-bearing hangers. A small 
door is placed in one side wall near the front of the building. The side 
walls are covered with drop or beveled siding. Twelve-light 10 by 12 inch 
windows are placed in the side and back walls. There is a work-bench 
at one end of the building, supporting a tool-case built above it. At the 
opposite end of the bench is an oil or fuel stand.

BARNS

the a The Lies te farm available to the public adds much to the individuality of 


the property. 
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Well constructed, well arranged, well lighted and well ventilated barns 
add much to the value and appearance of the farm and to the health of 
the animals on the farm. 


Some farmers paint the name of the farm on their barns. It adds 
interest to the farm and has a certain amount of advertising value. The 
barn should be built large enough to house the stock and the necessary 
feed; the design should also provide for future additions if necessary. 
A width of 34 or 36 feet is found to be the most satisfactory, as it pro- 
vides for a double row arrangement of stock. The 36-foot barn is to be rec- 
ommended for a general purpose barn, as it gives a wider alleyway for 
feeding and caring for the stock, which may be faced either in or out. Ifa 
barn is made wider than 36 feet, it is difficult to get sunlight into all parts 
of the building and requires much heavier framing and bracing. The ceil- 
ing should be at least 8 feet in the clear, and 8 feet 6 inches or 9 feet gives 
much better air circulation. The amount of glass used for barn windows 
has never been accurately determined. A fair estimate is to allow from 
three to four square feet of glass per cow or from 15 to 20 square feet 
of floor space to one square foot of glass. Horse barns may have a little 
less glass per square foot of floor space than dairy barns. Provision for 
ventilation should be made in barns. Ventilation to furnish pure air for 
the animals carries away odors and products of respiration, and aids in 
controlling the temperature in the barn, This may be accomplished by 
window ventilation, or better by a system of inlet and outlet pipes. The 
inlet pipes or ducts bring the pure air from the outside and allow it to 
enter the stable near the ceiling. The outlet pipes take the foul air from 
near the floor of the stable and discharge it through cupolas placed on 
the roof, 

A barn with a loft is proportionately more economical in construction 
than a single story building, as both require the same foundation, 

There are three general shapes of barns: rectangular, round, and 
octagonal; any one of these may be built to serve as a dairy barn, horse 
barn, cattle feeding barn, or a general purpose barn. 

There are two main types of framing for barns; namely, joint timber 
construction, and plank frame construction. The plank frame may be of 
the braced rafter or plank truss frame, with the Gothic, gable, gambrel, 
round, or octagonal shape of self-supporting roofs, or gable roof with 
posts supporting the roof. 

The self-supporting roof is very desirable, as it does away with the 
use of heavy timbers; is free from posts in the mow; gives a large mow 
storage area; and is strong and easily constructed. 

By reason of the difficulty in obtaining dimension barn timbers of the 
right size and length, except at prohibitive prices, and the excessive cost 
of labor for mortise and tenon joints, the framed barn is rapidly giving 
way to the plank frame construction wherein nothing thicker. than 2-inch 
planks are used. 


THE DAIRY BARN 


The dairy barn may be of the open feed-room type in which the cows 
are allowed to run loose, with a few stalls for use in milking. The barn 
with stalls is the more common type, in which the cows are under better 
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control, and may be kept more sanitary. A dairy barn should be warm, 
dry, sanitary, well ventilated, and convenient in handling stock and feed. 
Provision must be made for adequate natural light, and for sufficient 
storage capacity for feed. ; 


THE HORSE BARN 


Horse barns are similar in construction to dairy barns, although they 
do not need to be so tightly constructed. A single wall is often found to 
be satisfactory except in the most severe climate. A large capacity for 
grains and hay should be provided. 


THE COMBINATION BARN 


Many people believe that it is undesirable to house several kinds of 
stock in the same building. It is true that as they are usually arranged, 
undesirable conditions exist. Horses and other stock may satisfactorily 
be kept in the dairy barn if the portion of the barn in which they are 
housed is partitioned off from the milking stable in a way that it will pre- 
vent odors and flies from the horse stable entering the milking quarters. 
eee type of barn is necessary on a farm where a limited amount of stock 
is kept. 

Figures 34, 35, 30, 37 and 38 illustrate a method of framing a 36-foot 
barn, using the braced rafter type of roof construction. This type of 
framing gives a mow of large capacity free from posts and is preferable 
to the old, heavy, jointed gable type of framing formerly used. 
Practically the whole frame is made of 2-inch material. The stud- 
ding are of 2 by 6 inch material, spaced 2 feet apart on centers. The 
rafters are of 2 by 6 inch planks, and each side of the roof has three dif- 
ferent pitches, 30, 60 and 45 degrees respectively, with the horizontal. 
Each joint of the rafters is braced for support. Two girders, extending 
through the barn lengthwise are made of four pieces of 2-inch planks, 
supported on posts. The 2-inch joists have a sufficient depth and are 
spaced close enough together to carry the maximum weight of the mate- 
rials stored in the mow. The sills are fastened to the foundation by 34- 
inch anchor bolts set into the concrete. 

The siding is one of the common patterns of drop siding fastened 
horizontally to the studding. 

The windows are nine-light, 9 by 12-inch single barn sash, hung so 
that they may be opened inwardly at the top for ventilation. ‘The doors 
are of the Dutch pattern, 3 feet 6 inches wide and 7 feet 6 inches high. 
All roller doors are hung on bird-proof track and roller bearing hangers. 

Aerators on the roof connected to flues extending to near the floor 
carry out the foul air. The pure air is admitted through openings 
near the ceiling. A concrete or creosoted wood block floor makes a very 
dry, sanitary, and inexpensive floor if the life, repair, and upkeep are 
considered. A top floor of planks, wood blocks, cork blocks, or asphaltum 
is used in the horse stalls. The end plates are doubled 2 by 12 inch 
planks spiked together and braced across the corners to support the in- 
ternal hay pressure and the external wind pressure against the end walls. 
The end walls should also be braced from the girders to the gable stud- 
ding to stiffen the gable ends and roof. 
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A concrete footing 24 inches wide and extending 3 feet below grade 
is shown. (This width will depend upon the character of the soil). The 
concrete foundation is 12 inches thick below grade and tapers to about 7 
inches at the sills. Any arrangement of floor plan may be worked out 
to meet individual needs without alteration of the general framing plan. 
A floor plan for a general purpose barn for horses and dairy stock, 
worked out for this framing plan, is shown in the illustrations. No two 
farms will require the same barn floor arrangement.

The feeding and silo arrangement, the manger and gutter and the litter 
earrier track leading to the manure pit located just outside of the building are efficient aids 
in feeding operations. : 


THE SHAWVER OR PLANK BARN FRAME 


In this kind of barn framing no timber thicker than two inches is 
used. Girders, trusses, purlines, braces, and tie plates are built up of 
two or more 2-inch planks, from 4 to 12 inches wide, and not over 24 
feet long. A timber made up by doubling planks gives a stronger mem- 
ber than does a solid timber of the same size. The plank frame gives a 
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maximum mow storage area free from posts and cross beams. Principal 
members are interlocked and bolted together at points of intersection. 
This truss has the strength of the old mortise and tenon type of frame, 
but requires less labor in construction and less material. ‘The trusses or 
bents should be spaced from 12 to 16 feet apart. 

The purline plates consist of two 2 by 10-inch planks blocked apart 
and cross braced to the truss principal, and extend the full length of the 
barn. A 2 by 4-inch tie brace forms a seat at the purline plate for the 
top rafters and is tied to the truss principal near the ridge. The truss 
principal is a 2 by 12-inch plank, extending from the ridge to the wall 
post just below the plate. T'wo 2 by 6-inch struts run from purline to 
truss principal and are braced sidewise. A 2 by to-inch ridgeboard is 
shown in the plans, but in some cases may be omitted. A 2 by 8-inch 
collar beam ties the trusses and rafters together at the ridge and supports 
the hay carrier track. ‘These trusses are made up complete and raised 
from the plate to the ridge one at a time, and the nailing girts, ridge and 
sheathing boards nailed in. The rafters are 2 by 6-inch planks spaced 
two feet apart on centers, covered with sheathing and shingles or pre- 
pared roll roofing. The lookout rafters are spiked to the main rafters 
above the plate, changing the slope of the roof forming the eaves. ‘The 
floor plates supporting the mow studding are broken at each truss post. 
The plates and floor posts are tied together by nailing girts on the outside 
of the plates and the ends of the floor joist. 

Figure 39 shows the plans of a plank truss frame for a barn 36 feet 
wide. ‘The foundation should extend above the ground at least two feet 
and in many cases to the bottom of the windows. ‘The trusses are de- 
signed continuous from foundation to ridge. The 2 by 8-inch studs are 
continuous from sill to plate, are well cross-braced, and support the cross 
nailing girts which must be used for the vertical siding. If horizontal 
drop siding is used, studding of 2 by 6-inch material may be used. A 
three-member truss cord ties the walls together at the mow floor. This 
cord also serves as a floor joist. ‘The purline post is built up of two 
2 by 10-inch planks braced and bolted to the 2 by 8-inch wall posts or 
studding. 

The joists are two inches thick and wide enough to carry the weight 
of the material stored in the mow. 2 by Io or 2 by 12-inch material is 
commonly used. The ends of the joists should be fastened to the stud- 
ding, the plates and the horizontal nailing girts. They should be spliced 
over the girders, tying the side walls firmly together. ‘The joists should 
be well bridged to prevent twisting and turning under load. ‘Tongued and 
grooved flooring should be laid across the joists to prevent dirt and hay 
seed from sifting through to the floor beneath. The girders beneath the 
studding are continuous from one end of the barn to the other and are 
built up of two-inch planks to the desired width and depth. 

The windows for barns are usually 9-light, 9 by 12-inch single sash, 
opening inward. Window ventilators may be used. These aid in ventilat- 
ing the stable. 
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Fig. 39. Details of a plank truss barn frame. The trusses are spaced from 12 to 14 
feet apart. All joints are securely bolted and nailed. The studding which form the truss 
extend from the foundation to the top plates. Fig. 32 shows a barn framed by this method, 


SHEEP-SHEDS 


The principal requirements of sheep-sheds are dryness, good ventila- 
tion, freedom from drafts, and good lighting. A shed with an open front 
to the south makes a very satisfactory sheep-shed for mild climates. In 
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many sheep buildings, provision is made for the storage of grains and 


roughage, and also a conveniently located silo. 

Figures 41, 42, 43 and 44 show the plans for a combination roof, 
open-front sheep-shed which will fulfill the requirements of the average 
Indiana sheep raiser. ‘The dimensions are 22 feet by 42 feet. This shed 
is designed to face south, and has a six-foot feed alleyway on the north 
side. ‘The feeding space is divided into three compartments by fences 
running through the building. The back and two end walls are supported 
on concrete foundation walls 10 inches thick, extending into the ground 
18 inches and above the ground eight inches. The two ends and the back 
walls are made by anchoring sills to the foundation. The studding for 
the back wall are of two by four-inch material, five feet long, spaced two 
feet apart and covered on the outside with drop siding. Three window 
sashes containing four 9 by 1o-inch lights are fitted into the back wall, 
and one sash containing 9 by 12-inch lights is fitted into each end wall, 
high off the floor, so that the glass will not be broken by the stock. The 
ends of the alleyway are enclosed by sliding doors four feet six inches 
by seven feet in size. 

The roof in front is supported by 4 by 4-inch posts, 6 feet 6 inches 
long, set on concrete piers. On top of the posts is a 4 by 8-inch girder 
braced to the posts at the corners. The rafters are of 2 by 4-inch 
material spaced two feet apart on centers and reinforced by a truss every 
seven feet. The posts along the alleyway carry a purline plate at their 
tops, which support the long rafters of the roof at the back. The roof 
consists of sheathing and shingles or prepared roofing. 

An earth floor is used and should be built up higher than the sur- 
rounding ground to prevent surface water from draining into the build- 
ing. ‘To enclose the front of the building, the feed trough may be ar- 
ranged to fit the front, thus serving as a fence.

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HAY FEED RACK FOR SHEEP 


Racks which will not need to be filled often, and from which sheep 
may obtain their feed, save much time and labor in caring for the animals. 
Figure 46 shows a portable hay 
feeding rack for sheep. The dimen- 
sions of the rack are 2 feet 8 inches 
wide at the top, 2 feet 6 inches high, 
and 12 feet long. It is built on 2 by 
4-inch planks, forming skids to which 
are fastened the flooring and the up- 
right 2 by 6-inch corner pieces. A I 
by 10-inch board extends around the 
outside of the floor fo1ming the sides 
of a trough. The upper inner corners 
of the upright pieces are beveled off, 
and to these are fastened a 1 by 12-inch 
witch ay bolted Sains faclgteageheez board, making a sloping side which 
to serve as partitions or entrance gates. Will aid in feeding down the hay into 
ne troneue op the sldes, catch amall the trough below. The sheep may 
hay rack above. reach in or put their heads through be- 
tween the top of the sides of the 
troughs and the top side board, thus preventing the feed from being pulled 
out onto the ground and wasted.

HOG-HOUSES 


A hog-house is built to give protection and clean living quarters to 
hogs at all stages of their growth. No farm animal is more in need of

these than the hog, since he lacks the natural protection of hair or feathers 
that other animals enjoy. A good hog-house is an absolute essential, both 
for the young pig and for the fattening hog or brood-sow. 


Many costly hog-houses are not worth what they cost, because they 
are not fitted for the purpose; too often they lack both sunlight and 
ventilation. 


There are two general types of hog-houses—the portable or colony, 
and the permanent or centralized house. Both types may be used on the 
same farm, as each has its advantages. The permanent house may be 
used for winter and for farrowing quarters. In the spring, after the pigs 
are two or more weeks old, the sows and litters may be moved to the 
portable houses in separate yards. 


A hog-house to be successful should have a dry floor, a tight roof and 
side walls, tight doors and windows, with provision for fresh air without 
drafts, and should be so constructed that the sun’s rays will strike the 
floor during a greater part of the day. It should be easily cleaned and 
sanitary, convenient in feeding and moving the hogs, and should have 
storage bins for feeds. ‘The house should be serviceable, of low cost per 
pen, built of good durable material, and of a pleasing design. 


PERMANENT HOG-HOUSES 


Permanent hog-houses are usually built with an alleyway along 
which a number of pens are located on one or both sides. Some advan- 
tages of the permanent hog-houses are they centralize the plant and make 
it more convenient for the attendant to look after the hogs during the 
winter; the buildings may be constructed much warmer and more easily 
artificially heated by stoves or heating plants than individual hog houses ; 
they permit larger pastures, add to the value of the farm, and if well de- 
signed, add to the appearance of the farmstead. Permanent hog-houses 
may be of the following types of roofs: half-monitor, gable, shed, full- 
monitor, modified gable, modified half-monitor, or gambrel. 


The permanent hog-houses shown in the illustrations have concrete 
foundations with anchor bolts set into the concrete to fasten the frame 
work securely to the foundation to prevent injury to the building by 
wind. The foundation walls extend 8 to 10 inches above the surface of 
the floor to prevent decay in the sills. The walls of these houses are 
made of 2 by 4-inch studding, spaced two feet apart on centers, and cov- 
ered on the outside with drop siding. The north walls should be ceiled 
on the inside with shiplap or flooring for additional protection to the hogs 
in cold weather. No windows or doors are used on the north side. 


The roofs are made of 2 by 4-inch rafters spaced two feet apart on 
centers and covered with sheathing and shingles or any of the prepared 
roofing materials. fae 


Sliding doors are used at the ends of the central alleyway. The out- 
side pig doors may be hinged to open on the outside, hinged at the top 
and swing inward, or cleated to slide up. 
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Concrete floors are used throughout the houses. The floor of the 
pens slopes from the side walls to gutters along the alleyway and also to 
one end of the house. The gutters have sufficient slope to carry the sur- 
face water to one end of the house. The alleyway floors are made crown- 
ing so they will drain the surface water into the gutters at the sides. 


The ground under the floor should be well drained, and an under- 
fill of well stamped cinders put in before the concrete is poured. ‘This 
will prevent dampness under the floor and heaving of the concrete by 
frosts. ,In many cases, concrete floors are too cold and damp, especially 
during the farrowing time. ‘This may be remedied by placing a wood 
slatted removable mat on top of the concrete floor. The mat may be re- 
moved when cleaning the floors or when not needed. A bedding rim 
may be used on two sides of the mat to prevent the bedding from being 
dragged off by the hogs. 


Guard rails are hinged to the partitions or walls along two sides of 
the mat to protect the young pigs from injury, as many pigs are killed 
by their mothers lying upon them. The guard rails, which drop down 
when not needed, should be placed far enough from the floor to allow the 
pigs to crawl under them for protection. 


The troughs may be of wood or metal, and fastened to the parti- 
tions in the front of the pens, or made of concrete and moulded with the 
floor or separately. 

The partitions between pens are made removable by using door bolts 
to fasten them to the posts so that they may be taken out, throwing two. 
or more pens together, forming a feeding floor of the pens when not 
needed for litters. The partitions along the front of the pens are hinged 
at the top so they may be fastened out over the trough to shut the hogs 
from the trough while slopping. 

One of the most important points in the planning of a hog-house is 
the proper location of the windows, so that the sun’s rays will cover the 
greatest amount of floor space where it is needed during the longest 
period of the day at farrowing time. 


The following table gives all the data necessary for the proper loca- 
tion of the windows of a hog-house to receive the maximum amount of 
sunlight into the pens at 10 and 2 o’clock for February, March, and April, 
for the state of Indiana, which is located between the 37th and 42nd 
parallels. The table gives the height to top of the window glass, distance 
from-the vertical line in which the window is placed, and the horizontal 
floor width for the above mentioned months and times of day: 


To utilize the table, the month and width of pen must first be de- 
cided. March is usually taken as the most desirable farrowing time: the 
height and width of pen necessary for that particular month may be 
looked up in the table. For example, if a farmer living near Pendleton, 
Indiana, wishes to construct a half-monitor hog-house with pens 8 feet 
wide and a central alleyway 4 feet wide for farrowing March 1, he would 
proceed as follows: ia 


As indicated on the map, Pendleton is about 40 degrees north lati- 
tude. The distance from the north wall of the pen to the window line 
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will be 12 feet. Consulting the table for March 1, 4o degrees north lati- 
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tude and under “12 feet” width column, it will be found that the height 
to the top of the glass for the top row of windows should be 10 feet 6 
inches above the floor. The height of windows for the south row of pens 
may be found in a similar manner.

HALF-MONITOR HOG-HOUSE 


Fig. 48. A permanent frame, half-monitor hog-house. It is a good-looking, well-built, 
well-lighted, and well-ventilated house for hogs. 

Plans for a half-monitor hog-house are shown in Figures 49, 50, 51, 
and 52. These plans are for a frame building 20 feet wide and 4o feet’ 
10 inches long, having 12 farrowing !pens, and a central alleyway. This 
house is designed to be set with the longest dimension extending east and 


RYA 
west, so that the front or high side will face south in order to obtain the 
maximum amount of sunlight in the pens. The pens are 6 feet 8 inches 
wide and 8 feet deep. ‘The central alleyway is 4 feet wide and extends 
the full length of the house. 

The building is supported by concrete footings and foundations. The 
footings should be from 8 to 12 inches thick and from 18 to 24 inches 
wide, and should extend into the ground below the frost-line. The foun- 
dation is from 8 to 10 inches thick and extends about eight inches above 
the top of the floor and about a foot above the grade. The root and upper 
front wall are supported by a purline plate fastened to 4 by 4-inch posts 
which extend to the floor and serve as posts to support the partitions. 
Windows are placed in the upper and lower front walls and in the end 
walls for light and ventilation. The windows in the top row are hinged 
at the bottom and may be opened inward at the top for ventilation. The 
height of the upper row of windows should be such that the sun’s rays 
will strike the pen floor near the back wall. The windows in the lower 
front wall allow light on the beds of the south or front row of pens. Each 
pen on the south side has an outside door which does not open directly 
on the beds. ‘The doors along the alleyway are so hinged that they may be 
shut across the alley, throwing the pens together. The partitions between 
pens are made removable and the partitions along the alleyway are hinged 
at the top so they may be opened over the troughs which are placed next 
to the front partitions. 

The house is provided with guard rails, floor mats, bedding rims, sta- 
tionary troughs, removable partitions, swinging outside doors, alley gates, 
rolling alley and doors, and concrete floors, troughs, and gutters. Figure 
48 shows a hog-house having a half-monitor type of roof.

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GABLE ROOF HOG-HOUSE 


The plans for a gable-roofed hog-house 20 feet wide by 42 feet long, 
containing six pens, 7 feet wide and 8 feet deep located along the sides of 
a four-foot central alleyway are shown in Figures 53, 54, and 55. The 
house is designed to extend east and west, so that the sun’s rays may give 
light and heat into the south side of the house. A concrete foundation 
10 inches wide and extending 30 inches into the ground is shown, although 
for many types of soil, footings at least 18 inches wide will be required. 
The foundation extends above the grade about 10 inches, making a 
wall which prevents dampness and decay in the sills. Concrete footings 
are used to support the posts along both sides of the alleyway, and a con- 
crete floor about four inches thick with a proper slope is used throughout 
the house. 

The sills are fastened to the concrete foundation by anchor bolts to 
hold the superstructure securely to the foundation. ‘The back and front 
walls are 5 feet 6 inches high. All walls are made of 2 by 4-inch studdings 
spaced two feet apart on centers and covered with drop siding. The south 
wall need be only a single wall, but the north wall should be ceiled on the 
inside by using shiplap or tongued and grooved material. 

The rafters are of 2 by 4-inch material spaced two feet apart on 
centers and are covered with sheathing and shingles or prepared roofing. 

The roof is supported by 4 by 4-inch posts on either side of the cen- 
tral alleyway, carrying a purline plate at the top. The walls are tied 
together by 1 by 6-inch collar beams with one end nailed to the rafters and 
the other end nailed to the posts. The posts are also tied together across 
the alleyway and along the alleyway by 1 by 6-inch girts nailed to the posts 
high enough from the floor that they will not be in the way of the at- 
tendant in feeding. 

Sliding doors at least seven feet high are used to enclose the ends of 
the alleyway. In summer, if both end doors are opened, a breeze will pass 
through the house, tending to keep it cool. No pig doors are used in the 
north wall, but each pen on the south side is fitted with an outside door. 
No windows are placed in the north wall or north side of the roof. The 
windows in the south side of the roof have patent metal frames, and two 
lights of glass 10 by 28 inches in size, covered with mesh wire to prevent 
breakage, and fitted with rods for opening from the floor for ventilation. 
The roof windows are so located that they throw the sun’s rays into the 
north row of pens. A barn sash window with four to by 12-inch lights is 
used in the south side wall for each pen on the south side of the alleyway. 
These throw the sun’s rays on the floor of the south row of pens. These 
windows are hinged at the top and should be covered with mesh wire to 
prevent breakage by the hogs. Windows are also placed in the end walls. .

Concrete foundations 
and floors are often used in constructing permanent hog-houses, the floor sloping from 
the side walls to gutter along the alleyway and to one end of the house. The gutters should 
have sufficient slope to carry off water. 
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Fig. 55. The floor plan of the gable-roof hog-house. A pen on the north side may be 
utilized for grain storage, and a door or window should be provided for filling the bin from 
the outside. The lower windows allow the sun’s rays to strike the mats in the south pens, 
and the roof windows allow it to strike the north pens. 
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The partitions between pens are made removable. The gates are so 
arranged that they may be closed across the alleyway of any two pens. 
The partitions along the alleyway are hinged at the top and may be opened 
out over the troughs of each pen. 

One of the north pens may be used for a crib or granary, if a door 
is left in the siding for filling from the outside. 

This house may be modified by making the side wall studding three 
feet long and using two rows of windows in the roof. It may also be 
modified for placing with the longest dimension north and south, by lower- 
ing the side walls and placing two rows of windows on both sides of 
the roof, 


SHED-ROOF HOG-HOUSE 


The plans for a shed-roof hog-house designed to face the south, with 
an alleyway on the north side and a row of pens along the south side, are 
given in Figures 56 and 57. 

The super-structure is of frame construction with a concrete foun- 
dation from 8 to 10 inches in width, extending below the surface of the 
ground deep enough to prevent injury by frosts and extending ro inches 
above grade. Footings will be needed on many types of soils. 

The sills are of doubled 2 by 4-inch material securely fastened to the 
foundations by anchor bolts set into the concrete. The side walls are con- 
structed of 2 by 4-inch studding spaced two feet apart on centers, and 
covered on the outside with drop siding. 

The front wall is 8 feet 4 inches high above the foundation wall and 
the back wall 5 feet high. The back or north wall should be made extra . 
tight and warm by ceiling the inside with shiplap or tongued and grooved 
material. The rafters are spaced two feet apart on centers and covered 
with sheathing and shingles or prepared roofing. Collar beams about six 
feet apart with one end fastened to the rafters and the other end fastened 
to the wall studding, tie the walls together. Posts are used along the alley- 
way to support the partitions, and to carry a purline plate supporting the 
roof. One window for each pen is used in the south wall and also one 
doy: in each end wall. The ends of the alleyway are closed by hinged 

oors. 

The house is provided with a 5-inch concrete floor properly sloped 
and having a cinder base, gutters, removable partitions, built-in troughs, 
swinging partitions over troughs, outside doors, and swinging inside gates, 
floor mats, bedding rims, and hinged guard rails. 

Outside pens may be used on the south side of the house with the 
inside pen doors opening directly into them. : 
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Fig. 57. South elevation and floor plan of a shed-roof hog-house. The house is de- 
signed to face the south, with the pens on the south side and the alleyway on the north 
side; an arrangement which insures warm, well-lighted inside pens, and outside pens to be 


located on the south side of the house. 
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INDIVIDUAL HOG-HOUSES 


Individual or colony hog-houses are made portable, and of a size suf- 
ficient to accommodate one sow at farrowing time, or one litter of pigs 
while young. 

The advantages of the individual or colony house are: the sows are 
not disturbed by hogs in adjoining pens at farrowing time; each litter is

raised by itself, thus making it easier to control contagious diseases; the 
house may be moved about the lot if one location becomes muddy and 
unsanitary. The house and pens may be located some distance from the 
feed trough, thus giving exercise to the sow. Individual or colony houses 
are very conyenient for use on rented land, as they may be moved with 
other personal property. 

The individual hog-house may be built in many shapes, the most com- 
mon ones being the following: A: shape; gable roof; shed roof; combina-

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tion gable roof ; combination A and gable. Any of these shapes make good 
individual houses, if well constructed and provided with windows for light 
and ventilation. 

The door for the admission of the sow may be hinged on the side, 
opening out; hinged at the top, opening up; double hinged, so that it may 
be swung by the sow in passing; or a piece of burlap as wide as the door 
opening may be fastened at the top of the door frame, carrying a weight 
at the bottom so that it may be swung by the sow in passing. 

Figures 60, 61, and 62 show working plans for a combination roof 
individual hog-house which is a very popular type of portable house, easily 
constructed and serviceable. The floor is 6 by 6 feet, with side walls 3 feet 
high. The flooring should be of 1%4 or 2-inch tongued and grooved ma- 
terial spiked to the skids. The studdings are of 2 by 4-inch material 
spiked at the bottom to the floor and at the top to the plates. Three pairs 
of rafters are used. The front side of the roof is made with a steeper 
pitch than the back one. ‘The end studdings extend from the floor to the 
end rafters. ‘Tongued and grooved material or shiplap is used for siding, 
and is fastened horizontally to the studding, making tight joints. The 
same kind of material used for the siding may be used for the cover or 
roof. The flat side of the roof is fastened solid, and the steep side is 
hinged at the top, forming doors which may be raised in mild weather for 
ventilation and light. Glass sash hinged at the bottom and opening out 
at the top are used in both ends for light and ventilation. ‘These are placed 
as high above the floor as possible so that the glass may not be broken out 
by the sows. Window sash may be fitted in between the rafters under the 
door of the steep side of the roof, to admit light and to keep out cold when 
the door is open. A door for the admission of the sow and litter is placed 
in one end of the house near the front side. Hinged doors 28 inches high, 
which may be fastened up, forming a sun-shade during the summer, are 
placed on both sides of the house. These side doors are fastened shut by 
putting a U-bolt through the studding, and-cutting a slot through the door 
and fastening with a gate hook on the outside. Removable guard rails are 
used along the.side walls, as shown in the floor plan. A house of this 
design should be well braced to prevent its being damaged by heavy winds, 
or in moving. 
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Fig. 60. Side and end elevations and sections of the combination roof, individual hog- 
house. The south part of the roof is hinged for convenience in caring for the litter and to 
admit sunlight and fresh air into the house. Glazed sash may be fitted between the rafters, 
to admit light and keep out cold when the roof door is raised. 
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Fig. 62. Floor plan of a combination roof individual hog-house. A tightly laid floor 
aids greatly in controlling the inside ‘temperature of the house and in keeping the bed dry. 
The removable guard rails along the four walls aid in protecting the small pigs. 
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The A-shaped portable hog-house is a standard type which has given 
satisfactory service for many years. The one pictured in Figure 58 has 
a ventilator and side doors. 

The plans shown in Figures 63, 64, and 65 indicate that it is an easy 
type to construct, durable, and easily moved; it is serviceable, as it may be 
used either in the winter for brood sows or in the summer to furnish 
shade. The dimensions of the floor are 6 feet wide and 8 feet long. ‘The 
flooring, which should be of 114 or 2-inch material, is nailed across the 
skids; on top of the floor are fastened the rafters or side wall studding. 
Three sets of rafters are used, with a ridge-pole at the ridge. About half- 
way up the sides are cross-girts to support the siding. The framing is 
made of 2 by 4-inch material and covered with tongued and grooved ma- 
terial or shiplap laid vertically on the side walls and horizontally on the 
end walls. A door is hinged in the side wall above the girt for convenience 
and safety in caring for the sow and litter, without entering the house. 
Below the cross-girts, hinged doors opening up are provided on either side 
of the house. ‘These side doors may be fastened up to provide shade 
during the summer. 

The door for admission of the sow is placed in one end. In the gable 
end opposite the entrance door is a hinged glazed sash which furnishes 
light and may be opened for ventilation. It is high enough from the floor 
to prevent the glass being broken out by the sow. Windows may be used 
in both gable ends if desired. Ventilators which give plenty of fresh air 
without drafts are installed by setting the top gable siding boards out 
beyond the lower siding boards so that the air may pass over the lower 
siding and into the house near the ceiling. 
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Fig. 64. North side and west end elevations of an A-shaped portable hog-house. Ven- 
tilators in the ends at the ridge of the house furnish sufficient fresh air for ventilation. 
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Fig. 66. A self-feeder for hogs. A satisfactory structure adapted to the feeding of 
corn, ground feeds, and tankage. The hog allowed to balance his own ration will make a 
very satisfactory gain in weight. 


SELF-FEEDER FOR HOGS 

The self-feeder for fattening hogs has made a satisfactory reputation 
for itself in the corn belt and elsewhere. It is adapted not only to the 
feeding of corn, but is used also for feeding ground feeds and tankage. 
It may be built in many different ways, but the general principles of con- 
struction are all practically the same. 

ARK SELF-FEEDER FOR HOGS ; 

Figures 69 and 70 show the plan for a double-sided self-feeder, having 
drop doors over the trough. This feeder is 5 feet wide, 8 feet long, and 
4 feet 3 inches to the plates. It has a capacity of about 50 bushels of 
shelled corn, and will accommodate from 50 to 60 shoats. 

The feeder is built on skids, so as to be easily moved. The frame- 
work of 2 by 4-inch and 2 by 2-inch material is covered on the outside 
with shiplap or tongued and grooved flooring. The roof or cover is made 
in sections, which slide up under the ridge boards, making a rain-proof 
joint, and at the same time allowing the sections to be easily removed for 
filling the feeder. 

This feeder is made with perpendicular sides, which prevent ground 
feeds from clogging and sticking on their downward flow. 

Hinged lids, which are easily raised by the hungry hogs, cover the 
feed troughs, keep the contents dry and sweet, prevent the wind from 
blowing the feed out of the trough, and keep the poultry from scratching 
over and messing the feed so that hogs will not eat it. If these lids are 
made of too heavy material, counter-weights may be installed on pulleys 
to balance the weight. 

The side rails are set at an angle with the floor, which prevents the 
feed from accumulating in the corners and becoming soured. Five sets of 
ribs or floor joints are used under the sloping floor or deflector, three of 
these being of 2 by 4-inch and the other two 2 by 2-inch material. The 
walls are constructed with enough studding to prevent bulging by the pres- 
sure of the grain inside. If partitions are used, they will hold the walls, 
but if no partitions are used, braces must be supplied. 
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The lids of the feed troughs are made rain-tight and hung on heavy 
strap hinges bolted on with stove bolts. 

The roof of the feeder extends over the trough far enough to drain 
the rain water off beyond the trough. 

Small doors are shown in the plan at either end, which allow a free 
circulation of air through the feeder beneath the deflector and carry away 
dampness. The space between the deflector and floor may be used for 
storage of such small tools as are generally needed about the hog-lot. 

This feeder may be made for feeding one kind of feed, or it may be 
partitioned off into compartments for various kinds of feeds. The plan 
is for a feeder with three compartments, the largest one for shelled corn, 
the next smaller size for middlings or shorts and the smallest compartment 
for tankage or concentrates.

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SLOPING SIDE-FEEDER FOR HOGS 


The plans in Figure 71 illustrate a feeder designed for feeding shelled 
corn to hogs. It is shown without partitions, although partitions dividing 
the feeder off into compartments for feeding different kinds of feed may 
be installed without altering the plan to any great extent. 

The dimensions are 3 feet 10 inches outside at the widest place, and 
3 feet 1 inch high to the eaves, with a holding capacity of approximately 
26 bushels of shelled corn or ground feed. The size is sufficient for a herd 
of 40 to 50 shoats. 
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Fig. 71. Plans for a sloping side feeder for hogs. Although no partitions are shown 
in the plans, the feeder may be divided into compartments for feeding several kinds of feed 
without altering the plans. The troughs should be divided off by separators fastened to 
the rim of the trough and to the side walls. 


The feeder is built on skids, which makes it portable. The sides slope 
out at one-quarter pitch. The roof, which has the same pitch as the sides, 
is made of shiplap and covered with prepared roofing. 

The sides and roof extend well out over the trough, thus keeping out 
the water draining from the roof. The roof is hinged for filling the feeder, 
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and special care should be taken to make the joint water-tight. The roof 
may be made of painted tin or galvanized iron. The siding lumber may be 
either shiplap or tongued and grooved flooring laid to make tight joints. 

The feed regulator is a 1 by 10-inch board cleated with 1 by 4-inch ° 
grooved pieces and held firmly against the siding by carriage bolts with 
winged nuts. Strap iron separators placed about 15 inches apart keep the 
hogs from crawling into the trough. 

The side rails of the trough slope out to prevent sharp corners in the 
trough, in which dirt and feed would collect and sour. 


FEEDING FLOORS 


A feeding floor for hogs provides a dry, easily cleaned, and easily 
disinfected surface on which the hogs may feed, and will prevent loss of 
feed which might otherwise be tramped into the mud, Feeding floors may 
be made of planks, brick, or concrete, the latter being one of the best ma- 
terials as it provides an open, smooth surface, and is durable, and the 
material may be obtained in any locality. A concrete floor should have a 
rim of sufficient height to prevent the feed from being pushed off by the 
hogs, and wasted. The hogs are liable to injury by pushing each other 
over the rim of the floor. To prevent this, a low fence may be built around 
the floor along the outer edge of the apron, which should extend at least 
{2 inches into the ground around the outer edge of the feeding floor to 
prevent rats and burrowing animals from harboring beneath the floor and 
the hogs from rooting beneath the edges. 


Fig. 72. A concrete feeding floor. Concrete feeding floors are durable, easily cleaned, 
and easily disinfected. The hogs no longer have to eat out of the mud. The manure 
deposited on feeding floors may be used for fertilizer for crops. 


The base of the floor should be well drained. In constructing the 
floor, the surface soil should be removed and filled with cinders or gravel. 
The mixture for a concrete floor should be in the proportion of one sack 
of Portland cement, two cubic feet of clean, coarse, well-graded sand, and 
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three to four cubic feet of pebbles or crushed stone. The floor should be 
about five inches thick. In proportioning and mixing concrete, one sack 
of cement is considered as a cubic foot. The floor should be laid in sec- 
"tions of from 6 to 8 feet square, allowing the surface to slope to a gutter 
along one side. 

The concrete should not be allowed to set too rapidly. As soon as 
the surface has hardened sufficiently to prevent the surface from being 
pitted, it should be sprinkled with clean water and kept wet for at least 
five days. Concrete cures more uniformly when protected from sun, wind, 
and rain by earth, straw or such materials as will retard evaporation, until 
thoroughly hardened. 

Plans for a concrete feeding floor for hogs are shown in Figure 73. 
The surface soil is dug out six inches deep and the place filled in with 
cinders, which support a 5-inch concrete slab. ‘Two concrete approaches 
are used to allow the hogs to enter the floor without climbing over the edge, 
which might be injurious to fattening hogs. An apron, extending 12 
inches into the ground, and also a rim extending four inches above the 
surface of the floor extends around the outer edge. ‘The rim is omitted 
across the approaches. The floor slopes three-sixteenths of an inch to the 
foot towards the gutter along the back; the gutter slopes toward one end, 
and may empty into a tile line which carries the liquid into a cement catch 
basin, where it is stored until used as fertilizer. In estimating the size of 
floor needed, an allowance of about 18 square feet to the hog will be 
sufficient.

STOCK LOADING CHUTE 


Many farmers not conveniently located to market, or those raising 
but little livestock, must haul stock to market in wagons or trucks. It is 
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a rather difficult matter to load stock. Figure 74 gives the plans for an 
incline up which hogs, calves, or sheep may be driven when loading into 
a wagon. 
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Fig. 74. Plans for a stock loading chute. Mechanical assistance in loading stock into 
wagons is a convenience often imperative and profitable. The skids on the bottom make 
the chute portable so that it may be moved about as needed. The front end may be sup- 
ported by old farm machinery wheels if desired. 


The chute or incline is seven feet long. The lower end rests on the 
ground, and the front end may be adjusted to the height of the wagon 
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wheels. The width is such that the end of a narrow tread wagon box will 
just fit inside the end of the chute. The frame-work is built on skids, 
making it movable. Three pairs of standards made of 2 by 4-inch material 
are used. Cross joists or cleats are spiked to the standards at the proper 
height to hold the floor. The flooring is 2-inch material, having 1 by 2-inch 
cleats nailed across it to prevent the stock slipping as they walk up the 
incline. If an old pair of cart or cultivator wheels are available, they may 
be used to support the front end, thus making it more easily moved. The 
sides are made by nailing barn boards to the inside of the standards, leav- 
ing spaces of three or four inches between boards. 


A TEMPORARY FENCE FOR HOGS AND SHEEP 


A temporary fence is useful in enclosing pens, lots, or small portions 
of pastures which are to be used for hogs or sheep, and also in construct- 
ing runways for loading or crating stock. It is customary to construct 
panels on the order of a gate and to support these panels on standards. 
When not in use they may be taken down and stored in a small space. 

Figure 76 is a design for a portable fence which may be used for 
either hogs or sheep. It is built in panels 42 inches high and of any 
desired length from 10 to 16 feet. The horizontal boards are 1 by 6-inch, 
spaced with openings between and held firmly in place by upright pieces 
and braces. The standards supporting the panel are 1 by 6-inch boards, 
crossing near the top and fastened to a cross-piece at the bottom. Notches 
are cut into the standards and into the top and bottom panel boards so 
that when the standard is slipped on, the panel will fall into the notches 
in such a manner that the panel can not be easily raised out, tipped over or 
the standards pushed off by the stock. Care must be exercised in laying 
out and cutting the notches. 


PORTABLE FENCE 


' Fig. 75. A portable fence for hogs or sheep, which offers a very convenient method of

The panels are supported on 
standards. They may be taken apart and easily moved. 


HOG-BREEDING CRATE 


Pure-bred boars sometimes grow to a very large size. When a small 
sow is mated to a large, heavy boar there is danger of injury to the sow 
if some mechanical device is not used to help bear the weight of the boar. 
A device of this kind may also be used when mating a small boar to a 
large sow. 

Figure 77 shows the plans for a breeding crate having an adjustable 
gate. Cleats are provided to hold the gate, making the crate either 3 feet 
6 inches long, or 5 feet 6 inches long. Shelf boards are placed 14 inches 
from the floor inside the walls extending the full length of the crate. One 
of these shelves is made adjustable and may be fastened by a pin so that 
the width between shelves may be varied. ‘The shelves are supported by 
the side walls and by 2 by 4-inch supports placed between them and the 
floor. An adjustable rod to shut the sow into the crate extends across the 
back, and may be removed to release the sow. 

The framing for the crate consists of 4 by 4-inch corner pieces 3 feet 
long, supported at the bottom by cleats extending across the bottom. These 
cleats also support the floor, which is of 1-inch material. The siding is 
1-inch material fastened to the corner pieces, leaving openings between the 
boards. Cleats are used across the top at the front end. 
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Fig. 77. Plans for a hog-breeding crate. A useful device sometimes necessary in breed- 
ing animals of unequal size. 
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SHIPPING CRATE FOR STOCK 


Crates are necessary for 
handling stock shipped by ex- 
press. A shipping crate for hogs 
should be light in weight and 
strong in construction. There 
should be room enough for the 
hog to stand up, lie down and 
stretch out without over-reaching 
the crate. The crate may be made 
longer and equipped with a 
trough for feed and water in one 
end, but this is necessary only on

Much storage space is necessary to store made up crates. Figure 79 
shows the plans for a shipping crate which may be “knocked down” for 
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Fig. 79. A “take-down” stock shipping crate requires a small amount of storage room, 
is easily made, and may be quickly taken apart. 


shipping empty or storing, thus taking a lower transportation rate and a 
limited amount of storage space in the store house. 
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The crate is made in sections by cleating the slats forming the top, 
bottom, and sides together. These sections are rigid and will retain their 
shape while being handled. The bottom is made of 1 by 8-inch shiplap 
laid crosswise of the crate and supported at the ends by a 1 by 2-inch cleat 
nailed and bolted to the bottom side slats. The flooring boards are nailed 
to a cleat which projects out under the bottom end slat, thus preventing 
the floor from falling out when the crate is turned bottom side up. These 
bottom cleats serve as skids while loading into a car or onto a truck. 

The slats of the top rest on the top side slats and the cleats of the top 
section are bolted to the side slats, Narrow slats across the ends of the 
top hold the ends of the top section in place. Either end of the crate may 
be removed for the crating of the hog. 

In setting up the crate, the floor section is laid out; the sides and top 
put into place; then the end sections, which tie all the other sections to- 
gether, are put on. 

In taking this crate apart or putting it together, 10 bolts must be 
removed ; as these bolts are equipped with winged nuts, no wrench is neces- 
sary. Four bolts are used in each end to hold the end sections firmly to 
the side sections and also to prevent bulging. ‘Two bolts through the cleats 
of the top section and through the top side slat, hold the top from pushing 
up and the sides from springing out. 


POULTRY BUILDINGS 


Proper housing is one of the essentials in the profitable raising of 
farm poultry. The design and construction of the poultry house determine |

to a certain extent the egg yields, the health of the birds, and the growth 
and development of the young stock. = 
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Conditions vary so much that it is not necessary or possible for all 
farmers to have the same type of house in order to obtain satisfactory 
results, but there are several well established principles that have proved 
successful. 2 

Ample provision should be made to allow the direct rays of the sun 
to pass into the house and kill germs, furnish warmth, and make the in- 
terior of the building more cheerful for the birds. The house should be 
free of moisture, either from improper drainage or from the condensation 
of the moisttire, produced within the building. 

“Ventilation consists of bringing into the house sufficient quantity of 
air containing oxygen, and taking out the respired air and moisture pres- 
ent, thus preventing it from condensing on the walls; ventilation aids in 
controlling temperature, and to be successful should not produce drafts 
on the birds. Sufficient floor room should be provided for exercise in the 
cold weather to prevent the laying hens from becoming too fate een 
breathes on an average of 40 cubic feet of air per day, this air being 
saturated with water at the temperature of the hen’s body, 100 hens will 
give off from their lungs about one and one-half gallons of water per day. 
he muslin front is one of the commonest means of ventilating poultry 
houses and about one square foot of muslin should be allowed for every 
15 feet of floor space for a house 15 feet wide. If the house is wider a 
greater proportion of muslin should be used and if narrower, a less pro- 
portion of muslin should be used. These muslin covered openings should 
be from three to four feet from the floor of the house so that drafts will 
not fall’on the birds. Many houses are fitted with ventilators near the 
eaves at the back of the house for additional ventilation when needed. One 
square foot of glass should be allowed to every 12 to 15 square feet of 
floor space. 

The dropping platform should be from 24 to 30 inches from the floor. 
Perches should be placed from 12 to 15 inches apart and from 6 to 10 
linear inches allowed for each fowl. Nests should be from 12 to 14 inches 
square with from 12 to 15 inches of head room. One nest should be sup- 
plied for from four to six hens. 

"The size of the house will depend upon the number and kind of birds 
to be housed; an allowance of from three to five square feet of floor space 
per bird will be sufficient. The house will be cold in the winter if the 
ceilings are too high, but they should be high enough to allow the attendant 
to conveniently care for the birds and for proper ventilation. The above 
sizes will vary with different locations, climates and conditions but will 
serve as a basis for calculating sizes of houses and fixtures. 


LOCATION 


The poultry house should be located convenient to the residence and 
other buildings. It should be built on sloping land, preferably on a south- 
ern or southeastern slope with the house facing south or southeast, as it 
will then receive the greatest amount of sunlight during the day, and the 
soil will be warm and dry. A gravely or sandy soil offers the best drainage 
and the house is less liable to be damp. Low land and heavy soils should 
be avoided if possible. Poultry should not be allowed in the barn, cow 
stable, machine shed, or other farm buildings as they soon make them 
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unsanitary; also, their parasites may infest the buildings. An orchard or 
lot where grain may be grown makes a very desirable run as it affords 
protection from the cold winds in winter, and provides shade in summer. 

The essentials of a poultry house are: economical construction, as 
the very best grades and highest priced lumber are not necessary and 
second hand lumber of good quality may be used; a good solid frame is 
necessary; it should be convenient in caring for the birds and provide 
proper ventilation and natural lighting. 

The building is supported upon posts or piling driven into the ground 
about five feet apart. On the tops of these posts are fastened 2 by 4-inch 
sills. The 2 by 4-inch studding are placed about 30 inches apart on center; 
those at the back of the house are 4 feet long, while those at the front are 
3 feet six inches long. 

The rafters, of 2 by 6-inch material, are spaced about 3 feet apart on 
center ; longer rafters of 14 feet are at the back; the shorter ones of 8 feet 
6 inches are at the front. The front upper wall and rafters are supported 
by posts carrying a purline plate, which extends the full width of the house. 

The roof is of shiplap covered with prepared roofing material. 

The end and back walls are covered with drop siding, while in front 
poultry netting is used outside the studding and a roller muslin or burlap 
curtain inside. 

Four windows in the upper south wall, placed at the proper height 
for the sun’s rays to strike the floor near the back of the house during a 
great part of the day, furnish sufficient light and heat. 

The roosts are located along the back wall. ‘They consist of a drop- 
ping platform made by fastening tongued and grooved edge grained 
flooring to a girder along the back wall and to a girder along the front of 
the platform, which is supported by posts. The top of the platform is 
about two feet from the floor. The perches are made of 2 by 2-inch ma- 
terial with the upper sharp edges rounded off and fastened to 2 by 6-inch 
sleepers, which are cleated along the bottom with 1 by 4-inch material. 
The perches set on the platform and may be removed or hinged at the 
back so that they may be raised for cleaning off the platform. 

The dropping platform should be from 24 to 30 inches from the 
floor. Perches should be placed from 12 to 14 inches apart, and from 
6 to 10 linear inches allowed for each bird. Nests should be from 12 to 14 
inches square, with from 12 to 15 inches of head room. One nest should 
be provided for every four or five hens. 

The nests are fastened to the side wall and are built in tiers one row 
above the other. 

An earth floor is used to lower construction costs, but will not-be 
found as satisfactory or sanitary as concrete or lumber. 

The open front, half-monitor poultry house is very popular with many 
poultry raisers. It is tightly enclosed on the ends and back, having an 
open or partly open south front. If too much cold wind blows through 
this open front, muslin or burlap curtains which roll down may be used to 
break the air currents and aid in keeping the inside temperature normal 
in extremely cold weather, still allowing sufficient ventilation,

Figures 82 and 83 show the plans for a half-monitor poultry house 
with a floor space 20 by 20 feet, which gives sufficient room for 100 to 


120 fowls.

Posts or piling driven into the ground made an economical 
temporary foundation. A masonry foundation and concrete floor may be used if desired,

house provide the maximum amount of available floor space. 


SHED-ROOF POULTRY HOUSE 


The plans illustrated in Figure 85 show a house 16 feet square, suit- 
able for 75 fowls. ‘The foundation is of concrete, extending 6 inches 
above and 18 inches below the level of the ground. It is necessary to 
extend the foundation well into the ground to give a solid support to the 
building, to keep out burrowing animals, dampness, and cold drafts under 
the floor. A 2-inch concrete floor, consisting of one part cement, and six 
parts bank-run gravel, Jaid over six inches of well-tramped cinders or 
gravel, gives a dry, warm, clean, and sanitary surface, which may be 
easily cleaned. 

The front of the house should be just high enough to allow the sun’s 
rays to strike the rear of the house some time during the day. If too high 
there will be too much waste area and the house will be cold for the birds. 
The back wall needs to be only high enough to allow the installation of 
the roosts and freedom for the attendant in caring for the flock. ‘The 
studdings are of 2 by 4-inch material spaced two feet apart on centers. 
Those for the front wall are 6 feet 10 inches long and for the back wall 
4 feet 6 inches. All walls should be tightly constructed to prevent drafts. 
Drop siding or tongued and grooved materials make a tight and satis- 
factory wall. The wall behind and the ceiling above the roosts are ceiled 
with tongued and grooved ceiling to protect the roosting quarters and 
aid in ventilation. The rafters for the roof are covered with shiplap 
sheathing and with a good grade of prepared roofing, which makes an 
air-tight roof, and when kept painted with tar paint will be water-tight 
and last several years. The slope of the roof need have only pitch enough 
to drain the water. 
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Ventilation is obtained through the open or muslin covered front; 
the muslin curtains break up the currents of air, thus preventing drafts 
on the fowls. ‘The open front should be at least three feet from the floor 
to prevent a draft on the birds. In warm weather additional ventilation 
may be obtained by opening the ventilators in the back of the house. 
Boarding up the roosting quarters in the back and overhead, forms a hood 
which permits a movement of air but no drafts on the fowls. ‘Two 
12-light double sash windows are used in the front; these are hinged so 
that the top sash may open upward, giving additional ventilation. 

The roosts are located in the back of the house. They consist of a 
droppings platform supported by one girder fastened to the studdings 
and one along the front supported by posts. The platform is 2 feet 6 
inches from the floor. ‘The perches are of 2 by 2-inch material with the 
upper sharp edges planed off and fastened to 2 by 6-inch sleepers, which 
rest on the platform, making them removable for cleaning. A double row 
of nests are placed along the side wall opposite the outside door. The 
nests have sloping roofs, which prevent the hens from roosting on them. 
A slatted top platform is used to hold water-pans and feed hoppers.

COLONY BROODER’ HOUSE 


The term “colony brooder house” applies to houses that are portable 
and suitable for brooding chicks. Such houses are usually grouped in 
colonies of two to four for convenience, especially during the summer 
growing season. 

Figures 88 and 89 show the plans for a colony brooder house which 
may be heated with a coal stove, or oil or gas heaters. It is made portable

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and can be used for brooding baby chicks, for growing summer chicks, 
or for a winter laying house. The size is 10 by 12 feet, which gives 
sufficient room for 350 chicks. ‘The depth is the narrower dimension and 
gives a larger exposure to the south, which aids in keeping the house warm. 

This house has a shed roof with a front wall 7 feet in height and a 
back wall 4 feet 8 inches high. The siding is 1-inch matched flooring 
placed vertically. A door is located in one end near the front for the use 
of the attendant. In the opposite end near the front wall and floor is a 
sliding door for the poultry. Two 8-light, 8 by to glazed, double hung 
sashes are used in the front of the house to supply light.. Between the 
windows is a cased opening with a hinged drop door on the outside; poul- 
try-netting and a hinged muslin sash are placed over the inside. At the 
back of the house are two doors hinged at the top, opening out. ‘The 
opening is covered with netting wire. 

This house is constructed on skids for convenience in moving. Across 
the skids are nailed 2 by 4-inch floor joists, which are doubled through 
the center of the house to make the floor more rigid and to prevent spring- 
ing. To the joists, which are doubled around the outside edge of the

The ventilator at the back and the open front provide efficient ventilation of the house. 
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house, are nailed two 2 by 4-inch posts at the corners and one 2 by 4-inch 
pier around the windows and doors. Nail girts are fastened at their ends 
to the corner posts. Plates across the top of the posts support the 2 by 
4-inch rafters, which are spaced about 2°feet 5 inches apart. The roofing 
consists of tight shiplap sheathing laid over the rafters and covered with 
prepared roll roofing, which is well tarred. 

The flooring is of 1-inch tongued and grooved material fastened to 


_ the floor joists. 


If the house is used for a laying house, nests may be placed along 
the side walls, and roosts equipped with a dropping platform along the 
back wall. ‘These are made removable so that they may be taken out when 
the house is used for brooding. 

"The house is well ventilated through the muslin front sash and by the 
yentilators under the back cornice. 
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Fig. 89. Ground plan and front elevation of a colony brooder poultry house. Tongued 
and grooved flooring is used for siding and may be covered on the outside with prepared 
roll roofing if desired. 


INDOOR FEED HOPPER 


An indoor feed hopper saves much time in caring for poultry. It 
should be set at least 18 inches above the floor on a platform, so that litter 
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will not be scratched into the feed trough. Figure 91 shows the plan for 
a feed hopper 16 inches wide; the length may be made to accommodate 
the number of birds to be fed. The hopper may be partitioned for several 
kinds of feed. The bottom of the hopper is made sloping, thus causing 
the feed to roll down into the feed trough. The floor beneath the trough 
extends out in front far enough to make a platform for the poultry to 
stand on while eating.

The lumber used should be tongued and grooved flooring or shiplap. 
so that the structure will be tight enough to hold finely ground feeds. The 
feed trough is covered with a slatted cover made of lath or other thin, 
narrow materials, which prevents the birds from getting into the trough 
and scratching out the feed. It may be hinged or made removable for 
cleaning the trough. 
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Fig. 91. Plans for an indoor feed hopper for poultry. The hopper may be lengthened 
to accommodate the flock to be fed and divided into compartments for several kinds of feed. 


The sloping bottom of the hopper is an important detail. 
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Fig. 92. An outdoor portable feed hopper for poultry. The projecting floor furnishes 
standing room for the birds while feeding and the divisions of the trough prevent feed from 
being wasted. The roof is made rain-tight. 


OUTDOOR FEED HOPPER 


The feed hopper for poultry illustrated in Figure 93 is a portable, 
double-sided feeder for outside or inside use. ‘The hopper or feeder is 
built on 2 by 4-inch skids, 2 feet 8 inches wide, 3 feet 414 inches in height 
to the comb of the roof, and 6 feet 6 inches long; the length may be in- 
creased as the demands of the flock increase. The sides slope inward 
from the top downward, forcing the feed into the trough at the bottom. 
The trough is covered with a tight cover when the feeder is not in use to 
keep out rain and exclude the poultry. The floor projects out from under 
the trough enough to allow the birds standing room while feeding. Pre- 
pared roofing or waterproof paper may be used to make the roof water- 
tight. 

The material may be tongued and grooved flooring or shiplap one 
inch thick, 
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NESTS 


Nests for hens should not be located in dark places in the house and 
should be equipped with covers to prevent them being used as roosts, and 
with doors to shut out the birds. Nests should not be set on the floor of 
the house, as the space beneath them should be used for exercise and for 
feeding. 

The nests illustrated in Figure 94 may be 12 or 14 inches deep, de- 
pending upon the breed of poultry using them, and 12 inches wide. One 
nest should be allowed for every four to five hens. The nests shown in 
Figure 94 are two-story or two-tier nests, having sloping roofs to prevent 
the birds from roosting upon them. ‘They are made to be placed against 
the wall siding, in which case no back other than the wall siding is used. 
If they are fastened to the studding, a back or building out between the 
studding will be necessary. The front is hinged so that it may be dropped 
when the nests are open, forming an approach, which is an aid to the hen 
in entering; when turned up, it closes the nest so that admission to the 
nest is impossible. 


The lumber used is of 1-inch material, either wide boards or shiplap. 


IMPLEMENT HOUSES 


Every farm needs an implement house; farm machines should not 
be left exposed to the weather, nor should they be stored in driveways of 
barns or other buildings, where chickens may roost upon them, for am- 
monia fumes from manure rust the metal and ruin the paint. It is certain 
that the average life of the grain binder on American farms could be con- 
siderably lengthened if the machines were well housed and well cared for.

It is best to have the implement house a separate building. The en- 
closed front is best, as it gives better protection from weather and stray 
animals. It should be placed where it will be passed by the teams in 
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going to and from the field, so that the machines may be taken out in the 
morning and left at night without extra steps for horses and men. 

The size must be determined by the needs of the farm. It is well to 
plan a definite place for each machine beforehand, and then to put each 
implement in its place. It is best to avoid crowding; it will be a great 
saving of time to have plenty of room. Heavy machines, and those used 
but once or twice a year, may be placed farthest back; and those which 
are frequently used, like wagons or manure spreaders, can be kept near 
the front. It will be well to avoid posts, for they are often in the way. 


THE FARM SHOP 


It is essential that every farm should have a shop where tools may 
be kept and repairs made on machinery and farm equipment. The shop 
equipment, regardless of what it may be, should receive careful attention 
so as to be in good condition when needed. Repairs should be made when 
the need is first detected, and not put off until a more convenient time. 

The shop may be made a part of the implement shed or garage, but 
preferably a separate building. If no forge is used, one part of a frame 
building may be partitioned off and used as a shop. If a forge is installed, 
the building should be of masonry as a precaution against fire. 

The shop may be large enough to accommodate the machinery and 
for repair work or only large enough to accommodate the tools and a 
bench. ‘The minimum size is about 8 by 10 feet and the building should 
be equipped with a stove, so that the shop may be warmed during cold 
weather if necessary. Plenty of light should be provided over the work- 
bench. 

The tools may be as elaborate as the individual desires. The follow- 
ing tools are generally used about the farm and with good care should last 
for years: One cross cut 9-tooth hand saw, a 7-tooth rip saw, a compass 
saw, a hammer, a hatchet, a ratchet brace, a set of bits from one-eighth to 
one inch, an extension bit, a half-inch and a 1-inch chisel, one 10-inch 
single cut mill file, one 4-inch three-cornered file, a 24-inch steel square, 
a drawing knife, a block plane, a jack plane, an anvil, a metal vise, an 
8-inch monkey wrench, a pipe wrench, an 8-inch adjustable wrench, a 
ratchet screw driver, a Yankee drill, a cold chisel, a punch, a nail set, 
marking gauge, and axes. 

The tools required for working iron are stock and dies, a bench or 
wall drill, a chain drill, an assortment of bits, a hacksaw, pipe cutter and 
pipe threading tools. 

A forge, large anvil and stand, tongs, hammers, and hardy will be 
required for blacksmithing. 

Nails of various kinds and sizes, staples, harness and machine rivets, 
screws, and bolts are necessary materials and should always be available 
for immediate use. 

The shop should have an 8-foot sliding door in front so that imple- 
ments may be taken into the shop to be repaired. A chimney and stove 
should be installed if much repairing is to be done during cold weather. 
The floor may ‘be made of wood or concrete, which affords a dry surface. 
A work-bench along one side, and a tool-case built across the eni 
will be found very convenient in using the tools and keeping them in 
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place. A door, tightly fitted, is used in the end of the building for ad- 
mittance into the shop. Directly opposite the outside door is a door 
through which entrance may be made from the shop to the implement 
storage. Three 12-light, 10 by 12-inch, double-hung windows give abun- 
dance of light in the shop. y 


The roof is of sheathing and shingles, supported by 2 by 6-inch 
rafters, spaced three feet apart on centers. The rafters are trussed every 
nine feet, as.shown in Figure 100, which gives a clear space free from 
posts for the storage of implements. 


Fig. 96. A farm repair shop. Every farm should have a repair shop in its working 
equipment. The necessary tools should be of good quality and be kept in readiness for use 
at all times. Provision for heating should be made for winter repair work. 


The working plans for a combination roof frame implement shed 
and shop of a suitable size to house and repair the implements ordinarily 
found on the average 160-acre farm, are shown in Figures 97, 98, 99, 


_and 100. 


The building is 22 by 62 feet in size, having an implement storage 
space of 22 by 48 feet, and a repair shop 14 by 22 feet. 

Concrete footings and foundations are used for the back, ends, and 
cross partition walls. For the front, concrete piers are used to support 
the posts. ‘The piers and foundations extend above the surface of the 
floor about eight inches to prevent decay at the bottoms of the posts and 
the sills. The posts are anchored to the piers by setting anchor pins into 
the concrete and allowing them to extend about six inches into the posts. 
Sills are used on the ends, back, and cross walls, and are fastened to the 
foundation by anchor bolts. ‘The posts for the front side are of 6 by 
6-inch material 8 feet long, and for the back wall, 6 feet long. 

The front wall of the implement storage department is fitted with 
double sliding parallel doors so that any part of the storage room may be 
entered; the doors are hung on a double track by ball-bearing hangers. 
Stay rollers are used at the bottom of the doors to prevent them from 
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Fig. 9%. Front elevation of a combination implement house and repair shop. Good 
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Details of construction for the combination implement shed and shop. The 


trussed roof gives a large storage capacity free from posts, to interfere with the movement 


of heavy machinery. 
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swinging out. The back wall is fitted with roller doors near the ends so 
that heavy implements may be taken out from either side. 

The end partition and back walls are made of 2 by 4-inch studding, 
covered with horizontal drop siding. 

The doors are made of tongued and grooved material, or flooring 
cleated and braced on the outsides. 

Four small 4-light, 10 by 12-inch, single sash windows are used in 
the storage room, and should be placed well above the floor, so that the 
glass will not be broken when moving the implements. 

A cinder floor may be used, and the surface of the floor should be 
from two to four inches higher than the surface of the surrounding ground 
to prevent surface water from draining into the building. 

Figures 101 and 102 show the plans for a combination roof frame 
implement shed and shop. ‘The dimensions of the building are 26 feet 
wide by 62 feet long, including a 12-foot shop across one end. ‘The length 
may be increased to accommodate the machinery to be stored. A width 
of 26 feet is wider than is usually used for implement sheds, but is suf- 
ficient to allow a hay rack on the wagon to be stored. The height of the 
front wall openings for implement sheds are usually from 7 feet 6 inches 
to 8 feet 6 inches, which will allow most of the common farm implements 
to be stored. Many times, implements such as threshing machines, sep- 
arators, clover hullers, etc., are to be stored which will not pass through 
an opening 8 feet 6 inches high. The front opening of this shed is about 
10 feet 6 inches high and will accommodate the larger machines. 

The building is supported by concrete foundations 8 inches thick 
and footings 18 inches wide and Io inches thick, extending about three 
feet below the surface of the ground. The foundation projects ro inches 
above the level of the ground. Sills are anchored to the foundation, upon 
which are fastened 2 by 4-inch studding spaced two feet apart on centers. 
The front consists of posts set on and anchored to concrete piers 12 inches 
square with footings 24 inches square, and-extending three feet below the 
surface of the ground. The front of the implement shed is enclosed by 
doors, having roller bearing hangers and a bird-proof track. ‘These doors 
roll past each other, so that any part of the implement shed may be 
reached. ‘The front of the shop has an opening 8 feet by 8 feet 6 inches, 
enclosed by hinged doors. ‘This wide door into the shop allows the ma- 
chinery to be taken into the shop for repairs. ‘Three 12-light, to by 
14-inch, glazed, double hung sashes are used in the shop. A small door 
in one end of the shop allows entrance without moving the large imple- 
ment doors. There is also a door leading from the shop to the implement 
storage room. The partition between the shop and the implement shed 
is made up of 2 by 4-inch studding spaced two feet apart on centers, and 
ceiled on the shop side with shiplap or tongued and grooved material. The 
side walls and the ceiling of the shop may also be ceiled if desired. This 
will make a much warmer room in which to work during the winter. The 
shop is supplied with a chimney, tool-case, and work-bench. A concrete 
floor and approach are used for the shop, and a cinder floor for the im- 
plement storage shed. The windows in the implement shed are 9-light, 
12 by 14-inch, single sash, set high in the wall so they will not be broken 
when moving machinery. The interior of the building is free of posts, 
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the roof being supported by trusses set six feet apart. Between the 
trusses are 2 by 6-inch rafters spaced two feet apart on centers, and tied 
with 2 by 6-inch collar beams. The roof consists of sheathing and 
shingles.

and grooved flooring above the siding. A bed or crown moulding is used 
for a frieze to prevent entrance of birds into the implement shed. 


Figure 96 shows the interior of the shop in this building, and Figure 
95 shows the building complete. 
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COMBINATION IMPLEMENT AND STORAGE SHED 


Figures 103, 104, 105, 106, and 107 show a small gable roof com- 
bination implement and storage shed suitable for a small general purpose 
or truck farm. ‘The dimensions of the building are 24 by 30 feet, and it 
has a cinder floor and a tightly floored wooden platform to feet 4 inches 
by 12 feet, built up 16 inches from the top of the sills for the storage of 
bags of grain, pod crops, small implements, etc. The remainder of the 
floor space is available for the storage of implements and machinery used 
about the farm. ‘The building is supported on concrete piers set into the 
ground, On top of the piers are anchorable double 2 by 6-inch sills to 
which are nailed posts every five feet. Nailing girts are fastened hori- 
zontally to the posts and support the 1 by 10-inch barn boards which are 
used for siding. The posts are braced diagonally at the corners. Double 
2 by 6-inch plates are supported on the top of the posts, and carry the roof. 
The roof is supported by scissor trusses spaced six feet apart. Between 
these are two roof trusses as shown on the plans. The rafters of the 
trusses are 2 by 4-inch material spaced two feet apart. The roof consists 
of 1 by 4-inch sheathing spaced two inches apart and covered with shingles 
or prepared roll roofing material.

One 9-light, 9 by 12-inch, glazed window sash is used in each side. 
A rolling door 11 feet 6 inches by 10 feet is used on both ends for the 
entrance of the implements. One of these may be divided for convenience 
in opening when a small entrance is desired. Stay rollers prevent the 
doors from being swung out at the bottom.

CRIBS AND GRANARIES 


Good storage houses are necessary to store the grain crops of the 
farm properly. The rail pen is a very insecure enclosure as the grain is 
exposed to theft, damages from storms, and rats.

The waste caused by vermin in the grain storage house is a very 
serious item. Rats are the especial enemy of grain stored in buildings, 
and the burrowing rat, which makes its nest beneath buildings, does the 
greatest mischief in the corn-house. Unless the buildings are built so that 
rats cannot burrow through the foundation or gnaw through the siding 
or floor, it is a difficult matter to keep them out. One method of keeping 
rats out of a building is to built the house on piers or posts about 2 or 3 
feet above the ground and use an inverted metal pan over the top end of 
the posts, thus preventing them from crawling up the sides of the posts. 
and gnawing into the crib. Another method is to use a concrete floor and 
foundations, allowing the foundations to extend 18 inches to 2 feet above 
the surface of the ground, and at the top of the foundation bring out a 
horizontal concrete projection, 10 to 12 inches wide. This projection will 
prevent the rats from crawling up and gnawing through the siding open- 
ings. A third method is to use concrete foundations and floor, and place 
hardware wire cloth between the studding and siding and allow it to extend 
under the plates and up the side walls from 24 to 36 inches. At the top of 
the wire netting on the outside of the siding is placed a strip of tin or 
galvanized iron, which will prevent the rats from getting a foot-hold and 
gnawing through the siding above the wire netting. 

Cribs or bins should be narrow, to give the best circulation of air 
through the grain; 6 to 8 feet wide is about right. If corn does not keep 
well in the crib, ventilating flues with outside openings may be run through 
the corn, thus giving an added circulation of air. ; 

Since the foundation of a grain storage building must support a 
greater weight than do the foundations of many other farm buildings, 
they should be constructed of materials that will not crush, wide enough 
at the bottom to carry the load without settling, and deep enough below 
the surface of the ground to prevent heaving by frosts. Concrete mixed 
in the proportion of one part cement, two and one-half parts of sand, and 
five parts crushed stone or gravel makes a very good foundation, 

A concrete floor will prove very satisfactory if made of a rich mix- 
ture and laid upon a well-drained base.

“i he roofs for cribs should be constructed very much as are those for 
other buildings, using rafters, shingles, tin, or any of the prepared roofing 
materials. 


CORNCRIB AND GRANARY 


A Figures 109, 110, III, and 112 show the plans for a frame, gable root 
crib and granary 26 feet wide, 30 feet long, and having 8-foot side walls. 


One side of the building is used for storing ear corn, and the other 
side for storing small grain. The crib is 8 feet wide and has a capacity 
for about 775 bushels of ear corn, The granary is divided into three bins 
8 by 10 feet, each having a capacity of about 520 bushels of wheat. The 
8-foot driveway between the crib and granary, extends the full length of 
the building, and is enclosed at both ends by sliding doors. 


The building may be either filled or emptied from the central drive- 
way ; this arrangement provides shelter while handling the grain. Footings 
of sufficient width to carry the weight according to the soil, and extending 
below the frost line, are used. ‘The building is supported by 10-inch con- 
crete foundations, extending around the crib and granary and one foot 
above the grade line to prevent rats from getting into the building and also 
to protect the sills and joists from decay. A 2 by 10-inch sill is used on 
top of the foundation and carries the 2 by 8-inch floor joists, which are 
covered with heavy tongued and grooved flooring. ‘The floor plates are 
nailed over the flooring and support the 2 by 6-inch 8-foot studding, which ~ 
are nailed to them. ‘Two 2 by 6-inch plates are used on top of the stud- 
ding to support the rafters. The studding along either side of the drive- 
way extend up to the roof and carry purline plates to support the 2 by 
4-inch rafters. The roof is one-third pitch and consists of sheathing 
covered with shingles, which are laid 41 inches to the weather. ’ 

The siding for the crib is 1 by 6-inch beveled edge crib siding, and 
for the bins 1 by 6-inch drop siding. The crib and bins are tied together 
by 1 by 6-inch ties, extending over the cribs and bins. The ties across the 
driveway are 2 by 6-inch material nailed to the studding. A louver is used 
in each gable for ventilation, and should be screened to keep birds out. 
Doors are provided along the driveway for handling the grain and are 
equipped with removable slip boards to prevent the grain from rolling out 
when the doors are opened. The siding boards along the driveway extend 
eight feet high. After the cribs are about full the crib may be filled by 
shoveling over this siding, or the top boards may be removed and put on 
as the filling process continues. 

The driveway floor may be of concrete, earth, or cinders, the surface 
of which is one foot below the top of the foundation, thus giving a lower 
height to shovel in emptying the crib and bins. 

The floor and foundation are made rat-tight by using 4 by 4 mesh 
hardware wire cloth, nailed to the top of the joists beneath the floor and 
extending up the side walls for 2 feet 6 inches between the studding and 
siding. Along the top of this wire, a strip of tin or galvanized iron should 
be nailed inside the siding to prevent rats from getting foothold and gnaw- 
ing into the crib. Tin is not necessary for the granary.

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Gutters to drain the rain-water away from the building and to pre- 
vent dampness, and a galvanized ridge roll are used. The outside of the 
building should be painted. 


DOUBLE CORNCRIB 


The plans shown in Figures 113, 114, 115, and 116 are for a corncrib 
with cribs 8 feet wide located on each side of a central alleyway Io feet 
wide. 

The building is supported on concrete footings 16 inches wide and 
10 inches thick, and should extend deep enough into the ground to prevent 
heaving by frost. The concrete foundation is 8 inches wide and extends 
15 inches above the surface of the ground. Concrete floors are used for 
the cribs and alleyway. The ground beneath the floor should be well 
drained, and a sub-base of well tamped cinders used beneath the concrete 
to prevent dampness. The floors of the cribs slope from the alleyway to 
the outer walls to carry off the water that may rain in while the cribs are 
empty, or that is used in cleaning the floor. Openings are left through 
the foundation, level with the top of the floor to drain off the rain-water ; 
these openings should be covered with mesh wire to keep out rats. 

The sills are anchored with bolts to the concrete foundation; 2 by 
6-inch studding spaced two feet apart are used for the side walls, and 
these along the alleyway extend to the rafters. The rafters are 2 by 4-inch 
material, two feet apart on centers and supported by a purline plate fas- 
tened to the inner wall studding. The rafters are covered with sheathing 
and shingles. The siding for the cribs is beveled edge crib siding, and for 
the gables tongued and grooved drop siding. Louvers placed in the gable 
ends aid in ventilation. 

The ends of the alleyway are enclosed with double sliding doors hung 
on bird-proof tracks with ball-bearing hangers. 

The walls are made rat-tight by placing mesh wire under the sills and 
extending from two to three feet up the side walls between the studding 
and siding. At the top of the mesh wire and outside of the siding, a strip 
of sheet iron or tin about 10 to 12 inches wide is nailed to the siding to 
prevent the rats from getting a foothold and gnawing through the siding 
above the wire. 

Two doors are used along either side of the alleyway for emptying 
the cribs. Slip boards should be used inside the door to prevent the corn 
from rolling out into the alleyway when the doors are opened. 

A portable elevator may be used with this crib either inside or by 
leaving an opening through the roof for operating the elevator outside.

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COMBINATION CRIB AND GRANARY 


_ Figure 117 shows a section of a combination crib and granary de- 
signed so that an inside elevator may be installed. An 11-foot alleyway 
extends through the middle of the building. The cribs for storing corn 
are eight feet wide, located on either side of the alleyway and extending 
to the roof. Above the alleyway are bins ten feet deep for grain. 
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Fig. 117. A section of a combination crib and granary. An elevator in a grain storage 
building is an important part of an efficient equipment. A trench in the floor aids in the 
operation of a sheller and also in ventilating the grain. 


The building is supported by 24-inch footings, extending a sufficient 
depth below the surface of the ground to prevent injury by frosts. The 
width of the footings ought to depend to a great extent upon the bearing 
power of the soil, but 24 inches will usually be sufficient. The foundation 
+s 10 inches wide and extends 18 inches above the surface of the ground 
to prevent rats from gnawing through the siding and to prevent decay of 
the sills. 

A 5 or 6-inch concrete floor is used in the cribs and alleyway. Ex- 
tending through the center of the cribs is a trench 20 inches wide and 16 
inches deep, for ventilation and convenience in using a drag sheller feeder. 
These trenches are covered over with loose planks which may be taken out 
as the cribs are emptied. 

The studding for the outer walls of the cribs are 2 by 6-inch material 
placed 24 inches apart on centers. The inner walls are of 2 by 8-inch 
material placed 12 inches apart. The cribs are sided with beveled siding ; 
but for the bins, tongued and grooved flooring or shiplap laid tight should 
be used. ‘The bins should be cross-braced to prevent bulging. The joists 
supporting the bin floor will need to be 2 by 12-inch for oats or 4 by 
12-inch for wheat, spaced one foot apart. The ends of these joists rest 
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on a ribbon board cut an inch into the studding and firmly spiked to the 
studding. Tongued and grooved heavy or doubled flooring is used in the 
bins. The floor may be made sloping towards openings or chutes for 
emptying the bins directly into wagons. 


The roof is of the gambrel type, which allows a large amount of space 
above the cribs and bins for ventilation and operation of the elevator pipes. 
Ordinary roofing materials may be used as covering. ‘The cupola extends 
above the roof a sufficient height to allow the elevator to operate. 


SINGLE CORNCRIB 


The plans shown in Figure 118 are for a shed-roof crib 8 feet wide 
and 18 feet long, with a capacity of about 520 bushels of ear corn, 


The studding for the low tide wall are 8 feet long and for the high 
side 12 feet long. The foundation may be either posts, concrete piers, or 
a concrete wall, or the crib may be built on skids, making the crib portable. 
The floor may be of frame if built on piers, posts, or skids, but if built 
on a permanent concrete foundation a concrete floor may be used. The 
crib as shown by the plans has a 10-inch concrete foundation supported 
by 16-inch footings. 

The 2 by 4-inch sills are bolted to the top of the foundation by 5% by 
12-inch anchor bolts placed 4 feet 6 inches apart on centers, to prevent 
the bulging of the side walls and to keep the crib from being blown from 
the foundation while empty. ‘The studding are 2 by 4-inch material placed 
two feet apart on centers, spiked firmly to the sills at the bottom and to 
the plates at the top. Braces are fastened to the inside of the studding to 
prevent bulging and bursting at the corners. Wire cables tightened by 
turnbuckles are stretched through the crib 4 feet 6 inches apart to prevent 
the side wall from bulging from the pressure of the corn within. ‘These 
cables are fastened to 4 by 4-inch timbers which extend vertically around 
the building. As the grain is removed from the crib, these cables may be 
unfastened at one end. A door, placed in either end, provides entrance to 
the crib and convenience in handling the corn. Slip-boards are placed 
across the door to prevent the corn from rolling out when the door is 
opened and to aid in emptying the crib. A door is placed in the front or 
higher wall for filling and emptying the crib; siding boards may also be 
removed near the top for filling, and later replaced. 

Openings 2 by 6 inches are left in the foundation on a level with the 
top of the floor to drain out rain-water which may enter the building. The 
floor slopes slightly from the center to either side. The rafters are of 
2 by 4-inch material, 14 feet long, placed two feet apart and covered by 
any of the common roofing materials. ‘The siding, of either 1 by 4-inch 
boards or beveled edge crib siding, is fastened to the studding, leaving 
openings about one inch between the boards for ventilation. The walls 
are rat-proofed by running 4 by 4-mesh hardware wire cloth under the 
sills and up the side walls between the studding and siding to a height of 
2 feet 6 inches, and placing a 10-inch strip of tin along the top of the wire 
outside the siding to prevent rats from gnawing through the siding. 

The crib is built on a concrete foundation and should be rat-proof.

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HAY STORAGE SHEDS 


A storage shed for hay is a necessity on farms on which much hay is 
raised where the haul is of some distance during the rush season. A hay 
shed located in the meadow will 
protect the hay until it may be 
hauled or baled. Exposure to the 
weather causes hay to be dis- 
colored, which results in a loss, 
. as its market value is lowered 

when in this condition. If hay is 
stacked unprotected in the field, 
it is liable to serious damage by 
wind storms blowing the stacks 
_ over or the tops off and allowing 
the rain to soak into the stack. A 
hay storage shed is usually pro- 
vided with a track and fork which 
, ; saves much time and labor in

Hay-sheds may be constructed in many ways, and of many kinds of 
materials. Figures 120 and 121 show the plans for a gabled roof hay 
storage shed, constructed on telephone poles as posts. ‘These posts extend 
about four feet into the ground, and are set in a concrete base. The 
height of the poles above ground is 18 feet. Girts are nailed across the 
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Fig. 120. Side elevation and framing for a hay-shed. The side walls and roof may be 
covered with barn boards or corrugated galvanized iron. The frame should be well cross-~ 
braced to stand the wind pressure when empty. , 
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posts, and the walls are sided down for about 8 feet with barn boards 
placed vertically. Sliding doors are used in the gable ends to admit the 
fork-load of hay. ‘The walls are tied together with girts nailed to the 
plates and extending across the building. Corner braces are used three 
ways on the posts. On top of the’posts are placed 4 by 6-inch plates, sup- 
porting the 2 by 6-inch rafters, which are spaced two feet apart. The 
roof consists of sheathing covered with shingles or prepared roll roofing. 
The ridge of the roof projects over the end siding enough to allow the 
hay to be drawn up. A hay track extends the full length of the building, 
and is fastened to the 2 by 8-inch collar beams. The track may be 
equipped for raising hay from either end of the barn, which will be found 
convenient when the wind is blowing.

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CATTLE FEEDER FOR HAY 


A rack into which hay may be unloaded from a wagon and made 
available to cattle as they desire it is a very important structure in the 
equipment of cattle lots. ‘The rack should be large enough to hold at least 
one day’s supply and should be so designed that hay will not be wasted 
by the cattle. 

Figure 123 is a plan for such a feeder. The dimensions of the feeder 
are 5 feet wide, 18 feet long and 8 feet high; it has a hay capacity of 
about one ton-and will accommodate about 40 cattle. : 

The hay is placed in the hopper, and as it is eaten out below, falls 
down where it may be easily reached by the cattle. 

The feeder is built on skids, which makes it portable and at the same 
time support the frame-work. The framing is all made of 2 by 4-inch 
material. The studding are six feet apart and nailed at the bottom to the 
skids. ‘The joists are of 2 by 4-inch material, running across the skids 
and nailed to the studding. A tight floor is laid on the joists, which pre- 
vents fine hay from falling to the ground and being wasted. 

The studding for the sides of the trough are set at an angle, nailed 
at the bottom to the skids and vertical studding, and capped at the top 
with a 2 by 4-inch piece, running lengthwise. The outer side of the trough 
is tightly covered with barn boards, and the inner sides of the wall stud- 
ding are also covered with barn boards to within 22 inches of the level 
of the troughs. A 2 by 4-inch piece is nailed inside the studding and 


along the bottom of the siding at each side, leaving an opening of 18 inches 


: 


between the 2 by 4-inch pieces and the level of the top of the manger for 
feeding. 

The mangers are supported at the top by 2 by 4-inch collar beams 
nailed to the studding. 

The end siding is put on the outer side of the studding and extends 
to the top of the skids. 

A salt box with a lid is fastened to one of the feeders; when the lid 
is raised the stock may have access to the salt and when it is closed it keeps 
the rain out. 


CATTLE FEEDING “BUNK” 


Cattle feeding plants must be supplied with convenient, solid, and 
strongly built equipment, as cattle will crowd, and poorly built structures 
would soon be destroyed. 

The plan shown in Figure 124 is for a feeding “bunk” or trough for 


feeding ear corn, small grains, or ground feed to cattle. It is very solidly 


built, and well braced across, as most of the pressure will be sidewise. 


“This “bunk” is 2 feet 6 inches wide, 16 feet long and 8 inches deep inside, 


and the height from the ground is 2 feet Io inches. It will conveniently 
accommodate 36 cattle, and the feeding capacity may be increased by in- 
creasing the length. If too long, the “bunks” would be difficult to move. 

The framing consists of 4 by 4-inch posts at each corner and one pair 
in the center. Cross joists of 2 by 4-inch material are spiked to the posts 
to support the floor. The side and end rails and floor are of 2-inch ma- 
terial surfaced at least on the inside; 1 by 6-inch braces may be used 
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across the posts or legs and the sides, if much moving of the bunk is 
necessary. Edgegrain material should be used for flooring, as it will wear 
longer and not be as easily splintered. 

Cattle feeding equipment should 
be strongly constructed and portable. 


WATERING TROUGHS FOR STOCK 
Watering troughs of some kind must be used on all farms where 
stock is kept. They may be of many shapes and designs, and built of 
various materials. Concrete is one of the most satisfactory materials for 
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the construction of troughs, as concrete troughs are durable, easily kept 
clean, and the hoops will not loosen and allow the trough to fall apart when 
left empty in the hot sun. The size of the trough will depend upon the 
method used in pumping water, and the amount of stock to be supplied. 
The following amounts of water per day for the various kinds of stock 
will aid in computing the size of trough required: cow, 12 gallons per day; 
horse, 10 gallons per day; sheep, 2 gallons per day; hog, 2% gallons per 
day. If the water is pumped by a windmill, the tank should be large 
enough to hold two to four days’ supply, as there are many days during 
the summer, when water is most needed, that there may not be sufficient 
wind to operate a windmill. Water troughs should be constructed of a 
very rich mixture of one sack of Portland cement to two cubic feet of 
clean, coarse, well graded sand and three to four cubic feet of pebbles or 
crushed stone. The walls and bottom of the trough should be reinforced 
with rods, extending in both directions through the walls. Expanded 
metal or heavy, fine mesh, woven wire allowed to extend through. the 
bottom and up the side walls is generally very satisfactory reinforcing for 
small troughs.

The ground on which the trough is to be located should be firm and 
graded up, so that the surface water will drain off and prevent a mud-hole 
around the trough. If the ground is not firm, a foundation should be 
provided, extending into the ground below the frost line, This founda- 
tion will tend to prevent the tank from settling irregularly. 


A concrete platform around the tank prevents a mud-hole about the 

trough. Along the outer edge of the platform there should be an apron, 
extending into the ground, to prevent animals from burrowing and water 
from running under the platform to freeze and crack the concrete.

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MANURE PITS 


There are times when fields are wet or covered with deep snow that 
it is not advisable to haul manure onto them. To store the manure with- 
out a heavy loss by leaching, a manure pit with a tight bottom is necessary. 

The pit may or may not have a cover to keep out rain, the necessity 
of which depends to a great extent upon the nature of the manure. Cow

or hog manure generally contains less bedding than horse manure and can 
hold but a small per cent of additional water without leaching. Horse 
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manure is drier, contains a larger per cent of bedding and is subject to 
hot fermentation which will give off the nitrogen, thus causing a heavy 
loss. This loss is checked by plenty of water or packing of the manure. 
An uncovered manure pit with a tight floor will be found very satisfactory 
for storing horse manure. 

Concrete makes a very satisfactory material for the construction of 
manure pits, as it is easily obtained and formed, and the pits may be made 
water-tight. The walls and bottom should be at least six inches thick and 
reinforced both ways. with reinforcing bars, woven fencing wire or ex- 
‘panded metal. The mixture of concrete should be one sack cement, two 
cubic feet sand and one to four cubic feet of crushed stone or gravel.

PAINTING FARM BUILDINGS 


All wood-work exposed to the weather should be protected by a good 
coating of paint. Paint adds greatly to the appearance and service of all 
buildings and appliances. 

The priming coat should be applied promptly after the building is 
completed so as not to allow the wood to absorb moisture. . The best grade 
of paints, filler, varnishes, oils, ete., should be used. Good paint is ex- 
pensive, but poor paint is even more expensive. One may buy ready- 
mixed paints, or purchase paste pigments and oils and mix them. ‘There 
are many good ready-mixed paints, but the products of well-known manu- 
facturers are more liable to prove successful than many cheap paints on 
the market. 

If new wood is to be painted, all knots and other places where resin 
appears should be covered with shellac varnish. Another method is to 
mix the priming coat of paint with a small amount of benzol, which is 
intended to dissolve the surface layer of resins and allow the paint pig- 
ments to penetrate deeply into the fiber of the wood, thus preventing the 
resins from coming to the surface. 
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The priming coat should be made of white lead and raw linseed oil, 
with a small amount of turpentine and japan driers. After applying the 
priming coat, all nail-holes and cracks should be well filled with putty, 
and covered with one or more coats of paint containing a smaller per- 
centage of oil rubbed thoroughly into the surface. 

In painting iron surfaces, all rust, dirt, and grease should be removed, 
scraping the surface with a wire brush or sandpaper and brushing off all 
loose particles. All surfaces should be clean and dry before painting. 

Painting should be done, if possible, during the warm, dry weather, 
as the paint flows better in warm weather than in cold, and the surface to 
be painted is less liable to contain moisture, which will cause trouble under 
a painted surface. 


WHITEWASH 


Whitewash is one of the cheapest kinds of paints, and may be used 
on either the interior or the exterior of a building. Whitewash makes 
a very good coating for the interior of poultry and hog houses, as it pre- 
serves the wood and makes the interior more sanitary, cheerful, and more 
easily illuminated. 

Whitewash can be made by slacking about ten pounds of quick-lime 
in two gallons of water, covering the pail with a piece of cloth or burlap, 
and allowing it to slack for one hour. Water is then added to bring the 
mixture to a proper consistency for applying. 

Whitewash may be applied to the surface with a broad brush, spread- 
ing it lightly. A weatherproof whitewash for exterior or interior surfaces 
may be made as follows: 

(1) Slake one bushel of quicklime in 12 gallons of hot water. 

(2) Dissolve two pounds of common salt, and one. pound of sulphate 
of zinc in two gallons of boiling water; pour (2) into (1), then add two 
gallons of skim-milk and mix thoroughly.

RULES FOR ESTIMATING QUANTITIES OF SHEATHING, FLOORING, ETC. 

For common sheathing laid horizontally on a wall or roof without 
openings, add one-tenth to the actual superficial area to allow for waste. 
On the walls of dwellings, figure the walls as though without openings and 
allow nothing for waste. If sheathing is laid diagonally, add one-sixth to 
the actual superficial area. 

For tight sheathing laid horizontally, add one-fifth for 6-inch boards, 
one-seventh for 8-inch boards, and one-ninth for to-inch boards. If laid 
diagonally add one-fourth for 6-inch boards, one-sixth for 8-inch boards, 
and one-eighth for 10-inch boards. 

For 3-inch matched flooring add one-half to the actual superficial area 
to be covered. 

For 4-inch flooring add one-third, and for 6-inch flooring add one- 
fifth. Ceiling is measured the same as flooring. 

For drop siding, add one-fifth to the superficial area. 

For lap siding laid 4 inches to the weather, add one-half to the actu 
superficial area; if 414 inches to the weather, add one-third.

FEEDING LAYING HENS 
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FEEDING LAYING HENS 


A. G. PHILIes 


The poultry business is a national asset to agriculture, for as a phase 
of farming it is economically sound, and poultry products are a necessity 
in the human diet. Never in the life of the business has there been a 
better opportunity for financial success, because people want and need 
eggs, the supply is none too great and the hen fits in with diversified 
farming. 

Records from commercial and farm flocks have shown the profits 
that are being made, and when the methods of management have been 
analyzed, proper methods of feeding have proven to be a very important 
thing to consider and know. Many a farm flock has proven unprofitable 
as a business proposition because of poor feeding methods. These same 
flocks have become an asset by simply changing and improving the ration 
and the methods of feeding them. 

The hen manufactures eggs from the feed that is given her and the 
number that she can produce depends a great deal upon the efficiency 
of the ration. About 80 per cent of the feed she consumes, when in 
high laying condition, is used for body maintenance and from the other 
20 per cent the eggs are made. 

About 65.9 per cent of an egg* is water, 10.59 per cent is fat (found 
only in the yolk), 12.83 per cent is albumen or protein, and 10.68 per 
cent is ash found in the shell. All feeds contain these same nutrients in 
different amounts and with different percentages of digestibility and 
availability. The real work for the poultry feeder is to be able to so mix 
his feeds that the hen can maintain her body and heat condition and also 
have enough of the right nutrients to make eggs in abundance. The 
analysis as shown on State Chemists’ tags attached to bags of feeds can- 
not tell the whole story of those feeds. The necessary crude nutrients 
must not only’be available in the correct proportion, but they must also 
be palatable, digestible and easy to assimilate. All the knowledge possible 
about a feed is necessary before it should be used as a ration; for exam- 
ple, cotton seed meal is rich in protein, a nutrient much to be desired in 
a laying ration, but hens do not digest it efficiently. Alfalfa meal con- 
tains protein but it is also well supplied with crude fibre, a thing that 
hens cannot efficiently handle in large amounts. The hog is the animal 
that digests food most nearly like a fowl, and hence much that is known 
about feeding hogs may be applied to feeding poultry. 

In order to supply the bird with those nutrients which make eggs, 
the poultry man must consider grains, mash, animal feeds, minerals, suc- 
culence and water. It is the nice balance of these that makes the good 
ration. 

GRAINS 

Grains are richest in carbo-hydrates and fats and are used primarily 

by the hen to produce fat, heat, energy and yolk of the egg. . They con- 
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tain a low percentage of protein and so when fed alone produce excess 
fat and but very few eggs. 


Grains also have a mechanical function. By feeding them in a litter 
they compel exercise, a thing so necessary to rapid blood circulation, 
hearty appetite and good health. The more pieces of grain there are to 
hunt for the greater the exercise. In general, all grains may be placed 
in the same class, price and availabiality being the chief factors in deter- 
mining any choice to be made between several. However, the amount 
of hull or crude fibre is important to consider, as it is indigestible and 
hence undesirable.

Corn is the most popular and important grain. It is usually the 
cheapest, very palatable and digestible, efficient in producing fat and heat, 
and should be very prominent in any mixture of grains. It is a question 
as to whether or not it pays to crack.corn to feed to mature stock. On 
farms where corn is raised, it is probably best to feed it whole and shelled 
from the cob. It is a great fattener. 


WueEat is well liked by fowls, very digestible and not so fattening as 
corn (but during the past few years has been rather expensive to feed). 
It is probably the best one grain next to corn. Shrivelled wheat is a bet- 
ter feed than plump wheat because it contains more protein, the nutrient 
that is the most expensive to secure. Screenings containing weed seeds 
are not desirable. 


Oats is the least desirable of the chief grains because of the usual 
high percentage of hull which is indigestible. The meat of the oat grain 
is very valuable as a feed and, if hulled oats or very heavy oats are avail- 
able, they may be used as half of the grain ration. As a rule, oats should 
not be over one-fifth to one-third of the grain mixture. 
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Baruey, while similar to wheat in analysis, carries some crude fibre 
in the hull and should be considered not as good as wheat, but better than 
oats. Hens like it better than oats. 


MASH 


Mash is a mixture of finely ground feeds made largely from mill 
by-products and animal by-products. It carries the bulk of the protein 
of the ration, provides for the rebuilding of worn-out body tissue and 
the white of the egg. The mash in the ration serves two functions. It 
is in a finely ground condition and so is easily digestible. It is not as 
palatable as grain and if fed dry is seldom overeaten. This permits it 
to be fed in an open hopper available to the fowls at all times and allows 
feed for the birds throughout the day, as their appetites demand. 

Since it is fed because of its protein content, there seems to be little 
reason for putting ground grains, such as corn and oats, in it. Where 
corn and oat by-products are cheaper and more economical than whole 
grain, there is just reason for using them in a mash. The more ground 
whole grains there are in the mash the greater must be the proportion of 
mash to grain. 

BRAN is the outside or hull of the wheat grain. It is rich in protein 
and ash and is considered laxative. It is flakey and the most bulky con- 
stituent in the mash. This makes it mechanically valuable to a mash. 

Snorts or Mippirncs come from the wheat grain and do not carry 
quite so much protein as bran, but do have less crude fibre. It is sticky 
when wet and considered constipating. Mechanically it combines well 
with equal weights of bran. When buying it is wise to see that it does 
not contain too much ground bran. 

Wuear Mrxep FEen is practically a mixture of equal parts of bran 
and shorts, and is from the run of the mill. Often price and convenience 
make it economical to use it in place of bran and shorts. 

Homrny Freep is made from corn and is a by-product from making 
hominy. It contains the bran, germ and some of the starchy or floury 
parts of the grain. It carries more protein and more fibre than corn, is 
palatable and may be economical to use when cheap in price. 

Corn Freep Meat contains the bran, germ and some of the starchy 
parts of the corn grain left over when corn is cracked. It is very sim- 
ilar to whole corn or corn meal in analysis, but is not so commonly sold 
as hominy feed. It is palatable and digestible in the mash. 

CHArcoAL is not a feed but an absorber of gases and can be used as 
an intestinal. corrective. 


Satt may stimulate appetite and also serve as a feed. Feeders dis- 
agree as to its value, but it is known to be detrimental when fed heavily. 
The general rule is to use one pound of salt in one hundred pounds of 
mash, 

ANIMAL FEEDS 


Animal by-produets, such as meat scraps, tankage, skim milk or fish 
scraps are extremely rich in protein. This nutrient is rarely found in 
sufficient quantities for the hens from bugs and worms, except in the 
spring. It is expensive to buy but necessary in every ration to help in 
making the white of an egg. Many flocks of poultry have been well fed

on grains but almost starved for animal feeds. At the Purdue Experi- 
ment Station the presence of.any of the above animal feeds increased 
the egg production one hundred eggs per hen in a year, as compared 
with a ration containing no animal feed. The choice of one over the 
other may depend upon convenience, price and the amount of protein. 
On general farms skim milk or butter milk should be available. With 
other flocks one of the other sources must be used and careful considera- 
tion should be given to price per pound of guaranteed protein. For 
example, meat scraps containing 50 per cent protein and costing $6.00 
per hundred pounds may be cheaper to buy than 40 per cent meat scraps 
at $5.50 per hundred pounds. 

Meat Scraps is a by-product of making soap at packing plants and 
must not be confused with table scraps. It contains about 50 per cent 
protein, 12 per cent fat and 25 per cent bone. Protein and bone are to 
be desired, but fat is not, as this can be purchased cheaper from corn, 
and, when fed in too great an amount, causes trouble. Its price and 
value are based largely on the amount of protein, the higher the per- 
centage the greater the value and price. It is a cooked product and 
keeps well. The odor is unpleasant but the fowls find it very palatable 
and digestible. If it is to be mixed with a mash it should be finely ground 
so the hens will not be tempted to waste the mash trying to pick out the 
lumps of meat scraps. It is made from clean, sweet butchers’ waste and 
country cracklings and must not be confused with meat meal or tankage. 

TANKAGE is made from condemned animals and other packing house 
meat waste. It is cooked in a closed kettle with super-heated steam to 
destroy any disease organisms and the grease taken from it is used for 
soap. Its chemical content is similar to meat scrap, but it usually carries 
a higher percentage of protein. Sometimes this latter is obtained by 
adding blood meal or “stick,” a practice some poultrymen question. The 
odor is more noticeable than from meat scraps, but it is as palatable, 
digestible and somewhat cheaper. Tankage is not as popular for poultry 
as meat scraps, as there are so many grades of it, some being good for 
fertilizer only. Either meat scraps or tankage should be examined for 
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its content of indigestible fibre, such as stomach offal, hair, wood and 
foreign matter. The State Chemists’ tag on the sack containing meat 
scraps or tankage should state the maximum amount of crude fibre in 
the feed and any amount over 3 per cent should be considered as re- 
ducing the value. The best grades of tankage for poultry carry at least 
60 per cent protein and not more than 20 per cent bone. 


Sxrm Mivx or Butrer MiLxk may, from all practical standpoints, be 
considered as equivalent in value and used interchangeably. The skim 
milk should be fed sour, but can be fed in a sweet condition if this is 
constant from day to day. There is more danger in feeding it sweet 
one day and sour the next than it is to always feed it sweet. Some 
authorities consider butter milk, or sour skim milk, because of the acid 
it contains, of much greater value than sweet skim milk. Milk is pala- 
table, digestible and some consider it superior to meat scraps or tankage. 
Since milk is about 90 per cent water it takes about one hundred pounds 
to equal seven pounds of 50 per cent meat scraps or six pounds of 60 
per cent tankage. There are some objections to milk as a feed, but they 
are largely mechanical in nature. Milk is sticky and adheres to the bird’s 
feathers. The drinking vessels require frequent cleansing to insure 
cleanliness and sanitation and precautions must be made to prevent BEEZ 
ing in winter and putrefaction in summer. Dried butter milk is in reality 
butter milk minus the water and is an excellent protein feed, both pala- 
table and digestible. 


Fis Scraps are of similar value and used for the same purpose as 
meat scraps. They do not taint the eggs or flesh. 


MINERAL FEEDS 


Grir is not a feed, as it should be so hard that birds cannot digest 
it, but can grind feed with it. It is in reality a sort of “hen’s teeth.” 
Hard pieces of granite known as “mica crystal” grit are the best, as the 
acids from the stomach cannot act upon them and they do not wear away 
easily. Limestone grits are poor grits and none too efficient forms of 
supplying lime for egg shells and bone growth. 


Oyster SHELLS is a feed and supplies lime or calcium carbonate for 


egg shell. It is easily broken down in the digestive tract and usually 


consumed in much larger quantities than is grit. Mussel shell, clam 
shell or ground egg shells are good substitute for oyster shell. 

GraNuLATED Bone or Bone MEAt is usually fed to supply calcium 
phosphate to: bones for growing chicks and to the hen’s egg. They are 
made from waste bone. Commercial granulated bone carries about 14 per 
cent protein in it, but steam bone meal is in a powdery form and pos- 
sesses about 5 per cent of protein. 


SUCCULENCE AND WATER 


SuccuLENcE or GREEN Fens acts as a tonic, aids digestion, acts as 
and appetizer and is laxative. The actual amount of feeding value in most 
succulent feeds is rather questionable. Many people confuse the terms 
succulence and green feed. Dry ground hay may be green in color 
but it is not succulent. Steaming alfalfa or clover may make a green hay 
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more succulent and palatable, but they contain an abundance of indigest- 
ible crude fibre so are not of the best. Succulent green feeds may be 
listed in the following order: Alfalfa and clover pasture, sprouted oats, 
beets, cabbage and silage. Where succulence is not available in the win- 
ter time one pound of epsom salts should be fed to each one hundred 
hens every two weeks or month. 

WatER is a feed and composes about 65 per cent of the hen’s egg 
and fowl’s body. It must always be available in abundance from early 
morning to late evening, for the first and last thing a chicken does each 
day is to take a drink of water. The drinking vessel must be kept scrupu- 
lously clean, as water is an excellent means of carrying disease organisms 
from one bird to another. 

THE RATION 


The standard laying ration used and recommended by Purdue Uni- 
versity is as follows: 


GRAIN Masu 
10 lbs. corn 5 lbs. bran 
10 lbs. wheat 5 Ibs.shorts 
5 lbs. oats 3-5 Ibs. meat scraps 
25 lbs. total 13.5 lbs. total 


Grit, oyster shell, ground dry bone and water available at all times. 
This ration is often changed and can be easily done so without harmful 
results. 

ExampLe No. 1. When wheat is high in price, change the grain to- 
18 pounds corn and 7 pounds cats. 

Exampte No. 2. When barley is available, substitute it for half the 
wheat or in example No. 1 for half the oats. 

ExamPLE No. 3. When tankage or skim milk is available, substitute 
3 Ibs. of tankage or 50 pounds of skim milk for the 3% pounds of meat 
scraps. 

Example No. 4. When bran and shorts are not available on the 
market, substitute 10 pounds of wheat mixed feed for the 5 pounds of 
bran and 5 pounds of shorts, or use 5 lbs. hominy feed or corn feed meal, 
3 Ibs. ground oats and 5 Ibs. of meat scraps for the entire mash. 

EXAMPLE No: 5. When it is desirous of using corn meal, corn feed 
meal or hominy feed in the mash as mixed above, an equal amount of 
corn should be deducted from the grain mixture. This will naturally 
increase the proportion of mash to grain. Thus, if 5 Ibs. of corn meal 
were added to the mash, making the total mash as 18.5 lbs., 5 lbs. of corn 
should be taken from the grain mixture, making it 20 pounds. 


METHOD OF FEEDING 


The first rule to follow in feeding any of the above rations is to 
feed it in the same proportions as it is mixed. It will be noted that 
there are 25 pounds of grain and 13.5 pounds of mash in the Purdue 
ration, or, roughly speaking, two pounds of grain to one of mash. Asa 
rule this should be fed two to one, and the feeding methods so con-

trolled that it will be consumed in this proportion. It may be wise to 
weigh out one week’s supply of grain and mash, figuring 25 pounds of 
total feed as the amount 100 hens will eat in a day, and see if the birds 
consume the mash in the same length of time as they do the grain. If 
they do not the feeding method is faulty. 

A bird should be allowed to consume practically all it desires of the 
right feed, for high egg production depends on heavy feed consumption. 
The measure of a good poultry feeder is determined by his ability to so 
feed his birds that he can stimulate their appetites, and make them con- 
sume a large amount of feed, without cloying the appetite and throwing

the birds off feed. This of course presupposes that the bird controls its 
appetite and the feeder controls the feed mixture. 

A bird’s appetite varies, influenced by weather, health, condition, etc.. 
and the feeder must watch this to prevent over or under feeding. It 
must be remembered that a fowl eats more when she is laying heavily 
than when laying poorly. No general rules can be made to meet the vari- 
ations and the poultryman must watch his birds and feed accordingly. 
First, mix the ration; second, feed it as it is mixed; third, change it to 
suit conditions. ; 

Gratns are the most palatable part of the ration and mash the least 
palatable. Thus the method of feeding the grain will control the amount 
of mash consumption. Grain must be fed in the litter to compel exercise, 
and the deeper the litter the better. Grain should never be fed on the 
bare ground. If too much grain is fed in the early morning, the appe- 
tites of the birds will be appeased and very little mash be consumed. This 
being an undesirable thing, it is best to feed grain sparingly in the morn- 
ing, so that the birds will be hungry enough to eat mash throughout the 
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day. Since birds digest food at night as well as during the day, the 
evening grain feed should be a heavy one, insuring a full crop when the 
birds retire. If one hundred birds consume twenty-five pounds of feed 
in one day they would need about nine pounds of mash and sixteen 
pounds of grain. Since it is best to feed about one-third of the. grain in 
the morning this would mean five pounds of grain in the morning and 
eleven pounds of grain at night. This is of course figuring theoretically, 
for in actual practice many things may vary this somewhat. 

Masu in the Purdue ration is none too palatable, and the birds must 
be made to eat it. It is so mixed because it is cheap and economical.

Mash is fed dry and kept in an open hopper in front of the birds 
throughout the day. Birds usually eat and then take a drink of water. 
Wetting the mash increases the palatability but compels heavy consump- 
tion at one time, which is not considered desirable. Unless the birds fail 
to eat it dry, wetting the mash will not bring returns sufficient to pay for 
labor and trouble involved. Adding any animal protein or corn meal 
will increase the palatability, but birds will always eat it more freely 
when in heavy laying condition. 

Grit, OysTeER SHELL and Bone are kept in open hoppers, making 
them available for the fowls at all times. Birds usually do not overeat 
these minerals. 

SUCCULENCE or GREEN FEED is usually fed at noon in the winter 
time, and the amount is controlled by the birds’ appetite. Sprouted oats 
are generally thrown into the litter or on the feed platform and beets are 
hung on nails on the walls. 

Water if possible should be fed as running water in a trough with 
a slatted covering to prevent the hens from soiling it. When this. is not 
possible, a bucket placed on a slatted platform will be easy to keep clean, 
available and easy to carry. Where milk is fed in place of water, buckets 
or troughs are used. 
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All feeding hoppers and drinking vessels are kept up off of the floor 
to allow free use of the floor space for scratching and to keep litter out 
of the. feed and water. 


CHANGES IN FEEDING METHODS 


When pullets are brought in from the summer range to the laying 
house where they are to be fed for the winter, they should be plump and 
in good flesh. The cold weather of winter increases the demands on the - 
bird’s digestive system and their reserve fat, because the body must be 
kept warm. If eggs are expected this demand must be met by replenish- 
ing the reserve which the pullets had in the fall and at the same time 
give enough more for eggs. This can be done in two ways. Increasing 
the proportion of grain from two to one to three to one will furnish 
more heat units per pound of feed consumed. However, the days of. 
winter are short, and between 7:30 a. m. and 4:00 p. m. there are less 
hours for eating and more hours left for sleeping. This keeps consump- 
tion of feed at a low ebb. Since egg production depends on the amount 
of feed eaten it is highly desirable to find some scheme of management 
which will cause more feed, particularly the grain, to be consumed. 

Artrriciat Licuts.—lf at 8 p. m. the birds could have a good feed 
of grain they ought to keep in better shape physically and lay more eggs. 
To do this, artificial lighting is practiced from 8:00 to 8:30 or 9:00 p. m. 
Ordinarily in winter the birds receive the evening feed at 3:00 or 3:30 
p.m. After dark a trough of grain is put in the house and at 8:00 p. m. 
the electric or other lights are turned on. The birds come off the roosts 
immediately, fill up on grain and some mash, and return to the roost 
in about thirty minutes. The lights are then turned off. This accom- 
plishes the results similar to what would be ‘obtained if the house was 
lighted from 4 to 8 p.m. The same results may be accomplished by 
feeding at 3 or 4a,m. The main object is to get more feed into the birds. 
Electric lighting is not a housing problem nor an endeavor ‘to fool the 
hens. It is a part of feeding practice. 

Egg production usually increases as the season progresses, and on 
January 1st the mash may be increased and the proportions of grain to 
mash be slowly brought back to two to one by March tst. This propor- 
tion is maintained until about July 1st, when birds may become run down, 
less efficient in their use of feed and easily fattened on too much 
grain. Hence the mash is gradually increased until by September Ist the 
proportions of grain to mash are about one to one. This holds up egg 
production in the hot summer and early fall, when most birds cease 
laying. 

Any change of feed due:to changes in the weather is permissible. 
If winter was especially cold, the grain might consist largely of corn. 
As a rule, when milk is the chief source of protein no water is given but 
on teal warm days the birds will need more liquid and water may be 
supplied. ; 

GENERAL Farm Conpitions.—The farmer who keeps hens partly as 
scavangers in order that waste products might be turned into a finished 
product has an entirely different feeding problem from the man who 
gives all his feed by hand and absolutely controls the ration proportions. 
If any birds are to be shut up in winter it should be the pullets and the 
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breeding hens allowed free range. Egg production can be obtained when 
birds are in confinement, but fertility is injured. In the fall 
when birds like to run to corn cribs and corn fields, or in sum- 
mer when straw stacks and silage waste are attractive it is economically 
necessary that this waste be conserved. If, however, the birds run to 
these sources of grain supply the first thing in the morning they will 
soon become satisfied, become inactive and eat no mash. Few eggs is 
the result. To overcome this, the fowls should be kept shut up until 
about Io a. m., a very light feed of grain given and a heavy mash con- 
sumption assured. The birds can then be turned loose to finish the day 
on waste feed. This practice will also cause more eggs to be. laid in the 
hen houses and fewer in hidden spots. 


In the summer the mash must continue to be fed in hoppers and the 
grain fed by hand. Hens cannot get from nature enough feed of the 
right kind to keep in producing condition. It is folly to neglect feeding 
the hens in summer. 


In the spring when the ground is being plowed’ and young green 
shoots are palatable, the mash requirements may be reduced. At butch- 
ering time the meat scraps may be eliminated. However, any such 
changes must be made with wisdom and the efficiency of the feeder will 
be measured by the judgment he uses. 


A hen’s daily habits can be very largely controlled by the methods 
of feeding. Where a hen is fed, there she is most apt to roost and lay. 
If a hen is starved she will steal: If her needs are supplied, she can be 
kept inside of a four-foot fence and will stay out of the garden. If she 
is compelled to hunt for a living, hunt she will, and neither fences nor 
people can keep her out of places where feed may be obtained. It is 
more desirable to fence hens out than to fence them in. 


The breed to be fed will influence the method of feeding more than 
it will the ration. The same ration may be feed to different breeds, but 
the method of feeding it may have to be changed. Plymouth Rocks will 
fatten more easily than Rhode Island’ Reds and the latter more easily 
than the Leghorn. This is largely because the more active the breed the 
more grain it can handle without becoming overfat. Also it has been 
noticed that at times Plymouth Rocks will eat more mash than they 
should because it requires little work or effort. 


Some people make a difference in the tation for breeders as com- 
pared with layers. In reality little difference is made in feeding, but 
there is a difference in results. Hens should be used as breeders and 
pullets never. Hens do not usually lay after November rst nor begin 
to lay heavily before February 1st. Between November and February 
they rest, grow new feathers and get in prime condition for a spring lay 
of fertile eggs. At the close of the laying season if they laid heavily they 
are usually thin and need to build up flesh and reserve fat for winter use. 
Thus the hens are put on a ration of three parts grain to one of mash 
about November Ist to January 1st. They are not electric lighted until 
possibly January Ist or 15th. This means that pullets and hens are fed 
very similarly. 

Hens do not lay as heavily as pullets, are not as active, fatten easier 
and hence do not eat as much total feed in a year. They have to be care- 
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fully watched that they do not break down from over-fatness. This’ is 
particularly true with Plymouth Rocks and Wyandottes. 


The condition of the birds and the results being obtained are the best 
criterions on the correctness of ration and method of feeding and man- 
agement. If a bird goes off feed, something was wrong with the ration 
or the method of feeding. Occasional examination of birds upon the 
roosts will inform the poultryman as to whether he has fed enough at 
night and whether the birds are in good flesh. If birds are thin more 
grain should be fed. If the birds show looseness of bowels possibly too 
much protein is being fed. If the birds are laying over 50 per cent when 
on artificial lights in November or December, they are overdoing and 
may quit laying for a while in the spring and go through a partial molt. 
This is the fault of the feeder. If the birds show a tendency to lay too 
heavily a reduction in mash or total feed will soon reduce the production. 
If any change of any kind is made it must be made gradually, as sudden 
or marked changes, particularly in fall and winter, when it is not natural 
for hens to lay, will check production, to be followed by a molt and long 
or short vacation. : 

FEED CONSUMPTION AND COST 


Heavy birds eat more than small ones. Heavy layers consume more 
than poor layers. It costs more to feed a. heavy layer than it does to 
feed a poor layer, but it may be economical to spend more money to get 
more eggs. For instance, meat scraps are cheap at 6 cents a pound as 
compared with no meat scraps.. The more they eat the more they can 
lay and heavy consumption of the right ration is economical. 

The following table contains data obtained from flocks at Purdue 
University, where practically all feed consumed was supplied to the birds 
by hand or hopper: :

If feed is 60 per cent of the gross cost of keeping a hen the less the 
cost of feeds and the greater the production, the greater the profit. 


It will be noted that heavy layers consume more feed than poorer 
layers and that they produce’ more pounds of eggs from the feed con- 
sumed, Plymouth Rocks consume more feed than Leghorns by about 30 
per cent. In getting such low egg production from Leghorns as 32 eggs 
and from Plymouth Rocks as 61 eggs, no animal protein was fed. This 
of course reduces the efficiency of the feed consumed but it also lowers 
the total feed consumption. The body not being able to manufacture 
eggs, it does not demand as much feed. Hens eat less feed than pullets, 
as the body is not growing and maintenance is cheaper, but they also lay 
less eggs. It must be borne in mind that these records were made under 
experimental conditions and given merely to show that the trend of con- 
sumption is directly correlated with production and not to show that they 
are always the amounts of feed consumed. 


SEASONAL EGG PRODUCTION 


Since egg production is the primary reason for feeding a hen, it is 
pertinent here to consider what should be a fair production per month 
and for the year from both hens and pullets. 


Figuring six months to produce a Leghorn pullet to laying age and 
seven months to produce a Plymouth Rock, they should be hatched in 
April and March respectively. They should be laying by November and 
keep it up for eleven months. The following table shows what might be 
expected as a fair percentage egg production per month for Leghorn 
pullets and hens, not artificially lighted :

In this table No. 2 it will be noticed that there should be an expected 
increased egg production from November.to April, and then a gradual 
drop to October. December is lower than November because, as a rule 
in Indiana, the sudden cold snaps come first in December and harm pro- 
duction considerably. 

Hens do not lay to speak of in October, November, December and 
January, because they are resting and growing new feathers following 
the year’s production: The farmer should not expect eggs from hens 
during those months if they have been properly fed the preceding year. 
During the spring and summer hens will lay about as well as pullets. In 
fact, any hen ought to lay at that time. 

Artificial lighting and the accompanying additional feed will increase’ 
the fall pullet production, but may reduce the spring lay. Additional 
lights and feed to hens in January will increase production at that time 
inside of ten days or two weeks. It will be noticed that the span of a 
hen’s production is from January to September, when with a pullet it 
is from November to October. As a rule, this span is shortened each 
year the hen lives. 


RULES FOR FEEDING 
Select a good, well-known ration and consider both grain and mash 
as parts of the ration. 


Feed the ration as mixed; that is, be careful of the proportion of 
grain and mash consumed. 


Feed grit, oyster shell, succulence or green feed, dry ground bone, 
and water freely. 


Any changes that are to be made in the ration due to various causes 
should be made gradually to prevent throwing the birds off feed. 


Slight variations can be. made in the ration without any bad effect. 
Let the bird’s appetite control the amount of feed to be given. 

Let the feeder control the make-up of the ration. 

Give the birds all they want to eat of the correct ration. 


_Increase the grain in the fall to keep the birds in good flesh. 


Increase the mash in the summer and fall to hold up the egg pro- 
duction. 

Feed grain in deep litter morning and evening in the hen house 
practically every day in the year. 

Feed mash in the hopper open before the fowls at all times. 


If milk is fed in place of meat scraps see that the hens consume 
about one gallon per day for every thirty hens. 


Feed less grain in the morning so the hens will be hungry for the 
mash. 


Control the mash consumption by the way the grain is fed. Mash 
may not be as palatable as the grain. 


Oyster shell is an excellent shell forming feed. 
Mica or granite grit is better than limestone grit. 


The question of buying prepared feeds or mixing home rations is 
one of cost, quality and convenience and must be answered by the 
buyer. In either case ‘the needed nutrients must be present in the 
proper proportion. 


For plans of poultry house, poultry house equipment and feeding 


pliances see Experiment Station Cir. 98 and Extension Bul. 57. 
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Keeping production records and testing have done more to increase 
general interest, improve methods and increase profits in raising dairy 
cattle than any single factor. 


No breeder of dairy cattle can afford to keep good, pure bred cows 
without testing them. 


There is nothing that increases the value of good cows and their 
offspring as much as authenticated records of production. 


If you are in the market for a bull you go to a herd where high 
records of production have been made. Other breeders will look to 
your herd for herd bulls if you have tested your cows and put good 
records on them. 


Put your pure bred cows on test. 


ADVANCED REGISTRY TESTING IN INDIANA 


Official testing has done more to increase general interest in the dairy 
breeds, in dairy farming methods, in care and feeding, and in high pro- 
duction than any other one factor connected with raising of dairy cattle. 


The breeder of pure bred cattle has, in addition to the sale of his 
dairy products, a very large part of his income coming from the sale of 
stock. A breeder who does not test his cows can not expect his stock to 
sell for much better prices than excellent grade cattle. The market for 
bull calves is very limited for those out of dams with no production 
records. Who wants a sire for his herd if nothing is known of the dam’s 
production? The sale price of cows or heifers varies directly with their 
own and their ancestors’ production records. Production records bring 
buyers to the breeder’s farm and there is always great demand for stock 
with good records of production. Untested pure breds do not bring the 
profit to their owners that is made possible through testing. 


Actual Knowledge of Producing Ability of Cow.—There is only one 
way to find out the ability of a cow to produce. This is by keeping records 
of her production. There is no farmer nor breeder who can tell how 
much his cows will produce in a week or a year by guessing at their 
production. Thousands of cattle kept on our farms are actually kept ata 
loss. No intelligent farmer would keep cows of this kind if he knew of 
their low production, but lack of this information is costing thousands 
of dollars to breeders. ‘Testing has sent large numbers of these unprofit- 
able cows over the block and has left the high producing cows in herds for 
still higher production and reproduction. The breeder who has tested his 
cows has made more money keeping less cows and giving them the feed 
that the unprofitable cows had formerly eaten. 


| More Profitable Feeding—tThe high cost of feeds has been respon- 
sible for low profits in many herds. One reason for this has been that 
all the cows have been fed alike—the feed thrown to each cow as tho 
there were no difference in their capacity or appetite. This has been 
uneconomical because the low producer has been over fed and the high 
producer has been under fed. Testing enables the feeder to regulate the 
feed according to the production, and therefore reduces feed costs and 
increases production. 

Selection of Breeding Stock—In building up a herd the object is to 
increase production. For this reason only the best cows should: be se- 
lected. Short time milkers, low testers and low milkers should be culled 
out. This information can only be obtained by testing the cows. The se- 
lection of the sire is one of the most important things a breeder has to 
do and his selection will invariably depend upon the records of production 
of the sire’s dams. Many smaller breeders are also selecting their future 
sires and the probability of their selecting one from a breeder’s herds de- 
pends largely on the records made in that herd. hs 

What production must a cow make to enter Advanced Registry ? Can 
a grade cow be put on official test? Do the production requirements vary 
for the different breeds? What must the breeder furnish if his cows are 
put on test? What is the cost of official testing? These and many others 
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are questions that are asked continually in regard to official testing of 
dairy cattle. The purpose of this circular is to give to the breeders in- 
formation in connection with this testing. 


WHAT OFFICIAL TESTING IS 


Official testing is done by an official supervisor. The milk pro- 
duced by the cows is tested to determine the milk and fat produc- 
tion of those cows for a certain period of time. It is the making 
of authenticated butterfat and milk production records, under official 
supervision. Private records or those kept by the owners of cattle are 
not satisfactory, first, because of the imperfect methods often used and

second, because of the lack of faith in records kept by breeders who are 
naturally interested in the production of their own cattle. Breed asso- 
ciations realizing this, have established further registry of the cattle known 
as “Advanced Registry.” The Advanced Registry is an additional regis- 
try of pure bred animals that have made certain high production. These 
records are authentic, as they are made under disinterested supervision 
and vouched for by the State Experiment Stations and Agricultural Col- 
leges. 

In the Holstein, Guernsey, and Ayrshire breeds this testing is called 
“Advanced Registry” testing, in the Jersey breed it is called “Register of 
Merit” testing. Certain minimum requirements are laid down by the 
breed associations and when cows tested under supervision make produc- 
tion equal to these requirements they are entered in the Advanced Regis- 
try, a certificate of this production is issued and the animal is given an 
Advanced Registry number. 


Pe) 


Cattle Eligible to Advanced Registry—Only pure bred registered 
cattle are eligible to the Advanced Registry. 

Who Has Charge of Official Testing—The breed associations or 
clubs have formulated methods and rules for the conduct of official tests. 
They issue forms on which these tests and records are recorded and have 
general supervision over the making of tests. The Dairy Department at 
the Agricultural Experiment Station has charge of the testing in Indiana. 
It furnishes supervisors to make the tests and conducts the testing work 
of all breeds within this State. Following are the names and addresses 
of the secretaries of the various breed associations :

ADVANCED REGISTRY REQUIREMENTS 


The production requirements for entrance of cows in the Advanced 
Registry vary with the age of the animal, the length of test, and the breed 
of the animal. 


Age of Cow.—A heifer freshening between the age of two years 
and two years six months is classed_as.a.Junior.2-year-old; freshening 
between the age of two years six months and three years, a Senior 2-year- 
old; freshening between the age of three years and three years six months, 
a Junior 3-year-old, and so on until the cow reaches five years of age, 
after which she is considered a mature cow. 


Classes of Tests—There are two classes of tests, the “Semi-Official” 
or “Long Time” tests,.and the “Strictly Official” or “Short Time” tests. 


SEMI-OFFICIAL OR LONG TIME TESTS 


Semi-official tests are those that are carried on for 300, 305, or 365 
day periods. They are called semi-official because the supervisor is not 
present all the time during the test. For the yearly or ten months test 
the supervisor goes to the farm two consecutive days each month and 
weighs and tests each milking of each cow on test. The average fat test 
during the period of two days that the supervisor is at the farm, is used 
as the fat test of that cow for the month. 


Semi-O fficial Requirements — 


JERSEY 


Yearly or 365-day Test—The butterfat requirement for entering 
cattle of the Jersey breed into the Register of Merit on the yearly test 
varies with the age of the cow at freshening. To be admitted into the 
Register of Merit a heifer freshening at the age of two years must pro- 
duce 250.5 pounds of butterfat in 365 days. For each additional day over 
two years of age at freshening she must produce .1 of a pound of butter- 
fat until at the age of five years she must produce: 360 pounds of butterfat 
in 365 days. 
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The following table shows the yearly fat requirement according to 
age at time of freshening:

Jersey 305-day Test.—The Jersey Cattle Club also has a 305-day test 
which consists of the production of a cow during 305 consecutive days. In 
this division there are the same fat requirements as in the 365-day division 
with the additional requirement that the cow make this production in 305 
days and that she give birth to a living calf within thirteen months from 


freshening previous to starting the test. 
HOLSTEIN 

Yearly or 365-day Test—The butterfat requirement for entering 
cattle of the Holstein breed into the Advanced Registry on the yearly 
test varies with the age of the cow at freshening. To be admitted into the 
Advanced Registry a heifer freshening at the age of two years must pro- 
duce 250.5 pounds of butterfat in 365 days. For each additional day over 
two years of age at freshening she must produce .1 of a pound of butter- 
fat until at the age of five years she must produce 360 pounds of butterfat 
in 365 days. 
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The following table shows the yearly fat requirement according to 
age at time of freshening: .

STRICTLY OFFICIAL OR SHORT TIME TESTS 


“Strictly Official” or “Short Time” tests are those tests made for 
7, 14, 30, or 60 days and are called official because the supervisor is 
present during the entire time of the test to weigh and test all of the milk 
produced during the period of the test. 

The Holstein-Friesian Association is the only Association at the 
present time using what is known as the “Strictly Official” or “Short 
Time” tests. Under the requirements of this test cows may be entered in 
the Advanced Registry on their production during a seven-day period. 

The fat requirement for entrance into Advanced Registry in the sev- 
en-day division for a heifer freshening at the age of 2 years is 7.2 pounds 
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of fat. This requirement is increased for each day that she may exceed 2 
years of age at time of calving by .00439 pounds of fat until the cow 
ee the age of 5 years when the requirement is 12 pounds of fat in 7 
ays.

CONDUCT OF TESTS IN INDIANA 


How To Arrange For Official Testing—When a breeder wants to 
start an official test on his cows, he should make application to his breed 
club or association for permission to test these cows and at the same time 
notify the officer in charge of the official testing at Purdue University, that 
he wishes to start these cows on test and that he has made application for 

_ permission to test. The breed club or association then notifies the officer 
in charge of official testing at Purdue University that the breeder wishes 
_ to start testing and a test supervisor is sent from the Experiment Station 
at Purdue University to the breeder’s farm to make the test. 
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Starting Tests—When starting cows on 305 or 365 day test, records 
can not be started earlier than the fourth day after calving, counting the 
day of calving as the first day. 


The official or 7-day test can not start earlier than the seventh day 
after calving, counting the day of calving as the first day.

What the Breeder Furnishes—The breeder is required to furnish 
transportation from the nearest railway station to his farm and return for 
the supervisor. If it is necessary for a livery or bus to take the supervisor 
from the nearest railway station to or from the farm, that livery or bus 
fare must be paid by the breeder. The breeder must furnish board and 
lodging for the supervisor while he is making the test. He must also 
furnish a testing machine and acid for conducting the test and sample 
bottles necessary for the test. The breeder is also required to weigh 
the milk of each cow daily, record these weights and at the end of the 
month send Monthly Milk Reports to the breed club or association, Forms 
for these Monthly Milk Reports are furnished by the breed club or asso- 
ciation. 7 

What the Experiment Station Furnishes—The Experiment Station 
furnishes all the equipment with which the supervisor makes the test and 
pays the traveling expenses and salary of the supervisor. 


Number of Cows on Test—On either the semi-official or strictly 
official test, the maximum number of cows for one test period is six cows 
milked four times a day, eight cows milked three times a day or fifteen 
cows milked twice a day. Where a breeder has more than the maximum 
number of cows on test, one or more additional test periods will be re- 
quired and the same maximum number of cows applies to the additional 
test periods.

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: COST OF OFFICIAL TESTING 


Semi-official Testing—For a two-day semi-official test the cost is 
$12.00. Where a breeder has a number of cows on test, requiring addi- 
tional test periods, the charge for the first two-day period is $12.00 and 
additional days are charged for at the rate of, $3.50 a day. For the one- 
day semi-official test the cost is $9.50. 

Strictly Official Testing—A seven-day official test is charged for at 
the rate of $35.00. For additional days of official testing the charge is 


$4.00 per day: 
RETESTS 


When cows of the various breeds make over a maximum fat produc- 
tion during the test period, rules of the Club or Association call for a re- 
test to be made. The cost of this retest is taken care of by the breed club 
or association. 

If for some reason, the test is not satisfactory to the breeder he can 
have a retest made by applying for the same to the officer in charge of 
official testing at Purdue University. The retest in this case is made at 
the expense of the breeder. 

If the officer in charge of official testing is not satisfied with the test 
made on the cows of any breeder, he can send a supervisor to make a re- 
ee In this case the expense of the retest is stood by the Experiment 

tation. 


RULES FOR SUPERVISION OF OFFICIAL TESTS 


1. If dry milkings are called for the supervisor shall be present at the last 
regular milking preceding the beginning of the test and shall see that 
the cow is milked dry. He shall note the hour that this milking is 
made and the last milking of the test shall be made at the same hour. 


2. He must be present at every milking during the test and see that the 
pail contains nothing but the milk drawn from the cow under test. 


3. Only one cow shall be milked at a time, and the supervisor must in 
every case be in a position to observe the milker during the whole 
milking. 

4. Immediately after the milk is drawn at each milking he shall take 
charge of the pail and contents, weigh the same on scales provided 
by the station and enter the exact weight of the milk at once on his 
records. 


5. An extra pail shall be provided by the owner and the milk shall be 
poured from one pail to another until thoroughly mixed. The super- 
visor shall then take correct samples of the milk sufficient for his test. 


6. The samples of milk shall be kept under lock and key, or in the 
supervisor’s sight, until tested. 


7. ‘The fat determination shall always be made in duplicate, using prop- 
erly calibrated glassware, and both determinations recorded. The 
average must be used in computing the amount of fat. The samples 
taken at any one milking shall not be thrown away until satisfactory 
duplicate tests of the milking are obtained. 


IO. 
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Readings of the tests shall be made at a temperature of 130 to 140 
degrees F. If the duplicate determinations vary more than two- 
tenths per cent the test must be repeated. 


A composite sample for each cow, when required, correctly made and 
preserved shall be forwarded to the station immediately after com- 
pletion of the test. The composite shall contain 3 cc. of milk for 
each pound of milk produced during the test. 


Suitable containers for regular and composite samples shall be furn- 
ished by the owner of the cow on test. 


In case all or part of the milk of any milking may be accidently lost, 
the average of the six nearest milkings at the same hour shall be inter- 
polated. It must be stated that such data are estimated. 


The supervisor shall report to the person in charge of testing at the 
Experiment Station, any obvious violations of the rules of the Breed 
Association on the part of the owner, the attendants or any one in any 
way connected with the cows on test.

SEVENTH ANNUAL REPORT OF THE CREAMERY 
LICENSE DIVISION 


-FOR THE YEAR ENDING MARCH 31, 1921 
T. H. Broucnron, Inspector in Charge. 


The figures obtained concerning the dairy products of Indiana for 
the past seven years show a steady growth in the dairy business. The 
regulation of the testing of milk and cream has had its effect and this 
was made possible by the enactment of the Creamery and Testers’ License 
Law in 1913. The object of this Law is to insure to farmers and dairy- 
men who sell milk or cream on the butterfat basis, that the test of such 
millk or cream will be made correctly and to likewise insure to manufac- 
turing plants, which buy such products, that their agent or tester will cor- 
rectly weigh and test the milk and cream bought. 

To accomplish this it is necessary to license all operators of the Bab- 
cock test as well as Dairy Manufacturing plants and shipping stations 
where the Babcock test is used. In order that some assurance may be had 
of the applicant’s ability to accurately test milk and cream for butterfat, 
examinations are held, at which applicants for licenses appear to demon- 
strate their ability to test. ‘Those successful are issued a certificate of 
proficiency, upon presentation of which, with the required license fee, they 
may obtain a testers license. 

The glassware and other equipment used in testing must be known to 
be correct and so some of the equipment, such as test bottles, are required 
to be standard and calibrated. 


BOARD OF EXAMINERS 


The Law provides for an Examining Board to supervise its adminis- 
tration and to recommend the revocation of licenses of testers who have 
been found to violate the provisions of the Law or the Rules and Regula- 
tions of the Purdue University Agricultural Experiment Station. Testers 
licenses may be revoked only upon recommendation of the Examining 
Board. The Board is composed of three members, two are appointed by 
the Executive Committee of the Indiana State Dairy Association, one of 
which is nominated by the Executive Board of the Indiana Manufacturers 
of Dairy Products Association. The third member is the Chief of the 
Dairy Department of Purdue University. Four advisory members also 
meet with the Board, two of which are appointed by the State Dairy Asso- 
ciation and two by the Indiana Manufacturers of Dairy Products Associa- 
tion. 

APPLICATIONS AND REPORTS 

Licensed creameries, milk plants, cheese factories, condenseries, etc., 
report, at the time of making application for their licenses, concerning the 
amount of butter, milk, etc., sold during the past calendar year. With the 
information given on the application blanks, it is possible to compile ac- 
curate statistics concerning the total production of licensed manufacturing 
plants. The total production for the entire State can therefore be calcu- 
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lated accurately for butter manufacturing plants, cheese factories and con- 
denseries. Not all of the market milk plants and ice cream factories are 
required to have licenses and the figures obtained from the report of such 
plants includes only a little more than half of the total production in the 
State. The following table shows a summary of these statistics:

In comparing the data for 1920 with that for 1919, a small decrease 
for some products is noted. The amount of creamery butter manufactured 
in 1920 was 633,098 pounds less than was made in 1919. This is a de- 
crease, however, of only 1.4% and can be accounted for by the fact that 
much more cream was shipped out of the State last year than ever before. 
The largest decrease occurs with condensed milk and this is due especially 
to a decrease in the amount of evaporated milk manufactured which is 
16,970,908 pounds. Sweetened condensed milk shows a small decrease. 
The decrease in the amount of all condensed milk manufactured would be 
surprising, were it not for the fact that during 1919 the amount of con- 
densed milk made, showed a gain of 81.6%. ‘The amount made in 1920 
is about normal for the years previous to 1919. The substitution of fats 
other than butterfat in condensed dairy products also has had its effect 
on the amount of evaporated milk made. 

The amount of milk, ice cream and cheese sold in 1920 increased. 
Prior to 1920 practically no cheddar cheese was manufactured in Indiana, 
but two new cheese factories were established during the last year and 
their production for 1920 increased the total from 67,000 pounds to 233,- 
806 pounds which is 248%. Ice cream showed a gain of 28% or 904,- 
905 gallons and the amount of milk sold increased from 149,140,577 to 
157,950,130 pounds. ‘The increase of milk and ice cream may be due to a 
greater proportion of the milk and ice cream plants being licensed in 1920. 

By using the above statistics and estimating the amount of dairy 
products manufactured or sold in plants not licensed, it is possible to very 
closely estimate the total output of dairy products for the State. As near 
as can be figured, the total production is as follows:

It is possible, also with the above figures to calculate closely the en- 
tire production of milk in the State. This has been done by figuring the 
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amount of milk used for the various dairy products. It has been neces- 
sary, of course, to estimate the amount of milk and cream consumed direct, 
the amount of dairy butter manufactured and the amount of milk fed 
calves and lost on farms and in factories. Also the amount of milk and 
cream shipped out of the State has been determined. Chicago alone re- 
ceives from Indiana about 744,600,000 pounds of milk each year and in 
addition to this, 10,000,000 more pounds of butterfat are shipped to 
creameries and milk plants in cities outside of the State. The amount of 
milk used for the various dairy products is shown as follows:

INCREASE IN SOUTHERN INDIANA a 


Southern Indiana has rapidly developed as a dairy section. In order 
to obtain an idea as to the extent of this development, especially as to the 
amount of butterfat sold, an accurate record has been kept of the amount 
of butterfat sold as cream in Washington County. It has been possible 
to obtain this information for Washington County as practically all of 
the milk is sold in the form of cream. In 1918, 488,379 pounds of butter- 
fat were sold in the County, in 1919, 771,704 pounds, and in 1920, 720,- 
691 pounds. This is an increase of 58% for 1919 and a decrease of 6% 
for 1920. ‘The number of cream shipping stations for Washington County 
has increased during the two years from 25 to 45. 


TESTERS’ LICENSES 

The Law requires that a licensed tester supervise the testing of milk 
and cream in every Dairy manufacturing plant and shipping station. Some 
factories have in their employ several such licensed testers. Before 
licenses are issued, testers are examined to assure their ability to operate 
the Babcock test. ‘The examination given covers the testing of milk and 
cream and especial attention is given to the applicant’s ability to prepare 
samples for testing, to properly weigh cream samples and to make read- 
ings on Babcock test bottles, as well as, the candidate’s general knowledge 
of the details of the operation of the test. One part of the examination 
consists in answering questions taken from a list of questions furnished all 
testers before the examination. 
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In special cases, where unlicensed testers have had no experience in 
testing and it is necessary for practical reasons that they take charge of 
shipping stations before the examination is held in their territory, special 
permits are issued. Permits are dated to expire when the next examina- 
tion is held in the candidate’s territory and the holder is expected to ap- 
pear at that time. If he passes, his license may then be obtained, but if he 
should fail, he is not permitted to test further, except under the super- 
vision of a licensed tester. Permits are extended only in case of a cer- 
tified statement indicating that the applicant for a license could not take 
the examination. ‘Testers who fail to pass the examination are not barred 
from the succeeding examination in their territory. 


EXAMINATIONS 


During the past year regular examinations were held at eight different 
points in the State. Ten were held in the Court House and the Evansville 
Pure Milk Co, at Evansville, eleven in the Court House and F. H. George 
& Company’s Creamery at Ft. Wayne, twelve in Schlosser Brothers 
Creamery at Indianapolis, twelve in the Department of Dairy Husbandry 
of Purdue University at Lafayette, twelve in the Beatrice Creamery Co. 
at Muncie, seven in the Kentucky Creameries Cream Station at New 
Albany, eight in the J. A. Long Cream Station at North Vernon, eleven 
in the Indiana State Normal School at Terre Haute. Special examinations 
were also held at Plymouth and Pierceton, Ind., and Louisville, Ky. A total 
of 1202 individual examinations were given during the past fiscal year. This 
is 137 less than were given during the year previous. Of the above num- 
ber 142 failed to pass the examination which is 84 less failures than dur- 
ing the year ending March 31st, 1920. The total number of testers 
licenses issued during the year was 2641, an increase of 270 over the total 
for the year previous, the difference being due entirely to more testers 
renewing their licenses from the previous year. This indicates that the 
personnel of the cream shipping stations is not changing as much as it 
did in 1918-1919. During the year ending March 31st, 1919, over one-half 
of the licenses issued were issued to testers who passed the examination 
during the year and this is also true of the year ending March gist, 1918. 
For the fiscal year ending in 1920, less than one-half of the testers to 
whom licenses were issued had to be examined and the percentage of test- 
ers that had to be examined decreased further for the year just ended. A 
total of 5223 testers have passed the examination and have been issued 
certificates since April Ist, 1914.

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CREAMERY LICENSES 


Creamery licenses are issued to butter factories, ice cream factories, 
condenseries, cheese factories, market milk plants and shipping stations, 
where milk or cream is purchased subject to the butterfat test. Licenses 
have been issued to points well distributed over the entire State. The 
larger towns or cities have manufacturing plants or milk distributing sta- 
tions, while the smaller towns have milk or cream shipping stations. Last 
year the total number of creamery licenses issued was 2019, an increase of 
144 over the previous year and 608 over the year ending March gist, 
1919. The increase was due mostly to shipping stations and market milk 
plants. The number of licensed ice cream plants increased by 4, while 
the butter factories decreased by 6 and the condenseries by 2. Three 
cheese factories commenced operating during the year. 

In 1914-1915 when the first figures were tabulated relative to the fac- 
tories there were issued 128 licenses to butter plants. Every year since, 
the number of butter manufacturing plants has decreased until at present 
only 80 such plants are located within the State. This is 62.5% of the 
number operating in 1914 and is an indication of a tendency toward larger 
centralized creameries, as it will be noted that the State’s production has 
gradually increased. At the present time there are eight co-operative but- 
ter manufacturing plants, one of which started operation during the past 
fiscal year. 

The following table indicates the number of licenses issued to the 
various types of dairy manufacturing plants and buying stations for the 
past seven years:

In considering the above tabie it should be remembered that not all 
Dairy Manufacturing Plants in the State are licensed but only those which 
buy milk or cream on the butterfat basis. All butter factories buy on the 
butterfat basis and are therefore licensed. ‘This is also true of the milk 
condenseries and cheese factories. Some ice cream factories and market 
milk plants buy milk on the hundred pound or gallon basis and therefore 
do not come under the jurisdiction of the Creamery and Testers’ License 
Law. Each year a greater proportion of the ice cream plants and market 
milk plants apply for licenses and this is true, principally with the larger 
plants. Likewise most of the plants located in large cities have licenses. 


INSPECTION 


It has been the policy of this office, in connection with the inspection 
work, to advise rather than supervise those who operate the Babcock Test.

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On account of testers continually changing, there are always in the State 
a great number of testers who have not had much experience in oper- 
ating the Babcock Test. While operators should all be entirely com- 
petent to test before applying for a license, this is not the case and even 
after testers have passed the examination, it is often found that by visit- 
ing the operator’s station the use of improper methods are detected. It is 
necessary at times, however, to give definite instructions as to how milk 
or cream tests shall be made. 

Testers who are apparently nof complying with the Law are checked 
by retesting their samples, by checking the amount of butterfat found on 
hand in the station against that paid for and by sampling at the farm and 
testing the milk or cream before it is delivered. Carelessness on the part 
of the operator is a very common cause for incorrect tests. New testers 
especially, do not recognize their responsibility and consequently often 
slight their work. Such testers, are generally warned but a continuance of 
careless practices is considered an open violation of the Law and justifica- 
tion for reporting the testers to the Examining Board. 

With the proper amount of supervision the testing equipment can be 
maintained in good condition, ‘The most common article used in the station 
needing adjustment is the cream test balance. Dividers used in reading 
the tests are occasionally found which are too loose and blunt at the points, 
and occasionally nonstandard and incorrect test bottles are found being 
used. 

The use of unreliable methods in testing is more common than inac- 
curate equipment. The water-bath has for several years been the 
cause for much poor testing. On account of the time involved in its 
use, operators are willing to gamble with the test in preference to using 
the bath. Other operators have been found not running the centrifuge a 
long enough time, not reading correctly and not figuring the butterfat cor- 
rectly from the test. A few testers have been found to intentionally 
change tests and to show the incorrect tests on the check stub, even though 


_ the amount of butterfat was shown to be correct. 


Part of the inspection work is made as a result of complaints from 
farmers and creamerymen. A total of 236 requests for investigations 
were received during the last year. 


GLASSWARE INSPECTION 


In order that glassware used in testing milk and cream for butterfat 
may not cause an incorrect test, on account of its not being accurate, the 
Testers’ License Law requires that milk and cream test bottles, milk 
pipettes and nine gram weights shall be inspected and stamped S. G. P. 
(Standard Glassware Purdue.) The use of unstamped equipment is 
deemed a violation of the Law. ‘The Law also specifies the type of test 
bottles and milk pipettes which may be used and terms such glassware 
as “Standard Glassware.” Standard Glassware complies with the recom- 
mendation of the Official Dairy Instructors’ Association and is the type 
required in most States where specifications are made for milk and cream 
testing equipment. Briefly, milk and cream test bottles must have a bulb 
that will hold 45 cubic centimeters, that is, large enough to permit the ad- 
dition of water in making the Babcock test. Cream test bottles must be 6 
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or 9 inches in height and graduated to 50% and milk test bottles must be 
graduated to 8%. Cream test bottles must not show an error at any point 
on the graduation as much as one-half of one per cent and milk test bot- 
tles must not show an error at any point on the graduation which exceeds 
one-tenth of one per cent. The standard Babcock milk pipette must have 
a straight nozzle and a delivery tube which will enter the neck of the 
standard milk bottle. The standard weight for use in cream testing is 
specified as 9 grams. By using only inspected and stamped equipment, 
the operator of the Babcock test is assured that an incorrect test will not 
result from the use of such testing equipment. 

Only a very small per cent of the glassware received each year is 
found inaccurate. This is probably due to only selected material being 
sold in Indiana. However, last year .35% of the glassware received was 
inaccurate which is a greater percentage than has been found for several 
years. For the year ending March gist, 1920, .18% of the glassware was 
rejected and for the previous year only .06% was condemned. During the 
year just ended, milk pipettes showed the greatest per cent of inaccurate 
pieces, being .42%, while .37% of the cream test bottles and .26% of the 
milk test bottles were discarded. For several years, the milk pipettes have 
shown the greatest per cent of inaccurate pieces. 

A total of 44,865 pieces of glassware was inspected during the past 
year. This is a decrease of 27,556 pieces from the previous year, when

72,421 were inspected. The greatest number inspected during any one 
year was for the year ending March 31st, 1919, when 74,372 pieces were 
examined. During the year ending March 31st, 1918, the total was 47,927 
which is also more than were examined during the last year. ‘The decrease 
for the past two years has probably been due to shipping stations having 
been supplied with testing equipment during 1918 and 1919, when a great 
many new stations were installed. At present, the glassware bought is 
used largely to replace broken ware. 

Bottles and pipettes that are received which are not standard are 
merely returned to the manufacturer or jobber and are not included in the 
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above figures. Such glassware can be sent to other States by the manufac- 
turer. No record is kept of the nine gram weights and other equipment 
inspected in factories and shipping stations.

INCREASED NECESSITY FOR INSPECTION 


It is manifest that the need for creamery inspection was greater the 
last year, partly because more creamery licenses and testers licenses were 
issued than during any previous year. The increase for the former was 
144 and the latter 270. In fact, the number of shipping stations has in- 
creased to an extent which makes an inspection of nearly every town and 
village in the State necessary. In addition many trips have to be made to 
farms for the purpose of obtaining samples of milk and cream. 

‘ The farmers of Indiana produced last year approximately 178,000,000 
more pounds of milk than during the year before. The amount of ice 
cream and cheese manufactured greatly increased, while the statistics for 
creamery butter and condensed milk show a small loss when compared 
with the previous year. A large amount of milk and cream was tested in 
the State and later shipped out of Indiana in 1920 and much more than 
during any previous year. It is obvious that the importance of creamery 
inspection and the licensing of testers and buying plants grows each year 
with the amount of milk and cream sold. 


PROSECUTIONS 

Employees, companies, corporations, etc., buying and paying for milk 
or cream on the butterfat basis, violating any of the provisions of the 
Creamery and Testers’ License Law are subject to a fine or imprisonment. 
The Law makes it a misdemeanor to test without a license, to incorrectly 
operate the Babcock test, to take unfair samples, to use other than Standard 
Babcock testing glassware, or to fraudulently manipulate weights of milk 
or cream. 

While any citizen may institute proceedings against the Law violators, 
so far as is known, all prosecutions made under the Testers’ Law the past 
year were instituted by representatives of the Creamery License Division. 
In each case, evidence was obtained by this office. Prosecutions were 
made against the following: 

H. E. Wasson, for receiving, buying and paying for cream on the 
basis of the amount of butterfat contained therein, at Garrett, DeKalb 
County, Indiana, as agent for the Cloverleaf Creameries, Inc., of Decatur, 
without having a license issued to him by the Purdue University Agri- 
cultural Experiment Station. The case was prosecuted in the Justice’s 
Court at Auburn, Indiana, on June 14th, 1920, and the defendant fined 
$25.00 and $9.50 costs. 
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John Hanson, for receiving, buying and paying for cream on the 
basis of the amount of butterfat contained therein, at Orleans, Orange 
County, Indiana, as agent for Turner’s Creamery at Orleans, without hav- 
ing a license issued to him by the Purdue University Agricultural Experi- 
ment Station. The case was prosecuted in the Justice’s Court at Orleans 
on July 3rd, 1920, and the defendant fined $25.00 and $7.00 costs. 

Charles Pritchett, for receiving, buying and paying for cream on the 
basis of the amount of butterfat contained therein, at Harrodsburg, Mon- 
roe County, Indiana, as agent for Johnson Creamery Co., of Bloomington, 
without having a license issued to him by the Purdue University Agri- 
cultural Experiment Station. The case was prosecuted in the Mayor’s 
Court at Bloomington, on August 17th, 1920, and the defendant fined 
$25.00 and $10.00 costs. 

Chris. Frank, for receiving, buying and paying for cream on the basis. 
of the amount of butterfat contained therein, at Ireland, DuBois County, 
Indiana, as agent for Tell City Creamery Co., of Tell City, without having 
a license issued to him by the Purdue University Agricultural Experiment 
Station. The case was prosecuted in the Justice’s Court, at Jasper, Indi- 
ana, in February, 1921, and the defendant fined $25.00 and costs. ~ 

LICENSES REVOKED 

Licensed milk and cream testers who do not test in accordance with 
the provisions of the Testers’ Law may suffer having their tester’s license 
revoked by the Purdue University Agricultural Experiment Station. It is, 
however, necessary that the Experiment Station take such action only up- 
on recommendation of the Examining Board. Before licenses are revoked, 
the holders are requested to appear before the examining Board and show 
cause why such action should not be taken. The following testers licenses 
were revoked during the past year:

Annual Report 
Indiana Stallion Enrollment Board 
1921 


Records of the Stallion Enrollment work for 1921 indicate a slight 
decrease in the number of stallions and jacks enrolled as compared with 
those enrolled in 1920. The Summary of Enrollments, however, as tabu- 
lated on page 3 of this report, shows a steady increase in the percentage of 
pure-bred sires offered for public service. 


RESULTS SHOW MARKED IMPROVEMENT 


Hach year’s report since the enrollment law become effective, shows 
an increased percentage of grade and scrub stallions and jacks being dis- 
carded. ‘The real value of pure-bred sires in successful horse breeding is 
appreciated now more than ever. What Indiana farmers need to make 
their draft horse breeding more profitable is not so many more sires but 
sires of better breeding and quality. The following figures are significant : 

Hight years ago only 52.6 per cent of the stallions enrolled were reg- 
istered in breed associations recognized by the Stallion Enrollment Board. 
In 1921 we find 75.3 per cent of the stallions enrolled are pure-bred. 
During the same period grade and scrub stallions have decreased from 
2396 in 1914 to 472 in 1921, amounting to 80.3 per cent. 

Mule production has been maintained satisfactorily and the quality of 
jacks offered for public service has gradually improved. Of the total 
number of jacks enrolled in 1914, 49.4 per cent were registered. In 1921 
registered jacks numbered 73.4 per cent. 


ENROLLMENT LAW AMENDED 


With all this increased percentage of pure-bred stallions and jacks, it 
seemed clear to the members of the Indiana Draft Horse Breeders’ Asso- 
ciation in annual meeting in January, 1921, that prompt action should be 
taken by them toward making it illegal to use or offer for use for public 
service grade and scrub stallions and jacks in Indiana. With this end in 
view, resolutions recommending legislative action were adopted by the 
Draft Horse Breeders’ Association and the resolutions sent to the legisla- 
ture then in session. As a result, Section 3 of the enrollment law was 
amended to read, in part, as follows: 


“That said Board shall issue no certificate of enrollment ‘for any stallion 
or jack after December 31, 1921, that is not recorded in one of the pedi- 
gree register associations, societies or companies provided for in Section 4 
of this act.” 

. . . LJ 
Also, Section 8 of the law was amended to provide for increased fees 
as follows: New enrollment, $5.00; renewal, $3.00; transfer, $1.00 with- 
in thirty days from date of sale and $2.00 after thirty days from date of 
sale. 
THE OUTLOOK 


Good horses are selling for profitable money ; poor ones, however, are 
moving slowly and at rather discouraging prices. As a matter of fact, 
horse prices have decreased less during the past year than anything else 


farmers have to sell. For the farmer who offers well grown, sound 
drafters, weighing better than 1600 pounds with good bone and quality, 
there is a satisfactory market at prices ranging from $250 to $300 each. 


STALLIONS AND JACKS GROWING OLD 

According to records of the Enrollment Board young stallions and 
jacks are not being bred and developed to take the place of older sires. A 
temporary depression in the horse business is without question the cause. 
However, farmers are soon bound to regret the scarcity of young stallions 
of the right kind to which to breed their good mares. 

Of all the pure-bred stallions and jacks in Indiana enrolled by the 
Enrollment Board, the following table regarding ages is significant:

HOW TO COMPLY WITH THE 
INDIANA SEED LAW 


BE. G. Proutx, State Seed Commissioner. 


Farm seeds, which are for their weight the most expensive material 
the farmer has to buy, can be purchased after January 1, 1922 with an 
official tag or label attached to each sack, bag or container, showing the kind 
of seed, purity, germination, where grown, and the number of each speci- 
fied noxious weed seed contained in each pound of seed. 

The majority of the states have had seed laws for a number of years. 
After considerable agitation and numerous attempts, Indiana has finally 
secured a seed law designed to protect the purchaser of seeds by giving 
him full information regarding the quality of the contemplated purchase ; 
and, also, to protect the honest, careful seed dealer against the practices of 
dishonest, careless and irresponsible ones. 

The Indiana seed law is primarily a labeling law and is similar in many 
respects to the Indiana Fertilizer and Feeding Stuffs Control laws. It 
simply requires the seed to be correctly labeled, and the prospective pur- 
chaser can decide after reading the label whether he wishes to buy good 
seed or poor seed. The State Chemist and deputies engaged in enforcing 
the fertilizer and feeding stuffs laws will also enforce the new seed law, 
the State Chemist being appointed State Seed Commissioner. A copy of 
the seed law may be obtained upon application to the Seed Commissioner, 
Purdue University, Agricultural Experiment Station, LaFayette, Indiana.

THE IMPORTANT FEATURES OF THE LAW 


The law requires the labéling with official seed labels of all agricultural 
seeds which are sold, offered, or exposed for sale for seeding purposes 
within the State of Indiana, either in bulk, packages, bags or other con- 
tainers of one pound or more. Certain exemptions from the requirements 
of the seed law will be considered later. 


ALL AGRICULTURAL SEEDS UNDER THE LAW 


The term “agricultural seeds” as defined in the law, includes every 
kind of seed planted upon Indiana farms. No exemptions are made. Al- 
falfas, grasses, clovers, mixtures of same, grains, cereals, truck crops and 
garden seeds are all included in the law.

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THE OFFICIAL SEED LABELS 


Funds are obtained to carry on the State seed inspection work by the 
sale of official seed labels. ‘Three different styles of uniform labels are 
provided in order to simplify the work of inspection and to assist pur- 
chasers of seed in readily obtaining the necessary information from the 
label. (See facsimile reproduction of labels pages 2 and 3.) 

Style “A” is an orange colored label to be used only on unmixec 
alfalfas, clovers and grasses and should not be used to label cereals, garder 
seeds or truck crop seeds. 

Style “B” is an uncolored manila label and should be used to label the 
cereal grains, garden and truck crop seeds. Style “B” label must not be 
used to label alfalfas, clovers or grasses or mixtures of same. 

Style “C” is a green colored label and can only be used for seed mix- 
tures ; any mixture of alfalfas, clovers and grasses. 

All styles of labels are issued to cover 25, 50, 75 and 100 pounds. 
Since according to the seed law 25 pounds is the smallest label issued, it 
follows that sale of seeds of one pound or more and including 25 pounds 
require a 25 pound label. ‘ 

Style “A” the orange colored label for alfalfas, clovers and grasses, 
and style “C” the green colored label for any mixture of alfalfas, clovers 
and grasses are both furnished by the seed commissioner at the propor- 
tionate rates of eight cents for each 100 pound label, six cents for each 
75 pound label, four cents for each 50 pound label and two cents for each 
25 pound label. 

Style “B” the uncolored manila label for cereals, garden and truck 
crop seeds are issued at half the price of style “A” and “C” labels; namely, 
four cents for each 100 pound label, three cents for each 75 pound label, 
two cents for each 50 pound label and one cent for each 25 pound label. 

The seed trade should become familiar with the Indiana seed labels. 
The three styles of labels are herewith reproduced and in addition the re- 
verse side of one of the labels—which are similar in all cases—is also 
reproduced. The facsimile signature of the seed commissioner appears 
on all official seed labels. i

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INFORMATION ON THE LABEL TELLS THE STORY 


Style “A” and “B” labels provide for the following information: 

a. The commonly accepted name of the kind and variety of such agri- 
cultural seed. When not known the label: should so state by using the 
word “unknown.” For example, Canada blue grass, Kentucky blue grass, 
medium red clover and mammoth red clover should be called such on the 
label since these are their commonly accepted names and not simply blue 
grass or clover. If the dealer has no certainty regarding the variety of 
the seed, he will so state by using the word “unknown” or simply label his 
seed clover or blue grass. ‘The prospective purchaser buys seed of un- 
known variety at his own risk—in so far as the kind of seed is considered. 
Variety and sub-variety names if given on the label must be the true variety 
name, otherwise the seed would be misbranded or falsely labeled. As an 
illustration, if the label reads ‘Yellow Sweet Clover” thé seed must be of 
that variety and not of another variety as white sweet clover. 

b. The minimum percentage of pure seed present, meaning the free- 
dom of such agricultural seed from inert matter and from other seeds 
distinguishable by their appearance; a statement of the purity shows the 
amount of crop seeds of the kind which the label indicates as compared 
with the amount of weed seeds, other commercial seeds and inert matter 
present and must be given in terms of percentage by weight. Purity is 
one of the important factors which determines the quality and price of 
the seed. 

c. The minimum percentage germination of the pure seed designated, 
together with the month and year the seed was tested. ‘The percentage of 
germination or the percentage of seed which will sprout or germinate 
within the normal number of days must be indicated. It is absolutely 
necessary in determining the quality or the actual monetary value of the 
seed to know the percentage which will germinate under normal condi- 
tions. Seed which will not germinate is worthless for planting and a poor 
stand means a crop failure. 

The month and year the seed was tested is also important since the 
vitality of seeds decreases with age. ‘THe prospective purchaser by noting 
the date of the test can readily determine if sufficient time has elapsed to 
materially lower the germination of the product. 

d. The common name and maximum number of each kind of seed of 
the “noxious weeds” provided for in the seed law which are present per 
pound of agricultural seed. All official Indiana seed labels have listed on 
the reverse side the nineteen noxious weed seeds specifically mentioned in 
the seed law. (See page 3.) The number of each noxious weed seed 
appearing in a pound of the seed purchased enables the farmer to readily 
compute the number of these weed seeds sowed per acre or square rod 
of land. 

Eradication of noxious weeds from the farm usually means hard 
work well planned and executed for a number of years. Re-seeding the 
land with noxious weed seeds nullifies the work of eradication. Only a 
few of the worst seeds are listed in the law. Many additional 
noxious weeds are found throughout the State. However, if seed mer- 
chants properly clean their seed to reduce the number of noxious weed 
seeds specifically mentioned in the law, they will also naturally remove the 
greater part of all other weed seeds. 
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e. ‘The State, territory or foreign country in which the seed was 
grown. If this is not known the label should so state by using the word 
“unknown.” For many reasons it is important to know the locality where 
the seed was grown. It may not be adapted to Indiana conditions. 

Style “C” the green label for seed mixtures is slightly more complicated 
than style “A” and “B” labels. Style “CO” label must give the following 
information : 

a. ‘That such seed is a mixture. 

b. The name and minimum percentage by weight of each kind of 
agricultural seed present in the mixture in excess of 5.0 per cent by weight 
of the total mixture. It is desirable when purchasing seed mixtures to 
know the amounts of each kind of seed used. Especially is it important 
to know the amounts of high priced and low priced seed which enter into 
the mixture. Unless 5.0 per cent or more of a kind of agricultural seed 
enter into the mixture it can not be stated on the label. This restriction 
prevents a small amount of a high priced. seed selling the entire mixture. 

c. ‘The name and maximum number of each kind of the noxious weed 
seeds which are present per pound of the mixture. This requirement is 
similar to style “A” and “B” labels. 

d. The minimum per cent germination of each kind of agricultural 
seed present in the mixture in excess of 5.0 per cent by weight of the en- 
tire mixture, together with the month and year said seed was tested. This 
is also similar to style “A” and “B” labels. 


EXEMPTIONS OF SEED GROWERS AND MERCHANTS 


To many, the exemptions in the seed law appear confusing. Sum- 
marizing these exemptions: 

a. Anyone in Indiana can sell less than one pound of seed without 
labeling. 

b. Anyone in Indiana can sell seeds for manufacturing or food pur- 
poses without labeling the seed—-provided the seeds are not bought or sold 
for seeding purposes. 

ce. Anyone in Indiana can hold seed for the purpose of recleaning 
without labels. It should be noted, however, that uncleaned seed sold, or 
exposed for sale for seeding purposes by seed merchants must be labeled. 

d. Anyone in the State can sell seed outside of the State or hold seed 
in Indiana for sale outside of the State without labeling. 

e. Any farmer or grower of seed can sell his seed without labeling 
if he has not advertised his seed other than by word of mouth or notice 
placed before his farm, provided the grower makes the sale and delivers 
the seed on his own premises to the purchaser himself. Delivering seed, 
which has been sold, by common carrier to another farmer requires seed 
labels. 

Any grower of seed can sell his seed without labels to wholesale or 
retail seed merchants to be recleaned before being offered or sold, even 
though the grower has advertised his seed or delivers by common carrier. 


HOW A FARMER MAY BUY SEED 


A farmer can, and unfortunately often does, buy the cheapest and 
poorest kind of feed and fertilizer simply because the ton price of the 
article appears cheap irrespective of the animal food and plant food which 
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the article actually contains. Control laws are of very little help to the 
farmer who will not utilize the information on the official label in deciding 
whether the article is the best obtainable for the money. 

There is no excuse for buying feed, fertilizer or seeds blindfolded, The 
seed law does not prohibit the sale of poor seed. A farmer can buy dead 
seed, trash and dirt at seed prices if he prefers to not buy from the infor- 
mation given on the label. The vast majority of farmers desirous of 
insuring future crops will buy quality seed according to the information 
on the label. Competition in the seed market is keen as regards seed 
grades. A real bargain is hard to find and if found should be carefully 
investigated before investment is made. Cheap bargain seed is generally 
a little good seed with a generous portion of dead seed, weed seeds, chaff 
and dirt thrown in for good measure. Only a’short-sighted seed merchant 
would sell cheap trashy seed to the farmers in his vicinity as the merchant 
buys it back the following year with the weeds increased ten-fold, a loss 
both to the grower and to the merchant. Penny wise and dollar foolish 
describes most cheap seed. 

Usually a seed merchant will unload poor seed in some one else’s ter- 
ritory, generally outside the State. Everything is in favor of the local seed 
merchant selling you good seed. Know what you are buying by studying 
the seed label. Should any Indiana seed dealer offer to sell you seed which 
is not labeled with offiicial labels report the facts promptly to the Seed 
Commissioner. The co-operation of farmers in enforcing the seed law is 
necessary to make same effective and worthwhile. 

Farmers should note that the Indiana seed law does not discriminate 
between seedsmen within and without the State. The seedsman within the 
State must comply with the law and the seedsman without the State, when. 
shipping to Indiana, can comply with the Jaw if he so desires. The matter 
is in the hands of the farmers—if they insist on buying seeds properly 
labeled with Indiana labels, the out of State seedsman has only one re-

DUTIES OF SEED WHOLESALER, RETAILER, AND DEALER 


Under the seed law every retailer, dealer, implement dealer, hardware 
or groceryman who sells seed is absolutely required to see to it that every 
lot of agricultural seed of one pound or more sold, offered, or exposed 
for sale in his store shall be correctly labeled with Indiana seed labels. 
Therefore, the retail seedsman should insist that the wholesaler label his 
goods under the Indiana law, since, if he is an Indiana wholesaler, he can 
be held responsible for his unopened original bag of seed in the retail store. 
The local retailer or dealer should provide himself with additional seed 
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labels upon which he can either print, stencil, rubber-stamp, typewrite, or 
write out the information required by the seed law in case his sales are 
not the unopened and original bags of seed bearing the wholesalers’ label 
made out completely as to the Indiana seed law requirements. In either 
case, the retailer must place the moral responsibility upon the wholesaler 
or upon himself, as the case may be. The retailer alone is responsible for 
unlabeled farmer bought seed, or for unlabeled and untested seeds bought 
from without the State. He must correctly label them. ‘The local mer- 
chant, in any case, is personally responsible for the absence of the legal 
label on any sale of agricultural seed of one pound or more. 


FREE TESTING OF SEEDS 


Section 11 of the seed law provides that any citizen of the State may, 
in accordance with the regulations prescribed by the Seed Commissioner, 
send samples of seed to the Seed Commissioner for testing. Free testing 
of seeds is provided as an accommodation and it is not obligatory for all 
seeds to be sent in for testing, as many seedsmen seem to think. It is un- 
fortunately true that less than one per cent of Indiana seedsmen are in 
a position to test their own seed. In order that seed can be tested and the 
necessary information obtained to properly fill out the seed label, it was 
necessary to provide some means whereby seedsmen or farmers could get 
their seed tested. It is evident to anyone who studies the subject of free 
testing that the Seed Commissioner could not possibly maintain a seed 
laboratory large enough to test all the lots of Indiana seeds. Such was 
not the intent of the seed law. 

The best of co-operation becomes necessary between the seed trade 
and the:Seed Commissioner in order that free test samples may be handled 
promptly and efficiently. Wholesale seedsmen should. maintain a seed 
laboratory and test their own seed. Smaller seedsmen who cannot afford 
to maintain a seed laboratory should blend like seed whenever possible so 
that one sample sent in will represent a large amount of seed. Likewise, 
farmers should co-operate by sending in samples which represent large 
amounts of seed. Do not send in three samples to represent three bushels 
of seed. As available funds permit, the seed laboratory will be enlarged 
and undoubtedly we can care for more seed samples in the future. All 
seed should be tested but they cannot all be tested in one laboratory. A 
number of smaller seedsmen could easily club together and maintain a co- 
operative seed testing laboratory. All of the large grains and garden seeds 
can, of course, be easily tested by farmers and seedsmen. ‘To make cer- 
tain that seed merchants label their seed correctly, the Seed Commissioner 
and inspectors must secure and analyze a considerable number of official 
seed samples. ‘These samples must be reported promptly to be of use to 
the seed trade. 

Under the present conditions it is necessary to limit the number 
of free tests for any one firm or person to three samples, during any 


one month. 
TAKING OF SAMPLES 


; Failure to secure representative samples is one of the most common 
causes of variation in tests of seed. Samples must be drawn so that they 
will represent as accurately as possible the lot of seed from which they 
are taken. Drawing samples of seed should not be delegated to the of- 
fice boy. 
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The minimum weight of seed forwarded for test should be approx- 
imately : 

a. One ounce of grass seed of any kind, or of white and alsike clover. 

b. Two ounces of red and crimson clover, alfalfa, millet, flax, or seed 
of like size, 

c. One-half pound of cereals or seed of like size. 

Farmers and seed merchants should note that the name of the Seed 
Commissioner, seed laboratory or any official connected with the Seed 
Commissioner must not be used for advertising purposes in connection 
with the report of analyses on free test samples. 

The data on the report of analysis may be used in filling out the of- 
ficial label, but the party doing this thereby assumes the responsibility that 
the quality of the seed to which such label is attached equals that indi- 
cated by the label. 


DUTIES OF SEED COMMISSIONER AND STAFF 


It is the duty of the Seed Commissioner and his staff to ascertain that 
the Indiana seed is correctly labelled. ‘The co-operation and assistance of 
the seed trade and Indiana farmers is necessary in order to accomplish 
this purpose. : 

The seed law does not provide for seed standards. Reasonably good 
seed should not be below the germination and purity given in Table I, The 
amounts of noxious weed seeds appearing in a pound of agricultural seed 
should also be considered.

Description, Eradication and Control of the Nineteen 
Weeds Designated as Noxious in the Indiana Seed Law 
Albert A. Hansen 


The history of agriculture is a record of man’s attempt to)" 
successfully cope with the weed problem. When mani ‘Selected 


certain plants to grow, he found a multitude of invading plants 
competing with his crops for moisture, food, sunlight and space. 
Recent experimental work indicates strongly that after the pre- 
paration of the seed bed, the principal object of .eultivation is to 
prevent the growth of weeds. If this is true, then the eradication 
and control of weeds is one of the important problems confront- 
ing the farmer. 
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It is fairly well understood that weeds cause a serious re- 
duction of crop yields by appropriating space, food, moisture 
and sunlight that should be utilized by more useful plants. The 
loss due to the harboring of injurious insects and plant diseases, 
the damage attributable to poisonous plants and the labor loss 
chargeable to weeds, are matters that are not thoroughly appre- 
ciated. 


The Eradication and Control of Weeds 


There are no magic methods for controlling weeds, no” 
wands, push-buttons or other mysterious rocking chair devices 
for suddenly disposing of undesirable plants. Destroying weeds 
means hard work, but intelligent effort will reduce the amount 
of labor considerably. Unless the problem is attacked intelli- 
gently and systematically, there is little hope for success in the 
eternal battle against weeds. In formulating a plan of attack 
a consideration of the following general methods of weed control 
may be of considerable assistance. 


1. Prevent weeds from seeding—Young weeds are com- 
paratively easy to destroy, old weeds are difficult to kill and they 
foul the soil with seeds. In this connection it is important to 

(a) Prepare the seed-bed well, thus destroying thousands of 
weed seedlings. 

(b) Mow roadside, fence row and other waste place weeds in 
mid-June and again in mid-August. 

(c) Mow weedy pastures before seeds mature, and the pasture 
grasses will grow more luxuriently while the weeds gradually 
disappear. It is good practice to set the cutter-bar of the mow- 
ing machine rather high for the first mowing, in such a manner 
as to cut just under the lowest weed flowers. If this is: done, 
the second crop of weed flowers will form sufficiently high so 
that the second mowing with the cutter-bar carried low will cut 
under the flowers. Many weeds, such as the wild carrot and 
chicory, will, after being closely cut, form a second crop of 
flowers so close to the ground as to escape the second cutting | 
entirely. 

(d) Cut weedy hay crops early before the weeds have formed, 
seeds. er: 

(e) Practice hand weeding. Frequently a few hours spent in 
hand ‘weeding, particularly in grainfields, will prevent a great 
deal of future trouble. Light infestations of weeds such as 
cockle and mustard can best be controlled by this method. 

(£) Use the spud against burdocks, chicory and other waste- 
place weeds. Going over, the farm waste places once or twice 
a year with a,sharp spud will help materially in solving the 
weed, problem.; ‘The spud.is a useful but much neglected imple- 
ment on Indiana Tapaesahe 

2. Use the proper implements.—The results of recent ex- 
periments conducted at the Purdue Agricultural Experiment Sta- 
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tion and elsewhere, indicate very strongly that after the prepa- 
ration of the seed bed, the principal object of cultivation is the 
destruction of the weeds. Since weeds are best destroyed by 
the cutting or knife type of cultivator (sweeps or gopher blades), 
implements of this character should be more generally used. 
Sweeps are adapted to loose soils free of stones, but they can- 
not be successfully used in hard, clay soils or where stones 
abound. 


3. Rotate the crops.—A cultivated crop such as corn that 
is well tilled will act as a cleansing crop and will destroy many 
of the incidental weeds. This is particularly true when corn 
is planted in check rows. Land planted continuously to a single 
crop is certain to become badly infested with weeds. 

4. Utilize smother crops such as hemp, cowpeas, soybeans, 
alfalfa, millet, sorghum and buckwheat. Clean cultivation fol- 
lowed by a smother crop will control the incidental weeds and 
many of the noxious weeds. A few weedy plants, such as wild 
garlic and dodder, require special methods of eradication. For 
information regarding such special methods, apply to the Botany 
Department, Purdue University Agricultural Experiment Sta- 
tion, LaFayette, Ind. 


5. Graze weedy land with sheep thus turning the weeds 
into wool and mutton. This is a highly profitable way to solve 
many weed problems. There should be a small flock of sheep 
on practically every farm, if for no other reason than to hold 
the weeds down. 

6. Practice surface cultivation after harvest, thereby in- 
ducing the germination of a large number of weed seeds. Many 
of the resulting seedlings will be killed by frost. 

7. Do not plow under weeds bearing seeds unless absolute- 
ly necessary. It is sometimes best to cut and burn crops of 
mature weeds. 

8. Use chemical plant poisons——In some cases the use of 
chemical plant poisons, such as common salt, iron sulphate and 
oil, is profitable and practical. Too much reliance, however, 
should not be placed on methods of this character. 

9. Maintain soil fertility-—Keep the land productive by the 
addition of organic matter (either in the form of animal manure 
or green manure), by the use of chemical fertilizers and lime 
where needed, and by draining where necessary. Unless this is 
done, the weeds are certain to come in. Strong, vigorous crops 
mean fewer weeds. Give the crops a chance to show what they 
can do. 

10. Co-operate with your neighbors in controlling weeds, 
particularly weeds possessing wind-distributed seeds (such as the 
Canada thistle) and when dealing with roadside and fencerow 
weeds. 
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11. Don’t sow weed seeds.—After the farm is comparative- 
ly weed free, compost all manure known to contain large num- 
bers of weed seeds (such as city stable manure), avoid bringing 
weed seeds on the farm by means of threshing machines, con- 
taminated stock feed or unclean hay and, most important of all, 
sow clean, viable seed! 


The Importance of Sowing Good Seed 


The use of good seed is absolutely essential to profitable 
agriculture. Good seed means seed that is (1) reasonably free 
of weed seeds and other impurities, (2) true to name, (3) of 
high germinating capacity and (4) of good size and color. Many 
farmers have had the bitter experience of preparing the land 
and sowing seed which either failed to germinate or produced 
a crop of weeds instead of more useful plants. Ii the seeds fail 
to germinate the loss is for the current season only, but if the 
seed contains a large proportion of weed seeds, the land will 
probably be fouled for years to come, causing heavy losses year 
after year. The annual loss to agriculture due to the use of 
cheap, poor seed, is tremendous. Cheap seed is usually the most 
expensive in the long run. 

In the past the farmers of Indiana have been heavy sufferers 
from the use of impure seeds. Indiana has been referred to as 
one of the weediest states in the union. This condition can in a 
large measure be attributed to the use of impure seed. It is for 
the purpose of encouraging the use of good agricultural seed that 
the seed law was recently passed by the Indiana legislature. 
The general use of pure, live, clean seed will solve the costly, 
vexing weed problem to a large extent. The result will be great- 
er yields, larger profits and increased pride in our farms. Good 
seed frequently means the difference between profitable and un- 
profitable agriculture. 

To illustrate the importance of sowing good seed and the 
possibilities for damage involved in the use of poor seed, let us 
examine the results of actual tests of samples sent to the Seed 
Laboratory at Purdue University. 

Sample No. 20736 (Red clover from Indianapolis, Indiana, 
Oct. 20, 1919) contained 19.8 per cent of impurities. Five grams 
(about one-sixth of an ounce) contained the following kinds and 
number of weed seeds; foxtail—173; sheep sorrel—69; curled 
dock—68 ; buckhorn—47 ; catchfly—43 ; smartweed—54 ; pigweed 
—26; Russian thistle—l6 and the seeds of thirty miscellaneous 
weeds including dodder, Canada thistle, wild mustard and crab 
grass. 

Sample No. 23227 (Red clover from Morris, Ill, Feb. 1, 
1921.) A germination test showed that but 52 per cent of the 
seeds were able to sprout. 
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Sample No. 23376 (Red clover from Wheatland, Indiana, Feb. 
14, 1921.) The sample contained 17.52 per cent of impurities. 
Five grams contained the following kinds and number of weed 
seeds: foxtail—106; pigweed—99 ; Russian thistle—27 ; buckhorn 
—13; dodder—11, and the seeds of fifteen other weeds including 
Canada thistle, wild mustard, gumweed (a serious western weed) 
and catchfly. The red clover seeds were only 67.5 per cent 
viable. 


Sample No. 23556 (Red clover from Winamac, Indiana, March 
1, 1921.) Contained 10.6 per cent of impurities. Five grams 
contained the following kinds and numbers of weed seeds: plan- 
tain—50; pigweed—7; and 9.5 per cent of ragweed. Also mis- 
cellaneous weed seeds including tumbleweed, mercury, crab 
grass, dock and peppergrass. 


Sample No. 24118 (Red clover from Matthews, Indiana, August 
6, 1921.) Contained 11.58 per cent of impurities. Five grams 
contained the following kinds and numbers of weed seeds: pig- 
weed—116; foxtail—70; dodder—19; and the seeds of twenty 
other weeds including wild mustard, plaintain, barnyard grass, 
Russian thistle and crab grass. 

To illustrate the effect of sowing poor seed, let us see what 
happened when the seed represented by Sample No. 23376 was 
sowed. In sowing eight pounds of this seed per acre, there was 
also planted on each acre of land approximately 77,760 foxtail, 
71,280 pigweed, 19,440 Russian thistle, 9,360 buckhorn and 7,920 
dodder seeds. Since only 67.5 per cent of the clover seed was 
viable, it is doubtful if anything but a crop of weeds could be 
secured from such seed. 

Let us take another example picked at random during the 
course of an ordinary day’s work at the Seed Laboratory of 
Purdue University. The sample in question contained 96.18 per 
cent pure seed, .46 per cent inert matter (trash), and 3.36 per 
cent of foreign seed other than red clover. The 3.36 per cent 
of foreign seed included 5,850 buckhorn seeds per pound, 10 
dodder seeds per pound, 90 bracted plantain seeds per pound and 
varying amounts of other noxious weed seeds. In using this 
seed at the rate of eight pounds per acre there will be sowed 292 
buckhorn seeds, 121 plantain seeds and four bracted plantain 
seeds on every square rod of land, to say nothing of a dodder seed 
on every other square rod. 

Cases are on record in which a germination test of timothy 
seed failed to show a single live seed, while a sample of seed 
purchased as rye grass by a farmer was found on examination 
to be the seeds of chess (cheat). 
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The Indiana Seed Law 


The recent Indiana Seed Law was passed in order that 
Indiana farmers may know the true value of seeds purchased. 
The law provides that agricultural seed offered for sale in Indi- 
ana must be labeled, the label to state: 

(1) The name and variety of seed. 


(2) The minimum percentage of pure seed present.

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(3) The minimum percentage of germination of the pure 
seed present, together with the date the test was made. 


(4) The place of origin of the seed. 
(5) The name and address of the vendor. 


(6) The name and maximum number of seeds per pound of 
certain weeds designated as noxious, that are present 
in seed offered for sale. 


The law designates nineteen weeds as being noxious. The 
nineteen noxious species are illustrated and described in the 
following pages. Since the best way to eliminate weed seeds 
from agricultural seed is to eradicate the weeds in the fields so 
there will be no weed seeds to contend with, approved methods 
of eradication and control are also discussed. 


Buckhorn! 


Description—Buckhorn, also known as rib grass, ripple, narrow-leaved 
plantain and black plantain, is a perennial plant possessing narrow, clus- 
tered, three to five ribbed leaves with margined petioles. The slender, leaf- 
less stems are surmounted each with a cylindric flower-head. The seeds are 
shiny, brown, boat-shaped and become mucilaginous when wet. They are 
frequent impurities in clover, alfalfa and grass seeds, from which they are 
removed with difficulty. : 

Control—Lightly infested meadows and pastures should be gone over 
with a sharp spud or hoe, cutting the plants as deep as practicable. If the 
infestation is serious grow a tilled crop, such as corn, for two seasons. This 
will clean out the weed; then plant clean seed on a well prepared seed bed. 
You can be assured of securing clean seed by examining the label before the 
seed is purchased. 

Other helpful measures are: (1) Graze with sheep. Grazing animals 
will eat buckhorn; in fact the plant is occasionally included in pasture mix- 
tures in Europe. Usually, however, grazing animals prefer other forage. 
(2) Improve the soil. Buckhorn grows typically on poor land. Soil improve- 
ment combined with seeding to good pasture plants will drive the weed out. 

Buckhorn in lawns is usually dealt with by cutting below the crowns 
with a hoe or spud. Sprouting can be prevented by placing dry salt on the 
newly-cut surfaces. 


Bracted Plantain! 


Description —Bracted plantain, also known as rat-tail plantain, clover 
choker and poor John, isan annual or winter annual with grass-like leaves and 
numerous narrow bracts on the flower heads. The seeds are dull, dark brown, 
boat shaped and found occasionally with a thin membrane attached that en- 
ables them to be carried short distances by the wind. The seeds may live in 
the soil for a number of years without sprouting. It is a native western spe- 
cies that has been carried east in baled hay and impure clover seed. 

Control—New infestations should be hand pulled, hoe cut, or mowed 
before seeds mature. Unlike other plantains, the bracted plantain does not 
sprout after cutting. 

A tilled crop, such as corn in check rows or soy beans in rows, will 
clean out the bracted plantain. When the land is returned to clover, use 
seed free from the bracted plantain impurity, which can be determined by 
examining the label before the seed is purchased.

The bracted plantain is frequently found on thin soils and on land de- 
ficient in organic matter. Increasing the fertility of the soil by the use of 
manure, fertilizers, or green manuring crops will not only increase crop 
pronuction: but will cause a corresponding decrease in the quantity of 
plantain, 


Common Plantain 


Description—The common or broad-leaf plantain is so familiar a_ plant 
that it hardly needs to be described. There are two species, similar in ap-

pearance, both of which are called common plantain. One species (Plantago 
rugelii) can be distinguished by the reddish petioles and larger, thinner 
leaves. The seeds of both species are brown to black in color, angled and 
extremely variable in shape. 

Conirol—The common plantains are weeds of rich, fertile soil. They 
are particularly bad in clover fields. Heavily infested land should be placed 
under cultivation and well tilled, a procedure that will drive out the plantain. 
The use of clean seed is then necessary to prevent reinfestation. Spudding 
and dry salting is the best remedy in lawns, tennis courts, yards and similar 
situations. Ordinarily the common or broad-leaf plantaif is not as serious 
a plant to contend with as buckhorn and bracted plantain. 


Canada Thistle* 


Description—A spiny plant with small, purple (rarely white) flower 
heads and extensive creeping roots from which new shoots arise at frequent 
intervals. Due to the creeping root habit, the plant is usually

found in patches. The Canada thistle is frequently confused with the 
bull thistle, a plant without creeping roots and _ possessing large 
flower heads. The seeds of the Canada thistle are oblong, smooth, light- 


lie,

brown and equipped each with a feathery pappus that occasionally persists 
and enables the wind to carry the seeds. Although the production of viable 
seeds is probably influenced by weather conditions, Canada thistle seeds with 
a 60 per cent germinating capacity have been collected in northern Indiana. 

Control—The fundamental principle involved in destroying the Canada 
thistle is kcep the green shoots persistently cut back, thereby starving the 
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running roots which depend on the leaves for food. This can best be done 
by planting infested land with a tilled crop, preferably corn in check rows, 
and cultivating whenever the shoots reach a height of three or four inches, 
which means about every ten days or two weeks. The work should be sup- 
plemented by hand hoeing after each cultivation to kill out the thistle shoots 
growing in the rows. ‘The best implements for cultivation are the knives or 
sweeps, which can be purchased separately and attached to the ordinary cul- 
tivator in place of the shovels. The knives sever the thistle shoots, the 
shovels frequently bury them imperfectly. After cultivation ceases, continue 
cutting the thistles back with a hoe until frost. The following season plant 
either a good smother crop or, better still, repeat the entire process just out- 
lined. At the end of two seasons of diligent effort, the thistles will disappear, 
It is important to see the job through; many stop in despair when a little 
extra work would destroy the thistles. It is possible to eradicate Canada 
thistles by the clean-culture method in a single season. 

Small patches should either be cut and persistently salted with crude, 
dry salt, or else covered for an entire season with tarred paper, old tin roof- 
ing, boards, manure eighteen inches deep, or any other material that will 
completely exclude light. 


Chicory! 


Description Chicory (bunk, succory, blue sailors) is a European peren- 
nial with a deep, fleshy root, handsome blue (occasionally white) flowers and 
milky juice. The flowers usually remain open during the morning hours and 
close at noon. The seeds are mottled, brown in color, angled and each is 
surmounted with a row of tiny scales. They are common impurities in grass 
and clover seeds. The dried and powdered root is used as a coffee substitute 
and adulterant, the root leaves make excellent greens, the young tender roots 
are edible when prepared like parsnips, and the entire plant is used in Europe 
for forage. 

Control—On its first appearance, when there are usually but few plants 
to contend with, go over the infested area while chicory is in early flower 
and either cut the plants well below the crowns with a well sharpened hoe or 
spud, or else pull the individual plants by hand. Hand pulling is best done 
following rain when the ground is soit. If the plants are cut it is well to 
place a handful of dry salt on each of the newly cut surfaces to prevent 
sprouting. The cutting-salting method is also useful on lawns. 

When the infested area is too large or the infestation is too heavy to per- 
mit hand methods, the land should be (1) placed under cultivation for two 
years, or (2) grazed closely with sheep-or goats, or (3) improved by the 
addition of manure or fertilizers, combined with reseeding of the thin spots 
with good pasture grasses. This will result in so vigorous a growth that 
the chicory, which is a poor-land plant, will be driven out. 

Before purchasing clover or grass seed examine the label to make sure 
that the seeds of chicory are not present.

Corn Cockle! 


Description —Corn cockle is a weed in wheat and oat fields. It is a slen- 
der, soft-hairy, erect annual or winter annual with conspicuous, handsome, 
five-petaled, pink-purple flowers, each about an inch in diameter. The seeds 
are black, triangular, wedge-shaped and covered with tiny teeth. They are 
said to contain a poisonous principle that is injurious to animals. Flour con- 
taining from 3 to 5 per cent of ground cockle seeds will not “rise” properly 
when baked. Cockle flour is said to be injurious as a human food.

Control—Cockle can usually best be destroyed by hand pulling and burn- 
ing the removed plants. Cockle does not ordinarily shatter its seeds in the 
field, consequently the ground does not usually become infested with cockle 
seeds except as they are scattered during harvest. Where the infestation is 
serious, the introduction of a cultivated crop into the rotation will cleanse 
the field of the weed. After the cockle has been destroyed in the field, it is 
necessary to use pure seed when the next wheat crop is sowed. The use 
of pure seed is the most important factor in the control of corn cockle. The 
difficulty in securing cockle-free seed is due to the fact that the cockle seeds 
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are nearly the same size as grains of wheat, consequently it is difficult to 
remove all the cockle by screening. 

A helpful practice is to harrow the grain crop in the spring when growth 
starts, thereby dragging out many weed seedlings, including cockle. For this 
purpose either a spike-tooth harrow with the teeth set at a backward slant, 
or else a grain weeder may be used.

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Description—The curled or yellow dock is a tall, smooth, deep rooted 
perennial with elongated, wavy-margined, edible leaves and long, slender 
racemes of flowers. The seeds are three sided, dark brown, smooth and 
shiny. Each seed is enveloped in a persistent calyx with netted wings. The 
calyx wings enable the wind to blow the seeds to some distance beyond the 
parent plant. Dock seeds are commonly found as impurities in alfalfa and 
clover seeds. 

Control—Where the curled dock occurs in small numbers, hand pulling 
when the plants are young and following rain when the ground is soft is the 
best remedy. Older docks must be spudded or hoe-cut, adding dry salt to the 
cut ends to prevent sprouting. Mowing in pastures will prevent the curled 
dock from spreading. A cultivated crop in the rotation will usually solve the 
dock problem. After the land is once cleared of the pest, it is essential to 
use pure seed in order to prevent its return. On account of the wind-blown 
seeds, roadsides and waste places should receive special attention. 


Dodder! 


Description—Dodder, also known as love-vine or strangle weed, is trou- 
blesome mainly in clover and alfalfa. There are a number of species of 
dodder, the common Indiana species being field dodder*. All the dodders are 
twining, cord-like, leafless parasitic vines with clusters of small white or 
pink or greenish flowers. The seeds are rounded and dull, frequently with 
two or three flattened sides. 


Control.—Dodder usually makes its first appearance as patches scattered 
over the field. There are two excellent methods of treating such patches. 
(1) Mow the patches before dodder seeds have ripened, allow the cut plants 
to dry, cover with dry straw or sprinkle with oil and burn. The heat will 
kill any seeds that may have matured unnoticed. (2) Spray the patches be- 
fore seeds have formed, with a solution of arsenite of soda prepared at the 
rate of one pound in ten gallons of water. Since arsenic is extremely pois- 
onous, do not allow animals to have access to the sprayed vegetation. 


On large areas of infestation, the entire crop should be cut before dodder 
seeds ripen and the plants fed as hay in the field. The dodder should not 
be allowed to remain long on the cut plants because it may form seeds under 
such conditions. The cut plants should not be removed to uninfested fields,. 
since small pieces of dodder may cause new infestation. After the infested 
hay has been disposed of, plow the land and reseed or else graze closely to 
prevent the formation of late maturing dodder seeds. 


Instead of cutting the dodder-infested crop for hay, it may be closely 
grazed before seeds have formed, or else it may be plowed under as a green 
manuring crop. Never plow under a crop in which dodder seeds have ma- 
tured, since the seeds may retain their viability in the soil for a number of 


years, ready to infest future crops. 


Occasionally the dodder infestation is so serious that the crop has beerr 
practically ruined. Under such conditions, the best procedure is to mow 
close to the ground, allow the cut plants to dry and then burn the entire 
field, thus killing the dodder and most of the seeds on the soil surface. Crops 
that are immune to dodder attack, such as corn, the small grains, soybeans 
and cowpeas, should then be grown for three or four seasons before the land 
is returned to clover or alfalfa. Ordinarily the crop is worth saving, even 
though the dodder has gone to seed. It can be utilized by cutting for hay, 
which should be fed from stacks in the field, followed by a season of close 
grazing. Small grains or other immune plants should then be introduced into 


the rotation.

Manure from hay containing dodder 
seeds should be composted for about two 
months before it is returned to the land, 
since dodder seeds are capable of pass- 
ing uninjured through the digestive 
tracts of animals. 

More important than control or eradi- 
cation is the prevention of dodder, This 
can be done by sowing pure seed, which 
can be determined by examining the label 
on purchased clover and alfalfa seed.

Wild Mustard 
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Wild Mustard' 


Description—Wild mustard or charlock is injurious principally in wheat 
and oats, although it may prove troublesome in meadows and cloverfields. 
Wild mustard is an annual with bright yellow, four-petaled flowers. The 
lower leaves have petioles, while the upper leaves grow directly from the 
stem and do not possess petioles. The mature pods are slender, about an 
inch and a half long, and tipped with a two-parted, flattened beak. The 
seeds are small, round, dark-brown and smooth. They are readily separated 
from seed grain, but the pods are frequently broken during threshing into 
fragments that cannot be readily separated, and the weed is thus returned to 
the land. Seeds are formed in large numbers and they may remain alive in 
the soil for a number of years. They resemble the seeds of rape and turnip 
very closely. They usually germinate throughout the growing season. In 
grain crops, the mustard seeds ripen about the same time as the grain. 

Control—Wherever the use of clean seed is combined with a system of 
crop rotation, wild mustard is not usually a serious problem. When the mus- 
tard does appear in young grain, it can be dragged out with a grain weeder 
or harrow. The work should be done while the grain is young and the 
mustard is in the seedling stage. After the grain is taken off the land, it is 
helpful to cultivate in order to induce the germination of the mustard seeds 
in the soil. The resulting mustard seedlings may be plowed under or grazed 
off. Most of the plants that survive will be killed by frost. 

A crop of grain badly infested with wild mustard may be sprayed to ad- 
vantage with a solution of iron sulphate prepared at the rate of two pounds 
per gallon of water and applied 50 gallons per acre. Copper sulphate (blue 
vitriol) at the rate of 12 to 15 pounds in 50 gallons of water and used 50 
gallons per acre has also proved successful. The work should be done while 
the mustard is “in the second leaf,” and before:the grain has started to head. 
A potato sprayer with extra nozzles has been used successfully for this work. 
Ordinarily, however, mustard is not sufficiently serious under Indiana con- 
ditions to warrant the expense and trouble involved in spraying. 

Wild mustard growing along roadsides, fence rows and in waste places 
should be mowed when the first flowers appear in order to prevent the pro- 
duction of seeds. 

The seeds of wild mustard are frequently carried from farm to farm 
by threshing machines. When the farm is cleansed of the mustard, the 
thresher should be cleaned before it is allowed to operate. The seeds may 
also be introduced in manure and in the droppings of grazing animals. 


Horse Nettle* 


Description.—Horse nettle, bull nettle or tread softly is a native peren- 
nial with creeping, deep-seated roots from which shoots arise at short inter- 
vals, resembling somewhat the creeping roots of the Canada thistle. The 
entire plant is covered with stiff yellow spines which are effective guards 
against grazing animals. The fleshy fruits are produced in clusters like tiny 
tomatoes; they are yellow in color and contain numerous small, flattened, yel- 
low, tomato-like seeds. Cows and sheep occasionally eat the fruits and void 
the seeds in the droppings, thus scattering the plant. Horse nettle harbors 
the a disease of tomatoes, an additional reason why it should be de- 
stroyed. 

Control_—Getting rid of horse nettle is one of the most difficult of weed 
problems. Where small patches exist, they may be destroyed (1) by cover- 
ing for an entire season with tarred paper or any other material that will 
completely exclude light. Where old tin roofing is available, it is excellent 
for the purpose. (2) By cutting and applying crude dry salt at the rate of 
one pound per square foot. Where the patches are large or numerous the

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salting method is prohibitively expensive. (3) Saturate the patches with 
waste oil from the farm tractor or automobile. The oil will injure the soil, 
but sterile spots are preferable to centers of infestation.

Never plow or cultivate through a patch of horse nettle without clean- 
ing the cultivator when it reaches the edge of the patch. 

Large areas of infestation on cultivated land must be killed by clean 
cultivation in a similar manner to the method advocated for the Canada this- 
tle. In order to starve the roots, it is necessary to keep the shoots cut back 
for an entire season, since the roots are dependent on the leaves for food. 
Plant corn in check rows, cultivate frequently (preferably with the sweep 
or knife type cultivator) and follow each cultivation with hand hoeing in the 
hills or rows. Cultivate as soon as the shoots become visible above ground. 
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After the crop is laid by, continue cutting the shoots back by hand hoeing. 
Leave the ground bare over winter and either plant corn and cultivate care- 
fully during the second year, or else plant the best shade crop available, such 
as cowpeas or soybeans. Alfalfa is also an excellent crop to grow on horse 
nettle land. It should be followed by a tilled crop as soon as the alfalfa 
shows signs of weakening. 


Ox-eye Daisy! 


Description—The common or ox-eye daisy, also known as herb mar- 
garet and white daisy, is a common weed of pastures, hayfields, lawns. and 
waste places. It is a handsome species that is occasionally planted for orna- 
mental purposes, a practice that should be discouraged, since the plant fre- 
quently escapes from cultivation and infests nearby fields. The daisy is be- 
coming increasingly troublesome throughout the middle west. 

The color and size of the flowers of the true ox-eye daisy distinguishes 
it from all other common weeds with which it is apt to be confused. The 
flowers occur singly on the end of the flower stalk and each flower has a 
round, yellow center, about a half inch in diameter, from which radiate from 
twenty to thirty pure-white rays. The entire flower varies from one to two 
inches in diameter*. Seeds are matured in large numbers. The seeds on 
ten plants were counted and the average number was found to be almost five 
thousand. The seeds are elongated, broad at one end and each seed is striped 
with ten white lines or ribs. They are commonly found in European and 
poor-grade American clover and small grass seed, particularly in timothy, and 
more rarely in seed grain. 

The common daisy is sometimes used for hay, particularly when cut and 
dried while the plants are young and before seeds have formed. Hay from 
mature daisies is not very palatable. 

Control—The common daisy is usually a poor-land plant and the most 
important feature in its control is the improvement of the soil. For example, 
a heavily infested field of daisies was treated with ten tons of manure per 
acre applied as a top dressing in the spring. During the course of the sea- 
son, the daisies disappeared and a good grow of timothy, bluegrass and red 
top was secured. 

The presence of the daisy frequently indicates a deficiency of lime in 
the soil. The addition of lime and manure at the time of seeding is an ex- 
cellent method of getting rid of daisies on land deficient in lime. The first 
step in controlling the common daisy is to outline a plan for soil improve- 
ment. Other control methods follow: 


1. Cut Early for Hay—Cut daisy-infested meadows for hay when the 
first petals unroll. Although early cutting will not eradicate the weed, the 
practice minimizes the danger, and causes a gradual decrease in the number 
of daisies present. 


2. Grazing with Sheep.—Cattle and horses refuse to graze the daisy, 
but sheep will eat the plant readily, and they may be used to eradicate it. 
Salting tufts of daisies is a distinct help where the grazing method is used. 
The weed will usually return, however, unless the fertility of the soil is 
built up. : 

3. Cultivation—Plowing shallow in order to expose the roots to the 
killing action of the sun or the frosts of winter is very helpful. 

Where the infested land is capable of growing corn, potatoes or any other 
tilled crop, cultivation is one of the best methods of getting rid of the daisy, 
although the tillage must be very thorough. After harvest, plant a grain 
crop, followed by clover and grass.

4. Use Clean Seed—Many meadows and pastures have become heavily 
infested with daisies on account of the use of impure seed. The daisy- 
plague is spreading in Indiana and one of the best methods of stopping the 
spread is to examine the label on seed offered for sale and insist on clean 


seed.

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Prickly Lettuce 


Description.—Prickly lettuce is a tall plant with milky juice and produc- 
ing an abundance of small yellow flowers, The name “compass plant” is some- 
times given to this species and refers to the peculiar tendency of the leaves 
to so arrange themselves that they point north and south, a habit noticeable 
only on plants growing in the open and which is lost in plants growing in 
the shade. 

The seeds are elongated, dark-brown, ridged, narrowed at one end, and 
each is tipped with a tuft of delicate hairs, resembling a miniature parachute. 
The seeds are formed in large numbers, variously estimated from 8,000 to 
240,000 per plant. The prickly lettuce is distributed largely by means of im- 
pure grass and clover seed. When once established, the weed may spread 
rapidly, since the seeds are capable of being carried considerable distances 
by the wind. 

Although the prickly lettuce occurs in practically all crops, it is trouble- 
some principally in meadows, pastures, and along roadsides and in other 
waste places. 

Control—Since the prickly lettuce is an annual plant, it will gradually 
disappear if no seeds are allowed to mature, providing waste-place plants 
are destroyed in order to prevent the reinfestation of the land. Seed pro- 
duction may be prevented where the plant is not abundant, by means. of hand 
pulling, spudding or hoeing when the plants-are in early bloom. Where the 
infestation is heavy, mowing when the first petals open will gradually thin 
out the weed. It is well to set the cutter bar high for the first mowing in 
order to prevent the formation of a second crop of flowers so close to the 
ground as to escape the mower entirely during the second cutting. Heavily 
infested land may also be cleaned by introducing a tilled crop into the rota- 
tion and cultivating thoroughly. Horses, cattle and sheep will graze the 
prickly lettuce, particularly while it is young and succulent, and may be 
utilized in disposing of the weed. Horses and cattle, however, will usually 
avoid mature plants when there is an abundance of other forage. Dairy 
farmers claim that when prickly lettuce is eaten in large quantities, the 
milk becomes tainted. 

Particular attention should be paid to plants growing along fence-rows, 
roadsides and in other waste places, on account of the wind-carried seeds. 


Quack Grass* 


Description—Quack grass, wire grass, witch grass or couch grass is a 
European perennial grass that resembles wheat. It possesses a mass of slen- 
der, interlacing underground stems, commonly called roots, from the joints 
of which the individual plants arise. Quack grass is usually introduced in 
impure seed wheat, barley, brome grass and other grasses. 

Quack grass makes excellent hay, particularly when it is cut early. It 
is also a good pasture plant, grown either alone or with sweet clover, orchard 
grass or timothy. Furthermore, it forms a fair turf; many lawns in some 
sections that are thought to be blue grass are made up largely of quack grass. 
On account of the difficulty of controlling quack grass, it should never be 
sowed purposely. Sometimes, however, it is’ better to utilize the plant rather 
than to attempt to fight it. ; 

Control—A satisfactory method of killing quack grass on large areas 
of infestation has never been developed. If the plant cannot be utilized, the 
best procedure is to so control the weed that it$will give very little trouble. 
The following system has been found very satisfactory. 

If the land is in cultivation, it must be seeded to meadow or pasture for 
a year or two and kept closely grazed or cut, thereby bringing the roots close 
to the soil surface. The grass is then in proper condition to start the fol-

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lowing control work, which should be commenced about July 1, during dry, 
hot weather. Do not attempt to control quack grass during wet weather.

1. Plow shallow, turning the sod over in order to expose the roots to 
the drying action of the sun. Hogs and sheep may be allowed to graze on 
the roots, of which they are very fond. 

2. As soon as the little green shoots appear, harrow with a spiketooth 
or spring harrow, turning the sod and thus drying the roots. Rake the driea 
material into piles and burn. 
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3. Continue the harrowing-piling-burning until fall, harrowing when- 
ever the quack grass shoots reach a height of about one inch. 


4. Leave the land rough over winter. 

5. In the early spring, harrow the land as formerly, or plow if necessary. 

6. Grow a tilled crop, of which corn in check rows is best, and culti- 
vate thoroughly, chopping the quack-grass out of the hills or rows with a 
hoe. For this purpose, the knife (shear or sweeps) cultivator is best on 
mellow land. 

7. Plow in the fall and leave the land rough over winter. 


8. Next spring plant a good smother crop such as fodder corn or mil- 
let. If a good stand is secured, very little quack grass will survive. The 
land may now be used for a number of years and little trouble will be ex- 
perienced with the weed. 

Patch Treatment—The most practical method of killing small patches 
of quack grass is to cover them for an entire season with tarred paper, old 
tin roofing or any other material that will completely exclude the light, ex- 
tending the covering a few inches beyond the above-ground limits of the 
patch. 

Be careful never to cultivate through patches of quack grass, since the 
weed is readily spread by means of small pieces of roots adhering to the 
plow or cultivator. 


Red Sorrel! 


Description—Red sorrel, also termed sheep sorrel and sourweed, is a 
common weed of Indiana meadows and pastures. The name red sorrel al- 
ludes to the masses of reddish, triangular seeds. The seeds are said to be 
injurious to horses and sheep. In addition to seeds, the plant reproduces 
from creeping roots (rootstocks) in a similar manner to the Canada thistle. 
The red seeds and the arrow-shaped leaves readily identify the plant. The 
seeds are frequently found as an impurity in clover seed. 

Control_—The presence of red sorrel is usually an indication of the need 
of soil improvement, such as the addition (1) of lime to correct soil acidity; 
(2) of manure or a green crop plowed under to correct any deficiency of 
organic matter; (3) of commercial fertilizers, particularly phosphates, to 
supply needed mineral plant food, or (4) adequate drainage. 

Sorrel is able to thrive in acid soil, although it will grow equally well in 
rich soils well supplied with lime if it is free from competition ‘with other 
plants. Useful plants, however, will not thrive under acid condition as will 
sorrel, 

Land thoroughly infested with sorrel should be treated with lime either 
as (1) ground limestone, two tons per acre; (2) hydrated lime, one and one- 
half tons per acre, or (3) quicklime, one ton per acre, either unslaked or 
slacked with water and sprinkled, thereby destroying many sorrel leaves as 
well as correcting the acid condition of the soil. 

In addition to lime, treat the land with a top dressing of manure. Soil 
improvement will cause a vigorous growth of grass that will in turn crowd 
out sorrel. It is advisable to reseed the thin spots in the meadow or pasture. 
Other methods of control are: (1) Mow sotrel twice a year, cutting before 
the seeds form. Mowing combined with soil improvement will soon dispose 
of the sorrel. (2) Rotate the crops, using corn and smother crops in the 
rotation. (3) If spraying equipment is handy the sorrel may be destroyed 
by spraying with iron sulphate (two pounds per gallon of water), The spray- 
ing method is useful against sorrel growing in inaccessible waste places, to 
save heavily infested grain crops, or to destroy patches of sorrel, but under 
ordinary field conditions spraying is too expensive to be recommended. The 
best time to spray is while the sorrel is young and before seeds have formed. 

Lawns infested with red sorrel should be treated with manure and lime, 
combined with reseeding the thin spots. By encouraging the turf the sorrel 
will be gradually crowded out.

White Top! 


Description.—White top, also called daisy fleabane, whiteweed and sweet 
scabious, is a leafy, much-branched plant that produces large numbers of 
small, white, daisy-like flowers, each about a half-inch in diameter. The 
dense clusters of flowers are responsible for the common name white-top. 
The seeds are formed in abundance, a single plant being capable of producing 
up to 100,000 seeds. They are usually matured before the crop in which they 
are growing is harvested. Each seed is small, light brown, elongated and

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crowned with a tuft of fine bristles. They are commonly found as impurities 
in clover and grass seed. The plant may also be distributed by means of 
baled hay. 

White top seeds usually germinate in the late summer, forming clusters 
of leaves (called rosettes) in the fall from which the flowering stems grow 
the following spring. Sometimes the seeds do not germinate until spring, a 
new crop of seeds being formed in the fall. It is interesting to note that 
the rosettes are edible when prepared in a similar manner to spinach, 


Control—Spring plowing will. destroy all the rosettes (crown leaves) 
that formed during the previous fall, consequently spring plowing and plant- 
ing to oats will control white top. If the land is disked and not plowed, the 
oat crop on white top land is apt to be heavily infested. 

Lightly infested meadows should be cleaned by hand weeding before 
seeds mature. Heavily infested meadows should be clipped with a mowing 
machine in early May. At that time the weed will be higher than the crop 
and the cutter-bar can be raised so as to cut the tops of the weed without 
harming the crop. Where no precautions have been taken, it will pay to cut 
a crop of white top infested hay early before the weed matures seeds. 


Spraying with a saturated salt solution (prepared 31/3 pounds of salt 
per gallon of water and applied 60-70 gallons per acre) while the weed is 
young and tender is effective. The method is expensive and not usually to 
be recommended. The residual effect of the salt on the soil is said to be 
beneficial, which may help to offset the cost of the spray. 

Infested pastures should be mowed in June and again in August, before 
the white top has formed seeds. For the first mowing, the cutter-bar should 
be set at such a height that it will sever the plants directly below the lowest 
blossoms. The second crop of flowers will then form sufficiently high to be 
cut the second time with the cutter-bar carried in the normal position. 

Grazing with sheep will control the white top, since sheep are very fond 
of the young shoots of the weed. All fence-row, roadside and other waste- 
place plants should be destroyed or prevented from seeding. In dealing with 
fo top problem, it is important to plant clean seed on a well-prepared 
seed bed. 


Wild Carrot?! 


Description.—Wild carrot or Queen Anne’s lace is a bushy weed with 
finely divided leaves and dense heads of tiny white blossoms. It is a common 
weed of run-down pastures and meadows and it grows abundantly along 
roadsides and in fencerows. The plant is a wild form of the common gar- 
den carrot. 

Wild carrot is a biennial or two-year plant that forms clusters of crown 
leaves or rosettes the first year and flowering stalks the next season. The 
seeds, which are commonly found in grass, clover and alfalfa seed, are 
equipped with little bristles that enable them to adhere to passing objects and 
thus become widely distributed. 

Control—Wild carrot grows well upon poor land, but when the land is 
improved the weed will gradually disappear, since it cannot stand competi- 
tion with better pasture plants. 

A short rotation of crops, including a tilled crop, will dispose of the 
wild carrot. 

Infested meadows and pastures may gradually be freed from wild carrot 
by mowing when the flower-heads begin to unfold. For the first mowing, set 
the cutter-bar so high that it will cut just under the lowest blossoms. The 
second crop of blossoms will then form sufficiently high to permit cutting 
with the cutter-bar in the normal position.

Wild carrot contains acrid juices and the plant is seldom eaten by graz- 
ing animals. Sheep, however, will nibble at the flower heads, preventing 
seeding, and thus helping to drive the weed out. 


Wherever the infestation is light spudding or hand pulling before seeds 
form is advisable.

Wild Garlic 
Description.—Wild garlic is an onion-like plant that can be distinguished 
from the common wild onion by the dark-green, round leaves and the 
formation of hard bulbs, commonly known as “beech-nuts.” Wild onion 
has flattened yellowish-green leaves and does not form “beech-nuts.” 
The wild garlic forms hard and soft bulbs below ground and bulblets 
(commonly but incorrectly called “seeds”) above ground. The soft bulbs

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form early in the season, sprouting during the late summer into plants which, 
if allowed to grow over winter, will form a new crop of hard and soft bulbs. 
The hard bulbs or beech-nuts form during the winter and spring. They 
may be dormant in the soil for two or three years and they germinate 
throughout the growing season. The aerial bulblets or “seeds” form weak, 
spindly plants during the early fall. True seeds are rarely if ever produced 
in Indiana. The wild garlic is a weed problem in the southern third of the 
state only. 


Control.—Wild garlic may be eradicated in two or three years by a cul- 
tural method, but in order to understand the eradication method it is neces- 
sary to know the habits of the plant as previously described, since the most 
successful eradication practice is closely linked with the life cycle of the 
plant 
Eradication on Large Areas — 


1. Start the work in the fall. Disc the dand and plow deeply about 
November 15 in such a manner as to turn the tips of the garlic plants com- 
pletely under. Unless the tips are completely covered the plants are apt to 
continue growth. Fall plowing will destroy the plants from the soft bulbs 
before they have had a chance to form new bulbs. It will also destroy the 
small, weak plants from the aerial bulblets. 


2. Leave the land rough over winter. If there is danger of soil wash- 
ing, plant a winter crop such as rye. 


3. Early the following spring, either double disc or plow the land. 
4. Plant corn, preferably in check rows. 


5. Cultivate frequently and thoroughly, preferably with knife cultivators 
(sweeps) which cut the garlic plants instead of burying them. Thorough 
cultivation will destroy the plants from the hard bulbs, which germinate all 
summer. 


6. Chop out the garlic in the rows or hills with a hoe. If this cannot 
be done, plant soy beans in the rows or hills. 


7. Plow deeply about November 15 as formerly. Follow with spring 
double discing and plant soy beans in rows (it is well to plant the rows be- 
tween the old corn rows) cultivating carefully as during the previous season. 
This will destroy the plants from the hard bulbs which failed to germinate 
the previous season. 


8. If the work has been carefully done the garlic will be almost eradi- 
cated. It is usually necessary to repeat fall plowing followed by a cultivated 
crop, using corn during the third year. 

9. When the land is returned to wheat, use pure seed, which may be 
obtained : 

(a) From a garlic-free section of the farm or from a neigh- 
bor’s farm. 

(b) From a small seed plot in which the garlic has been care- 
fully hand-pulled. In this connection, it should be noted that the hot- 
water treatment does not destroy all the garlic bulblets. Tests indi- 
cate that the treatment kills about 75 per cent of the bulblets in seed 
wheat. : 


Eradication on Small Areas—Small patches of wild garlic can be de- 
stroyed by spraying in the late fall and again about April 15, before the heads 
form. For this Purpose, waste oil from the farm tractor or from garages is 
most convenient. Strain through several thicknesses of cheese cloth, thin 
out with kerosene and apply with a small hand pressure sprayer or knapsack 
sprayer. If a sprayer is not available, use a sprinkling can, but do not satu- 
rate the soil. Rubber parts of spraying outfits should be carefully cleaned 
after the oil is used. The spraying method is impractical on large areas at 
present on account of the high price of oil.

Yellow Trefoil! 
Yellow trefoil or black medick is a spreading, clover-like plant with 
yellow flower heads and black somewhat kidney-shaped pods. The plant is 
not ordinarily considered as a field weed, although it is frequently troublesome 


in lawns. 
Yellow trefoil is a legume, it enriches the soil and affords good forage. 


.The plant is used for pastures in the south and in Montana and Colorado. 


The seeds closely resemble the seeds of alfalfa and on account of being 
extremely cheap they have in the past been used to adulterate the more ex- 
pensive seeds of alfalfa and red clover. Foreign’ seed is most frequently 
adulterated, but the practice is fortunately much less common now than for- 
merly. The seeds of the yellow trefoil are egg shaped, yellowish-green in 
color and uniform in size. The seeds of alfalfa are slightly larger, inclined 
to be more kidney-shaped and show a tendency to be angular. The seeds 
of yellow trefoil are readily distinguished from the seeds of red clover.

The Indiana Creamery and Testers License Law protects the pro- 
ducer and manufacturer of Dairy Products of the State against fraud 
and deception in weighing, sampling and testing of milk and cream for 
butterfat. 


All glassware which is used in weighing or measuring samples of 
milk or cream for butterfat tests is checked for accuracy by the Pur- 
due Agricultural Experiment Station. In 1910 of all glassware that 
was tested, we found 21.3% inaccurate. This year all the glassware 
that was tested we found only .7 of one per cent inaccurate. Com- 
panies sending glassware in Indiana know that it will be checked up 
and consequently are making earnest effort to see that the glassware 


comes up to the Indiana Standard.

ADMINISTRATION 


The Creamery License Division of the Dairy Department was estab- 
lished to put into effect the Purdue University Agricultural Experiment 
Station’s responsibility in the administration of the Creamery and Testers’ 
License law. ‘This law was enacted in 1913 by the Sixty-Kighth General 
Assembly of the State of Indiana, and the object of this law is to insure 
farmers and dairymen who sell milk or cream on the butterfat basis that 
the test of such milk or cream will be made correctly and likewise to insure 
manufacturing plants, which buy such products, that their agent or tester 
will correctly weigh and test the milk or cream bought. To over-read, 
under-read or fraudulently manipulate the Babcock test, or to make false 
record of the readings, is considered a violation of this law. The law 
further provides for the inspection of Babcock test bottles, pipettes and 
weights, by the Purdue University Agricultural Experiment Station. The 
regulation of the testing of milk and cream has had its effect on the growth 
of the dairy industry in Indiana in the past eight years. 

To accomplish the purpose of the Creamery License law it is necessary 
to require that all creameries, shipping stations, and other factories, buying 
and paying for milk or cream on the butterfat basis to have in their employ 
a licensed tester who is responsible for the operation of the Babcock test 
of milk and cream. Each creamery, shipping station, etc., is also required 
to have a license. ‘Testers are required to pass an examination before they 
may secure a license in order that some assurance may be had of their 
ability to accurately test milk and cream. ‘Those successful in passing this 
examination are issued a Certificate of Proficiency and may obtain a testers 
license. ‘The work of licensed testers is continuously supervised by in- 
spectors who visit the creameries and shipping stations. 


BOARD OF EXAMINERS 


The law provides for an Examining Board to supervise its administra- 
tion and to recommend the revocation of licenses of testers who have been 
found guilty of violating any of the provisions of the law or rules and 
regulations of the Purdue University Agricultural Experiment Station. 
Testers licenses may be revoked only on recommendation of the E/xamin- 
ing Board. The Board is composed of three members, two are appointed 

by the Executive Committee of the Indiana State Dairy Association, one 

of which is nominated by the Executive Board of the Indiana Manufac- 
turers of Dairy Products Association. The third member is the Chief of 
‘the Dairy Department of Purdue University. Four advisory members 
also meet with the Board. Two of these are appointed by the State Dairy 
Association, and two by the Indiana Manufacturers of Dairy Products. 


; 


APPLICATIONS AND REPORTS 


All creameries, milk plants, shipping stations, ete., in Indiana, that buy 
milk or cream on the butterfat basis are licensed. Each year when renew- 
ing their licenses they report to the Creamery License Division concerning 
‘the amount of butter, milk or other dairy products, sold during the past 

= year. The figures regarding this production are given on the

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applications for creamery licenses, and with this information it is possible 
to compile accurate statistics concerning the total production of licensed 
plants. As all creameries, cheese factories, and condenseries are licensed, 
it is possible to calculate accurately the production of butter, cheese, and 
condensed milk for the entire State. Not all of the market milk plants and 
ice cream factories are required to have licenses. Many are continuing to 
buy on the hundred pound or gallon basis and the production of these is 
not included in the following table:

In comparing the data for 1921 with that for 1920, all products manu- 
factured show increase, with the exception of ice cream and cheese. The 
amount of creamery butter manufactured in 1921 was 4,256,741 pounds 
more than that made in 1920. This represents an increase of 9.9 per cent. 
This increase might be attributed to many factors, but the most important 
of these are the increased amount of cream produced in the State and the 
increased consumption of butter owing to its lower price. The amount of 
milk sold increased from 155,950,130 pounds in 1920 to 163,707,280 
pounds in 1921. During the year 1921 the number of licensed market milk 
plants increased by fifteen, which has had its effect on the gain in milk sold. 
The largest increase occurs in the case of condensed milk and this is due 
especially to the increase in amount of evaporated milk manufactured, 
which is 9,938,243 pounds. The largest production of evaporated milk 
occurred in 1919, when 27,236,699 pounds were manufactured. The in- 
creased demand for evaporated milk during the past year has had its effect 
on the increased production. ‘The discontinuance of the use of fats other 
than butterfat in condensed dairy products has also had its effect on this 
increase. The figures in the above table do not include filled milk. 


The amount of ice cream manufactured during the past year decreased 
602,902 gallons or 14%4 per cent.» The amount shown in the table repre- 
sents only ice cream manufactured in licensed plants and is about one-half 
of the total amount of ice cream manufactured. The decrease in the num- 
ber of gallons of ice cream manufactured may be attributed to weather 
conditions and other economic factors. The amount of cheese manufac- 
tured in 1921 was 43,732 pounds less than that manufactured in 1920. 
During the past year one of the largest cheese factories was closed. ‘This, 
however, was replaced by a smaller factory and during both 1920 and 1921 
three factories were in operation. 


By using the above statistics and estimating the amount of dairy 
products manufactured and sold in plants not licensed, it is possible to very 
closely estimate the total production of dairy products for the State. This 
total production is shown in the following table:

By using the above table and figuring the amount of milk used for the 
various dairy products manufactured it is possible to calculate closely the 
entire production of milk in the State. It has been necessary, of course, 
to calculate the amount of milk and cream consumed direct, the amount of 
dairy butter manufactured, and the amount of milk fed to calves and lost 
on farms and in factories. It has been possible to estimate very closely 
the amount of butterfat shipped to creameries located in other States near 
the Indiana border. During the past year approximately 27,532,340 pounds 
butterfat were shipped to creameries and milk plants outside of the State. 
The amount of milk used for the various dairy products manufactured is 
shown as follows:

DAIRYING IN SOUTHERN INDIANA 


For the past three years an accurate record has been kept of the 
amount of butterfat shipped out of Washington County, Indiana. South- 
ern Indiana is developing as a dairy section and this record has been kept 
in order to obtain some idea as to the extent of its development. This 
County has been used, as practically all the milk is sold in the form of 
cream at cream stations. In 1918, 488,379 pounds of butterfat were sold 
in this County; in 1920, 720,691 pounds, and in 1921, 681,667 pounds. 
This is an increase of 47 per cent for 1920, and a decrease of 5.4 per cent 
for 1921. During the period of low prices for milk many farmers in this 

_ County did not feed their cows the required ration for high milk produc- 
tion and in some cases the herds were decreased. This condition has had 
its effect on the decreased production in this County during the past year. 

_ The number of cream shipping stations for Washington County decreased 

_ in 1921 from 45 to 39. The peak of production was reached in this County 

in 1919, when 771,704 pounds of butterfat were sold. 
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TESTERS’ LICENSES 


In accordance with the law every milk plant, shipping station, or other 
factory, where milk or cream is purchased on the butterfat basis, is re- 
quired to have in its employ a licensed tester, who shall supervise and be 
responsible for the operation of the Babcock test. In many cases larger 
factories have in their employ more than one licensed tester. Before 
tester’s licenses are issued the candidates are required to pass an examina- 
tion covering the testing of milk and cream for butterfat. The method of 
conducting tester’s examinations has not been changed and, as formerly, 
the examination consists of both written and laboratory work. The written 
work includes twenty questions taken from the list given in Circular 41, 
The laboratory work consists of testing milk and cream. Special attention 
is given to the applicant’s ability to prepare samples for testing, to properly 
weigh cream samples, and to make correct readings on the Babcock test 
bottles. Candidates to pass the examination must receive a grade of 70 
per cent or more. A passing grade cannot be obtained if the duplicate test 
of milk or cream shows a variation greater than the maximum which might 
be caused by the testing equipment. All candidates passing the examina- 
tion are issued a permanent Certificate of Proficiency. 

Special permits are issued to non-licensed testers who have had no 
experience in testing, when it is necessary for practical reasons that they 
take charge of shipping stations before an examination is held in their 
territory. ‘This affords the tester an opportunity to become familiar with 
the work of testing before he is called for examination. Permits are only 
issued for a few weeks and are dated to expire on the date of the next 
examination held in a candidate’s territory, and the holder is expected to 
appear at that time. If the candidate passes the examination he may then 
obtain his license, but if he should fail he is not permitted to test further 
except under the supervision of a licensed tester. Permits are extended 
only in case of sickness and then a doctor’s statement is required. Testers 
failing to pass the examination, while not allowed to continue testing, are 
not barred from future examinations. 


EXAMINATIONS 


On account of the great number of testers who take the examination 
each year, examinations are held at eight different points in the State. 
During the past year thirteen examinations were held in the Department 
of Dairy Husbandry of Purdue University at Lafayette, twelve in the 
Beatrice Creamery Company at Muncie, twelve in the Court House and 
F. H. George & Company’s Creamery at Ft. Wayne, ten in Kentucky 
Creameries Cream Station at New ‘Albany, eleven in the Court House and 
the Evansville Pure Milk Company at Evansville, eleven in the Indiana 
State Normal School at Terre Haute, eleven in Schlosser Brothers Cream- 
ery at Indianapolis, and eleven in Sugar Creek Cream Station at North 
Vernon, Ind. Special examinations were also held at Bloomington and 
Plymouth, Ind. 

A total of 912 individual examinations were given during the past 
fiscal year. Of this number of applicants 803 successfully passed the ex- 
amination and 109 failed. Failures were largely due to improper training 
or lack of experience in operating the Babcock test. The number of can- 
didates examined during the past year was 290 less than examined during 
the year previous. During the year ending March 31st, 1921, a total of 
2641 testers’ licenses were issued, while for the year ending March 31st, 
1922, only 2568 licenses were issued. Although the number of candidates 
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examined during the year ending March 31st, 1922, decreased 290, the 
number of testers’ licenses issued decreased only 73. As the decrease in 
the number of testers’ licenses issued is not in proportion to the decrease 
in the number of candidates examined, it would indicate that station oper- 
ators are not changing as rapidly as formerly, and that more testers are 
renewing their licenses from previous years. For the year ending March 
3ist, 1919, over one-half of the licenses issued were issued to testers who 
had passed the examination during that year. For the years ending 1920 
and 1921, approximately one-half of the licenses issued were to testers 
who had to be examined. For the year just ended less than one-third of 
the number of licenses issued were issued to testers who had passed the 
examination during that year. A total of 5956 testers have passed the 
examination and have been issued Certificates of Proficiency since April 
TSt, LOLA.

CREAMERY LICENSES 


Every creamery, shipping station, milk factory, cheese factory, person 
or agent, firm, company, association or corporation, receiving, buying and 
paying for milk or cream on the basis of’ the butterfat contained therein, 
is required to hold a creamery license. Points requiring creamery licenses 
are well distributed over the entire State. In larger towns or cities licenses 
are issued to manufacturing plants, while in smaller towns licenses are 
issued to milk or cream shipping stations. During the past year the total 
number of creamery licenses issued was 1923. This number is 96 less than 
the total number issued for the year ending March 31st, 1921. This de- 
crease was due mostly to the removal of shipping stations from inland 
points where the volume of cream did not warrant such stations. The 
number of licensed creameries increased by 2, the number of licensed milk 
plants increased -by 15, and the number of condenseries increased by I. 
The number of licensed cheese factories remained at 3, while the number 
of licensed ice cream factories decreased by 4. 

The following table indicates the number of licenses issued to the 
various types of dairy manufacturing plants and buying stations for the 
past eight years:

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The foregoing table indicates the exact number of butter factories, 
condenseries and cheese factories in the State, as all such plants buy on the 
butterfat basis and are licensed. The table does not include all of the ice 
cream factories and market milk plants as many of these continue to buy 
milk or cream on the hundred-pound or gallon basis and therefore do not 
come under the jurisdiction of the Creamery and Testers’ License law. 
The number of licensed milk plants has increased considerably during the 
past year and at present practically all of the large milk distributing fac- 
tories hold licenses. Many of the smaller milk factories are also buying 
milk and cream on the butterfat basis. 


INSPECTION 


By continued inspection of creameries and shipping stations it can be 
definitely determined whether or not licensed testers and plants are com- 
plying with the Creamery and Testers’ License law. As formerly, it is the 
policy of this department, in connection with inspection work, to advise 
rather than supervise those who operate the Babcock test. 

In general, the inspections are made by checking the testing equipment 
and by determining the accuracy of the work of the licensed testers. As 
previously stated, it is necessary, at all times, to know that the testing 
equipment is in such condition that it will not cause an incorrect test when 
used. It is for this reason that the use of glassware which has been re- 
tested for accuracy by the Purdue University Agricultural Experiment 
Station is required. The accuracy of the work of licensed testers is checked 
by retesting their individual samples, by checking the amount of butterfat 
found on hand in the station against the amount paid for, and by sampling 
at the farm and testing milk or cream before it is delivered. 

Milk and cream testers may violate the law in many different ways. 
A lack of knowledge of the work may cause an unintentional violation by 
the operators. The use of unreliable methods in testing is a more common 
cause for inaccurate tests than inaccurate equipment. The lack of attention 
to details is a very common cause for incorrect tests, and especially in the 
‘case of young or new operators who do not recognize their responsibility. 
Mistakes are sometimes made on account of incorrect figures or recording 
tests, but such mistakes do not often occur. The improper washing of 
glassware has been found to cause poor tests. In some instances enough 
butterfat has been found in a single cream test bottle to cause a reading 
on the graduation when run with hot water of more than one per cent. 
The most common pieces of equipment in a cream station needing adjust- 
ment are the cream test balances and dividers. Many operators have been 
found using cream test balances on a table which was not solid or level and 
was subject to a draft. When so used the degree of accuracy of the cream 
balance is decreased. The use of dividers which are loose and which might 
spring while being placed on the graduation of the bottle has been found 
to be the cause of incorrect tests. Dividers should be tight and properly 
sharpened at the points. The use of the water-bath has for some time been 
the cause of much poor testing. Many operators dislike to use the water- 
bath because of the extra time it requires and are willing to gamble that the 
test is correct in preference to using the water-bath. Operators have also- 
been found nat running centrifuge the required length of time and not 
reading the test correctly. In a few instances operators have been found 
to pay for milk and cream without testing it, using the previous test as a 
basis of payment.

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Testers found violating the law either intentionally or by the use of 
careless methods are generally warned. If such violations are continued, 
evidence is then obtained by the inspectors of the Creamery License 
Division against the operators, and their case is reported to the Examining 
Board for its consideration. 

Many complaints come to the Creamery License Division each year 
regarding the testing being done at different shipping stations and fac- 
tories. Such complaints come largely from farmers, who believe that they 
are not being given correct weights and tests by the companies to which 
they are selling. Complaints have also been received from creameries, etc., 
but these, in most cases, refer to their station shortage or dishonest com- 
petition. A total of 218 requests for investigations were made to this 
office during the past year. 


GLASSWARE INSPECTION 


The Testers’ License law requires that all milk and cream test bottles, 
and milk pipettes, shall be examined for accuracy by the Purdue University 
Agricultural Experiment Station. The reason for this is to eliminate any 
chance for an incorrect test of milk or cream because of the use of inac- 
curate glassware. By using inspected glassware and other equipment, milk 
and cream testers may know that if their testing is done correctly the 
results will be reliable. All glassware that is inspected and found correct, 
is marked with the letters S. G. P., meaning Standard Glassware Purdue. 
The law also specifies the type of test bottles and pipettes which may be 
used and the term of such glassware as “Standard Glassware.” Standard 
glassware complies with the recommendation of the Official Dairy Instrue- 
tors’ Association and is the type required in most States. Briefly, milk 
and cream test bottles must have a bulb that will hold 45 cubic centimeters, 
that is, large enough to permit the addition of water in making the test. 
Cream test bottles must be either 6 or 9 inches in height and graduated to 
50 per cent and milk test bottles must be graduated to 8 per cent. Cream 
bottles must show no error at any point on the graduation as much as 
one-half of one per cent and milk test bottles must not show any error at 
any point on the graduation which exceeds one-tenth of one per cent. ‘The 
standard Babcock milk pipette must have_a straight nozzle and a delivery 
tube which will enter the neck of the standard milk bottle. ‘The law speci- 
fies 9 grams to be the weight used in cream testing. 


During the past year a total of 46,942 pieces of glassware was in- 
spected. This is an increase of 2077 over the total number of pieces in- 
spected during the previous year. At present most of the glassware bought 
is used largely to replace broken ware. The following table shows the 
amount of glassware inspected :

The per cent of inaccurate glassware received during the past year 
was greater than has been found for several years. Last year .7% of all 


II 


_the glassware retested was found to be inaccurate, while for the year end- 
ing March 31st, 1921, only .35% was found inaccurate. During the year 
just ended milk pipettes show the greatest per cent of inaccurate pieces, 
being 1.53%, while .71%, of the cream test bottles and .05 % of the milk 
test bottles were discarded. ‘The percentage of inaccurate cream test bot- 
tles received during the past year was double that for the year ending 
March 31st, 1921. ‘The law specifies the type of test bottles and milk 
pipettes to be used in this State and because of this only selected material 
is being sold in Indiana. 

Bottles and pipettes which are not standard are merely returned to the 
manufacturer or jobber and are not included in the above figures. Also 
no record is kept of the nine gram weights and other equipment inspected 
in factories and shipping stations. 


PROSECUTIONS 


Employees, companies, corporations, etc., buying and paying for milk 
or creain on the butterfat basis, found violating any of the provisions of 
the Creamery and Testers’ License law are liable to prosecution and subject 
to a fine or imprisonment. According to the law it is unlawful to test 
without a license, to incorrectly operate the Babcock test, to fraudulently 
manipulate the weights of milk or cream, to take unfair samples, or to use 
other than Standard Babcock glassware. 

Inspectors of the Creamery License Division or any citizen may file 
an affidavit against any tester or company for operating without a license, 
such license having been issued to them by the Purdue University Agricul- 
tural Experiment Station. The same parties may also file affidavits against 
any company, corporation, etc., or its agent, which fraudulently manipu- 
lates the weights or tests of milk or cream. All prosecutions made during 
the past year under the Testers’ law were instituted by representatives of 
Creamery License Division, and in each case evidence was obtained by this 
office. Prosecutions were made against the following: 

C. C. Jenkins, for receiving, buying and paying for cream on the basis 
of the amount of butterfat contained therein, at Straughn, Henry County, 
Indiana, as agent for the Western Ohio Creamery Co., of Greenville, Ohio, 
without having a license issued to him by the Purdue University Agricul- 
tural Experiment Station. This case was prosecuted in the Justice’s Court 
at New Castle, Indiana, on June 4th, 1921, and the defendant fined $25.00 
and $7.75 costs. 

L. E. Petty, for receiving, buying and paying for cream on the basis 
of the amount of butterfat contained therein, at Riley, Vigo County, Indi- 
ana, as agent for the Johnson Butter Co., of Terre Haute, without having 
4 license issued to him by the Purdue University Agricultural Experiment 
Station. ‘The case was prosecuted in the Justice’s Court at Terre Haute, 
Indiana, on December 14th, 1921, and the defendant fined $25.00 and 
$11.50 costs. 

The Austin-Porter Milk Co., for under-reading, over-reading and 
otherwise fraudulently manipulating the Babcock test used in determining 
the percentage of fat in milk and for falsifying the records thereof, at 
Muncie, Indiana, Delaware County. The case was prosecuted in the Circuit 
Court-at Muncie, on December 16th, 1921, and the defendant fined $100.00 
and $7.40 costs. 
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LICENSES REVOKED 


When it is found that a licensed tester violates any of the provisions 
of the Testers’ law the tester’s license may be ‘revoked by the Purdue 
University Agricultural Experiment Station. It is, however, necessary 
that the Experiment Station take such action only upon the recommenda- 
tion of the Examining Board. In cases where incorrect testing is being 
done the evidence is obtained by the Creamery License Division and is 
then presented to the Examining Board for its consideration. Before 
licenses are revoked the holders are requested to appear before the Board 
and show cause why their license should not be revoked when presented 
with the evidence. 


During the past year the following testers were found not complying 
with the Testers’ law and after evidence had been presented to the Exam- 
ining Board, the latter recommended to the Purdue University Agricultural 
Experiment Station that their licenses be revoked :

Annual Report 
Indiana Stallion Enrollment Board 
1922 


The report of the stallion enrollment work for 1922 indicates that the 
number of registered stallions and jacks decreased only 2% in 1922, When 
this is compared with the average annual decrease of over 4% during the 
past seven years we are impressed that farmers and breeders are paying 
more attention to this important business than has been devoted to it for 
the past few years. 

ENROLLMENT LAW AMENDED 


On account of the high percentage of purebred stallions in Indiana on 
January 1, 1921, the extra value of offspring sired by purebreds, and the 
moderate value of good purebred sires, the Indiana Draft Horse Breeders’ 
Association assembled in annual meeting in Indianapolis in January, 1921, 
voted upon and passed a resolution requesting the legislature, then in ses- 
sion, to amend the Indiana Stallion Enrollment Law with the idea of ex- 
cluding grade and scrub stallions and jacks from public service and in- 
creasing the license fees in order that the work might be continued as self 
supporting. On February 28, 1921, section three of the Enrollment Law 
was amended to read as follows: ‘That said Board shall issue no certifi- 
cate of enrollment for any stallion or jack after December 31, 1921, that 
is not recorded in one of the pedigree register associations, societies, or 
companies provided for in section four of this act.” This excludes grade 
and scrub stallions and jacks from being used or offered for use for public 
service in Indiana after December 31, 1921. 

Section eight of the law, covering fees, provides for an increase from 
$3.00 to $5.00 for new enrollments, from: $1.00 to $3.00 for renewals, and 
$1.00 for all transfers completed within thirty days from date of sale and 
$2.00 for transfers not completed within thirty days from date of sale. 


ACKNOWLEDGMENTS 


On the whole, stallion and jack owners have observed and complied 
with the amended law in a very commendable manner. This, we take it, 
is an indication of the faith horse breeders have in legislation designed to 
improve the value of their horses. The policy of the Stallion Enrollment 
Board has always been and still is educational but in obstinate cases of 
violations, prosecutions with penalties attached are provided for in the 
law. The Enrollment Board takes this opportunity of expressing its 
appreciation to the members of the Indiana Draft Horse Breeders’ Asso- 
ciation, farmers, stallion and jack owners, veterinarians, and county agri- 
cultural agents for their cooperation with the Board toward the successful 
administration of the Enrollment law. 


STALLION LAWS OF OTHER STATES 


According to a report prepared recently by the Bureau of Animal 
Industry, in 18 of the 24 states administering stallion enrollment laws are 


to be found about two-thirds of all the horses in the United States. This 
fact is significant in that it indicates how progressive horse breeders in the 
important horse producing areas support this form of legislation that un- 
questionably results in superior horses with increased value. 

At present there are four Canadian provinces and 24 states in the 
Union actively administering these laws. With the Provinces of Alberta, 
Saskatchewan, Manitoba, and Ontario enrollment laws have been effective 
since 1907..

STATES BARRING GRADES AND SCRUBS 


There is a steady growing appreciation among horse breeders, of pure- 
bred sires for permanently improving the quality and value of farm and 
market horses. Extensive investigations carried on in Indiana a few years 
ago showed that the offspring of purebred stallions sold for an average 
of $76.00 more than did the offspring from grade or scrub stallions. The 
states now having enrollment laws making it illegal to use or offer for use 
grades or scrubs for public service, are as follows: PENNSYLVANIA, 
MICHIGAN, NORTH DAKOTA, and INDIANA. 


COLLECTION OF SERVICE FEES 


Fees for the services of stallions and jacks cannot legally be collected 
unless every provision of the Enrollment Law is complied with by the 
owner. ‘The stallion or jack must have an enrollment certificate (license ) 
in good standing with the Enrollment Board for the current year, and the 
owner must keep affixed correct copies of the certificate of enrollment in 
conspicuous places both within and upon the outside of the home stable 
and the stables or buildings where the stallion is used for public service 
and at any farm or place away from his home, and the owner must comply 
with all other provisions as contained in Section 9 of the law. 


FOLLOWING IS THE TEXT OF THE LIEN LAW NOW IN FORCE 


Section 10 (Indiana Acts 1913, Chapter 28) 


“Sec, 10. Having complied with the provisions of this act, the owner 
of any stallion shall have a lien for the sum stipulated to be paid for the 
services thereof, upon the offspring of such stallion by filing at any time 
within eighteen months after the date of service, a statement of the account 
thereof, together with a description as to color, and white markings of the 
female served, and the name of the owner at the date of service, in the 
county recorder’s office of the county wherein owner of said female resided 
at time of service. Such lien shall exist for a period of one year from the 


date of foaling of said colt, or if credit is given, from the expiration of 
the credit, and shall have priority over all other liens and encumbrances 
upon the offspring. Neither the mare nor the foal shall be sold within 
eighteen months after the date of service unless the service fee shall be 
paid, unless such sale shall be agreed to and approved in writing by the 
owner of the stallion at the time of the sale or transfer of the mare or foal. 
At any time after the offspring has been foaled, any person having such 
lien may enforce the same by filing his complaint before any justice of the 
peace, or in the circuit court or superior court of the county where the 


said notice of lien is filed, at any time within one year from the date of . 


foaling of said colt, or if credit be given, from the expiration of the credit; 
and if the lien shall not be enforced within the time prescribed by this sec- 
tion the same shall be null and void; and the court rendering judgment 
shall order the sale of the offspring to be made, and the officer making the 
sale shall sell the offspring without relief from valuation or appraisement 
laws.” 

Further information as to the form of notice to be served may be had 
by writing the Indiana Stallion Enrollment Board, LaFayette, Indiana. 


INSTRUCTIONS TO STALLION AND JACK OWNERS 


1. All stallion and jack licenses expire January Ist and must be re- 
newed before March 15 following. 

2. ‘The fee for a new license is $5.00; for renewal of license, $3.00; 
for transfer, $1.00 if completed within 30 days from date of sale and 
$2.00 if not completed within 30 days from date of sale. 

3. ‘To renew the enrollment (license) send the original certificate of 
enrollment and $3.00 renewal fee each year, and certificate of soundness 


once in two years until the stallion is past ten years of age, to the Stallion 


Enrollment Board, LaFayette, Ind. 

4. Make payments in form of money order or bank draft. Stamps 
are not accepted. 

5. Notify the Stallion Enrollment Board when your stallion or jack 
dies, is castrated, retired from service, sold within the state, or sold out- 
side the state, giving the name and address of new owner. 

6. Renew licenses early in order to avoid delay due to rush of work 
toward the end of the renewal period. 


BENEFITS OF THE LAW 


1. It has put the use of stallions for public service on a strictly busi- 
nesslike basis. ‘‘Pure-breds,” “sound,” “unsound,” must be advertised and 
used as such. This has prevented in a large measure unfair competition. 

2. It has given the stallion owner the benefit and protection of a 
strong lien clause. 

3. In the case of the owner of pure-bred mares, it insures that the 
offspring may be recorded. Without the stallion having been transferred, 
colts from pure-bred mares could not be registered even if the sire were 
pure-bred and of the same breed. ‘This is an important consideration, now, 
that there are so many pure-bred mares in Indiana. It is a protection to 
the owner of pure-bred mares in that it prevents deception in advertising. 

4. The stallion enrollment law has proven a great stimulation to the 
use of pure-bred stallions.

MEANING OF “PUBLIC SERVICE” 


Using a stallion for public service means for a stallion to be bred to 
mares that belong to any one other than the owner of the stallion or jack. 


WHAT CONSTITUTES VIOLATION 


It is a violation of the Stallion Enrollment Law for a man to use or 
offer to use his stallion or jack for public service until certificate of en- 
rollment is secured from the Board. Having paid the enrollment fee or 
having had veterinary examination made is not sufficient. Section 1 of 
the law states that the owner or keeper must have in his possession a 
certificate of enrollment in legal force at the time he offers a stallion or 
jack for public service. 


It is a violation of the law for a man to use or offer for use for pub- 
lic service without having posters as described in section 9 both within 
and upon the outside of his home stable and at all other stables or build- 
ings where the stallion is used for public service away from his home barn. 


It is a violation of the law to use any advertising matter that does 
not conform to the requirements of section 9. The Secretary will assist 
any stallion owner in preparing advertising matter that will conform to 
the law. 


It is a violation of the law, even though no service fee is charged, 
directly or indirectly, to use or offer for use for public service any stal- 
lion or jack that is not properly and legally enrolled with the Stallion En- 
rollment Board. Whether or not any service fee is charged makes no 
difference. 

IMPORTANT NOTICE 


From the experience the Enrollment Board has had among stallion 
owners we have found several Indiana stallioners who after paying long 
prices for their stallions, found that their horses were registered in one 
of the several pedigree registry associations not recognized by the Indi- 
ana Stallion Enrollment Board. On account of not having uniform stal- 
lion legislatioin in the various states, a man in Indiana might have pur- 
chased a registered stallion enrolled for public service in another state but 
on account of this stallion being registered in some pedigree registry asso- 
ciation not recognized as standard by the Indiana Enrollment Board, the 
owner could not legally use his new horse for public service in Indiana. 
Several Indiana stallioners have experienced this hardship and we trust that 
from now on prospective stallion owners, before buying, will investigate 
these matters by writing to the Secretary of the Indiana Enrollment Board. 
We publish herewith a list of pedigree registry associations with names and 
addresses of the executive in charge, recognized as standard, by the Indiana 
Stallion Enrollment Board.

INDIANA FLOUR 


Bread from Indiana wheat. The flour produced in Indiana 
can be used to make good, highly nutritious bread, excellent 
pastry, rolls and hot biscuits. Statistics indicate that the aver- 
age person in Indiana consumes one barrel of flour a year and 
this requires approximately 15,000,000 bushels of wheat. The 
wheat crop of the state amounts to 30,000,000 bushels and the 
flour mills in Indiana have a total daily capacity of 25,000 barrels 
of fluur.

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Fig. 1. The upper figure indicates the number of mills in the county and the lower 
figure gives their approximate total capacity of flour per day. The people of Indiana 
consumed 3,211,200 barrels of flour in 1921 which required 16,000,000 bushels of wheat. 
The flour mills of this state can produce this amount of flour in less than four months. 
Wheat is the second largest crop produced in Indiana and it has been used for flour for 
nearly a century. Today considerable quantities of Indiana flour is shipped into other 
states.

INDIANA FLOUR 


Department of Home Economics 


The flour mills of Indiana for many years have been producing 
an excellent grade of flour and the following will be of interest: 


Flour produced from Indiana wheat makes a fine, rich-flavored 
bread. 


Indiana flour cannot be excelled for use in making pastry, 
rolls, cakes, biscuit, crackers and such other products. 


Indiana flour is used in large quantities by the Indiana state 
institutions. 


Indiana flour usually costs less because of the saving in 
freight. 


The amount of flour consumed by Indiana people each year 
is equal to about one barrel per person. To produce these 
3,000,000 barrels of flour, more than 15,000,000 bushels of wheat 
are required. Since Indiana produces 30,000,000 bushels of wheat 
each year, the necessary flour for the people of Indiana can be 
produced from Indiana wheat, with an equal amount for other 
purposes. 


Flour from nearly 10,000,000 bushels is imported each year 
into Indiana to displace Indiana wheat. The consumers of 
Indiana must pay this large transportation charge on the wheat 
shipped out of the state and the flour imported. 


The use of Indiana flour gives stronger support to the agri- 
culture of the state and directly benefits the consumer. 


If 10,000,000 bushels of wheat are milled out of the State for 
the production of our flour the supply of mill feed available to 
the farmers of the state is reduced by 70,000 tons unless this feed 
is shipped in. This adds considerably to the cost of milk and meat 
production.

- BREAD FROM INDIANA FLOUR 


Flours from mills representing different agricultural centers of 
Indiana were used in a series of experiments in the making of

represents a different flour, yet there is noticeable uniformity in the results. These 
loaves were light, of good texture and excellent flavor. 


yeast bread under home conditions. The yeasts used were com- 
pressed yeast, dry yeast, liquid yeast and some “starters” which 
in different localities go by various names. The liquids used were 
water, potato water, and a combination of milk and water. 

With good yeast, proper handling and the use of correct tem- 
peratures, the flours used yielded loaves of bread which were 
good as to shape, color, texture and flavor. The proportions of 
ingredients given in the recipes which follow were found satis- 
factory for the flour used. 


Important Factors in the Making of Good Bread 


The following important factors are involved in the production 
of good bread from Indiana flour. 


Yeast.—Yeast of good quality is essential to the best results. 
If compressed yeast is used, it should be as fresh as possible and 
free from all odors except the characteristic “yeasty” odor. Dry 
yeast, if it has been kept dry‘and not too warm, is a convenient 
and satisfactory form to use for the longer processes of bread- 
making. It should be soaked 30 minutes or longer before it is 
_ used in a sponge. If a liquid yeast (see recipe on page 6), or 
one of the “starters” is used it should be in good condition, free 
from any hint of “sourness.” To give good results, it is necessary 
for liquid yeast or “starters” to be renewed frequently and to be 
stored in a cool place, yet never allowed to freeze. 


Liquid.—Water, milk, the water in which well cleaned and 
pared potatoes have been cooked, or a combination of two of these 
may be used for the liquid. 
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The use of potato water seems to hasten fermentation. 

Tf milk is used as all or part of the liquid it should be first 
scalded and then cooled until it is luke warm before it is used in 
making the sponge. If it is used in an overnight sponge or any 
long process bread, great care must be taken that the sponge and 
dough are not kept too warm, on account of the possibility of 
the milk becoming sour. The use of milk improves the color of 
the crust, increases the food value of the loaf, and for many 
persons it improves the flavor of the bread. 


Method of Combining Liquid and Flour.—For home-baking it 
seems to be more satisfactory to start with a given volume of 
liquid as the basis for the loaf rather than a given measure of 
flour. It is much easier to add more flour to a dough that is too 
soft than it is to add liquid to a dough that has become too stiff. 
The exact amount of flour required for one cup of liquid cannot 
be given because (a) the amount of water which a given volume 
of flour will absorb varies with the different flours and may vary 
with the same brand of flour at different times; and (b) the actual 
weight of a cup of any flour varies greatly depending upon the 
degree to which it is packed in the cup. Since fora given volume 
of milk slightly less fiour is required than for the same volume of 
water, alone, when milk is used care must be taken not to make 
the dough too stiff. 


Time Required.—The length of time required for the making 
of bread varies with the amount and the freshness of the yeast 
used, the temperature at which the sponge and dough are kept, 
the length of time spent in kneading and the number of times the 
dough is allowed to rise. 


Kneading.—The dough should be thoroughly kneaded until it 
is smooth and elastic and does not stick to the bowl or board. 
The time required depends upon the amount of the dough and the 
individuality of the worker. Usually 5 to 15 minutes will be 
found sufficient. 


Number of Risings—There is evidence, though not yet con- 
clusive proof, from the experimental work conducted that with 
the flours used, all other conditions being the same, very little 
difference in texture results from allowing the dough to rise three 
times instead of two. This would indicate that if it is desirable 
to shorten the time, two risings may be allowed. On the other 
hand, if it is not convenient to bake the bread by the time the 
dough has risen twice, it may be worked down and allowed to rise 
a third time. 


Temperature.—If the short-sponge method is used, the sponge 
and dough should be kept warm (80°—95°F) and free from 
drafts. Setting the covered bowl of sponge or dough in a pan 
of warm water helps to maintain an even temperature. For over- 
night sponge a cooler temperature (55°—70°F) is required. In 
winter care must be taken that the sponge or dough does not be- 
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come too cold, and in summer equal care must be taken that it 
does not become too warm. 


Final Rising and Baking—The final appearance of the loaf 
depends very largely upon the rising in the pan and the baking. 
To insure thorough baking, each loaf should be baked in a sep- 
arate pan. A pan of suitable size for a loaf made from one cup of 
liquid may measure at the top about 814 to 9 inches in length 
and 4 to 41% inches in width, and be 2 to 314 inches deep. After 
the dough is in the pan, it should be allowed to rise in a warm 
place free from drafts until it has about doubled in size. To 
offset any unevenness in temperature it is well to turn the pan 
occasionally. 

Much of the success in baking depends upon the regulation of 
the temperature of the oven. “Know your oven.” If the oven 
heats unevenly the pans of bread should be turned occasionally 
during the first half of the baking. 

In the experimental work, satisfactory results were obtained 
by placing the well-risen dough into a fairly hot oven (420°— 
440°F). After 10 or 15 minutes the temperature was gradually 
reduced (to about 370°—3890°F), and the baking was finished 
at a moderate temperature (320°—3850°F). 

If an oven thermometer is not at hand and if experience has 
not been sufficient to determine when the oven is “just right,” 
the following test may be used. Spread about 14 teaspoon of 
flour on a small tin pan or lid, making a layer about 14 inch thick. 
Put it in the oven, and if the flour becomes a light golden brown, 
throughout in 5 minutes, the heat is right to begin the baking of 
the bread. 


RECIPES 
No. 1—Liquid Yeast* 
4 medium sized potatoes, washed 1 teaspoon salt 
and pared > 1  eake dry yeast soaked in 4 
1 quart hot water cup lukewarm water, or 
¥% cup sugar 1 cake compressed yeast 


Grate or grind the potatoes directly into the water. Boil 
about 5 minutes, stirring constantly. Add sugar and salt and 
allow the mixture to cool. When lukewarm add the yeast. Keep 
at ordinary room temperature for 24 hours, when it will be ready 
for use. The yeast should be kept in a cool, dark place. An 
earthen jar or enamel-ware pail is a good container for it and _ 
should be scalded before the yeast is put into it. 


NOTH.—The potatoes may be cut into small pieces, cooked until tender, 
then mashed in the water in which they were cooked. 


This yeast may be renewed by using 1 cup of this liquid yeast 
as the “starter” in place of a cake of dry or compressed yeast.

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No. 2—Yeast Bread—Short Sponge Method 


(4 loaves) 
1 quart (4 cups) lukewarm 5 teaspoons salt 
liquid* (or 3 cups if liquid % cup sugar 
yeast is used) ¥, cup shortening 
11% to 2% cakes compressed yeast, 81% to « quarts sifted flour 


or 1 cup liquid yeast (see 
recipe above) 


If compressed yeast is used, soften it in about 1, cup of the 
lukewarm liquid. Combine in a mixing bowl the salt, sugar, 
yeast or liquid. Add about one-half the flour. Mix well, cover 
the bowl and set it in a warm place (80°—90°F) for the sponge 
to rise. When it is quite light and full of bubbles, break up the 
sponge, add the melted shortening and enough flour to make a 
dough. Knead until smooth and elastic. Put the dough into a 
slightly greased bowl, cover and set in a warm place free from 
drafts. After the dough has risen to about double its original 
size, it may be kneaded to expel the large bubbles of gas and 
molded into loaves, or it may be put back into the bowl and 
allowed to rise again before being divided and molded into 
loaves, and put into pans. Have the pans greased, and brush the 
top of the dough lightly with a little melted fat. Set the pans 
in a warm place for about an hour, or until the loaves have about 
doubled in volume. Turn the pans occasionally during the rising. 
Place the well risen loaves in a hot oven (420°—440°F). After 
the bread begins to brown or in 10 to 15 minutes, reduce the heat 
of the oven somewhat. Allow the bread to bake 45 to 50 minutes. 
Tf the oven does not heat evenly, it is well to change the position 
of the pans several times during the process of baking. 

When baked, turn the loaves on a bread rack to cool. When 
thoroughly cooled, place in a clean and well aired tin bread box 
or a stone jar. 


No. 3—Yeast Bread—Overnight Sponge Method 


(4 loaves) 
1 quart (4 cups) lukewarm 5 teaspoons salt 
liquid* (or 3% cups if liquid ¥Y, cup sugar 
yeast is used) ¥Y, cup shortening 
%4 to1 cake of dry or compressed 314 to4 quarts sifted flour 


yeast, or % cup liquid yeast 
(see recipe above) 


If dry yeast is used, soak it for 30 minutes or longer in 14 cup 
of the lukewarm liquid; if compressed yeast is used, soften it in 
¥, cup of the liquid. In the evening mix the yeast, liquid, salt 
and half of the flour, and beat well. Cover and keep at about 
room temperature (or 60°—70°F) overnight. In the morning 
break up the sponge, add the sugar, the melted shortening and 
enough more flour to make a dough. Then proceed as directed for 
the short sponge method. 


*The liquid may be water, milk, potato water or a mixture of two of them. 


Figure 3. Raisin Bread from Indiana Flour. A pleasing variation of the usual 
breads may be made by the addition of raisins. A raisin loaf can be quite easily made 
at the regular baking. When the dough is ready to be molded for the pan, knead in 
about one-half cup of raisins which have been lightly dredged with flour. If a somewhat 
richer and sweeter loaf is desired, the following recipe which was used in making the loaf 
pictured above may be used. 


No. 4—Raisin Bread 


(1 loaf) 
¥%cake of dry or compressed 1 cup liquid (less if liquid yeast 
yeast or 2 tablespoons of liquid is used) 
yeast for overnight sponge 114 teaspoons salt 
method, or 2 tablespoons sugar 
% to % cake compressed yeast or 2 tablespoons shortening 
¥ cup liquid yeast for short 3% to 4 cups sifted flour 
sponge method % to % cups seeded or seedless 


raisins 

Milk is preferable for the liquid,-especially if the short sponge 
method can be used. Prepare the dough by either the short sponge 
or overnight sponge method. When the dough is ready for mold- 
ing into a loaf, cut it down, add the raisins which have been 
lightly dredged in flour, and knead them in well. When the dough 
has risen well in the pan, bake for 50 minutes to 1 hour in a mod- 
erately hot oven. 


Bread Made from ‘‘Starters’’ 


No recipe can be given which will apply to all varieties of the 
yeasts generally known as “starters”. Each variety is usually 
accompanied by directions for its own particular use. The two 
which follow are representative. 


Bread from ‘‘Missouri Yeast’’ 


Put the yeast (about 1 pint) in a mixing bowl with 1 quart 
of lukewarm water. Thicken with flour to form a sponge. Let 
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rise until light—about five hours in a warm placé or overnight 
in a cool place. Take out a pint of sponge for a starter before 
preparing to mix up the dough. When it is ready to mix, add one 
tablespoon of lard, 4 teaspoons of salt, one cup lukewarm water, 
and enough flour to make a stiff dough. Let rise until double in 


size and knead. Let rise again, then make into four loaves.

Bread from ‘‘Cold Water Yeast’’ 


In the evening add to the yeast, (about 1 cup) one cup of cold 
water, a tablespoon of sugar and flour to make a sponge. In the 
morning take out 4 to 5 tablespoons of this sponge, add a little 
sugar, water, and flour and save for a starter. To the rest of the 
sponge add salt, more sugar and shortening if desired, and flour 


to make a dough. Mix as for any other bread.

Light Rolls 


Plain Rolls.—Pinch off portions of dough and make into balls, 
the size varying from that of a walnut to that of an egg according 
to preference. If a roll with little crust is desired, place the 
palls close together in a well greased pan; if more crust is desired, 
place the balls about an inch apart on a baking sheet or in a 
shallow pan. Let rise. Bake in a hot.oven 20 to 25 minutes. 


Figure 4. Light Rolls. Indiana flour makes excellent light rolls. Some of the 
regular bread dough may be baked into rolls, but usually a recipe calling for somewhat 
more sugar and shortening is preferred. The rolls pictured above were made using 
the same propostion of ingredients that are given in the recipe for raisin bread. 


Parker House Rolls.—Roll the dough into a sheet ¥% inch 
thick; cut with a biscuit cutter. Brush each biscuit lightly with 
melted butter, crease through the center, fold one-half over the 
other. Let rise and bake as for plain rolls. 


Cloverleaf Rolls.—Pinch off small pieces of dough the size of a 
marble, roll between the palms of the hands until well rounded. 
Place three of these balls together in each compartment of a 
muffin or gem pan. Let rise and bake as for plain rolls. 
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Bread Sticks or Finger Rolls—Take a small piece of dough 
and roll between the palms of the hands to form a round piece 
about 4 inches long. Place in greased bread stick pans, or an inch 
apart on a baking sheet or shallow pan. Let rise. Bake 10 to 15 
minutes. 


OTHER USES FOR INDIANA FLOUR 


It is already well established that the soft wheat flours are 
especially well adapted to the making of pastry, cakes, quick 
breads and the like. The recipes which follow are only suggestive 
of the wide use that may be made of our Indiana flours in home- 
baking. 


Bread—Other Than Yeast Bread 


Nut Bread 
1 cup sugar 8 teaspoons baking powder 
1 egg ¥% teaspoon salt 
1 cup milk 14 cup chopped nutmeats 
3 cups flour 


Beat the egg until yolk and white are well mixed, add the 
sugar, then the milk. Combine with the other dry ingredients 
which have been sifted together. Mix thoroughly. Add the 
chopped nutmeats. Pour into a well greased and floured loaf pan. 
Bake slowly in a very moderate oven for 45 to 60 minutes. When 
baked turn on to a rack to cool. 

This bread sliced thin and spread with butter makes delicious 
sandwiches for the lunch-box.

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Steamed Brown Bread 


¥% cup brown sugar 2 teaspoons soda 
% cup molasses or brown corn 2 cups sour milk 
syrup : 1 cup white flour 
1 egg 2 cups graham flour 
1 teaspoon salt 1 cup raisins 


Combine the sugar, molasses and egg; add the milk. Sift 
together the white flour, soda and salt and then blend thoroughly 
with the graham flour. Combine these dry ingredients with the 
liquid and beat until thoroughly mixed. Add the raisins which 
have been lightly dredged in fiour. Pour into well greased molds, 
filling them about two-thirds full. Cover and steam three hours, 
then remove covers, place in oven for 10 to 15 minutes. Remove 
from molds to a rack and cool. 

Empty baking powder cans make convenient molds. This 
recipe will make five loaves if the 12-ounce cans are used, or four 
loaves if pound cans are used. 


Quick or Hot Breads 


Plain Baking Powder Biscuits 
(10 to 12 small biscuits) 


2 cups of sifted flour 2 tablespoons shortening 
8 to4 teaspoons baking powder ¥% to % cups milk 
¥% teaspoon salt 
Sift together the flour, salt and baking powder. Cut or chop 
the shortening into the flour or work it in with the tips of the 
fingers. Quickly add enough of the cold liquid to make a soft 
dough. Handle dough lightly. Place on a floured board, press 
out or roll out to 1% inch in thickness. Cut into biscuits. Place 
the biscuits in a shallow pan or on a baking sheet. The tops may 
be brushed over with milk if desired. Bake 10 to 15 minutes in a 
moderately hot oven.

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One-Egg Muffins 


2 cups sifted flour 1 cup milk 
4 teaspoons baking powder 2 tablespoons melted shortening 
1% teaspoon salt 1 egg 


2 tablespoons sugar 


Beat the egg slightly, add the milk and sugar. Mix with the 
flour, salt and baking powder which have been sifted together. 
Add the melted shortening. Beat until the batter is smooth. 
Pour into greased mufiin tins, filling each half or two-thirds full. 
Bake in a moderate oven 20 to 25 minutes. 


Graham Muffins 
1 cup graham flour 1 tablespoon sugar 
1 cup sifted white flour 1 cup milk 
8 teaspoons baking powder 1 egg 
1 teaspoon salt 2 tablespoons melted shortening 


Sift the white flour, the baking powder and salt together; 
blend well with the graham flour. Beat the egg slightly; add the 
milk and sugar and combine with the dry ingredients. Add the 
melted shortening. Mix well. Pour into greased muffin tins and 
bake about 4 hour. 


PASTRY 
Plain Pie Crust 
1¥% cups sifted flour 41% to 5% tablespoons fat 
¥% teaspoon salt About 3 tablespoons water 


Keep out about 1 tablespoon of the flour for use on the board. 
Cut or chop the shortening and the salt into the remainder of the 
flour with a knife or fork; slowly pour in the water until the

cake, loaf, layer or cup cakes, the flour from Indiana wheat gives excellent results. 
Some of the same Indiana flour that was used in bread-making was used in making 
the cup cakes pictured above. They were light, fine-grained and altogether palatable. 
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mixture can be formed into a loose ball. Turn on to a lightly 
floured board. Divide into two portions and roll out to fit the pie 
tin. Handle as little as possible. 

This will make one double-crusted pie, or is sufficient for two 
single crusts if baked in pans not more'than 9 inches in diameter. 


Cakes and Cookies. 


The recipes which follow are merely suggestive of the variety 
of uses of Indiana flour for cake baking: 


Cup Cakes 
1% cup butter Y% cup milk 
1 cup sugar 156 cups flour 
2 eggs 2 teaspoons baking powder 


Flavoring 


Put the sugar and butter in a bowl and stir until well mixed ; 
add the eggs well beaten, the milk and the flour which has been 
mixed and sifted with the baking powder. Add any preferred 
flavoring. Bake in greased and floured muffin or gem pans. When 
cool, the cakes may be covered with chocolate or other frosting. 


_ This recipe makes 18 to 24 small cakes. 


One-Eg'g Cake 


% cup butter ¥% eup milk 
% cup sugar 1% cups sifted flour 
1 egg 31% teaspoons baking powder 
Flavoring 


Cream the butter, add the sugar gradually, then the egg well 
beaten and the milk. Combine with the flour and baking powder 
which have been sifted together and the flavoring may be added if 
desired. Mix well. Bake as a small loaf cake, or bake in a shal- 
low pan, or divide and bake as two layers for a layer cake. When 
cool, cover with chocolate or other frosting. 


Variations: 

Using this recipe as the foundation many variations are pos- 
sible. Below are suggestions: 

Cocoa Cake—Sift 3 or 4 tablespoons of cocoa with the flour. 

Spice Cake—Sift with the dry ingredients, 1 teaspoon cinna- 
mon, 14 teaspoon ground cloves, and 1% teaspoon grated nutmeg. 

Brown Sugar Cake—Use brown sugar instead of granulated. 

Date or Raisin Cake—Add the chopped fruit which has been 
dredged in part of the flour. 

Nut Cake—Add 1, to 14 cup chopped nutmeats after the cake 
is well mixed. 
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Figure 8. Rolled Cookies. A very simple recipe may be used for making very 
attractive cookies. Decorating the cookies with nut meats or raisins. icing them, 
cutting them in fancy shapes, are some of the ways of making a variety of cookies from 
the same recipe. 


Rolled Cookies 


¥% cup shortening ¥% teaspoon salt 
1 cup sugar 2 teaspoons baking powder 
1 egg 2 teaspoons vanilla 

Y% milk 2% to 2% cups sifted flour 


Cream together the shortening and sugar, add the well beaten 
egg, and the milk and the flavoring. Sift together 2 cups of the 
flour, the salt and the baking powder. Combine with the liquid 
ingredients. Add enough more flour to make a dough which can 
be rolled. Roll dough out to 14 inch in thickness. Cut into any 
desired shapes. Bake in a rather hot oven. 

The cookies may be decorated by pressing a seeded raisin or 
half a walnut meat in the center of the unbaked cookie, or by 
frosting the cookies after they are baked. This recipe may be 
varied by the addition of shredded cocoanut, the use of spices 
instead of vanilla for flavoring, or by the addition of chopped 
dried fruit to the dough before it is rolled out. 


SCORING BREAD 


It bread is entered in a baking contest, whether it be in the 
school, the club, or the fair, it must be scored. 

It is helpful, especially for one beginning the practice of bread 
making, to study the characteristics of a good loaf of bread. 

The following are points to be observed in the judging of 
bread* : 

1. The loaf should be well-shaped with even, slightly rounded 
top. 
2. The crust should be golden brown, top, sides and bottom, 
with no cracks, and no protruding or uneven places. It should 
be crisp but still elastic. 
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8. The crumb should be creamy white in color and have a 
soft, velvety texture. The holes should be small and even and 
have thin glossy walls. Occasional large holes are a serious 
fault, and indicate the bread was not kneaded enough or got too 
light before it was baked. The crumb should be so elastic that it 
will spring back immediately when pressure is released. The loaf 
should slice evenly without crumbling. 

4, Flavor includes both taste and odor. It should be the 
sweet, nutty flavor of the wheat with no trace of acidity.

Two Common Weeds that Cause Death

Forage poisoning has been a serious problem in Indiana for 
many years. In order to determine the extent to which poison- 
onous plants are responsible, poison plant surveys were conducted 
by the Agricultural Extension Department of Purdue University 
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on 32 Indiana farms during the summer and fall of 1922. The 
presence of poisonous plants was suspected by the farmers in all 
cases investigated, and plants definitely known to be poisonous 
were located on 21 of these farms on which a total of 60 sheep, 
10 hogs, 21 cattle and 10 horses died during 1922, apparently 
from the effects of plant poisoning. The poisonous plants most 
commonly found were white snakeroot, Hupatorium urticaefo- 
lium, and water hemlock, Cicuta maculata. Although it cannot 
be definitely stated that all of these deaths were due solely to 
plant poisoning, nevertheless when animals die after exhibiting 
symptoms typical of plant poisoning and when such animals 
have had access to plants known to be poisonous, the evidence 
is certainly sufficient to warrant a note of warning against the 
deadly plants. In a few cases the animals were posted and the 
remains of poisonous plants were found in the digestive tracts." 


WHITE SNAKEROOT 


Since the times of the earliest settlers in Indiana, considerable 
trouble has been experienced with a disease of sheep, cattle and 
horses called trembles or milk sickness. Many farmers believed 
that the poison was communicable to man thru the agency of 
milk, hence the disease in man was also called milk sickness. 
The losses were so heavy during pioneer days that one writer 
has estimated that more than half of the deaths that occurred 
in Dubois County, Indiana, during the year 1815 were due to 
milk sickness and he further states that the loss to stock was 
exceedingly heavy. 

The disease was attributed to poisonous gases, poisonous 
minerals in the soil, polluted drinking water, poisonous plants 
(particularly white snakeroot) and insects and later to bacteria. 
Comparatively recent investigations have demonstrated con- 
clusively that the disease is caused by eating white snakeroot 
(2,8 4) and the poison is transmitted to the suckling young by 
the milk (4). There is little doubt that milk sickness In man is 
due to drinking milk from animals poisoned by white snakeroot 
although experimental evidence of this character is difficult to 
secure. Not only is the green plant poisonous but it seems to 
be dangerous when fed dry in hay, as has been determined by 
feeding experiments performed under the direction of Dr. R. A. 
Craig of the Veterinary Department of the Purdue University 
Agricultural Experiment Station. 


Distribution.—White snakeroot grows in open woods in 
practically all parts of Indiana, although it is perhaps most

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abundant in the central and southern parts of the state. The 
plant is practically limited to woodland pastures since it is rarely 
found in abundance in the open, although the species is apt to 
persist after the woods are cleared in case the land is not culti- 
vated. The woodland growth of white snakeroot accounts for 
the fact that trembles and milk sickness have steadily decreased 
in Indiana as the woods have been cleared and the land brought 
under cultivation. Nevertheless, two human deaths from milk 
sickness were reported at Losantville, Indiana, in 1916, a number 
of deaths from this cause have been recorded in Wayne County 
during the past 15 years, and one death occurred in (Clinton 
County quite recently. 
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Fig. 2 Distinguishing characteristics of white snaketoot. The plant grows typically 
in woodland pastures and along the borders of woods. 


Description.—There are a number of plants that closely 
resemble white snakeroot and identification is frequently very 
difficult. The following points may be of value in identification. 


1. The roots are fibrous and matted. 


2. The leaves are opposite, very thin, and the under surface 
has a slight lustre as compared with the upper surface. 


3. Each leaf possesses three main ribs or veins that are very 
conspicuous on the under surface. 


os 


4. The fact that white snakeroot practically grows in woods 
only is of value in identification. 


In case of doubt the Department of Botany of the Purdue 
University Agricultural Experiment Station will gladly identify 
specimens. The plant usually called snakeroot in the catalogs 
of medicinal plant houses is not the poisonous species. On 
account of the dense clusters of bright white flowers, white snake- 
root is an attractive plant and the species is sometimes offered 
for sale as a garden ornamental. 


Symptoms of Poisoning in Man.—A member of the faculty 
of Purdue University owns a tract of land near West Lafayette 
on which cows graze and furnish the family milk supply. During 
the fall of 1920 six members of his family developed milk sickness 
and since the symptoms he describes coincide closely with pub- 
lished descriptions, (°) we will allow him to state the case. In- 
cidentally, white snakeroot was found on his farm and eradicated 
and no further trouble has been experienced. Said the professor: 
“The first indication was a feeling of intense nausea, followed by 
severe constipation, the intestines seeming to be completely 
paralysed. This was accompanied by frequent and violent 
vomiting. The appetite failed and the excessive vomiting caused 
muscular tremors. The whole house took on a sewer-gas like 
odor, which probably came from the breath, but it was difficult 
for me to detect it on the breath of other members of the family 
since we were all affected at the same time. The doctor said 
he noticed a peculiar acid odor to the breath. The thing that 
troubled the doctor most was the absence of any rise in tempera- 
ture. I lost 70 pounds and was unable to do much work for 
many months after convalescence. My wife, who suffered most, 
was in a delirium for a long period, and has not as yet fully re- 
covered.” 


For diagnostic purposes, the following symptoms seem to be 
of most value. -(1) Early nausea, (2) severe constipation, (3) 
excessive vomiting, (4) peculiar breath odor, (5) possible delirium 
with no rise in temperature at any stage of the disease. Some 
writers contend that the tongue swells and that severe abdominal 
pains are characteristic of the disease but these symptoms were 
not observed in the cases noted. 


There is evidence that white snakeroot poison may be trans- 
mitted in butter and possibly in cheese and other dairy products. 


Symptoms of Poisoning in Animals.(°)—White snakeroot 
poisoning is most apt to occur when grazing animals are forced

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to eat the plant in fairly large quantities, which may occur during 
periods of drought or when snakeroot-infested woods are over- 
pastured. The writer is familiar with a woodland pasture in 
Posey County that is infested with white snakeroot but in which 
no trouble has ever been experienced although cattle have grazed 
in the woods for many years. 

The most important symptoms in cattle seem to be (1) 
affected animals become listless, slow of motion and disinclined to 
exert themselves, a condition that has been described by Indiana 
farmers as the “lazy” stage, or ‘‘spring fever” stage. (2) The 
“spring fever” stage is frequently accompanied by severe consti- 
pation. (3) Violent trembling usually follows the “‘spring fever’’ 
stage. This may be brought on earlier by driving the “lazy” 
cattle. (4) The breath may become foul with a peculiar, repug- 
nant odor, (5) the joints become stiff, the animals fall, and refuse 
to rise or otherwise exert themselves. This stage is usually 
followed by death from general weakness and exhaustion. 


The disease usually occurs from early July until early winter. 
Animals vary greatly in susceptibility; some show signs of poison- 
ing a few days after eating the snakeroot, some exhibit little effect 
until several weeks later, while a few individuals seem to be 
practically immune. 

In horses the first stage is general sluggishness, marked de- 
pression and slight»ineoordination of the muscles, especially of 
the hind parts. The trembling stage, so character stic of poisoned 
cattle, seems to be entirely absent, judging from the experience 
of Purdue investigators. Inability to swallow, due to paralysis 
of the throat muscles, accompanied by nasal’ discharge, may be 
noted as the disease develops. The animal finally goes down, 
is unable to rise and death occurs in a few hours. 


In sheep, the first symptom seems to be marked listlessness, 
and general depression. The limbs become stiff, the gait clumsy, 
spasms of violent trembling develop and the animal falls. Death 
is usually preceded by a period of coma. 

It has been estimated that in sheep an amount of green white 
snakeroot equal to about six per cent of the weight of the animal 
is capable of causing death, while in cattle the estimated quantity 
is ten per cent.(*) 


Treatment in Animals.—The most important remedial 
measure is to either exterminate the snakeroot immediately or 
change the pasture as soon as trouble is noted. 


In most cases investigated, trouble from white snakeroot 
poisoning did not develop until after the first of July. Since 
experience in Indiana indicates that hogs are practically immune 
to snakeroot poisoning, it is usually safe to remove cattle, sheep 
and horses from the snakeroot pasture about July Ist, and turn 
hogs in. This should only be done, however, where the infested 
area is so large as to make eradication of the snakeroot imprac- 
ticable. 
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There is little that can be done for animals that have reached 
the trembling stage. The main effort should be toward elimin- 
ating the poison that has accumulated in the system, which can 
perhaps be done by administering strong purgatives such as 
Epsom salts and using laxative feeds ("). 


Eradication.—Fortunately, white snakeroot is shallow rooted 
and is usually readily eradicated. The roots, although fibrous, are 
perennial and mowing is of little avail since the roots will sprout. 

The best method of eradication is hand pulling which is best 
done during September when the bright white flowers make the 
individual plants easy to locate. Experience indicates that it 
is unnecessary to carry the plants out of the woods since the 
uprooted plants die readily. In case seeds have ripened, the 
plants may either be piled and burnt or carried out in bags and 
deposited on a rubbish heap. The hand pulling should be re- 
peated the following year in order to destroy plants that may have 
escaped notice or have since developed from seed. 

In parts of southern Indiana the white snakeroot grows so 
rankly that the plants do not yield readily and pulling becomes 
hard work. In-such places it will pay to pull following rain 
when the ground is soft. 


WATER HEMLOCK 


Water hemlock or cowbane is one of the most deadly plants 
in America. The poisonous principle (cicutoxin) seems to be 
concentrated in the roots. In Indiana, the greatest danger is 
to hogs that root into the ground after the sweet-tasting, 
fleshy roots... The; danger seems to be greatest in the spring 
when the roots are partly exposed following thawing, but there 
is considerable danger when the pasture is short and hogs start 
rooting for food. The roots are also fatally poisonous to 
man and there are numerous cases on record of children having 
been poisoned by eating the roots in mistake for sarsaparilla, 
wild carrot, sweet cicely, and other plants. Although we are 
not aware of any cases of poisoning of this character in Indiana, 
that the danger exists was strikingly demonstrated by the death 
of two school children in Denver from eating the roots of water 
hemlock which were dug from the banks of a ditch. The roots 
of a single plant may contain sufficient poison to kill a cow or a 
horse (8) in from one-half to twelve hours. 

Field experience in Indiana indicates that the young shoots 
are also poisonous. One investigator states that there is strong 
suspicion that the dried plants in hay are poisonous, although 
this has not been observed in Indiana. Water hemlock is poison- 
ous to all grazing animals. 


Distribution.—Water hemlock grows in wet or moist places

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only, as along streams and ditch banks, in moist fields, marshy 
places, etc., throughout the state. 

‘Description.—Water hemlock resembles wild parsnip, one 
of our commonest roadside weeds, from which it can be distin- 
guished by the branched, tuberous roots as compared with the 
single, unbranched tap root of wild parsnip. The following points 
are of value in identifying the species. 
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Fig. 3. Distinguishing characteristics of water hemlock. The plant grows in moist 
situations only. 


1. Water hemlock grows in wet or moist places only. 

2. The roots are fleshy and occur in clusters. When mature 
they are frequently chambered by numerous partitions. 

3. The stems, especially of mature plants, are frequently 
streaked with purple. particularly where the leaf bases join 
the stems. 

4. The veins apparently terminate in the leaf notches, which is 
unusual, since most leaf veins terminate in the teeth of the 
margins. Th’s is a very useful characteristic for field iden- 
tification. 

A combination of the foregoing characteristics will serve to 
identify water hemlock. 

Symptoms of Poisoning in Man.(°)—The first symptom is a 
feeling of nausea, followed by dizziness, abdominal pains and se- 
vere convulsions which are frequently accompanied by the exuda-

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tion of green froth from the mouth. The pupils become dilated, 
the pulse is weak. there is a strong tendency to vomit, the con- 
vulsions increase in violence and the victim becomes exhausted and 
dies.

Symptoms of Poisoning in Animals.—The first symptom 
is nervousness that may be accompanied by muscular twitching. 
The twitching develops into bodily tremors that become con- 
vulsive in nature. The convulsive spasms become extremely 
violent, the pupils are dilated and there may be strong saliva- 
tion and frothing at the mouth. The animal finally stiffens and 
dies. Death ordinarily results in from one to twelve hours 
after eating the water hemlock. 

Treatment.—No antidote for hemlock poisoning is known. 
For man, horses, or hogs, administer a strong emetic immediately. 
For man, a decoction of tobacco leaves, mustard in warm water 
or pushing the forefinger into the throat is effective. A phy- 
sician should be called immediately. After vomiting is induced 
in either man or animals, pain from the convulsions may be 
allayed with narcotics. 

Eradication.—Water hemlock should be hand pulled or 
completely grubbed out as soon as discovered. A sharp watch 
should be kept thereafter for sprouts and seedlings. 

Water hemlock does not usually grow in sufficient abundance 
to make hand work impracticable. It is important to destroy 
stray plants along the sides of streams, since there is evidence 
that the ripened seeds may be widely distributed by means of 
the running water. 
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The dairy industry of Indiana has during the past nine 
years enjoyed a healthy growth. The amount of creamery 
butter manufactured has been practically doubled and a 
substantial increase in the production of other products 
has been shown. 


The enforcement of the Creamery and Testers’ License 
Law has had its effect on the growth of the industry. 


Persons producing or buying milk or cream which is 
sold on the butterfat basis should feel at liberty to con- 
sult the Creamery License Division regarding any ques- 
tions which may arise pertaining to testing.

With the continuing growth of the dairy industry in Indiana 
it is realized more and more that the only fair basis of buying 
milk or cream is by the application of the Babcock test, ac- 
curately conducted, thereby equally protecting the interests of 
both the producer and the manufacturer. To insure protection 
to all concerned the Creamery and Testers’ License Law of In- 
diana was enacted in 1913. This law has in no small way had 
its effect on the growth of the dairy industry and that it has 
and is actually serving the purpose for which it was intended 
is now yery apparent. 


DAIRY STATISTICS FOR INDIANA 


Each year the Creamery License Division obtains valuable 
statistics showing the development of the dairy industry in 
Indiana. All creameries, milk plants, etce., buying and paying 
for milk or eream on the butterfat basis, at the time of renew- 
ing their licenses, report to the Creamery License Division con- 
cerning the amount of butter, milk and other dairy products 
sold during the past calendar year. Figures regarding this 
production are given on the application blanks used in applying 
for licenses and are therefore, as nearly accurate as any which 
might be obtained. The total production for the entire state of 
butter, cheese and condensed milk may be accurately calculated 
as all such plants are licensed. Many market milk plants and 
ice cream factories are continuing to buy on the one hundred 
pound or gallon basis and the production of these plants is not 
included in the summary of the statistics shown in the following 
table.

It will be noted that butter, milk, ice cream and cheese show 
a marked increase in production for 1922. The inerease in the 
amount of butter made in 1922 more than that made in 1921 is 
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4,351,621 pounds or 9.2 per cent. The amount of creamery butter 
manufactured in 1922 is nearly twice as much as was manufac- 
tured in 1914 when the Creamery License Division started keep- 
ing a record. A total of 205,266,993 pounds of milk was sold in 
licensed plants during the past year. This represents an increase 
of 41,559,713 pounds or 25.4 per cent over the amount sold in 
1921. This increase cannot be attributed entirely to the in- 
ereased business of such plants as a number of new plants were 
licensed for the first time during the past year. The amount of 
eream handled in licensed plants shows a slight decrease. The 
amount of ice cream manufactured during the past year repre- 
sents an increase of 592,531 gallons or 16.7 per cent. The amount 
shcwn in this table represents only ice cream manufactured in 
licensed plants. The production of cheese in 1922 was practi- 
eally double the amount manufactured in 1921. The total amount 
manufactured in 1922 was 379,248 pounds. During the year 
two new cheese factories were opened which accounts for a part 
of this increase while the remainder of the plants increased their 
volume. The production of condensed milk decreased 6,533,963 
pounds which is due largely to the uncertain market which was 
experienced during the past year. The use of filled milk has also 
had its effect on this decrease and the figures in the above table 
do not inelude filled milk. 

By using the above statistics and estimating the amount of 
dairy products manufactured and sold in plants not licensed, it 
is possible to very closely estimate the total production of dairy 
products for the State. This total production is shown in the 
following table:

With the above figures using the amount of milk used for the 
various dairy products manufactured it has been possible to cal- 
eulate closely the entire production of milk for the State. In 
making this calculation, it has been necessary, of course, to esti- 
mate the amount of milk and cream consumed direct, amount of 
dairy butter manufactured and the amount of milk fed to calves 
and lost on farms and in factories. A very close estimate has 
been made on the amount of butterfat shipped to creameries lo- 
cated in other States near the Indiana border. During the past 
year these plants received approximately 26,843,284 pounds but- 
terfat. The amount of milk used for the various dairy products 
manufactured is shown as follows:

DAIRYING IN SOUTHERN INDIANA 


For the past year a record was again kept on the amount 
of butterfat shipped out of Washington County, Indiana. Since 
1918 it has been possible to keep a very accurate record of the 
amount of butterfat sold from this county as practically all of the 
milk is sold in the form of cream. In 1918, 488,379 pounds but- 
terfat were sold in this County; in 1920, 720, 691 pounds; in 
1921, 681,667 pounds and in 1922, 706,074 pounds. The decrease 
in 1921 may be attributed to the scarcity of home grown feeds, 
the high price of commercial feeds and the unstable cream 
market. During this period many cows were sold. In 1922, 
however, the better feeding of dairy cows was made possible by 
an increased yield of home grown roughages and a more general 
use of a balanced grain ration, resulting in a higher milk produe- 
tion. With the interest in dairying being shown in this County 
to the extent of organizing Cow Testing Associations and the 
purchase of better sires a greater increase in production is ex- 
pected in the future. In 1922 there were 34 shipping stations in 
Washington County. 


CREAM GRADING CAMPAIGN 


At the request of the Butter Manufacturers of the State 
the Division has given some assistance in conducting Cream 
Grading Campaigns. While this work is not directly connected 
with that of the Division it was thought that the improvement 
of the quality of cream produced in Indiana was a problem of 
such great importance that the Division should give assistance 
to this movement where possible. 

The work done in this respect has been purely of an educa- 
tional nature, a representative of the Division working with the 
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farmers, and the creameries or their representative gave instruc- 
tions to the farmers and station operators as to methods of pro- 
ducing good cream and assistance in installing a cream grading 
system. Cream grading meetings were held at different points in 
the State for station operators and fieldmen. At these meetings 
practical talks were given on dairy conditions in Indiana and 
upon the best methods of handling milk and cream upon the 
farms and in stations. During the day actual cream grading 
demonstrations were conducted in the stations. 

The system of grading cream now being used largely in 
Indiana is known as the ‘‘Four Day Plan’’. This system pro- 
vides a premium price paid for cream delivered within four 
days which is sweet or only slightly sour and free from undesir- 
able odors and taste. Cream which is not delivered within four 
days and which is sour and contains undesirable odors and flavors 
is known as ‘‘regular cream’’ and the price paid for this cream 
is 3¢ per pound butterfat below that paid for ‘‘premium cream’’. 

A very great interest. has been shown in this work both on 
the part of the creamerymen and on the part of the producer. 
The differential in price between premium cream and regular 
cream has influenced the producer to try and improve the quality 
of his cream in order that he may get the high price. This system 
of grading is now being used in several counties in the south- 
western section of the State and is being extended to other 
counties as rapidly as possible. The results of tlis work have 
been very gratifying and figures from creameries show that in 
several instances the percentage of regular or No. 2 cream has 
been reduced as much as 21 per cent. The quality of the butter 
manufactured from premium cream has also improved showing 
that not only is the percentage of poor cream being decreased 
but that the quality of good cream is being improved. As this 
work progresses even a greater improvement in the quality of 
the cream produced is expected. 


ADMINISTRATION OF THE LAW 


The Purdue University Agricultural Experiment Station is 
charged with the enforcement of the Law and its main duty 
through the Creamery License Division is to insure farmers and 
dairymen who sell milk or cream on the butterfat basis that 
the test of such milk or cream will be made correctly and like- 
wise to insure manufacturing plants which buy such products 
that their agent or tester will correctly weigh and test milk or 
cream bought. The law makes it illegal for any hauler of milk 
or cream, or person receiving milk or cream, by weight or test 
to fraudulently manipulate the weights of milk or cream of any 
patron, or to take unfair samples thereof. To over-read, under- 
read or otherwise fraudulently manipulate the Babeock test used 
in determining the per cent fat in milk or cream, or to falsify 
the records thereof is unlawful. To accomplish the purpose of 
the Law it is necessary to require that all creameries, shipping 
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stations and other factories, buying and paying for milk or cream 
on the butterfat basis to hold a creamery license and to have in 
their employ a licensed tester who is held responsible for the 
operation of the Babcock test. 


INSPECTION 


To protect the producer and the manufacturer against inae- 
curate tests being given by licensed testers it is necessary that a 
system of inspection be followed which will indicate whether 
or not the Creamery and Testers’ License Law is being violated. 
The system of inspection followed has not been changed to any 
great extent from that of previous years and it continues to be 
the policy of the Department in connection with this inspection 
work, to advise rather than supervise those who operate the Bab- 
cock test. The inspection work of the Department is concerned 
namely with shipping stations and in some eases this necessitates 
many reinspections. 

During the past year it was possible to inspect most of the 
creameries and other licensed plants in the State as well as the 
shipping stations and several of these were inspected a second 
time. Inspections consist of checking the testing equipment and 
determining the accuracy of the work done by licensed testers. 
It is necessary at all times to know that the testing equipment is 
in such condition that it will not cause an inaccurate test when 
used. The accuracy of the work of licensed testers is determined 
by retesting their individual samples, checking the amount of 
eream on hand in the station against the amount paid for and in 
some instances by sampling at the farm and testing the cream 
before it is delivered. 

Testers who are found violating the law either intentionally 
or unintentionally are usually warned and if such violations con- 
tinue to occur evidence is obtained by inspectors of the Creamery 
Licence Division and their case is reported to the State Creamery 
Hxamining Board. The testing equipment in factories has been 
found to be in better condition than that in stations. If the 
testing equipment in stations was given the care and attention 
given to that in the factory it would, undoubtedly, help to a 
great extent to eliminate station shortage. The most common 
article used in the station to be found inaccurate was the cream 
test balance. Many balances were found to be out of adjustment 
while others were not standing level and were not well protected 
from drafts. The use of loose dividers with blunt points was 
also encountered in many eases. With the proper amount of 
supervision it is possible to keep all testing equipment in good 
condition and eliminate the possibility of an inaccurate test re- 
sulting from its use. 

The greatest single factor causing inaccurate tests continues 
to be the use of unreliable methods in testing. Many operators 
do not realize their responsibility and fail to give the necessary 
attention to the details of testing. Inaccurate sampling, weigh- 
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ing and failure to use the water-bath have been found to be the 
cause of many inaccurate tests. In a few instances testers have 
been found to intentionally over-read or under-read tests. 

A part of the inspeetion work is made as a result of com- 
plaints from farmers and creamerymen. A total of 178 requests 
for investigations were made to this office during the past year. 


GLASSWARE INSPECTION 


To insure against the use of inaccurate milk and cream test 
bottles and milk pipettes, the law requires that all such glass- 
ware be examined for accuracy by the Purdue University Agri- 
cultural Experiment Station and when found correct stamped 
with the letters S. G. P. meaning ‘‘Standard Glassware Purdue’’. 
The law also specifies the type of test bottles and pipettes which 
may be used and such glassware is termed standard glassware. 
Indiana standard glassware complies with the recommendation 
of the Official Dairy Instructors’ Association and is the type 
required by most States. The use of unstamped glassware is 
considered a violation of the law. 


During the year ending March 31st, 1923, a total of 62,707 
pieces of glassware was inspected. This is an increase of 15,765 
over the total number of pieces inspected during the previous 
year. This increase is probably due to the fact that many sta- 
tions are having to be re-supplied with glassware and that many 
Indiana companies are using Indiana glassware in stations which 
they are operating outside of the state. 

Bottles and pipettes that are received and which are not 
standard are in the majority of cases merely returned to the 
manufacturer or jobber and are not included in the figures given 
in the following table. Neither do the figures include a record 


of nine gram weights and other equipment inspected in factories 
and shipping stations. :

The per cent of inaccurate glassware received during the past 
year was less than has been bought in any previous year. During 
the year ended only 0.32 per cent of all the glassware retested 
was found to be inaceurate, while for the year ending March 31st, 
1922, 0.7 per cent was found inaccurate. Only in one other in- 
stance has the percent of inaccurate glassware approached the 
low mark and that was during the year ending March 31st, 1921, 
when only 0.35 per cent was found inaccurate. Milk pipettes 
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show the greatest per cent of inaccurate pieces, being 2.86 per 
cent, while it was only necessary to condemn 0.23 per cent of the 
cream bottles and 0.33 per cent of the milk bottles. The standard 
which Indiana maintains for glassware used in the Babcock test 
is very high and the possibility of inaccurate tests being the 
result of this faulty glassware is eliminated. 


TESTERS LICENSES AND EXAMINATIONS 


Testers are not issued licenses until they have been examined 
for the purpose of determining their ability to make practical 
and reliable tests of milk and cream. The examination given 
covers the testing of milk and cream and special attention is 
given to the candidate’s ability to properly prepare samples, to 
properly weigh cream samples, to make accurate reading on 
the Babcock test bottle, as well as to the candidate’s general 
knowledge of the operation of the test. In addition to the prac- 
tical testing the candidate is required to answer in writing twenty 
questions pertaining to testing of milk and cream. 


During the past year regular examinations were held at each 
of the eight examination points in the State. Twelve were held 
in the Department of Dairy Husbandry of Purdue University, 
Lafayette, twelve in Beatrice Creamery Company’s Creamery at 
Muncie, twelve in the Court House and F. H. George and Com- 
pany’s Creamery at Fort Wayne, seven in Armour Creameries 
cream station, New Albany, ten in the Court House and the 
Evansville Pure Milk Company’s factory at Evansville, eleven 
in the Indiana State Normal School at Terre Haute, twelve in 
Schlosser Brothers Creamery at Indianapolis and ten at the Sugar 
Creek Creamery Company’s cream station at North Vernon. Two 
special examinations were held in Schlosser Brothers cream sta- 
tion at Plymouth, Indiana. 

During the past fiscal year 792 candidates were examined. 
Of this number 694 were successful in passing the examination, 
while 98 failed. The majority of failures were due to the lack 
of training and the need of the underlying principles of the 
Babcock test. In addition carelessness in preparing the samples 
for testing, handling acid and reading the fat column resulted 
in several failures. 

The number of candidates examined during the year ending 
March 31st, 1923, was 120 less than the number examined dur- 
ing the year ending March 31st, 1922. The decrease in the 
total number of testers’ licenses issued for the same period was 
only 21. For the past two years it has been noted that the 
labor turn-over in cream stations has not been as great as in 
previous years. In 1920, 13839 candidates were examined but 
since that time there has been a gradual decrease in both the 
number of candidates examined and the total number of testers’ 
licenses issued. The decrease, however, in the number of candi- 
dates examined and the number of licenses issued has not been 
in proportion. A total of 6649 testers have passed the examina- 
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tion and have been issued Certificates of Proficiency since April 
Ist, 1914,

CREAMERY LICENSES 


Factories and shipping stations which buy and pay for milk 
and cream on the butterfat basis are required to hold a creamery 
license. In larger towns or cities creamery licenses are issued 
to butter factories, ice cream factories, condenseries, market milk 
plants, ete., while in smaller towns licenses are issued to milk 
or cream shipping stations. The distribution of creamery licenses 
continues to extend over the entire State and for the past year 
the total number of creamery licenses issued was 1913. ‘This 
number is only ten less than the total number issued for the year 
ending March 31st, 1922. During the year ended the number of 
licensed creameries increased by 7, the number of condenseries 
increased by 2, the number of ice cream factories increased by 7 
and the number of cheese factories increased by 2. In addition 
to this 19 new market milk plants started buying and paying for 
milk on the butterfat basis. A slight decrease is shown in the 
total number of licenses issued to shipping stations. Stations 
are continually being removed from points where the volume, 
buying cost and quality of cream received do not make the sta- 
tion profitable. : 

The following table indicates the number of licenses issued to 
the various types of dairy manufacturing plants and stations 
for the past nine years.

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buy on the one hundred-pound or gallon basis and therefore do 
not come under the jurisdiction of the Creamery and Testers’ 
License Law. Each year, however, shows an increase in the 
number of ice cream factories and market milk plants requiring 
licenses. The exact number of butter factories, condenseries and 
cheese factories operating in the State for the year ending March 
31st, 1923 is shown in the table as all such plants buy on the 
butterfat basis and are licensed. 


TESTERS LICENSES REVOKED 


The law provides for an Examining Board to supervise its 
administration and to recommend the revocation of licenses of 
testers who have been found guilty of violating any of the pro- 
visions of law or the rules and regulations of the Purdue Uni- 
versity Agricultural Experiment Station. Evidence is obtained 
by the inspectors of the Creamery License Division against 
testers who have violated the law and this evidence is presented 
to the Examining Board for its consideration. 

During the past year the following testers were requested to 
appear before the Examining Board and after considering the 
evidence the Board recommended to the Purdue University Agri- 
cultural Experiment Station that their licenses be revoked.

PROSECUTIONS 


It is unlawful to test without a license, to incorrectly operate 
the Babcock test, to fraudulently manipulate the weights of milk 
or cream, to take unfair samples and to use other than standard 
glassware. Any person, firm, association, corporation, ete., found 
guilty of any of the above named violations are subject to a fine 
or imprisonment. 

Inspectors of the Creamery License Division may institute 
proceedings against any one violating the Creamery and Testers’ 
License Law. ‘Three prosecutions were made during the past 
year under the Testers’ Law and each case was instituted on the 
evidence secured by inspectors of the Creamery License Division. 
Prosecutions were made against the following:

The case was prosecuted in the Justice’s Court of Marion, 
Indiana, on August 8th, 1922, and the defendant fined the sum 
of $25.00 and $10.00 costs. 

Clacey Heaston, for receiving, buying and paying for cream 
on the basis of the amount of butterfat contained therein, at 
Tippecanoe, Marshall County, Indiana, as agent for Kosanke 
Brothers of Argos, Indiana, without having a license issued to 
him by the Purdue University Agricultural Experiment Station. 
The case was prosecuted in the Justice’s Court at Plymouth, 
Indiana, on November 38rd, 1922, and the defendant fined the 
sum of $25.00 and $14.45 costs. 

L. 8. Belton, for receiving, buying and paying for cream on 
the basis of the amount of butterfat contained therein at Fair- 
land, Shelby County, Indiana, as agent for Wadley Company, 
Indianapolis, Indiana, without having a license issued to him by 
the Purdue University Agricultural Experiment Station. This 
case was prosecuted in the Justice’s Court at Shelbyville, Indiana, 
on November 29th, 1922, and the defendant fined $25.00 and

_ MICHIKOFF WHEAT 
A HARD RED WINTER WHEAT 
FOR INDIANA

Description and History 


Michikoff (Purdue No. 140-5-3-5) is a new variety of winter wheat 
produced by the Purdue University Agricultural Experiment Station 
hy erossing Michigan Amber and Malakoff, the latter being the male 


parent. It is a smooth, white-chaffed, short and stiff stemmed variety 


with a rather small, compact head, which droops slightly when ripe. 
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The kernel is short and plump, red in color, quite hard and glutenous, 
and of excellent milling quality. In yield and winter hardiness it stands 
among the leaders and bids fair to replace most other varieties at least 
on the dark colored soils of the state. On the light colored soils, its 
yielding ability has not been sufficiently tested to warrant a positive 
statement. 


The hard, glutenous kernel is the outstanding characteristic of this 
new winter wheat, which makes it especially desirable for bread making 
purposes. It is the only variety so far produced that has maintained 
a hard, red kernel under Indiana conditions. In the eleven years since 
the cross was made, there has been no deterioration in the texture or 
gluten content of the kernel and there is every reason for believing that 
its high quality is permanent. Several hundred varieties of wheat from 
all parts of the world have been tested by the Indiana Station during 
the last forty years, but the best of them, including Turkey Red and 
Kanred introduced from Kansas, have soon lost their hardness and fallen 
into the class of the soft red wheats common to this section of the 
country. Many crosses of various wheats have been made and tested, 
but Michikoff is the only one that has stood up in quality. Indiana 
millers interested in hard wheat are enthusiastic over this home produc- 
tion as milling and baking tests have shown it to be comparable with 
the hard red winter wheats grown in other parts of the country. Ex- 
tensive milling and baking tests will be made on the crop of this year 
to secure further positive evidence on the quality of this wheat. 


The cross which produced Michikoff was made by C. O. Cromer in 
June, 1912. The female parent, Michigan Amber, had long been the 
standard smooth, soft red winter wheat grown by the Indiana Station. 
It was chosen for the cross because it had a smooth head, a good record 
as a yielder, was fairly winter hardy, and of better than average milling 
quality. The male parent, Malakoff, a Russian variety, had a bearded, 
short, white-chaffed head with a short and rather weak straw. It was 
chosen for the cross because of its naturally hard, glutenous kernel. 


The object in crossing these two varieties was to combine the smooth 
chaff and the stiff straw of the Michigan Amber, with the hard, red 
kernel of the Malakoff. Reciprocal crosses were made. Seven heads of 
Malakoff of as many different plants were emasculated and fertilized 
with pollen from Michigan Amber plants, and eight heads of Michigan 
Amber of as many different plants were fertilized with pollen from 
Malakoff plants. Desirable looking progeny of these crosses were car- 
ried through three generations, always selecting plants with hard kernels, 
smooth heads, and other desirable qualities. This resulted in the crea- 
tion of over 50 more or less different but desirable looking new wheats 
in the third filial generation. In subsequent tests most of these were 
dropped for one reason or another. The final selection, which was 
named Michikoff, was made in 1915 and resulted from cross No. 140, 
which was Malakoff on Michigan Amber. The selection was multiplied 
in succeeding years and put into the regular variety test of 1918. In 
the fall of 1919, six acres were seeded to this variety on the Soils & Crops 
Experimental Farm. Before the harvest of 1920, one-half acre was hand

“‘rooued’’, pulling out all off-type heads. This supplied seed for the crop 
of 1921 on the Soils & Crops Experimental Farm. The rest of the 1920 
_erop amounting to about 100 bushels was sold for seed in northern and 
central Indiana. 


Of the crops produced, 63 acres were certified for seed in 1921 by 
the Seed Certification Committee of the Indiana Corn Growers’ Associa- 
tion and all used for.seeding purposes. 


The surplus of the 1921 crop on the Soils & Crops Experimental 
Farm was also sold for seed. 


One bushel was also supplied to P. C. Menaugh, Delphi, for trial 
in Hast Central Africa. 


On account of the reappearance of some bearded and other off-type 
heads, hand ‘‘roguing’’, or pulling out the off-type heads in the field, 
was begun in 1920 in order to secure enough pure seed for home use. 
In 1921, a mags selection of typical Michikoff heads was made which 
yielded 20 pounds of seed. This was sown on an increase plot and pro- 
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duced 6 bushels of pure seed at the 1922 harvest. This in turn was 
sown on two and three-quarter acres for the 1923 crop. Small amounts 
of this seed were supplied to the Ohio, Wisconsin, Kentucky, Illinois, 
Missouri and Kansas experiment stations. In addition to this, three 
and one-half acres were seeded to Michikoft from a half acre plot sown 
with hand ‘‘rogued’’ seed in 1921 and again hand ‘‘rogued”’ in 1922, 
and 17 acres from the crop out of 1921 hand ‘‘rogued”’ seed. Of the 
1922 crops produced it is estimated that seven or eight hundred bushels 
were used for seed. 


Yield and Test Weight of Michikoff 


Michikoff has been the second highest yielding smooth wheat among . 
the named varieties included in the variety tests at Lafayette during 
the past five years, averaging 30.6 bushels per acre against 30.9 for 
Michigan Amber, which has stood first. In the last two years, the com- 
parable bulk tracts of these two varieties on the Station farm have 
produced 29 and 30 bushels of Michikoff and 32 and 29 bushels of 
Michigan Amber, respectively. 


Michikoff has had the highest test weight per bushel of the varieties 
tested in the last two years. On the Station farm at Lafayette, Michikoff 
has averaged 60.5 pounds per bushel as it came from the threshing 
machine against 59 for Turkey Red, 58 for Rudy, 57.8 for Michigan 
Amber, and 56.3 for Poole. Under the seed wheat certification plan, the 
samples sent in from different parts of the state during the last two 
years, have had average test weights as follows: ;

There are over 5,000 acres of Michikoff wheat in Indiana this year. 
It is probable, however, that a considerable portion of this will not make 
good seed on account of mixture, weeds, smut, etc. About 1,000 acres 
have been certified for seed by the Seed Certification Committee of the 
Indiana Corn Growers’ Association. Persons desiring seed should inquire 
of the Soils and Crops Department, Agricultural Experiment Station, 
Lafayette, Indiana. The Department will have several hundred bushels 
of good seed for sale and will know of some 20,000 bushels of seed in 
farmers’ hands. The county agricultural agents will also know where 
good seed may be secured.

Butter of high quality cannot be produced unless the creamery receives cream of 
quality from its patrons. A knowledge of the factors influencing the quality of 
cream will aid in the production of a better product.

BETTER CREAM RULES 


Wash and scald the separator, cans, pails and all utensils 
immediately after using and keep them dry while not in use. 
Sunshine is a cheap and effective drying agency. 


Cool the cream after skimming and keep it cool by setting 
the can in cold water which is changed two or three times 
daily. Stir the cream at least twice a day and don’t mix the 
warm cream with cold cream. 


Deliver the cream frequently; at least twice a week. Protect 
cream in transit against heat in the summer by covering the 
cans with a wet blanket or with an insulating jacket. 


BETTER CREAM FOR BUTTERMAKING 
By . 
V. C. Manhart—Dairy Department 


For a number of years attention has been directed to the 
problem of producing cream of higher quality for buttermaking. 
Only a small number of Indiana farmers have given this problem 
their earnest attention. This situation may be largely attributed 
to the unwillingness of the manufacturer to pay for cream on 
the basis of its quality. When cream is sold on a non-grade basis 
at a uniform price per pound butterfat, the producer of a poor 
quality cream receives the same price for an inferior product 
as the producer of good cream receives for a high quality product. 
This practice is unfair to the latter and tends to discourage him 
in producing good cream. 

Several creameries buying cream in Indiana are making pay- 
ments only on a basis of grade, a three-cent differential being 
made in price per pound butterfat between first grade cream 
and second grade cream. Farmers who realize the fairness and 
the advantages of selling cream on a grade basis are anxious to 
co-operate in establishing such a system in their community. 
Creamerymen have expressed their willingness to introduce the 
‘pay on quality basis’? wherever the farmers ask for it. This 
situation is developing into a state wide movement and in the 
future the greater part of Indiana cream undoubtedly will be 
graded and sold on the quality basis. 


Grades of Cream 


A knowledge of the requirements of first grade cream, how to 
produce it and the causes of undesirable flavors and odors found 
in eream is essential to the farmer, as well as to the cream buyer. 
With this knowledge one is capable of finding ways and means 
of producing better cream. The erades of cream adopted by the 
Indiana Manufacturers of Dairy Products are as follows: 


First-grade cream shall consist of cream that is clean, smooth, 
free from all undesirable odors, clean to the taste and sweet or 
only slightly sour. 


Second-grade cream shall consist of cream that is too sour to 
grade as first, that contains undesirable flavors or odors in a 
moderate degree, that is foamy, yeasty or off in flavor, or that is 
too old to pass as first-grade cream. 

Rejected-cream shall consist of cream that is very old, rancid, 
moldy, dirty or otherwise unwholesome and such cream should 
not be accepted by creameries. 

The greatest difficulty to be met in the production of first- 
grade cream is to keep the cream sweet and free from undesirable 
flavors and odors. 
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Cleanliness 


To keep cream sweet and free from objectionable flavors and 
odors, excessive contamination by living micro-organisms or 
germs, must be prevented. Clean and sanitary conditions are 
factors of first importance with respect to keeping the germ 
content of the cream low. 


Under ordinary farm conditions milk utensils and cans are 
usually the most prolific source of bacteria in milk. Germ life 
is abundant in milk cans and utensils that are not properly 
washed and dried. The germs gather upon the sides and in the 
joints of the vessels and multiply rapidly in the presence of 
moisture. Proper care of dairy utensils under such conditions 
will reduce the germ content of cream more than any other sani- 
tary practice. 


To thoroughly clean milk utensils they should first be rinsed 
to remove all remnants of milk or cream. After this preliminary

rinsing, scrub the utensil with a brush in moderately hot water to 
which some washing powder has been added. ‘The final steps 
are to rinse the vessel with hot water and then either steam or 
seald it with boiling water, pouring the water over the entire 
inner surface. Pour this out as in rinsing and place the utensil 
on a rack or table to dry. Do not dry utensils with a cloth; to 
do so will seed germs. Milk cans should be placed on a rack 
permitting free circulation of the air, to drain and to dry. Sun- 
light is a most economical drying agent. When possible all 
utensils should be placed in good sunlight and pure air. 
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‘ A dirty separator bowl is often the cause of inferior cream 
of poor keeping quality, and unclean flavor. It is a good plan 
+o flush the bowl immediately after separation with plenty of 
cold water while it is still running. Then take it apart, wash 
and dry it in the same manner as the utensils. It is to be remem- 
bered that flushing the bow] merely removes the liquid remnants 
of the milk, and millions of germs in the separator slime are not 
disturbed. It takes hot water and a brush to rout them. 

Keep the cows and stables clean, use a small topped milk 
pail and wipe the cow’s udder with a damp cloth before milking. 


Richness of the Cream 


Set the separator so that it will skim cream that will test 
about 35 percent fat in the winter, and about 40 percent fat in 
the summer. Nearly all of chemical and bacteriological changes 
which produce objectionable flavors and odors in cream take 
place in the serum or milky part; therefore, the richer the cream 
the better it will keep, other conditions being the same. On the 
other hand, it is not advisable to produce a cream testing higher 
than 45 percent. Too rich a cream is undesirable because it tends 
to elog the separator; it increases the loss in handling due to 
sticking to the receptacles, and it makes difficult accurate 
sampling. 

Proper Cooling 

Cool the cream immediately after separation by setting the 
ean in cold water. When cream comes from the separator it is 
warm and in ideal condition for bacterial decomposition and 
spoiling. If it is cooled promptly and kept cold until it leaves 
the farm, the activity of the bacteria is checked and the cream 
will remain sweet for a reasonable length of time. On the average 
farm, the most convenient method is to set the cream cans in a 
trough, tank or barrel containing cold water, preferably running 
water. If running water is not available, fill the tank with fresh 
water at least twice daily, or better still, the cooling tank may 
be placed between the pump and stock watering trough. In this 
case the water pumped for the stock is run through the cream 
cooling tank first and serves to cool the cream without involving 
extra labor. 

Stir the cream for a few minutes immediately after adding 
each additional batch of freshly separated cream. Frequent stir- 
ring of the cream will hasten the cooling and keep it in proper 
mechanical condition so that it can be readily transferred without 
excessive loss due to sticking to the can. Stirring also makes 
possible the taking of representative samples which in turn in- 
sures accurate tests. 


Cool Newly Separated Cream 
Don’t mix warm cream with cold cream. When warm cream 
is added to cold cream in sufficient amount, the temperature of 
the eold cream is raised, bacterial activity is stimulated and the 
quality of the entire batch is endangered. The cooling is done 
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most easily by running the cream direct from the separator into 
a shot-gun can which is then placed in the cooling tank along- 
side of the can of accumulated cold cream until the next separa- 
tion. Just before the next separation the cream in the shot-

gun can is poured into the can of accumulated cream and the 
shot-gun can washed and used again for cooling the freshly sep- 


arated cream. 


Frequent Delivery 

Deliver the cream frequently, at least twice a week. While 
good production methods and proper care of the cream retards 
bacterial activity it cannot entirely prevent deterioration and 
cream will depreciate in quality with age under any condition ; 
hence delivery should be made often. Protect cream in transit 
against heat in the summer by covering the cans with a wet 
blanket or insulating jacket. 


Flavor Defects of Cream 
There are two classes of flavor defects found in cream, namely : 
1. Fermentative flavors produced by the presence of living 
micro-organisms or germs in the cream. 

2. Absorbed flavors due to the cream absorbing existing 
odor from the air or food, or to the derangement of the normal 
functions of the cows. 

Fermentative Flavors 

The common fermentative flavors and odors of cream and their 
sources are as follows: 

HIGH ACID is probably the most common of the many cream 
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defects. The cream is sour to the taste and smell, and usually 
suggests age and putrefaction in extreme cases. Improvement 
must be carried out by more cleanliness, proper cooling and more 
frequent delivery. 


BITTER CREAM is quite common and has a taste closely re- 
sembling quinine. It is cream that has been held too long and 
is liable to occur when cows are on pasture, since some plants 
contain bitter constituents. This flavor has been known to occur 
in cream from a cow in poor physical conditions or in advanced 
stages of a period of lactation. 

CHEESY CREAM smells and tastes like cheese. Prompt cool- 
ing of the cream and keeping it at a low temperature, (50-60°F') 
is the preventative. 


YEASTY CREAM is foamy and smells like yeast. Quite often 
the gas produced becomes so violent that the lids are blown off 
the cans, causing the loss of considerable cream. Yeasty cream 
contains germs or yeast obtained from unclean separators and 
utensils or from exposure to dirt and dust. All utensils or equip- 
ment coming in contact with the milk or cream should be thor- 
oughly washed, scalded and rinsed, and the cream must be cooled 
promptly and kept cool (below 60°F) while on the farm, and dur- 
ing transit to the creamery, 

GREASY CREAM has 
a taste closely resembling 
tallow or lard. It is al- 
ways old cream which has 
come in contact with un- 
clean separators or 
vessels. 


UNCLEAN CREAM 
suggests pollution with 
foul remnants of milk or 
rinse water from cans and 
utensils which were not 
properly scalded or dried. 
Partially decomposed 
slime and remnants of 
milk in separator bowls 
that were not washed 
properly are common 
causes of unclean cream.

COWY CREAM has an 
odor resembling that of the cow or a poorly ventilated, unclean 
barn, and is caused by the pollution of the milk with dirt from 
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the cow, by absorption of barn odors, and by fresh milk or 
eream being placed in a tight covered can before cooling. Certain 
micro-organisms, the natural habitation of which is the large in- 
testines of the animal, are often found in cowy. milk. They tend 
to intensify the taint as the milk ages. More cleanliness in pro- 
duction, the use of small top milk pails and the prompt removal 
of the milk from the barn will tend to prevent the development 
of this defect.

METALLIC CREAM has the puckery taste of metals caused by 
the formation of metallic salts as a result of the acid in the 
cream coming in contact with rusty utensils and cans. Care 
should be taken that all cans and utensils are thoroughly dried 
after washing, and that cans containing rust spots are not used 
for milk and cream. 


Absorbed Flavors 


Absorbed flavors include flavors resulting from absorbed odors 
such as feed flavors, and flavors resulting from the derangement 
of the normal functions of the cow. Some of the most common 
of these flavors and their sources are as follows: 

OILY CREAM has the flavor of kerosene, gasoline or machine 
oil, due to using the cream ean in hauling these, or cream setting 
in a place near such oils. Carelessness in handling oil about the 
separator may be the cause. Investigators have also isolated 
certain micro-organisms which are capable of producing an un- 
pleasant odor and taste in milk resembling that of machine oil. 

WEEDY CREAM is caused by cows eating garlic, rag weed, 
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turnips, roots, rye or many other strong flavored plants and is 
more prevailing in early spring. The cream producer who is 
having trouble of this kind should take measures for the eradica- 
tion of such plants from his pasture, or arrange his pasture so 
the milk cows will not have access to such plants. The flavors 
caused by the above mentioned weeds, with the exception of 
those flavors caused by a bitter constituent transferred to the 
milk, may be lessened by taking the cows off such pasture three 
or four hours before milking. 

SMOTHERED CREAM has an unpleasant stale odor and 
flavor with a tinge of mustiness and is the result of keeping 
thick cream which has not been cooled in a tightly closed can, 
as well as mixing warm cream with cold cream. The defect is 
often sufficient to cause 
cream that is only a 
few hours old and prac- 
tically free from other 
defects to grade No. 2. 
Proper stirring and 
cooling will prevent 
this defect. 

KITCHEN and CEL- 
LAR FLAVORS 
CREAM are flavors 
and odors absorbed 
from potatoes, cabbage, 
ham, bacon, ete., and 
other odors common to 
the kitchen and cellar. 

MUSTY CREAM is 
caused by holding the 
eream in a poorly ven- 
tilated cellar, cave or 
milkhouse. It is not 
advisable to keep cream 
in a cellar. 

STALE CREAM may 
result when the cow is 
in the advanced stage 
of the period of lacta- 
tion. The intensity of 
the flavor increases as 
the period nears the 
‘| end, at which time it 

may greatly impair the

cream is not properly stirred and cooled. Since this flavor is due 
to a natural change in 
the composition of the 
butterfat there is no preventative or remedy, and the only thing 
to do is to keep the stale cream separate from the other cream. 
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A stale flavor may develop in cream with age, but as a rule in 
such cases there are more specific flavor defects present than 
the stale flavor. 


COLLOSTRUM CREAM is cream from fresh cows milked too 
goon after calving. The sale of such cream is prohibited by law 
in most States. 


Responsibility of Operator of a Cream Buying Station 
Every buyer and station operator buying cream on the quality 
basis should be able to instruct his patrons on the proper care of 
cream so that they may profit by the differential allowed between 
premium and regular cream, or first and second grade cream. 
The station operator should realize his responsibility for the

eream while it is in his possession and should make every effort 
to comply with the state law regarding sanitation and follow the 
best practices by which the physical properties of the cream 
station are kept clean and sanitary for the handling of the cream. 
The following suggestions may be helpful to the operator who is. 
desirous of securing the best results from his patrons. 

1. The station should be kept in a clean condition and have 
plenty of light and ventilation at all times and the walls and 
ceiling painted in light colors. 

2. The operator should be clean and neat in person and dress. 

3. The operator should see that the patrons’ cans are clean 
and dry before they are returned to the farm. 

4. Cream purchased at the cream station should be shipped 
as often as possible, at least daily to the creamery. 

5. Place the cans containing cream purchased during the day 
in as cool a place as possible until time for shipment, preferably 
a tank of cold water. 
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An important factor affecting the quality of cream for butter- 
making is the attitude of the station operator towards his busi- 
ness. He is the representative of the creamery through whom the 
farmer acquires knowledge of the quality of cream desired by the 
creamery. His methods of handling and caring for the cream 
at the station serve as an example for the producer. Fair dealing 
with the patron and a knowledge of correct methods of producing 
eream will accomplish much towards gaining his confidence and 
co-operation and in turn to improve the quality of his cream. In 
this manner, a clean, well equipped and properly operated cream 
station is an asset to the farming community, it reflects the policy 
and attitude of the creamery and exemplifies the sincerity of the 
creamery in its endeavor to give the public a better and more 
wholesome product. 

The methods employed at the cream station serve not only as 
an example to the producer, they also affect the quality of cream. 
Few, if any, practices are more detrimental to the quality of 
eream than that of returning to patrons cans that have not been 
properly washed and dried. The patron usually accepts the can 
believing it to be ready for use, consequently his cream is con- 
taminated with millions of organisms coming from the can and 
remnants of wash water. These organisms soon cause the cream 
to become foul and ill smelling. Every cream producer should 
insist that his empty can be properly. washed and steamed at the 
station, that it will be sweet and clean when he uses it again, and 
the operator should see that the can is so cared for without wait- 
ing for the patron to demand it. It is a good thing to have a large 
ean rack at the station, such as is shown in figure 7, upon which 
cans just washed and steamed can be placed with the mouths 
down and the lids off, to air and to dry. Quite often the patron 
leaves his cream at the station to be weighed and sampled while 
he attends to some other business. In this case it is well worth 
while to place the clean, empty cans on the rack where they will 
be out of the way, will dry in a short time, and will be easy to 
locate when the owners call for them. 

Another mistake made at many stations is that of allowing 
cans of cream to set in the heated station room all day or over 
night, without protection from the heat. A cool place should be 
provided to keep the cans of cream, preferably a tank of cold 
water, since the cream warms up during transit to the station and 
will spoil very quickly if it is kept in a heated room. It is neces- 
sary that the operator keep the cream cool after it reaches the 
station as well as for the producer to keep it cool while it is on 
the farm. To guard against additional depreciation in quality, 
eream at the station should be shipped as often as possible, at 
least daily, to the creamery. These two practices, keeping the 
cream in a cool place and shipping frequently, will reduce the 
amount of cream which is a second grade when received at the 
creamery but was a first grade when delivered at the cream 
station. 
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Responsibility of Producer for Cream Quality 

The quality of American butter cannot be improved very 
much, if any, unless the quality of the raw material—cream—is 
improved. In the art of manufacture and skill the American 
buttermaker is superior to the buttermaker of other counties. All 
he needs in order to make the best butter in the world is an 
improvement in the raw material he is working with. This 
improvement must be accomplished by the cream producer. It 
is true that the quality of cream may decline after the cream 
leaves the producer, due to the improper methods of handling 
cream employed by some station operators or slow transportation. 
However, most cream of low quality is the result of neglect on 
the part of the producer while it is on the farm. 

Every cream producer should take pride in delivering cream 
of the proper richness, that is clean, smooth, free from all undesir- 
able odors, clean to the taste and sweet or only slightly sour. 
This is possible on every farm and can be accomplished without 
unreasonable labor or expense. Such cream will bring the high- 
est market price and will enable the American buttermaker to 
manufacture butter which will successfully compete with oleo- 
margarine and imported butters, which means a larger con- 
sumptive demand and better prices and larger returns to the 
cream producer.

CLOVER SEED FROM SOUTHERN EUROPE 
FAILS ON INDIANA FARMS 


G. I. CHRISTIE 


Red Clover is the most practical legume for ordinary farm use in Indiana. Good seed, 
free from weeds, is an essential factor in growing satisfactory crops of this legume. 


Indiana farmers should refuse to purchase clover seed im- 
ported from countries of Southern Europe. Clover seed imported 
from Italy and other Mediterranean countries has proved a fail- 
ure in Indiana. The clover crop from this seed will not stand 
winter conditions. A large number of the clover failures have 
been due to the use of seed imported from this territory. 


Clover seed from Northern France, Germany, and other 
parts of northern Europe has survived Indiana winter conditions 
to a much higher degree than seed from Southern Europe. It is 
important, however, to establish the fact that the seed was grown 
-in these northern countries and not merely shipped from there, 
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since much seed is shipped from Southern to Northern Europe 
for export. Indiana farmers should as far as possible secure 
seed from the middle western, eastern, or northern states of this 
country. Seed from this territory has proved satisfactory under 
Indiana conditions. 

Due to the very short crop of clover seed in Indiana in 1923 
and the shortage of clover seed in other nearby states, there is 
evidence that a large amount of clover seed will be imported from 
Europe. For the reason that experiments conducted by the Pur- 
due Experiment Station and Experiment Stations of adjoining 
states, show that seed from Italy and other parts of southern 
Europe has proved a failure, Indiana farmers are urged to deter- 
mine definitely the source of clover seed before purchasing the 
same. 


PURDUE EXPERIMENTS WITH FOREIGN 
CLOVER SEED 


The results of the Indiana experiments as stated by Pro- 
fessor Wiancko of the Soils and Crops Department are as fol- 
lows: 

“Tn 1920, two lots of Italian seed were secured through the 
U. S. Department of Agriculture, and seeded alongside of seed 
from Indiana, Ohio, and the Dakotas. Good stands were secured 
in all cases and the condition in late October was good. The 
Italian lots were rated at 90 per cent and 98 per cent respectively. 


Soybeans make an excellent substitute when clover fails. They can be used as either a 
hay or grain crop and enable the farmer to keep a legume in the rotation.

Examination in the spring of 1921 showed that both of the Italian . 
clovers had been completely winter killed, while the strips sown 
with native seed showed no winter killing whatever. and were in 
very fine condition. That spring, reports came from several 
sections of the state indicating very severe winter killings in 
particular fields, sometimes amounting to complete failures. In- 
vestigations of the source of seed used in several of these cases 
showed that it all came from one seed company, but the source 
of the seed could not be traced farther back, although it was 
learned that this particular company dealt more or less in im- 
ported seed. 


In 1921-1922, clover seed samples were secured from several 
European sources and from Chile. These were sown alongside 
of various native strains in the spring of 1922. Records of the 
stand were made in October, 1922, and again in May, 1923. The 
percentage of winter killing ranged as follows: 


Indiana, Ohio strains, none. 

Three Italian strains, 82, 68, and 67 percent respectively. 

Four Chilean strains, 83, 69, 51, and 42 percent respectively. 

One Bohemian strain, 54 percent. 

One Hungarian strain, 40 percent. 

Four French strains, 23, 25, 30, and 36 percent respectively. 

Two German strains, 10 percent and 18 percent respectively. 

The winter season was practically normal, or if anything, a 
little better than normal.” 


SOURCE OF SEED REQUIRED 


The Indiana seed law provides that every sack and package 
of seed shall bear a label which in addition to information on 
germination and purity shall state the state, territory or foreign 
country from which the seed came. If this is unknown, the mer- 
chant may state “unknown” on the official seed label. Experience 
shows that the identity of good desirable seed is rarely lost, but 
the identity of less desirable seed is often conveniently lost and 
is marked “unknown.” Where clover seed is marked “unknown” 
farmers should class this as undesirable seed and should hesi- 
tate to purchase the same. Even the statement “Grown in 
Europe” or “European Grown” is not definite enough and should 
be a warning and should not be accepted by Indiana farmers, 
especially when applied to red clover seed.

The U. S. Department and the state seed laboratories will 
make every effort to assist in locating the lots of foreign clover 
seed. It is possible through the presence of weed seeds to deter- 
mine fairly accurately the origin of much of this seed. 


Indiana farmers spend annually more than two and one-half 
million dollars for clover seed. If this seed is of good quality 
and produces a clover crop, it brings them large returns. If the 
clover crops fails, then farmers experience a great loss. Indiana 
farmers should make every effort to secure desirable and worth- 
while seed. 


It is better for Indiana farmers to refuse to purchase any 
clover seed than to spend good money for seed which will fail 
in crop production. If farmers are unable to secure the right 
kind of clover seed, it will be to their advantage to plant instead, 
biennial white sweet clover, soybeans, cowpeas or alfalfa.

The combination of lime and fertilizer has produced average annual crop increases 
of 20.9 bushels of corn, 757 pounds of stover, 9.1 bushels of wheat, 899 pounds of straw, 
and 2438 pounds of clover and timothy hay, valued at $36.59, at an average cost of 
$11.04 for lime and fertilizer. 


The object of this circular is to point out the characteristic 
needs of the light colored clay and silt loam soils of Indiana and 
to suggest practical means and methods of making them 
more profitably productive. The term “light colored clay and 
silt loam” as here employed includes all the heavier light brown, 
yellowish, gray and whitish soils which the farmer commonly 
calls “clay.” The various soils in this group cover over one-half 
the total area of the state and one or another of them is found 
on over 75 per cent of the farms in the state. Their importance, 
therefore, is quite evident. 

None of these soils are entirely unproductive but many are 
producing very small yields and most of them are not producing 
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nearly as much as they would if properly treated. In many 
cases they are actually being farmed at a loss. The crop yields 
often do not pay the labor cost of production. By hard work and 
long hours, the farmer may be making a fair living but as a rule 
he is not making a decent wage for his labor or interest on his 
investment. 

All of these soils have defects of one kind or another that 
should receive the serious consideration of the men who are 
farming them. In the majority of cases the defects can be reme- 
died by a few simple modifications in soil management and at 
comparatively little extra expense, but on some large areas con- 
siderable sums of money must be invested to put the land on a 
paying basis. There are also some cases where the land is so 
steep and broken that it should never be plowed but should be 
utilized for pasture or for timber production. - However, leaving 
out the areas that are too rough for cultivation, even the poorest 
of these soils can be successfully farmed by expending for im- 
provements a part of the money that it would take to buy good 
land elsewhere. There are a number of good examples of this, 
where naturally poor land has been put into good condition and 
is now producing crops that are paying handsome profits on the 
labor and money invested. On every important area experiments 
have shown that by proper treatment the land can be made 
profitably productive. The means to be employed will be de- 
scribed further on in this circular. 


THE PRINCIPAL SOILS INCLUDED 


For the purpose of classification in the Soil Survey, which 
is a descriptive inventory of the soil resources of the country, 
each different kind of soil is given an arbitrary name to distin- 
guish it from all others, just as particular kinds of plants have 
names. Thus we have Miami soils, Crosby soils, Clyde soils, 
Waverly soils, and many others, each having certain peculiar 
characteristics, just as we have different kinds of trees, such as 
maples, birches, pines, each having certain characteristics. Go- 
ing a step further, we have different kinds of maple trees, such 
as soft maple, sugar maple, and so we have different kinds of 
Miami soils, such as Miami-loam, Miami sandy loam, Miami 
silt loam, and various other grades, according to fineness, each of 
which is called a “soil type.” 

In the counties where soil surveys have been made and pub- 
lished during the last 10 or 12 years, the farmer can easily de- 
termine the types of soil on his farm by looking at the soil survey 
map, which shows the different soils in the county in different 
colors. The report also describes each soil in detail. These 
reports can be secured through the County Agricultural Agent 
or through the Congressman of the district, and in the case of 
more recently surveyed counties, also from the Purdue Uni- 
versity Agricultural Experiment Station. 

For the cases where soil survey maps are not available, the 
soils covered in this circular are described in the following para- 


: 
graphs. By studying these descriptions and examining his soils 


in the field, the farmer can determine whether or not he has any 
of them on his farm. 


In this circular we have to deal with only the heavier 
or finer textured types of the various light colored soils found 
in Indiana. The principal among these are: 


Miami silt loam and silty clay loam.—Light brown to gray- 
ish brown rolling uplands of the northern two-thirds of the state. 
The subsoil is a light yellowish-brown or brownish-yellow some- 
what heavier material running into more friable limy, glacial till 
at about three feet below the surface. The surface soil is often 
acid, and the subsurface is nearly always acid, so that liming is 
often needed: 


Bellefontaine silt loam.—Light brown to reddish-brown 
rolling uplands with reddish-brown, heavier subsoils underlain 
by limy gravel and glacial till, associated with Miami in the 
northern two-thirds of the state. Surface sometimes acid and 
subsurface often acid. 


Fox silt loam.—Light brown to grayish-brown second bot- 
toms or terraces with reddish-brown, heavier subsoils, underlain 
by limy gravel. The subsurface soil is sometimes acid. 


Crosby silt loam and silty clay loam.—Flat to gently undu- 
lating, poorly drained gray uplands in the northern two-thirds 
of the state. The subsoil is a mottled light gray, yellow and 
brown heavier material to a depth of 24 to 30 inches, where it 
changes to a more friable structure and contains considerable 
lime that will cause effervescing if treated with muriatic acid. 
The surface soil is generally more or less acid while the sub- 
surface is nearly always quite acid, so that liming is often neces- 
sary. The experiment field on the Herbert Davis Forestry Farm 
in Randolph County is located on this soil. There is also some 
of it on the experiment field at Huntington and on the Soils and 
Crops Experiment Farm at Lafayette. 


Clermont silt loam.—Light gray to whitish, very poorly 
drained upland flats of southeastern Indiana, locally known as 
“slash,” “crawfish” or “white clay” land. This type is very 
acid and much in need of liming. The Jennings County Exper- 
iment Field is located on this soil. 


Cincinnati silt loam.—Light brown to yellowish-brown roll- 
ing land and broken slopes alongside of the whitish upland flats 
of the Clermont series in southeastern Indiana. It is all very 
acid and much in need of liming. 


Waverly silt loam.—Gray first bottoms along streams in 
southern Indiana. The drainage is very poor and there is usu- 
ally considerable acidity throughout the soil section. 
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Vigo silt loam.—Light gray, poorly drained upland flats of 
southwestern Indiana, occurring extensively in Clay, Vigo, Sul- 
livan and adjoining counties. The subsoil is light gray, mottled 
with yellow and brown heavier material, becoming compact to 
semiplastic at 20 to 24 inches below the surface. The entire soil 
section is acid and liming is much needed. 


Gibson silt loam.—Light brown, grayish-brown to grayish- 
yellow undulating to rolling upland in the glaciated portion of 
southwestern Indiana. The subsoil is yellowish, mottled with 
yellow and brown heavier material. Both surface and subsoil 
are usually acid and in need of liming. 


Princeton silt loam.—Brown to yellowish or reddish-brown 
rolling to steep uplands in the glaciated portion of southwestern 
Indiana. The subsoil is yellowish to reddish-brown and. in the 
deeper layers becomes lighter in texture. The underlying parent 
material is limy. The surface rarely needs liming, except for 
such crops as alfalfa. 


“Yellow clay” freestone land—This includes several types 
of soil in the unglaciated middle portion of southern Indiana 
that are not yet definitely named. They comprise undulating 
to rolling and rough uplands. The general color of the surface 
is light yellowish- to grayish-brown. The subsoils are light 
brownish-yellow, mottled with gray in the lower depths. The 
underlying rocks are sandstones and shales. Both surface and 
subsoil are usually acid. The Francisco Experiment Field in _ 
Gibson County is located on this kind of soil. 


“Yellow clay” limestone land—This also includes several 
upland types of soil in the unglaciated middle portion of south- 
ern Indiana that are not yet definitely named. The general color 
of the surface is light yellowish-gray. The subsoils‘are pale 
yellow mottled with gray, over heavy red clay and limestone. 
The general topography is undulating, with a few “sinkholes.” 
They are generally acid. 


“Red limetsone” land.—This includes light yellowish-brown 
to reddish-brown upland soils in the unglaciated middle portion — 
of southern Indiana not yet définitely named. The subsoils are 
reddish-yellow and are underlain by heavy, deep red clay on 
limestone. The general topography is rolling or undulating, 
with “sinkholes.” Some areas are acid enough to need liming. 


There are several other light colored soils, mostly in south- 
ern Indiana, not included in these descriptions. A few such 
areas have been mapped and tentatively named, but the soil sur- 
vey has not progressed far enough to give much information as 
to their location and extent. However, most of them will fit 
in with one or another of the soils above described so far as 
their fertility requirements are concerned. 


5 
CHARACTERISTIC DEFECTS AND REQUIREMENTS OF 
THE SEVERAL SOIL TYPES 


The light colored soils are all more or less deficient in or- 
ganic matter and nitrogen. These two defects go hand in hand 
because the soil nitrogen is contained in the organic matter and 
when the latter is low, the supply of nitrogen is also low. These 
soils were low in both of these constituents to begin with, and 
under the common methods of farming they have become more 
and more depleted. Both nitrogen and organic matter have been 


' used up faster than they have been returned and every round of 


the rotation has left the soil poorer. Some years ago analyses 
were made of 31 samples of light colored cropped soils and 31 
samples of virgin soils of the same types from various parts of 
the state. These analyses showed that on the average the 
cropped soils, during the time they had been farmed, had lost 26 
per cent of their organic matter, 47 per cent of their humus, and 
28 per cent of their nitrogen as compared with the averages of 
the virgin soils. The loss in these constituents, together with 
other defects that have been aggravated at the same time, ex- 
plains why so many of these soils are not producing as good 
crops as they did in the earlier years of their cultivation. The 
facts are very plain. The soils were low in organic matter and 
nitrogen to begin with and heavy drafts upon these constituents 
without adequate returns have steadily made matters worse, 
and the ability to produce crops has correspondingly declined 
This condition of affairs is not at all necessary. It is simply the 
result of bad management. 

Another universal defect of these light colored soils is in- 
sufficiency of phosphorus. Chemical analyses have shown that 
on the average they contain less than 1000 pounds of phosphorus 
in the surface six inches of an acre. This is only half as much 
as the nitrogen content of the same soils and one-thirtieth to 
one-fortieth of their potassium content. Furthermore, the re- 
moval of crops, erosion and inadequate returns to the land in 
manure or fertilizer, have so reduced the available portion of this 
small total amount of phosphorus that in the majority of cases 
phosphatic fertilization is a first requisite in their improvement. 
This has been clearly shown on every one of the experiment 
fields on these soils, in that applications of phosphorus have 
produced the largest returns of all fertilizer treatments. There- 
fore, in the improvement of these soils, liberal applications of 
available phosphates should be made to begin with and in all 
future treatment provision should be made to return to the land 
at least as much phosphorus as is removed in crops. 

In the majority of cases, the light colored soils also lack 
lime. Many of them are so acid that clover will not make a 
satisfactory growth and in some cases it will not grow at all un- 
til after the land is limed. Bluegrass also fails on such soils, 
and even such crops as corn, oats, wheat, and timothy will not 
do their best without liming. The better farmed areas of Miami, 
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Bellefontaine, Fox and Princeton may not need liming but Cler- 
mont, Cincinnati, Vigo and the “yellow clay” freestone land are 
all very acid and badly in need of liming. The others very often 
need liming and should be tested for acidity when there is doubt. 

Many of the light colored soils are also deficient in available 
potash. Their total supply of potash is large but it does not 
become available fast enough to meet the needs of profitable 
sized crops. This is particularly true where the underdrainage 
is poor and aeration and the processes of weathering inside of 
the soil are slow as a consequence of the poor drainage. Unless 
considerable amounts of manure. can be used, the fertilizer for 
most of these soils should contain about one-half as much potash 
as phosphoric acid. Better underdrainage, the growth of deep 
rooted legumes, and the plowing under of organic matter will 
all help to make more of the soil potash available. i 

Tile drainage is an important need of all the heavy, flat 
soils. The rolling lands as a rule do not need it so much but 
some of them have such tight subsoils that tile drainage is nec- 
essary before the best results can be secured from other treat- 
ments. 


This looks like a big array of defects in these soils but no 
one need feel discouraged. It has been shown on every exper- 
iment field on such soils that their requirements can be met by 
perfectly practical means and the costs will be abundantly repaid 
by increased crop yields. What should be done, and can be 
done at good profits, will be shown in the following paragraphs. 


BUILDING UP THE ORGANIC MATTER AND 
NITROGEN SUPPLIES 


Having diagnosed the troubles of the soils in question, let 
us now consider what may be done to correct them. So far as 
nitrogen and organic matter are concerned, every farmer has the 
remedy in his own hands and the things that need to be done 
are in no way beyond his reach. The problem is simply one of 
plowing under more organic matter than is removed, using 
legumes in sufficient amounts to supply the needed nitrogen. 
The question then is how to provide these materials. To pur- 
chase them to any considerable extent is not feasible. They 
must be produced on the land. On badly run down land and 
on the poorer types generally, this will not be easy at first and 
some Other treatment will have to be applied before satisfactory 
progress can be made. If the land is acid it will need to be 
limed and it will also need an available phosphate. Applications 
of phosphate will be needed in any case as it has been shown 
that all of these soils are low in this constituent. With lime 
and phosphate, clover can be grown and progress in the matter 
of supplying organic matter and nitrogen will then be easy. 
Where clover will grow, other legumes can also be grown. How- 
ever, legumes that are new to the land must be artificially in- 
oculated when grown for the first time. After the land is once 
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inoculated it will remain so if the soil conditions are reasonably 
favorable. Some of the heavier types, and especially such flat 


soils as the Clermont and Vigo silt loams, will also need to be 
tile drained before the best results can be secured. 


Having put the land in condition to grow legumes, these 
crops maybe utilized in various ways to enrich the soil in both 
nitrogen and organic matter. It must be understood from the 
beginning that the mere growing of these crops is not sufficient. 
It is only the top growth that is plowed under, either directly or 
in the form of manure, that really counts. More material must 
be plowed under than is removed. As much manure as possible 
should be made from the produce that can be fed and all produce 
not fed, such as corn stalks, straw and cover crops, should be 
plowed under directly. By the use of a weed hook or drag 
chain on the plow it is possible to satisfactorily turn under large 
amounts of all kinds of crop residues. No crop residues should 
ever be burned and straw should not be allowed to rot in the 
stack or lie around the barnyard. It is a good plan to double- 
disk the land before plowing to chop up the organic matter and 
mix it somewhat with the top soil before turning it under so that 
it will not all be thrown in one layer at the bottom of the furrow.

The use of clover instead of timothy in the rotation has produced average annual 
crop increases of 11.6 bushels of corn, 2.8 bushels of wheat and 1352 pounds of hay. 


Clover or some other legume should appear frequently in 
the rotation as these are the only crops that can really add 
nitrogen to the soil in any considerable amounts. Corn stalks 
and straw will enrich the soil in organic matter but not in nitro- 
gen. A good rotation for all of these soils is corn, soybeans, 
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wheat, clover, thus having a legume every other year. It is a 
good plan to start off with a crop of soybeans, returning the 
straw on the wheat which follows. Soybeans may also be used 
as a hay crop when clover fails. They may also be planted with 
the corn and so provide an additional amount of nitrogenous 
material for plowing under. 

The beneficial effects of having a legume in the rotation are 
clearly shown in the results of experiments at North Vernon, 
Worthington and Francisco, where rotations of corn, wheat and 
clover have been compared with rotations of corn, wheat and 
timothy.

Throughout this circular the crop increases produced have been valued as follows: 
Scare 60 cents; wheat, $1.00 per bushel; corn stover, $4.00: wheat straw, $3.00, and hay, 
.00 per ton. 


In all cases the land was limed at the beginning of the ex- 
periment and both timothy and clover sods were manured for 
‘each corn crop. At North Vernon and Worthington the corn 
also received some acid phosphate and the wheat some complete 
fertilizer. These soils were all very poor to begin with and 
would not grow clover. Liming put them into condition to 
grow clover and the crop has made a very creditable showing. 
Similar results can be secured on the other light colored soils. 

Summarizing this matter of building up the organic matter 
and nitrogen supplies of the soil, the first thing to do is to put 
‘the land in condition. to grow legumes by liming it if the soil is 
acid and applying liberal amounts of available phosphates, some- 
thing like 300 pounds of acid phosphate per acre to begin with. 
Then grow legumes as"frequently as possiblejwas regular crops, 
catch crops or cover crops, and return them.to the land, either 
directly or in the fornyof manure. Until'a fulltlfessing of man 
ure can be used, each corn crop should receive from 200 to 300 
pounds of 0-12-6 and each'wheat crop from 200 to 300 pounds 
of 2-12-4 fertilizer per acre,:the exact amounts depending upon 
the length of the rotation.»..For the corn, most of the fertilizer 
should be applied while preparing the ground and only 100 
pounds per acre drilled in the row when planting. | After a full 
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dressing of manure can be used during each round of the rota- 
tion the fertilizer may be reduced to 100 pounds of acid phos- 
phate or O0-12-6 drilled with the corn and 200 pounds of 2-12-4 
drilled with the wheat. Such procedure will make it possible 
to quickly build up the organic matter and nitrogen content of 
the soil, while at the same time increasing the yields of all crops 
in a profitable way. The results of experiments at Scottsburg, 
North Vernon, Bedford, Worthington and Francisco show from 
$6.41 to $22.10 per acre profits from treatments such as those 
- suggested here, after paying for the fertilizer. 


LIMING 


As has been said, most of the light colored clay and silt 
loam soils are more or less in need of liming but as some of them 
differ considerably in this respect, each farmer should have his 
fields tested for acidity and then lime accordingly. Tests for 
acidity can be made by the county agricultural agent or by the 
Soils and Crops Department of the Purdue University Agricul- 
tural Experiment Station. In sampling soils for acidity tests 
two depths should be taken separately—the top six inches, or 


the depth of the plow furrow, and from the bottom of the plow 
furrow down to 18 inches below the surface. In each case sev- 
eral borings should be made of the same soil type in different 
parts of the field and mixed together so as to get a representa- 
tive sample. A final sample of a double handful will be suffi-

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cient. The surface soil and subsoil samples should be put in 
separate packages and properly labeled to tell what they are. 

One of the best crop indications of the need of liming is the 
failure of clover to do well. As has been said in discussing or- 
ganic matter and nitrogen, clover will not thrive on an acid soil; 
neither will alfalfa or sweet clover. Cowpeas, soybeans and 
lespedeza can be grown on acid soils and may be used where 
liming is impossible. They will also respond to liming, however, 
and all the grain crops will do much better where acidity has 
been corrected through liming. It is therefore desirable, if not 
absolutely necessary, to lime all acid soils as soon as possible. 
In many cases liming is absolutely necessary before other treat- 
ments can be fully effective.

Of the soils discussed in this circular, the Clermont, Cin- 
cinnati, Vigo, Waverly and “yellow clay” freestone land are all 
so much in need of liming that this is one of the first things 
that must be attended to in order to make them profitably pro- 
ductive. From two to four tons of ground limestone, or the 
equivalent in some other form of lime, should be applied to each 
acre. If the smaller amount is used, it will need to be repeated 
after five or six years. The Crosby, Gibson, and “yellow clay” 
limestone lands of southern Indiana are. nearly always in need 
of liming and some of them.are very acid, especially in the sub- 
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surface. They will usually need from one to two and sometimes 
three tons of ground limestone to the acre. The Bellefontaine, 
Miami, and the “red limestone” land vary considerably in respect 
to acidity but they are very often in need of liming, particularly 
the poorer phases and where they have been heavily cropped 
with little manuring. If clover fails they are almost sure to 
need liming. When there is doubt, the soil and upper subsoil 
should be tested for acidity. The surface soil may not show 
much acidity but the subsurface may be so acid that liming will 
be necessary. The beneficial effects of liming on some of “these 
soils are shown in Table II. 


In considering Table II, it should be remembered that the 
crop increases shown for liming are the averages for the entire 
period since the limestone was applied. What the benefits of 
liming have amounted to since the limestone was applied in each 
case is shown in the last column. Furthermore, these applica- 
tions are still producing crop increases and will continue to do 
so for some time longer. It is evident, therefore, that such 
applications of limestone should be regarded as investments 
that will be repaid and yield profitable returns for several years. 


Kind of lime to use.—Ground limestone, burnt lime, hy- 
drated lime, air-slated lime, refuse lime and marl may all be 
used for neutralizing soil acidity. Which of these different forms 
of lime should be used in any particular case, should be deter- 
mined by the cost at which a given amount of calcium carbonate 
or its equivalent, in reasonably fine form, can be delivered to the 
soil. In comparing values, it should be remembered that 100 
pounds of finely ground limestone, 56 pounds of fresh burnt 
lime, 74 pounds of hydrated lime and about 90 pounds of air-

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slaked lime have equal acid neutralizing powers. If 10-mesh 
ground limestone can be secured, delivered, at $3.00 per ton, 
then, allowing for the smaller cost of handling equivalent 
amounts of the more concentrated forms, fresh burnt lime ‘should 
be secured, delivered, at $6.00, hydrated lime at $4.50, and air- 
slaked lime at about $3.50 per ton. Refuse lime and marl should 
be bought on analysis only as they vary considerably in content 
of actual lime. The results of two field experiments comparing 
the various forms of lime in equivalent amounts are shown in 
Table III. 

Marl was used at Pinney-Purdue only. It produced results 
approximately the same as those of fine ground limestone. 


The Pinney-Purdue field is on black sandy loam soil near 
Wanatah. Corn, oats and mixed clover and timothy are grown. 
The Jennings County field is on white, flat land. Corn, wheat 
and mixed clover and timothy are grown. On both fields the 
different liming materials were applied on well fertilized soil. 
Neither the first nor second year’s results show any quicker 
effect from slaked lime than from ground limestone. 


DRAINAGE 


All of the light colored clay and silt loam soils are more or 
less in need of artificial drainage. Some of them have abundant 
natural surface drainage but this is often injurious through 
washing. Provision should be made for as much as possible of 
the surplus water to pass down through the soil and away 
through tile drains. By deep plowing, the more rolling lands” 
can be made to absorb more water and by providing tile under- 
drains, the surplus can be carried away, thus greatly reducing 
the harmful effects of surface drainage. 

The flat lands require tile drainage as a first step in their 
improvement. This is especially true of the Clermont (the 
whitish upland flats of southeastern Indiana), Vigo (the flat 
gray uplands of southwest central Indiana), and the Waverly, 
or gray bottom lands. In these soils tile drains should be laid 
not more than 3 rods apart and at least 30 inches deep. Such 
tile drainage on the North Vernon Experiment Field, located 
on Clermont silt loam, has practically doubled the crop yields. 
This and similarly flat, heavy soils cannot be satisfactorily 
farmed until they are thoroughly tile drained. 


In tiling flat lands, great care must be exercised to secure 
an even grade and uniform fall. No grades should be established 
by guess or any rule of thumb method. Nothing less accurate 
than a surveyor’s instrument should be used and all lines should 
be accurately staked every hundred feet, the’ grade definitely 
established and the depth of cut marked on each stake before 
starting to dig the trenches, so as to make sure that the water 
will flow to the outlet without interruption or slackening of the 
currétit. “The rate of fall may be increased towards the outlet, 
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but it should never be lessened. Checking of the current may 
cause the tile to fill with silt and choke. Several unsatisfactory 
experiences in tiling such lands have been reported and some 
believe that they cannot be satisfactorily tiled. Failures are 
doubtless due to improper grading of the tile lines, causing them 
to choke in places. It is an excellent plan to cover the tile with 
a few inches of straw, or weeds or grass cut from the field, before 
filling in the ditches with earth. This prevents silt from wash- 
ing into the tile while the ground is settling and insures perfect 
operation of the tile from the outset. 


CROP ROTATIONS 


After the land is put into condition to grow legumes regu- 
larly, and with proper fertilization, these soils will satisfactorily 
produce all the crops ordinarily raised in the locality. The 
choice of crops and their arrangement into a rotation will depend 
upon the needs on the particular farm, considering the farming 
system to be followed and the kind and quality of the land. 
Undoubtedly livestock systems of farming are best suited to 
these soils because they provide means of utilizing most of the 
produce on the farm, and converting it into manure to be re- 
turned to the land. None of these soils are rich enough in 
nitrogen to make grain farming advisable. With the help of 
manure it is much easier to build up and maintain fertility. 


As a basic principle, it will be advisable to have each grain 
crop follow a legume because these crops need considerable 
amounts of nitrogen and the legumes can be made to supply 
the bulk of this element. One of the most practical rotations 
for general use is corn, soybeans, wheat and clover. Oats is 
seldom profitable on any of these lands, especially in the south- 
ern half of the state. The short rotation of corn, wheat and 
clover is not advisable either because the soils are not rich 
enough in nitrogen to support two grain crops in succession, 
and only small amounts cam be profitably purchased in commer- 
cial fertilizer. The corn crop uses up the immediately available 
soil nitrogen until the end of the summer and the wheat follow- 
ing is put at a great disadvantage. To buy all the nitrogen 
needed by the wheat in the form of commercial fertilizer is not 
practicable, and there is seldom enough manure for both the 
corn and the, wheat. On some of the hetter areas. of Miami, 
Bellefontaine, Fox, Ctosby and Priticeton it may perhaps be 
possible to satisfactorily employ a four-year rotation of corn, 
corn, wheat and clovér where soybeans are planted with the 
corn and ‘maybe a ‘winter cover crop ‘between the two crops of 
corn. Winter rye or a mixture of rye and winter vetch!are good 
for this purpose.’ ‘Another satisfactory rotation on the more level 
lands: whéte mostiof the’ produce cam be fed and considerable. 
amounts of manure returtred’to the:land is corn, corn, soybeans, 
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wheat and clover. In many cases it will be advisable to mix 
some alsike and timothy with the red clover in order to insure 
a full hay crop in case some of the red clover fails to catch. 


SOIL FERTILIZATION 


Manure.—On all of the light colored soils it is advisable to 
produce as much manure as possible by adopting a livestock 
system of farming and feeding most of the crops produced. Then, 
with a legume in the crop rotation every two or three years 
and the addition of some commercial fertilizer rich in available 
phosphoric acid, it will be possible to build up the fertility of the 
soil and raise profitable crops. Manure is more valuable on these 
light colored soils than on dark soils, which are not so much in 
need of either organic matter or nitrogen. Where the amount 
of manure is small, it is best to spread it out relatively thin in 
order to get the greatest returns per ton. Thus, if the amount 
of manure available is 100 tons it will be better to spread it over 
20 acres than to put it all on 10 acres.

An average application of 5.5 tons tof manure per acre for corn in a corn, wheat, 
clover rotation has produced average annual crop increases of 10.6 bushels of corn, 5.8 
bushels of wheat and 894 pounds of hay per acre. The value of the crop increases pro- 
duced has amounted to $3.62 per ton of manure applied. 


Manure should usually be plowed under for corn. By plow- 
ing the manure under it is possible to secure its greatest physical 
effect in loosening the soil. This is especially important in the 
case of heavy soils, which need mellowing. Where there is an 
abundance of manure, it may be profitably divided, putting about 
two tons per acre on the wheat in winter as a top dressing and 
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plowing the rest under for corn. Such use of manure on the 
wheat will be beneficial in three ways. It will add some plant 
food, serve as a mulch to lessen winterkilling and help to insure 
a stand of clover. Where soybeans are grown in the rotation, 
the soybean straw makes a very good top dressing for the wheat 
instead of manure, and is to be recommended as a very satis- 
factory way to utilize this material when not required for feed 
or bedding.

In Table IV are shown the results actually secured from the 
use of manure on several of the light colored soils under discus- 
sion. In each case all the manure was plowed under for corn. 
The corn shows the biggest crop increases, as was to be ex- 
pected, but the residual effects of manure on the wheat and hay 
are quite considerable in most cases. It will be observed that 
the values of the total increases produced have ranged from 
$2.28 to $4.36 per ton of manure applied. The North Vernon 
soil is in need of all the constituents of manure and has shown 
the largest returns. At Bedford, the soil has not been so much 
in need of either nitrogen or potash and so the manure has been 
relatively less effective. These results are in line with other 
experiments showing that, as a rule, the lighter the color of the 
soil the larger the returns from manure. 
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Commercial Fertilizer—Manure is a good fertilizer but it 
is not well balanced for Indiana soils. It is low in phosphorus, 
containing only one-fifth as much of this element as it does of 
nitrogen and one-fourth as much as of potassium: ‘The soils 
with which we are dealing are also low in phosphorus and need 
this element more than any other fertilizer constituent. There- 
fore, even where considerable amounts of manure are used, there 
will still be a shortage of phosphorus. The only way to supply 
this is through commercial fertilizer. If legumes and manure 
are scarce there will also be a scarcity of nitrogen and available 
potash. 


The beneficial effects of fertilizers on these light colored 
soils are clearly demonstrated in the results secured on several 
of the Station’s experiment fields as shown in the following table.

A study of Table V will show that it has been profitable in 
all cases to use liberal amounts of fertilizer. Fertilizers have 
paid big profits even where large amounts of manure have been 
used. The profits on these several fields have ranged from 
nearly 50 per cent to over 400 per cent on the money invested in 
fertilizer. It will be noticed that the largest returns from the 
use of fertilizer have come in the wheat and hay crops even 
where it was applied for corn only. At North Vernon, Worth 
ington and Francisco the fertilizer applied for corn has not been 
paid for by increased yields of corn but the wheat and hay crops 
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which followed have made good use of the fertilizer not taken up 
by the corn and the net results for the rotation have been highly 
profitable.

Average applications of 250 pounds of 16 per cent acid phosphate on corn and 200 - 
pounds 2-8-4 on wheat in a three-year rotation of corn, wheat and clover on limed land 
have produced average annual crop increases of 1.8 bushels of corn, 9.3 bushels of wheat 
and 525 pounds of hay per acre. The average total crop increase per rotation has 
amounted to $15.87 at a cost of $5.40 for the fertilizer. 


In considering the use of commercial fertilizer on the farm, 
there are four principal points ta be taken into account,—the 
amount of manure applied, the extent to which legumes are 
used, the needs of the crops to be grown and the deficiencies of 
the soil. On the majority of farms, especially where the soil 
is poor, there is not much manure to begin with and so there 
is a shortage of all fertilizer constituents. This means that in 
starting any practical system of soil improvement, the first crop 
increases must depend largely upon commercial fertilizer. As 
has been said under the head of supplying organic matter and 
nitrogen, the simplest and generally the most practical way is to 
start off by giving the land a heavy application of acid phosphate 
and seeding with inoculated soybeans. It is important to be 
liberal with the acid phosphate in this first application so as not 
only to supply the needs of the soybeans but to create a little 
reserve in the soil, which is urgently needed. A hand to mouth 
policy at the beginning will make the whole process of soil 
improvement very slow and tedious. At least 300 pounds of 
acid phosphate per acre should be applied to begin with, and 500 
pounds would be better. If the land is very poor and in bad 
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physical condition it will pay also to’start off with some potash 
in the fertilizer, say half as much potash as phosphoric acid. 
If the land is acid, it should be limed, as has been explained in 
previous paragraphs. The soybean crop will now have at hand 
all the mineral plant food it needs and, being inoculated with 
its nitrogen gathering bacteria, will supply itself with nitrogen 
from the air. The inoculation of the soybeans can be effected 
most conveniently by securing some soil from a field where in- 
oculated soybeans have grown and mixing three or four quarts 
of this with each bushel of seed just before putting it into the 
drill. Where the soybean seed is purchased direct from the 
producer, the necessary soil for inoculation can be secured at the 
Same time. Details regarding the culture of soybeans can be 
secured from the county agent or from Bulletin 238 of the Pur- 


due University Agricultural Experiment Station. 


The next step should generally be the seeding of the land 
to wheat. The soybean crop may be harvested for seed or for 
hay. If a seed crop is taken the straw may be fed or used for 
bedding and converted into manure or it may be saved for top 
dressing the wheat in the winter. After removing the soybean 
crop in September, the land can be readily prepared for wheat 
seeding by light disking or harrowing, since the soybean has 
quite a mellowing effect upon the soil? The wheat should re- 
ceive 300 pounds per acre of a high grade complete fertilizer, 
such as 2-12-4 or 2-12-6. On the poorer soils and especially on 
those that are known to be low in available potash, such as 
Clermont and other flat gray lands, the higher potash analysis 
should be used. Although a legume has preceded, it is necessary 
to have some nitrogen in the fertilizer for the wheat. The ni- 
trogen in the soybean roots and stubble does not become avail- 
able fast enough to do the wheat much good in the fall. The 
material has to rot first and that will not take place to any extent 
until the following spring. Experiments have shown that in the 
fall wheat needs fertilizer nitrogen after soybeans just as much 
as aiter corn, but the final results on the wheat crop will be much 
better after the soybeans. On the Soils and Crops Experiment 
Farm at Lafayette, wheat after soybeans during the last eight 
years has average 6.9 bushels more than after corn with the 
same fertilizer treatment. 

The third step should be to sow clover on the wheat. It is 
a good plan to divide the clover seed, sowing half early in Feb- 
ruary on bare frozen ground and half in April after freezing 
weather is past. This greatly increases the chances of getting a 
satisfactory stand. The soybean straw or a little manure should 
be spread on the wheat after the first seeding of clover. The 
excess of phosphate applied for the soybeans and wheat will help 
the clover and under reasonably favorable weather conditions 
a good crop of clover should be secured. 


As the fourth step, the second growth clover should be 
plowed under for corn, as well as any manure that may be avail 
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able. Without manure, the corn should receive 100 pounds of 
0-12-6 fertilizer drilled continuously in the row. With manure, 
straight acid phosphate at the same rate per acre will be suffi- 
cient. It will be well also to drill some soybeans with the corn, 
say five or six pounds to the acre. This can be “hogeed off” or 
leit entirely for plowing under for the next crop. 


On the next round of the rotation, it will not be necessary 
to use quite as much fertilizer and after a full dressing of manure 


“can be applied for corn, the fertilizer may be left off the soy- 


beans. The wheat should always receive 200 to 300 pounds 
of a good complete fertilizer, the exact amount and the propor- 
tion of potash depending upon the amount of manure used dur- 
ing the rotation. Continuing to use 100 pounds per acre of 
0-12-6 or acid phosphate in the row for corn will usually be 
advisable. 


Whenever the clover crop fails, soybeans should be’ sub- 
stituted as the hay crop so as not to be without a legume in this 
place in the rotation. 


GENERAL RECOMMENDATIONS 


The soils that are acid should be limed as soon as possible. 
Some are so acid that they will not grow clover or respond 
properly to other treatments until after they are limed. Apply 
from one to three tons of ground limestone per acre, according 
to degree of acidity. 


Tile drain all soils that are naturally wet. This is particu- 
larly important in the case of Clermont, Vigo, Waverly, Crosby 
and the flatter areas of other heavy types. 


Grow clover or other legumes at least once in each round of 
the crop rotation. 


Feed as much as possible of the produce and apply the ma- 
nure to the land. 


Grow cover crops wherever possible and plow these under, 
together with all unused crop residues. On all of these soils, 
special efforts must be made-to provide organic matter for plow- 
ing under both to improve the physical condition of the soil and 
to supply nitrogen. The latter can be accomplished only through 
plowing under legumes, either directly or in the form of manure. 


Apply liberal amounts of high grade fertilizer somewhere 
in each round of the rotation. At least as much available phos- 
phorus should be applied as is removed in crops. The amounts 
of nitrogen and potash that should be used in fertilizer will 
depend upon the amounts of manure and legumes plowed under. 


So long as little manure is available, all grain crops should 
receive especially liberal amounts of high grade fertilizer.

Annual Report 
Indiana Stallion Enrollment Board 
1923 


The records of the Indiana Stallion Enrollment work for 1923 
show a decrease of 4% in the total number of licenses issued for reg- 
istered stallions and jacks for the year. The percentage decrease, 
however, among the leading draft breeds was only 3.5% compared 
with 7% the previous year. A 5.6% decrease is shown for jack en- 


_ rollments compared with a slight increase in enrollment the previous 


year. Enrollments among stallions of the light-legged breeds in- 


creased 7%. Standard Breds increased 6% and Saddle stallions in- 


creased 100%. 


ONLY REGISTERED STALLIONS AND JACKS FOR PUBLIC SERVICE 


On February 28th, 1921, Section 3 of the Indiana Law was 
amended to read as follows: ‘That said Board shall issue no certifi- 
cate of enrollment for any stallion or jack after December 31, 1921, 
that is not recorded in one of the pedigree register associations, so- 
cieties, Or companies provided for in section four of this act.” This 
excludes grade and scrub stallions and jacks from being used or 
offered for use for public service in Indiana after December 31, 1921. 

Section eight of the law, covering fées, provides for an increase 
from $3.00 to $5.00 for new enrollments, from $1.00 to $3.00 for re- 
newals, and $1.00 for all transfers completed within thirty days from 


_ date of sale and $2.00 for transfers not completed within thirty days 


from date of sale. 
COLLECTION OF SERVICE FEES 


Fees for the services of stallions and jacks cannot legally be col- 
lected unless every provision of the Enrollment Law is complied with 
by the owner. The stallion or jack must have an enrollment certifi- 
cate (license) in good standing with the Enrollment Board for the 
current year, and the owner must keep affixed correct copies of the 
certificate of enrollment in conspicuous places both within and upon 
the outside of the home stable and the stables or buildings where 
the stallion is used for public service and at any farm or place away 
from his home, and the owner must comply with all other provisions 
as contained in Section 9 of the law. 


FOLLOWING IS THE TEXT OF THE LIEN LAW NOW IN FORCE 


Section 10 (Indiana Acts 1913, Chapter 28) 


“Sec. 10. Having complied with the provisions of this act, the 
owner of any stallion shall have a lien for the sum stipulated to be 
paid for the services thereof, upon the offspring of such stallion by 


filing at any time within eighteen months after the date of service, a 


statement of the account thereof, together with a description as to 
color, and white markings of the female served, and the name of the 
owner at the date of service, in the county recorder’s office of the 
county wherein owner of said female resided at time of service. Such 
lien shall exist for a period of one year from the date of foaling of said 
colt, or if credit is given, from the expiration of the credit, and shall 
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have priority over all other liens and encumbrances upon the off- 
spring. Neither the mare nor the foal shall be sold within eighteen 
months after the date of service unless the service fee shall be paid, 
unless such sale shall be agreed to and approved in writing by the 
owner of the stallion at the time of the sale or transfer of the mare 
or foal. At any time after the offspring has been foaled, any per- 
son having such lien may enforce the same by filing his complaint be- 
fore any justice of the peace, or in the circuit court or superior court 
of the county where the said notice of lien is filed, at any time within 
one year from the date of foaling of said colt, or if credit be given, 
from the expiration of the credit; and if the lien shall not be enforced 
within the time prescribed by this section the same shall be null 
and void; and the court rendering judgment shall order the sale of 
the offspring to be made, and the officer making the sale shall sell 
the offspring without relief from valuation or appraisement laws.” 

It is suggested that in any cases where service fees might be 
suspected as being difficult to collect, a lien be filed in the county re- 
corder’s office well within the time limit. Then if the fee is not paid 
in a reasonable time the stallion owner may enforce his claim in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of the law. On the other hand, if the 
mare owner does pay the service fee promptly no lien enforcement 
would then be necessary. Further information as to the form of no- 
tice to be served may be had by writing to the Indiana Stallion En- 
rollment Board, LaFayette, Indiana. 


ABOUT TRANSFERS 


Stallion and jack owners encounter much needless expense in 
not getting official transfers completed promptly on newly purchased 
stallions and jacks. Moreover, the Enrollment Board is put to addi- 
tional expense besides withholding enrollment certificates (licenses) 
during the breeding season where transfers are either incomplete or 
missing. The official transfer showing the stallion owner’s name as 
recorded on the records of the pedigree association should be con- 
sidered an important part of the pedigree itself and should be kept 
attached to the pedigree at all times. By doing this, much time, an- 
noyance, and expense would be saved. For instance: a man buys a 
Percheron stallion and delays getting the horse transferred to himself 
for seven months. What is the result? It will cost him $6.00 then 
whereas if it had been completed within ninety days from the date 
of sale it would have cost him $2.00. That is not all. The delay 
will cost the owner $2.00 more for transfer on the stallion enroll- 
ment records whereas this could have been done for $1.00 if com- 
pleted within thirty days from date of sale. Altogether then the 
entire cost of transferring a new horse on the records of the pedigree 
association and the stallion enrollment records after-seven months is 
$8.00, whereas the cost need not have been over $3.00 had the trans- 
fer been completed within thirty days from date of sale. 


INSTRUCTIONS TO STALILON AND JACK OWNERS 
HOW TO GET A STALLION OR JACK ENROLLED 


Send to the office of the Indiana Stallion Enrollment Board, La- 
Fayette, Indiana, the following: 

1. Application containing certificate of soundness. 

2. Pedigree (transfers if necessary, up to date). 

3. $5.00 enrollment fee (money order or draft). 
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HOW TO GET A STALLION OR JACK RENEWED 


Send to the enrollment office the following: 


1. Certificate of enrollment (license). 
2. Certificate of soundness (when required—every two years). 
3. Renewal fee of $3.00 (money order or draft). 


Note: 


1. All stallion and jack enrollments expire January lst of each 
year and must be renewed before March 15th following. 


2. All transfers on the records of the Enrollment Board are $1.00 
if completed- within thirty days from the date of sale and $2.00 if not 
completed within thirty days from the date of sale. 


WHAT IS “PUBLIC SERVICE” 


Using a stallion or jack for public service means for a stallion or 
jack to be bred to mares that belong to any one other than the ownef 
of the stallion or jack. 


WHAT CONSTITUTES VIOLATION 


It is a violation of the Stallion Enrollment Law for a man to 
use or offer to use his stallion or jack for public service until certificate 
of enrollment is secured from the Board. Having paid the enroll- 
ment fee or having had veterinary examination made is not sufficient. 
Section 1 of the law states that the owner or keeper must have in 
his possession a certificate of enrollment in legal force at the time 
he offers a stallion or jack for public service. 


It is a violation of the law for a man to use or offer for use for 
public service without having posters as described in section 9 both 
within and upon the outside of his home stable and at all other stables 
or buildings where the stallion is used for public service away from 
his home barn. 


It is a violation of the law to use any advertising matter that does 
not conform to the requirements of section 9. The Secretary will assist 
any stallion owner in preparing advertising matter that will conform 
to the law. 


It is a violation of the law, even though no service fee is charged, 
directly or indirectly, to use or offer for use for public service any 
stallion or jack that is not properly and legally enrolled with the Stal- 
lion Enrollment Board. Whether or not any service fee is charged 


_ makes no difference. 


PROSECUTIONS 


With the assistance of the owners of registered stallions and jacks 


"reporting grade and scrub sires still being used for public service, sev- 


eral violators have been prosecuted with the penalties levied in ac- 


cordance with section 12 of the enrollment law. A special field 
' agent was employed by the Board during the year and the results 


in locating violators have been satisfactory. It should be remembered 
that, although the policy of the Board has always been, and still is 
educational, yet in justice to those who comply with the law, violators 
are prosecuted in accordance with the provisions of the law. 


STALLION LAWS OF OTHER STATES 


According to a report prepared recently by the Bureau of Animal 
Industry, in 18 of the 24 states administering stallion enrollment laws 
are to be found about two-thirds of all the horses in the United States. 
This fact is significant in that it indicates how progressive horse 
breeders in the important horse producing areas support this form 
of legislation that unquestionably results in superior horses with in- 
creased value. 


At present there are four Canadian provinces and 24 states in the 
Union actively administering these laws.

STATES BARRING GRADES AND SCRUBS 


There is a:steady growing appreciation among horse breeders, 
of purebred sires for permanently improving the quality and value of 
farm and market horses. Extensive investigations carried on in Indi- 
ana a few years ago showed that the offspring of purebred stallions 
sold for an average of $76.00 more than did the offspring from grade 
or scrub stallions. The states now having enrollment laws making 
it illegal to use or offer for use grades or scrubs for public service, 
are as follows: PENNSYLVANIA, MICHIGAN, NORTH DA- 
KOTA, NEW YORK, IOWA, and INDIANA. 


NEW APPOINTMENT 


Mr. Harry Stamp, of Roachdale, Indiana, nominated by the Indi- 
ana Draft Horse Breeders’ Association, has been appointed to stuc- 
ceed Mr. Roy E. Graham, of Franklin, Indiana, whose term of office 
expired December 31, 1923 (Section 2, Indiana Stallion Enrollment 
Law). ~ ‘ 

As president of the Enrollment Board Mr. Graham has served 
with loyal devotion in carrying out the provisions of the law in an 
effective manner. The other members of the Board hereby express 
their appreciation of Mr. Graham’s valuable services. 


ACKNOWLEDGMENTS 


The Board takes this opportunity in expressing its sincere appre- 
ciation to horsemen, jack owners, farmers, veterinarians, and county 
agricultural agents, for assistance rendered toward making the cn- 
rollment work more effective. 


IMPORTANT NOTICE 


From the experience the Enrollment Board has had among stal- 
lion owners we have found several Indiana stallioners who after 
paying long prices for their stallions, found that their horses were 
registered in one of the several pedigree registry associations not rec- 
ognized by the Indiana Stallion Enrollment Board. On account of 
_ not having uniform stallion legislation in the various states, a man in 
Indiana might have purchased a registered stallion enrolled for pub- 
lic service in another state but on account of this stallion being regis- 
tered in some pedigree registry association not recognized as standard 
by the Indiana Enrollment Board, the owner could not legally use 
his new horse for public service in Indiana. Several Indiana stal- 
lioners have experienced this hardship and we trust that from now 
on prospective stallion owners, before buying, will investigate these 
matters by writing to the Secretary of the Indiana Stallion Enroll- 
ment Board. We publish herewith a list of pedigree registry asso- 


_ ciations with names and addresses of the executive in charge, recog- 


nized as standard, by the Indiana Stallion Enrollmen Board.

The Moses Fell Annex was received from Hon. Moses F. Dunn and 
Antoinette Fell in 1914 to be used for experimental and demonstra- 
tion purposes in order that the agriculture and country life of South- 
ern Indiana might be benefited. 


The farm consists of 459 acres, much of which is in woods, pasture 
and quarries. The soil type represents a very large area in Southern 
Indiana and the results of the experiments will grow in value to the 
farmers of that section each year. 


The farm is being operated for the benefit of the farmers of 
Southern Indiana. The soil experiments show that great improvement 
can be made in the producing power of the soil. Variety tests show 
the need of using the varieties best adapted to that section and the 
improving of these varieties. : 


The orchard experiments have a lesson for every fruit grower and 
for those interested in the planting and care of a young orchard. 


There has not been a complete crop failure in the orchard since 
it was renovated. The effects of good care and management are 
cumulative. 


Alfalfa is being successfully grown on the farm and is a valuable 
hay crop, producing from 2! to 4 tons per acre. 


Inspect the new packing and storage shed; the barn; look over 
the orchard experiments and the peach variety orchard; the soil ex- 
periments have many lessons for you; watch the development of the 
herds and flocks from year to year. 

The poultry flock added approximately $1,000.00 to the total in- 
come of the farm. This flock is handled as a practical farm flock 
and shows a good profit above the costs of feeds, labor, depreciation 
and such items.

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REPORT OF MOSES FELL ANNEX 
JUNE, 1924 


H. J. Reed, Farm Director E. W. Moore, Local Superintendent 


Every farmer in southern Indiana should be interested in the 
work that is under way on Moses Fell Annex. The general farmer is 
interested because the experimental work done in connection with 
the Soils and Crops Department, of the Experiment Station, is show- 
ing the effects of various fertilizers and the most profitable soil treat- 
ments. Many. combinations of fertilizers, with and without lime, and 
manure have been under test for eight years and it is interesting to 
note that one plot which has received soil treatments costing $5.04 for 
the fertilizer per acre per rotation has produced crop increases amount- 
ing to $30.08 per acre per rotation. 


More than 1,800 people attended the field meeting at the Moses Fell Annex Farm, 
June 7, 1923. Field inspections were made and special work given for the ladies. 


The variety tests of staple crops indicate the yield and behavior 
of the different varieties of these crops on this type of soil. The im- 
portance of using a variety of winter wheat that will withstand an 
open winter, such as we have just passed through, is demonstrated in 
the variety tests and the bulk planting. Michikoff wheat and the 
Purkoff wheat, two varieties which have been developed by the Pur- 
due Agricultural Experiment Station, have gone through the winter in 
excellent condition and give promise of a good yield, while the com- 
mon varieties such as Red Rock, Red Chaff, Fultz, and Poole have 
winter-killed and will not produce a crop worth mentioning. 

The pasture experiment started last year is also showing results 
which will interest farmers who have rough pasture land and who are 
interested in improving it to maintain more livestock. The effort to 
grow Kudza vines as a plant for pasture on this type of soil has not 
proven satisfactory. This effort will be discontinued for the present.

All farmers will welcome the introduction of the Korean lespe- 
deza clover because this is a new variety that has been giving very 
satisfactory results in southern Indiana and gives promise of being 
of great value in pasture improvement work. 

Horticulturists will observe results in the soil management ex- 
periment, the pruning experiments, the peach variety tests, and the 
use of nitrogen fertilizers in the peach orchard, that will be useful to 
them. 

The farm is stocked with a flock of sheep, a herd of pure bred 
hogs, a small herd of pure bred cattle, and a flock of White Leghorn 
chickens.

The combination of manure and acid phosphate has produced average annual crop 
increases of 24.4 bushels of corn, 902 pounds of stover, 5.9 bushels of wheat, 676 pounds 
of straw, and 1,063 pounds of clover hay, valued at $28.68, at an average cost of 
$7.86 for lime and phosphate and about five tons of manure. 


These various items make the work of the farm of interest to all 
types of farmers and they can get suggestions regarding various 
phases of their farming activities from the work under way. The 
experimental work is designed to aid the farmers in eliminating the 
“euess-work” from farming. Economical production per acre is of 
utmost importance at this time and will continue to be so. The ac- 
cumulation of related facts serves as a basis for the development of 
more profitable methods which can be safely adopted by the farmers 
for a long period of years. 


The Honorable Moses Fell Dunn realized the importance of 
this kind of work for the development of a profitable and satisfac- 
tory agriculture and dedicated this farm to that purpose. 


| 


| . SOILS AND CROPS EXPERIMENTS 


To study the factors of profitable production of crops, two series 
of fertility tests are being conducted. The soil is a yellowish brown 
silt loam, typical of the upland of this section. In 1914 a uniform 
section of about ten acres, which was in old meadow, was plowed up 
and planted to corn. The resulting crop yield was 23 bushels of ear 
corn per acre. The two series of experiments were planned and are 


under the supervision of the Department of Soils and Crops, A. T. 


Wiancko, Chief, and involve the use of lime, phosphate, nitrogen, 


_ potash and manure in various combinations. The results of this work 


to date are included in following tables. These experiments show 


that the thinnest land of south central Indiana can be profitably 


built up to the point where farming will pay if the land is not too 


broken. Manure is not enough. In fact, phosphate in addition to 


manure has increased the crop more than the manure itself. 


THE GENERAL SOIL FERTILITY TEST 


The object of this experiment is to determine the value of lime, 
phosphorus, potash, nitrogen, manure, and crop residues, instead of 
manure in improving the fertility of this type of soil. 

The field was laid out and tile drained in the spring of 1917. The 
original rotation was corn, wheat, clover, timothy, but this was 
changed in 1923 to corn, soybeans, wheat, clover, which is a more 
suitable rotation for this kind of land. All crops are removed except 
on plots 6, 7, 8, 10 and 11, where only the ear corn, wheat grain, soy- 
bean grain, and clover hay are removed, leaving all the roughage ex- 
cept the clover hay on the land in lieu of manure. 

The treatments shown in the second column of the table are as 
follows: 

L=ground limestone; P = phosphorus; K = potash; N = ni- 
trogen; Res. = crop residues; O = no treatment; M = manure. 

All limed plots received 3 tons of ground limestone per acre in 
the spring of 1917. 

The fertilizer applications consist of 72 pounds of phosphoric 
acid, 24 pounds of potash, and 12 pounds of nitrogen per acre per 
rotation. The phosphorus and potash are equally divided between 
the corn and wheat, but the nitrogen is all applied for wheat. 

The manure applications consisted of 8 tons per acre plowed 
under for corn in the first round of the rotation. Since then the rate 
of manuring has been equal to the amount of produce removed dur- 
ing the previous round of the rotation, except the wheat grain.

$5.04 for the fertilizer (compare plots 1 and 2). 

Manure applied at an average rate of 7.6 tons per acre for the 
corn has produced average crop increases of 17.3 bushels of corn, 
4.2 bushels of wheat, 513 pounds of clover hay, and 1.3 bushels of 
soybeans per acre, valued at $21.30, which amounts to an average 
return of $2.80 per ton of manure (compare plots 14 and 15),

Ground limestone applied at the rate of 3 tons per acre in 1917 
has so far produced average increases of 5.4 bushels of corn, 1.7 
bushels of wheat, 566 pounds of clover hay, and 3.1 bushels of soy- 
beans per acre, valued at $13.86 per rotation. 

Lime and manure together have produced average increases of 


21.6 bushels of corn, 4.1 bushels of wheat, 841 pounds of clover hay, 
and 3.9 bushels of soybeans per acre, amounting to $30.36 per rota- 


tion. 

Two hundred and twenty-five pounds of acid phosphate for corn 
and wheat on limed land, which is manured for corn, has further in- 
creased the yields by 5.7 bushels of corn, 5.6 bushels of wheat, 1022 
pounds of clover hay, and 4.2 bushels of soybeans per acre, amount- 
ing to $22.60 per rotation at a cost of $5.04 for the phosphate (com- 
pare plots 16 and 18). 

Applications of 300 pounds of 0-12-4 on corn, and 300 pounds of 
412-4 fertilizer on the wheat have produced average increases of 
136 bushels of corn, 9.3 bushels of wheat, 911 pounds of clover hay, 
and 4 bushels of soybeans per acre, amounting to $30.93 at a total 
cost of $9.48 for the fertilizer (compare plots 4 and 5). A great bulk 
of the increase, however, has been due to the phosphorus in the fer- 
tilizer = shown in the comparison of plots 2 and 8 with plots 3, 4, 
6, and 7. 


COMPARISON OF DIFFERENT PHOSPHATES 


The object of this experiment is to determine the relative values 
of acid phosphate, rock phosphate, bone meal, and basic slag as phos- 


_ phatic fertilizers. Acid and rock phosphate are also compared in sev- 


eral different proportions, with and without lime, manure, nitrogen 
and potash in fertilizer. 

This field was laid out and tile drained in the spring of 1915. The 
crop rotation is corn, wheat, and clover, with all produce removed ex- 
cept second growth clover. 

The treatments shown in the second column of the table are as 
follows: L—ground limestone; M = manure; St. B—=steamed 
bonemeal; BS = basic slag; AP —acid phosphate; RP = rock phos- 
phate; N = nitrogen; K = potash. 

Ground limestone was applied at the rate of 4 tons per acre in

Manure was applied at the rate of 6 tons per acre for corn in the 
first round of the rotation and since then in amounts equal to produce 
removed except wheat grain. The phosphates are applied at the rates 
shown in the third column in the accompanying table.

: of corn, 7.4 bushels of wheat, and 1535 

pounds of clover hay per acre, valued at $39.95 per acre per 
rotation, or a total of about $94.00 per acre since 1916 when the 
treatment was begun, at a total cost of $24.32 for lime and phos- 
phate. Twelve dollars of this cost was for four tons of ground lime- 
stone, which is enough to last for several years (see plots 26 and 29). 


On limed and manured land acid phosphate has been the most 
"profitable source of phosphorus, the net returns per acre per rotation 
from the different phosphates averaging as follows: Acid phosphate, 
$10.57; basic slag, $9.31; steamed bone meal, $7.53; raw rock phos- 
phate, $4.59. In this comparison acid phosphate, basic slag and 
steamed bone meal have been applied at the rate of 48 pounds of 

phosphoric acid per acre, and rock phosphate at the rate of 192 pounds 
of phosphoric acid per acre, with the manure for each corn crop. 

On limed land acid phosphate has been more profitable than 
rock phosphate, whether used in large or small amounts, and with 
or without manure. Without manure the acid phosphate has aver- 
aged net returns of $6.56, and with manure $10.63, while rock phos- 
phate has failed to pay for itself by $1.13 without manure, and has 
yielded a net profit of $3.20 with manure, per acre per rotation. 

Without lime, rock phosphate has been more profitable than acid 
phosphate, except on manured land, netting $15.54 against $11.39 for 
acid phosphate. On manured land without lime, acid phosphate is 
ahead of the rock, netting $17.47 against $16.37 for the rock. 

On limed and manured land, one ton of rock phosphate applied 
in 1916 has produced crop increases to date valued at $23.58 while 
half a ton of acid phosphate has produced increases valued at $42.46 
up to the present time. 


SUGGESTIONS BASED ON RESULTS OF EXPERIMENTS 


The greatest single need of this type of soil is phosphorus and 
this element should be liberally applied. 

For best results this land should receive at least two tons of 
ground limestone per acre. Clover should be included in the crop 
rotation. As much as possible of the produce should be fed and the 
manure applied to the land. In addition to this, at least 400 pounds 
of acid phosphate per acre should be applied during each round of the 
rotation. The combination of lime, manure, and acid phosphate has 
produced crop increases worth $64.98 per acre in six years, at present 
crop prices, at a total outlay of $16.56 for lime and phosphate. 

Where neither lime nor manure can be used it will pay well to 
apply 300 pounds of acid phosphate for corn and 300 pounds of 2-12-4 
for wheat. On plot No. 12, 300 pounds of 0-12-4 on the corn and 
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300 pounds 4-12-4 on the wheat have produced crop increases valued 
at $40.30 per acre per rotation at a cost of $9.48 for the fertilizer. 

Rock phosphate will also pay well on land that cannot be limed. 

The question is often asked regarding the area in Lawrence 
county to which the results of the Bedford experiment fields will 
apply. During the soil survey which was made of the entire county 
care was taken to locate each different type that was found by the in- 
vestigators and the groups of soil to which our results can be applied 
are shown on the accompanying map. 
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The results of the treatments on this field will apply to all sim- 
ilar land in the county, which is indicated by shading Number 1 on 
the map. These results will also apply fully as well to the areas 
indicated by shading Number 2 and more or less fully to the areas 
indicated by shading Number 3, where the hill tops are like Number 
1 and the lower slopes like Number 2. 

The results on the Bedford Experiment Field apply most largely 
to these three regions.

The combination of lime, manure and fertilizer has produced average annual crop 
increases of 27.3 bushels of corn, 1,298 pounds of stover, 9.7 bushels of wheat, 869 
pounds of straw and 3,198 pounds of clover and timothy hay, valued at $45.97, at an 
average cost of $10.18 for lime and fertilizer and about 7 tons of manure every four 
years. 


Portions of the unshaded area would doubtless respond to similar 
treatments but most of it does not need either lime or fertilizer to the 
same extent as the shaded areas. 


TESTS OF VARIETIES OF THE PRINCIPAL FARM CROPS 


In order to determine the varieties of the different crops which 
will give best results on land of this type in this section of the State, 
a number of promising varieties of corn, soybeans, oats, wheat and 
barley are grown each year. The different varieties are grown side 
by side on uniform soil and with the same fertilization so that they 
may be easily compared. Each one is harvested separately and the 
yields are carefully determined. Those varieties which give the best 
results over a long enough period to get a fair average of seasonable 
conditions are the ones which may be expected to do best all over 
this section of the State on soils of this type. 


The tests of corn varieties were begun in 1920 and do not show 
conclusive results. So far the large strains of Johnson County White 
and Reid’s Yellow Dent corn have produced larger yields than 
smaller strains of these varieties. Boone County White and Alex- 
ander’s Gold Standard have also given good yields. 

Midwest (Hollybrook) and Dunfield soybeans have given good 
results, the Dunfield being an especially heavy hay yielder. The 
Lexington and Manchu are also giving good results for hay. 

For the few years they have been tested Iowa 103, an early va- 
riety of oats, and the Swedish Select, a medium variety, have given 
the best results. Oats are not a profitable crop this far south and 
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high yields should not be expected. Each of these two varieties has 
an average yield of 29 bushels per acre for three years. 


Bulk plantings have been made of five varie- 
Inspect the bulk ties of wheat which have usually shown up well 
plantings of wheat in the variety tests. The varieties used this year 


were Fultz, Red Chaff, Red Rock, Poole, and 
Purkoff which has been previously reported as Number 10 C-5-2-4. Purkoff 
is a new variety developed by the Soils and Crops Department of the 
Experiment Station and is proving a very satisfactory wheat on the 
thinner types of soil in this State. An examination of the bulk plant-

ing will emphasize very clearly the importance of using a wheat of 
this kind which is winter hardy amd capable of giving good yields 
over a long period of years. This variety has been under test for a 
number of years and is about ready for distribution. In the bulk 
plantings last year the Purkoff yielded slightly more than 27 bushels 
per acre. The other varietiés ranged from 18 to 25 bushels per acre. 
As will be noticed this year the Purkoff is the only variety in the 
bulk planting which has gone through the winter in good condition. 
The alfalfa fields have suffered a great deal from winter killing and it 
will be necessary to plough up our present fields and reseed them 
this fall to make profitable production. : 


CLOVER SEEDING EXPERIMENT 


When is the best time to sow clover? Seedings are made on 
wheat and rye at different dates to determine the time to give the 
best average results. Seedings are made about the middle of Febru- 
ary, March 1, March 15, and April 1, at 8 pounds per acre, and a di- 
vided seeding, using + pounds seed per acre in February and another 
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4 pounds seed about April 1. The April seedings are harrowed so as 
to help cover the seed. Hubam clover and the ordinary sweet clover 
are also seeded in February to compare the amount of growth they 
will make the first year. 


So far the seedings, made from February 15 to March 15, and 
the divided seeding have given the best results. Very poor stands 
have usually been obtained when all the seed was sown after March 
15 or April 1. This work has not been continued long enough to give 
conclusive results. 


PASTURE EXPERIMENTS 


One of the important problems confront- 
ing farmers owning rolling land is the im- 
provement of their pastures so that the 
carrying capacity of these acres may be in- 
creased. The lack of satisfactory pasture 
has necessitated the reduction of live stock 
maintained on most of these farms. A rather 
complete experiment has been well started on the northwest part of 
the farm which includes various soil treatments involving the use 
of manure, complete fertilizer and lime stone. Three mixtures of 
grass seed are also used in this experiment to determine the best 
mixture to use. Untreated plots are left to show the effect of these 
treatments. In addition to the pasture experiment a large area of the 
old pasture land adjoining the experimental field has been given an 
application of fertilizer and grass seed to improve this part of the 
pasture. Gullies in this field have been given some straw and manure 
with the hope of getting a stand of grass to prevent further washing. 
After this work develops a comparison will be made of the carrying 
capacity by using the livestock on one field at a time.

The old orchard the orchard covered approximately 80 acres 
has been made and was a inass of undergrowth, consisting of 
profitable buckbrush, sassafras, hickory sprouts, and lo- 
cust trees. Peach and pear fillers had been 
planted in the orchard and allowed to crowd the permanent trees with 
the result that most of the fillers and one-half of the permanent apple 
trees were dead by 1914. The orchard has been renovated and this 
work has continued for the last ten years. The dead trees have been 
replaced with young trees and many of these are beginning to bear. 


The 
summer meeting of the Indiana Horticultural Society brought interested people from all 
parts of Indiana, and adjoining states, to the farm. 


The yield of the orchard, as reported by Mr. Dunn, varied from 400 
to 600 bushels, and has during the past eight years produced crops 
ranging from 1,000 to 9,000 bushels from the 1100 bearing trees. The 
crop harvested last fall was approximately 4300 bushels and indications 
are that the crop for 1924 will be one of the largest that has ever been 
produced on a farm. 

For the purpose of comparison a plot on the north side of the 
orchard was left without treatment other than cutting out the great- 
er part of the dead wood from the trees. This “neglect plot” has 


13 


been continued for five years and is a good demonstration of what can 
happen to trees which are not cared for in a good manner. The foliage 
is poor and invariably falls early in the season. The fruit becomes 
diseased and does not hang on the trees until picking time. “As a 
result this “neglect plot” has produced, during the entire period of 
five years, very few bushels of apples which were fit to cook. 

The orchard stands as a good demonstration of what can be done 
to renovate an old orchard which was almost ruined and in an ex- 
tremely low state of vigor and productivity.

trees which have received little or no pruning are much larger than 
those which have been severely pruned. This portion of the experi- 
ment is a very definite and valuable guide to those interested in de- 
veloping a young orchard and should be studied with great care. In 
other parts of the orchard it is possible to note the beneficial effects 
of nitrate fertilizer on trees growing in sod where conditions of star- 
vation had existed. Trees under these conditions have responded to 
the applications of the nitrate fertilizers and the crop has been greatly 
increased. Trees which are in that part of the orchard where clean 
cultivation and cover crops is practiced, have not shown beneficial 
effects from the use of the nitrate fertilizer which are noticeable from 
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the standpoint of yield or growth. Two or three plantings of young 
trees in the vacancies in certain parts of the orchard have failed in 
the past. These vacancies have been replanted and by the use of an 
adequate mulch the young trees are making an excellent growth. Any 
mulching material, from barnyard manure, which is best, to chopped 
corn stalks or sod, will accomplish much in increasing the growth 
and vigor of trees set in sod or on hillsides where cultivation is im- 
possible. The horticultural work is done under the supervision of 
Prof. L. Greene, Chief of the Dept. of Horticulture, and his staff. 


THE PEACH ORCHARD 


To determine the possibilities of commercial peach production a 
two acre block of Elberta peaches was planted in 1916 just south of 
the main apple orchard. Since that time this block of trees has pro- 
duced crops totalling $1250.00 per acre. The interest in commercial

peach growing has been increasing in the last few years in southern 
Indiana and a variety test of fifteen promising varieties has been set 
out to study the value of these from a commercial standpoint. Ac- 
curate data is being kept on the behavior of these trees which will 
be of interest to the growers in the State. The severe winter weather 
killed practically all of the peach buds and the trees in the Elberta 
block have been severely pruned to get them in condition for better 
crops in the future. 


SPRAYING EXPERIMENTS 


Orchard men in southern Indiana have long faced the problem 
of apple blotch control and there has been under way for several 
years experiments designed to study the control of blotch by spray- 
ing. It will be of interest to fruit growers and farmers in general 
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to observe the effects of good spraying on the condition of the trees 
in this orchard. ‘The orchard will continue to furniush a greater 
fund of information to fruit growers in southern Indiana. New sprays 
and insecticides, as well as other methods of insect and plant dis- 
ease control, will be tried out and the results made available for the 
farmers.

The building has 
proven very satisfactory for handling the fruit crop and the results of 
the cool storage have been very satisfactory. Growers have mani- 
fested a keen interest in this part of the work because the development 
of satisfactory storage will mean much to the marketing of the apple 
crop in the larger apple growing sections. A study is being made of 
the various methods of storage and records are being kept on the 
behavior of different varieties in this kind of storage. 


Through the proper storage of the apple crop, there will be made 


_ possible a longer marketing period in the local community and the 
s S$ I Me 


community will be benefitted by being able to obtain well grown fruit 
of a high quality. Growers will benefit by being able to handle their 
crop with a minimum amount of labor and loss. An inspection of this 
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building will be worth while for all the fruit growers present. Tt will 
be seen that the fruit can be unloaded on the west end of the building, 
graded, and packed in a direct line to the elevator which takes the 
packed fruit to the basement for cool storage. During this last win- 
ter, fruit was successfully stored until the supply was exhausted in 
January, indicating that there is an important field for the cool storage 
house in southern Indiana.

made it increasingly important that a good flock of poultry, with the 
practical equipment necessary, should be maintained on the farm. 
The present poultry house is of the 2/3 span or combination roof 
type with an abundance of ventilation and light from the front. The 
equipment inside of the house includes roosting quarters in the rear, 
nests on the end, large self-feeders, grain bins, brooding coops and 
electric lights. It represents in a fair way the ideas‘which the Poul- 
try Department, under the direction of A. G. Philips, Chief, has 
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found to be practical in housing poultry. The hatching is done by 
incubators and three brooder colony houses, equipped with coal 
burners, are used for rearing young stock. The flock consists of two 
units: one of 200 pullets and the other of approximately 150 hens. 
They are kept separate through the breeding season and for much of 
the other time during the year. The pullets are not mated and hatch- 
ing eggs are used from hens only. This insures chicks from hens that 
have been selected the previous fall as high layers. Both young stock 
and the mature stock are culled from time to time and only the desir-— 
able birds are kept. The broilers are marketed at 1% to 2 pounds 
weight. The rations fed are those outlined in Experiment Station 
Cireular 101. Electric lights have been installed and have given ex- 
cellent results. 


This poultry house is 60 ft. by 20 ft. and represents one good type for the practical 
farm. The feeding and watering conveniences in this house reduce the labor required to 
care for the flock to a minimum and increase the profits. 


| LIVESTOCK | 


There is maintained on the 
farm a herd of Poland China hogs, 
a herd of cattle and a flock of 
sheep. This work was started in 
a small, practical way using only 
such stock as was available to the farmers at a reasonable expense. 
The animals on the farm do not necessarily represent the best types 
but indicate the progress made in a practical and economical way to- 
ward the establishing of good herds and flocks. What has been done 
on the farm can be done by any practical farmer who is interested in 
livestock production. The Animal Husbandry Department and De- 
partment of Veterinary Science co-operate in the management of the 
livestock. 


The manure from livestock 
is an important factor in 
a soil improvement program. 


Hog production has had a minor place in the livestock program on this farm. — The 
herd, however, is composed of animals of excellent breeding and many good animals 
have been furnished to the community. 


SHEEP 


A small flock of Shropshire sheep was established on the farm 
several years ago. These animals have given a good account of them- 
selves under the conditions existing at the farm. 

In order to study the adaptability of the fine wool sheep to this 
particular section a flock of Delaine Merino sheep was established by 
bringing in two shipments from Ohio. These sheep have done a great 
deal to clean up some of the brush land on the farm and the wool pro- 
duced has brought a highly satisfactory price. Some serious trouble 
has been experienced with dogs and a few ewes were lost because of 
the presence of white snakeroot in the pasture. It is hoped that a 
first class flock of Merinos may be..developed out of the flock on 
hand. 

The fine wool sheep have made an important place for them- 
selves in Ohio and have done much to give Ohio its name as a pro- 
ducer of high grade wool. The conditions in southern Indiana are 
more or less comparable to those of southern Ohio and for that 
reason it has been felt worth while to try out in a practical way the 
use of those sheep which have done so well in our sister state and 
have been the source of considerable income to the farmers of that 
section. 


CATTLE 


A herd of Polled Shorthorn cattle was established on the farm 
by the purchase of three cows and their calves, and a young yearling 
bull. The herd as it is seen today represents three years’ effort. 
Southern Indiana has large areas of hill land which should be avail- 
able for cattle production. The effort is to establish a herd of good 
beef cows which will swing good udders and produce fairly well at 
the pail and which can utilize pasture and roughage, produced on 
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Sheep have done some valuable work in cleaning up the brush on the pasture land 
and in the woods. - It is believed that sheep haye an important place in the agriculture 
of southern Indiana. 


the farm, to a profit. It is an established fact that the farms of Indi- 
ana produce considerable more roughage than is being used to advan- 
tage on the farm. The profitable use of this roughage will enable the 
farm to make large quantities of manure which can be returned to 
the land for its improvement. 


HOGS 


The herd of pure bred Poland China hogs has been developed 
from four brood sows and gilts which were purchased in the county. 
Two excellent herd boars, Big Bob’s Masterpiece No. 132007, a son 
of the famous Big Bob, and Orange Boy Pilot No. 129271, were pur- 
chased to head this herd. The facilities available do not permit the 
maintenance of a large herd but during the last four years many 
very excellent animals have been produced and several thousand:,dol- 
lars worth of pork has been sold from the farm. As circumstances 
permit, an effort will be made to develop a larger herd which will 
permit experiments along the line of feeder hog production. If feeder 
hogs can be produced economically on a limited amount of grain and 
pasture crops, such as rape, clover and alfalfa, there is reason to 
believe that a phase of this industry might be developed in southern 
Indiana to the profit of the farmers. | 
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COOPERATION AND ASSISTANCE 


The departments of the Experiment Station co-operate in the 
management of this farm so that the various activities may serve to 
furnish valuable information and demonstrations-along the practical 
agricultural interests of southern Indiana. This farm is being de- 
veloped gradually along practical lines and for that reason should 
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have a message for every farmer in the section. The Moses Fell An- 
nex farm is being handled for the benefit of the people in southern 
Indiana. Results obtained here are. applicable to a large section of 
the country and the application of these results will mean much 
toward the development of new wealth and better agriculture which 
will make possible a more satisfactory farm life.

TENTH ANNUAL REPORT OF THE CREAMERY 
LICENSE DIVISION 


For the Year Ending March 31st, 1924.

The dairy industry of Indiana continues to grow each year. With 
the increasing production of dairy products, dairying is becoming 
more and more a major agricultural pursuit of the state. By en- 
forcing the Indiana Creamery and Testers’ License Law and assist- 
ing in any movement for the betterment and advancement of the 
dairy industry, the Creamery License Division serves the purpose 
for which it was intended. 


1923 DAIRY STATISTICS FOR INDIANA 


To show the development of the dairy industry, the Creamery 
License Division, through the cooperation of all dairy manufactur- 
ers who purchase butterfat in Indiana, obtains valuable statistics. 
Figures showing production of each plant is given on the application 
blanks used in applying for licenses. By securing information di- 
rect, very accurate records are made possible. 

A summary of the statistics obtained from licensed plants is 
shown in the following table:

It will be noted that all products except cheese and evaporated 
milk have shown an increase in production for 1923. The amount 
of butter increased 486,551 pounds or .95 per cent. A total of 213,- 
578,850 pounds of milk was sold in licensed plants in 1923 or an 
increase of 8,311,857 pounds more than in the preceding year. 
Cream handled by licensed plants gave increase of 1,963,967 pounds 
or 15.6 per cent. Ice cream production increased 7.8 per cent in 
1923. Cheese and evaporated milk have shown a decrease, while 
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sweetened condensed milk increased 35.8 per cent. Plain bulk con- 
densed milk increased 188 per cent in 1923, over 1922. 

The large increase in production of plain bulk condensed milk may 
be explained as being due to the raw material previously used in 
filled milk products and products containing foreign fats, made in- 
to bulk condensed milk. When comparing the production of plain 
bulk condensed milk in 1923 with that of 1919, it is noted that the 
production in 1923 is only 886,318 pounds, or 9.6 per cent more 
than in 1919. 

Using the preceding statistics and calculating the output of non- 
licensed plants, a very close estimate of the total dairy products pro- 
duction is possible.

Each year since 1918 a record has been kept of the amount of 
butterfat shipped out of Washington County, Indiana. A very accu- 
rate record has been made possible because all the butterfat from 
this county is sold in the form of cream.

The increase of 36,259 pounds of butterfat in 1923 over 1922 may 
be attributed to the increase in dairy cows, more legume roughage 
grown, and more attention having been given to principles of eco- 
nomic feeding. Education in better dairy cattle feeding, selecting 
and breeding of dairy cows was spread by the farmers’ institutes, 
and the cow testing association. 


ADMINISTRATION 


Under the Acts of the Sixty-eighth General Assembly of the 
State of Indiana (Act 1913), the Purdue University Agricultural 
Experiment Station is charged with the enforcement of the Indiana 
Creamery and Testers’ License Law. The main duty of the Purdue 
Agricultural Experiment Station through the Creamery License 
Division, is to insure farmers and dairymen who sell milk and 
cream on the basis of the butterfat content, as determined by the 
Babcock method, that the test of all such milk and cream shall be 
correct and likewise to assure the manufacturers of dairy products 
who purchase such products on the butterfat basis, that their agent 
or tester shall correctly weigh and test the milk and cream. 

The law makes it illegal, “for any hauler of milk or cream or per- 
son or creamery, or other milk plant or agent, receiving milk or 
cream by weight or test, to fraudulently manipulate the weights of 
milk or cream of any patron or to take unfair samples thereof, or 
to fraudulently manipulate such samples.” To accomplish this pur- 
pose of the law it is necessary to require that all creameries, ship- 
ping stations, or other factories buying and paying for milk and 
cream on the butterfat basis to hold a creamery license, and further, 
to have in their employ a licensed tester who is responsible for the 
operation of the Babcock Test. 

The Creamery License Division’s duty is to enforce the provisions 
of the Indiana Creamery and Testers’ License Law. The inspec- 
tors are continually inspecting plants and shipping stations, examin- 
ing applicants for testers’ licenses and investigating complaints that 
are results of apparent inaccurate tests. It is only through organ- 
ized, repeated and continuous inspection that the law can be prop- 
erly enforced and a high standard of testing and equipment be main- 
tained. 


INSPECTIONS 


During the past year 187 complaints have been received and all 
have been investigated at least once, while some have been given re- 
peated attention. The complaints come mostly from the manufac- 
turers who want conditions, in some one or more of their stations, 
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corrected. Many producers ask for help as well and the requests 
for aid from different sources show that the work is appreciated 
and is of value to those who avail themselyes of help which this 
division gladly gives. 

Correcting conditions and condemning or confirming tests given, 
does much to establish confidence between the producer, buyer and 
factory, and overcomes much of the discontent which would occur 
if misunderstanding continued to exist. When testers are found 
violating the law, either intentionally or unintentionally, they are 
warned, and should such violation continue evidence is obtained by 
the inspectors of the Creamery License Division and the case is pre- 
sented to the State Creamery Examining Board. 

Inspections consist of checking testing equipment. Faulty equip- 
ment does in many cases catise inaccurate tests and it is therefore 
very essential to have the apparatus at all times in the best of con- 
dition. The inspectors further check the operator’s work for ac- 
curacy by retesting samples, weights of cream and pounds of but- 
terfat on hand, as against the station record; and in some cases 
cream is sampled at the farm before it is delivered to the cream 
station. 

Causes of inaccurate tests and shortage are numerous. Lack of 
care and attention to the station equipment contributes to the inac- 
curacy of station operation. The most common cause of inaccurate 
testing continues to be the cream test balance. The operators do 
not seem to realize that a high sensibility is required, that the bal- 
ance must set level, be kept clean and be protected from drafts. The 
Creamery License Division urges that special attention be given the 
cream test balance used, in regard to sensibility, cleanliness and lo-. 
cation in the station. 

Constant and careful attention must be given all the details of 
testing in order that the cream station and test room be efficiently 
operated. 


GLASSWARE INSPECTION 


The law requires that all milk and cream test bottles and milk 
pipettes must be examined for accuracy by the Purdue University 
Agricultural Experiment Station before such glassware can be used 
in Indiana. When the glassware is found to comply with the state 
specifications as provided in the law, each piece is stamped with the 
letters S.G.P. (Standard Glassware Purdue). The Indiana stand- 
ard glassware complies with the recommendation of the Official 
Dairy Instructors’ Association, and is the type of glassware re- 
quired by most states. The inspection of milk and cream test bot- 
tles and milk pipettes insures accurate tests to producers and manu- 
facturers. The use of non-standard glassware is a violation of the 
law. 

For the year ending March 31st, 1924, a total of 46,852 pieces of 
glassware were calibrated. This is a decrease of 15,855 pieces, or 
25.29 per cent of the total number of pieces inspected in 1922. The 
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decrease may be explained by the fact that the manufacturers bought 
a large stock of glassware in 1922, and the surplus which resulted 
has been put into use this year, thus, causing a decrease in the 
amount of new glassware purchased. 


Inaccurate glassware is, in the majority of cases, returned to the 
manufacturer or jobber and is not included in the following table:

Compared with last year the per cent of glassware remains the 
same. Only 0.32 per cent of glassware was found inaccurate. 
Cream test bottles showed the largest per cent inaccurate or 0.37 per 
cent, while milk test bottles dropped to the low mark of 0.19 per 
cent. Contrary to last year when it was necessary to condemn the 
greatest percentage of glassware in the form of pipettes, not one 
pipette received this year was condemned, which is a record for all 
glassware. The Indiana glassware standard continues to be very 
high, and the possibility of inaccurate tests due to incorrect glass- 
ware is eliminated. 


TESTERS’ LICENSES AND EXAMINATIONS 


Before a tester can secure a license it is necessary for him to pass 
an examination. The candidate must satisfactorily answer twenty 
questions in writing and demonstrate his ability to properly prepare 
milk and cream samples, weight out cream samples, and make cor- 
rect readings of tests as well as demonstrate his general knowledge 
of the operation of the test. 


For the year ending March 31st, 1924, eighty-five examinations 
were held at the eight regular examination points in the state, and 
two special examinations, one at Plymouth and one at LaFayette, 
were given. 


At the 85 examinations given 850 applicants were examined. Of 
this number 725 were successful in passing while 125 failed. Seven- 
ty of the failures, or 56 per cent, were due to the lack of thorough 
preparation in testing and in the written work. Thirty-eight, or 30.4 
per cent, of the failures were due to candidates’ inability to dem- 
onstrate their efficiency in the laboratory. Seventeen, or 13.6 per 
cent, with an average grade in laboratory, failed to make the re- 
quired passing grade of 70 because of their inability to satisfactorily 
answer the twenty questions asked. Lack of study of the prin-

ciples underlying the Babcock Test, carelessness in preparing sam- 
ples, and incorrect reading of the test percentage were the main 
causes of failure. 

The total number of individual examinations in 1923 was 850, or 
58 more than for the preceding year. With the decrease of 96 sta- 
tions and an increase of 58 candidates for licenses, an increased 
turn over in labor is indicated for this year, but the turn over still 
remains below the years of 1919, 1920 and 1921.

CREAMERY LICENSES - 


Every factory, shipping station, milk plant, cheese factory, and 
ice cream plant, which buys and pays for milk and cream on the 
butterfat basis;-is required to have a creamery license. Factories are 
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Location of licensed plants and cream stations for the year ending March 3ist, 1924. 
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located mostly in large towns and cities while the shipping stations 
are found in small towns and inland points. 1803 licensed factories 
and shipping stations operated in the state during the year. This 
is 110 less than the previous year ending March 3Ist, 1923. Licensed 
creameries decreased by 2, while the number of condenseries and 
cheese factories remain the same. Market milk plants decreased 7 
and ice cream factories 5. The largest decrease is found in stations 
‘Which is 96. Stations are continuing to be removed from inland 
points and other places where the buying costs do not justify a 
station. i

TESTERS’ LICENSES REVOKED 


Whenever a licensed tester is found violating the law, he is warned 
to discontinue such practice. Should the violations continue, evi- 
dence is secured by the inspectors of the Creamery License Division 
and presented to the State Creamery Examining Board. Before a 
tester’s license is revoked the operator is requested to appear before 
the board and show cause why the license should not be revoked. 
After carefully considering the evidence the Board makes its recom- 
mendation to the Purdue University Agricultural Experiment Sta- 


tion.

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PROSECUTIONS 


To test cream without a license, to underread or overread the test, 
to manipulate cream or samples, and to manipulate weights of cream 
and milk are violations of the Indiana Creamery and Testers’ Li- 
cense Law. 


Any employee of a firm, company, association, corporation or per- 
son violating any provisions of the Indiana Creamery and Testers’ 
License Law is guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction there- 
of subject to fine and imprisonment. Inspectors of the Creamery 
License Division may institute proceedings against any one violating 
this law. During this year the inspectors did prosecute three testers 
on evidence secured by them. The prosecutions in 1923 are listed 
below. 


C. S. Witt, for receiving, testing and paying for cream on the 
butterfat basis, at Francesville, Indiana, as an agent for Beatrice 
Creamery Company, Chicago, Illinois, without having a tester’s li- 
cense issued to him by.the Purdue University Agricultural Experi- 
ment Station. The case was prosecuted in the Justice’s Court of 
Francesville, Indiana, on July toth, 1923, and the defendant fined 
$25.00 and $7.75 costs. 


William Glover, for receiving, testing and paying for cream on 
the butterfat basis, at Royal Center, Indiana, as an agent for Sugar 
Creek Creamery Company, Danville, Illinois, without having a test- 
er’s license issued to him by the Purdue University Agricultural 
Experiment Station. The case was prosecuted in the Justice’s Court 
at Logansport, Indiana, on October 31st, 1923, and the defendant 
fined $25.00 and $10.00 costs. 


Lewis A. Rutherford, for receiving, testing and paying for cream 
on the butterfat basis, at St. Paul, Indiana, as an agent for Schlosser 
Brothers, Indianapolis, Indiana, without having a tester’s license is- 
sued to him by the Purdue University Agricultural Experiment Sta- 
tion. The case was prosecuted in the Justice’s Court at Shelbyville, 
Indiana, on February rst, 1924, and the defendant fined $25.00 and

Hen 
No. 5503, the dam of No. F318, was sired by a male with no known production in his an- 
cestry, but her dam had a good record and some fairly good ancestry. The female side 
of this pedigree would be considered weak. Male No. 8591 has no low producers in his 
immediate ancestry and hen A78, while having no known ancestry had proven ability to 
transmit high producticn. r 


Male No. 8591 transmitted the high production of his ancestors to his daughters. Six 
of his daughters, out of six different hens gave average production in experimental feed- 
ing tests at Purdue, of 194 eggs each. < 


BREEDING FOR 
INCREASED EGG PRODUCTION 


PAUL G. RILEY 
DEPARTMENT OF POULTRY HUSBANDRY 


Indiana Poultry keepers are facing the problem of further increasing 
their possible egg production if profits now being made are to be main- 
tained. A steadily growing number of people throughout the United 
States are using better methods of feeding and management, causing a 
production of eggs and to a lesser extent poultry meats, which is great- 
er in proportion than the increased number of hens kept. Competition 
in the production of poultry and eggs between individuals and sections 
of the United States is becoming keener each year. 

Methods of feeding and management are still in a state of develop- 
ment. Great strides have been made along these lines and sufficient 
knowledge is available to assure poultry keepers that the correct ap- 
plications of methods suggested and approved by reliable authorities, 
will make ordinary stock profitable. Knowledge of methods of man- 
agement is considerably in advance of the quality of birds kept. The

average production per hen in Indiana is 61 eggs per hen per year. 
Farms where good methods of feeding and management are practiced 
can produce 120 eggs or more per hen per year. This increase in pro- 
duction has been due to management rather than to breeding. Unless 
the use of high quality breeding stock accompanies good practice, the 
limit of the possibilities of increased egg production is soon reached 
and greater profits can not be expected. Better breeding stock is the 
hope of Indiana poultrymen. 


Present Profits and Production 


Indiana demonstration farm figures, as well as similar figures from 
other states, show that egg production is the best single index of prof- 
its and that a production of 90 eggs per hen per year-is necessary be- 
fore expenses can be met. The average of 26 demonstration farms in 
Indiana during the year 1921-1922, showed that an egg production of 
129 eggs gave a labor income of $2.45 per hen. 

During the year 1920-1921, 29,000 hens of all breeds in the farm egg 
record project averaged to produce 113 eggs per hen. These record 
keepers were better than average poultry men and their records indi- 
cated that the majority of poultry is kept at a small margin of profit 
and that many are losing money each year.

The heavy breeds such as Plymouth Rocks, Wyandottes, Rhode 
Island Reds and Orpingtons, are handicapped in several ways for high 
egg production. In the records from the egg record project, referred 
to above, 20,0CO hens of the heavy breeds averaged to lay 108 eggs 
each. The majority of demonstration farms carrying Rhode Island 
Reds and Plymouth Rocks average from 100 to 120 eggs with an oc- 
‘casional flock producing as high as 150 eggs per year. Few breeders 
of these breeds have paid attention to, and carefully worked for higher 
ege production. It is almost impossible to purchase high production 
stock in any quantity of any of the dual-purpose breeds in Indiana. 
There is a great opportunity in the breeding of high producing strains 
of these breeds. 


The lighter weight breeds such as Leghorns and Anconas have cer- 
tain advantages. Seven thousand Leghorns in the egg record project 
averaged to lay 138 eggs per hen. Demonstration farm flocks aver- 
aged from 135 to 145 eggs with outstanding farms producing from 
160 to 173 eggs per hen per year. There are many breeders of the light 
breeds that have carefully selected and bred with high egg production 
as their goal and much good producing blood has been introduced into 
Indiana flocks in past years.

What a Few Breeders Have Done 


To indicate that the possibilities of egg production have not been 
reached among the light breeds and not been approached among the 
heavy breeds, statements of results among breeders should be of value. 


One commercial farm in Indiana started in some ten years ago with 
good quality Leghorns, giving a production comparable to the 
average given above for this breed. Through careful selection this pro- 
duction has been increased until last year a flock of 818 pullets aver- 
aged 195 eggs each. 


Many of the larger Leghorn breeders, especially on the Pacific Coast, 
have flocks of several thousand pullets averaging from 200 to 220 eggs 
per year and annually enter birds in public egg laying contests which 
average from 220 to 260 eggs each. 


Several breeders of Plymouth Rocks, Rhode Island Reds and Wyan- 
dottes annually enter egg laying contests and their pens produce wel 
over 200 eggs per bird. 


Australian breeders have taken one of the heavy breeds and in 
official egg laying contests defeated all entries for the past eight years.

_ All breeding hens from which pedigreed chicks are to be hatched are leg banded and must lay 
in trapnests. The poultryman visits the trapnests often ‘and records the number of the pen 
and the hen which has laid, on the end of the egg. These marked eggs are then set in the 
incubator in the usual way. A record is also kept of the daily egg production of each hen. 


Last year one contest was won by six pullets with an average of 309 
eggs each, all of which birds were direct descendants of past contest 
“winners. ’ 
Breeding Suggestions and Care of Eggs Bi 
Twelve to 16 hens of the heavy breeds and 15 to 20 hens of the light 
breeds are usually mated to one male. The smaller number of hens to 
each male is the safer number to use because of possible losses during 
the breeding season when it is imposible to replace males. Weak 
chicks may be produced when the number of males is too small be- 
“cause of eggs being fertilized by weak male germs. At least 25 per 
cent more males should be on hand in the fall than needed during the 
breeding season to care for losses and further culling. 


__ Eggs may be safely saved for hatching two weeks after mating the 
flock and are fertile for hatching from 7 to 10 days after removing 
the males. 


_ Hatching eggs should not be more than ten days old when set and 
the fresher the better. 


; ‘ A 

_ Eggs for setting should weigh at least two ounces each, be of nor- 
mal shape and of the color common to the breed. 

_ Birds which have been sick at any time are of questionable value 
as breeders, as sickness is an indication of low vigor. Wigor and vi- 


tality are closely associated with high egg production.

All eggs from one hen are placed in a mosquito netting bag on the 18th day of incubation. 
When hatched, all the chicks in the bag have the same parentage, which is known. A small 
numbered pedigree band is placed on the right leg of each chick to permit keeping individual 
records of the chick. 


Hens may be kept as breeders as long as culling methods show them 
to be good layers. Hens should be sold on the basis of laying ability 
rather than age. The more years a hen is proven to be a good layer the 
more valuable she becomes as a breeder, granting her eggs still hatch 
well. 


Breeding hens and males should be tested for Bacillary White Diar- 
rhoea. The cost is small and years of careful breeding may be worth- 
less through the presence of this disease. 


From 50 to 65 per cent of the flock are usually pullets and from 35 
to 50 per cent hens. These proportions seem to be most profitable. 


Hens rather than pullets should bé used as breeders. Hen eggs are 
usually larger than pullet eggs. Chicks hatched from hen eggs are 
usually larger and grow more rapidly than those hatched from pullet 
eggs. The best hens in the flock can be selected with considerable ac- 
curacy making it possible to breed from the best of the flock instead 
of the good, medium and poor birds used when pullets supply the 
hatching eggs. 2 


Broodiness 


As much as 60 days for each hen in the flock, is lost from egg pro- 
duction by broodiness and an average of 30 days per hen per year loss 
may be expected from most farm flocks. The labor in breaking up these 
hens is discouraging to the owner of large flocks of hens of a broody 
strain. 


Broodiness may be greatly reduced by the continued selection as 
breeders of non-broody hens and the sons of non-broody hens. The 
Massachusetts Agricultural College was able, through this kind of

selection to reduce the number of days spent in broodiness for each 
bird in a flock of Rhode Island Reds, from 66 days in 1912 to 11 days 
in 1920. This reduction of broodiness was also accompanied by an 
increase in production of from 114 eggs per hen in 1912, to 200 eggs 
per hen in 1920. 


The Use of a Banding System 


Where trapnesting is not being done, much information can be ob- 
tained concerning the production of individuals in the flock through _ 
the use of a banding system: In the fall whenever pullets reach a ten 
per cent production, the entire flock should be handled and a colored 
celluloid band put on all birds which are laying. This handling and 
banding should be repeated each month for two months using a dif- 
ferent colored band each month. Birds which go broody or become 
sick should be banded with other colored bands. In selecting breeders 
the following fall, preference should be given to those birds which laid 
early as pullets, continued laying until late the following fall, and were 
neither broody nor sick. 


Methods for the Farmer 


Culling the flock carefully year after year will bring about a gradual 
increase in production, through the elimination of the poorest birds 
from the breeding pen. Where pullets are used as a part of the breed- 
ing flock, increases in production will be very slow because it is im- 
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possible for most poultrymen to accurately select the best producers 
until the end of their first laying year. The use of old hens only, as 
breeders will bring about a much more rapid increase because of the 
greater accuracy of selection at the end of the first, second or third 
laying years, in addition to the increased vigor and vitality of chicks 
hatched from hen eggs. 


A Special Breeding Pen 


The value of a good breeding male is hard to estimate, but is much 
greater than commonly thought. During the breeding season of 1920, 
the Purdue University flock of Barred Plymouth Rocks had a breeding 
pen which illustrates this value very well. Male No. 1551, of blood 
lines very similar to the sire of F-318 (see page 2), was mated to six 
hens that produced 13 daughters which completed a first year trapnest 
record. The average production of the six hens was 182 eggs per 
year, and of the 13 daughters was 238.4 eggs per year, individual pro- 
duction ranging from 200 to 281 eggs. This and other similar results 
obtained on Purdue Experiment station flocks give the basis for the 
recommendations which follow as to breeding methods. 


The male birds furnish the most practical means of insuring in- 
creased production. Since smaller numbers of males than females are 
used in breeding pens, greater opportunity for close selection and more 
careful breeding is given. It is not necessary for the poultry producer 
to buy males for the entire breeding flock year after year. If a good 
flock of pure bred hens is already at hand a special breeding pen from 
which to breed cockerels for next year’s flock can be mated at 
small cost. This pen can be housed in a colony house or any building 
on the farm where the birds can be separated from the rest of the 
flock during the breeding season. This pen may be disbanded as soon 
as eggs have been saved for the last hatch. Eggs from this pen must 
be kept separated during incubation and chicks toe punched or marked 
in some way so that they can be identified. 


The females for this pen should be selected from the flock during the 
months of October or November, since the best hens in the flock are 
still laying during these months. Hens should be chosen that are of 
good size, type and color and that are the best hens in the flock from 
a production standpoint. These hens should have wide backs, with the 
width carried back toward the tail, well sprung ribs, be deep bodied, 
flat or slab-sided and have long keels. The head should be refined and 
fairly short, with strong slightly curved beak; the face full, free from 
wrinkles and sunken places, and with a large bright prominent eye set 
in a roundish to slightly oval eye socket. The hens should still be 
laying in late October or early November and have no indications of a 
vacation during the summer, such as new wing feathers or abundance 
of yellow color in the beaks or shanks. 


This special breeding pen should be mated to the best male which 
can be obtained. This male should be from a hen with a record of 200 
eggs or more and the more generations of high production blood back 
of him the more likely are results to be good. Pedigrees are of little

value unless the breeder is honest and reliable. Hatching eggs or 
baby chicks are usually the cheapest source of good males. In case 
no reliable source of breeding stock is known or if for any reason it 


is not desirable to introduce new blood the best males from those on~ 


hand can be used. 


This plan will give satisfactory results only when the following sug- 
gestions are carried out, leaving out no part. 
1. Keep pullets as a laying flock only. 
2. Use only hens (birds which have completed one or more laying 
years) as breeders. 
3. Use cockerels only on main breeding flock. 
4. Produce these cockerels from a special breeding pen of the best 


hens on the farm mated to the best male bird which can be ob- 
tained. 


This method of breeding can be carried on for many years without 
any danger from close breeding as the flock is not likely to carry more 


than one-half the blood of the original male bird. 


It is advisable to purchase a new male every five years to head the 


special breeding pen and this bird should be from the same breeder and — 
of the same general breeding as the original male, in order to insure © 


uniform results in the flock. 


Careful selection must be carried on each year both in males and 
females as a breeding plan without selection is not practical. 


‘ 
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Methods for the Breeder 


Poultry breeders and investigators have persistently endeavored to 
find some correlation between egg production and external character- 
istics. This has been done to a considerable degree, but width of back, 
depth and length of body and head points are largely indications of 
vigor and ability to handle feed. Selection by external characteristics 
is only 80 to 85 per cent accurate and will not detect the exceptional 
bird on which rapid gains in production are dependent. Egg produc- 
tion is controlled by the germinal or unseen, inherited make-up of the 
bird in addition to vigor and ability to handle feed. 


Inbreeding is a term used to designate the mating of closely related 
individuals. If carried out over a period of years it may affect the 
vigor, particularly in relation to hatchability and livability of chicks. 
Line breeding is a term used to designate the mating of more dis- 
“tantly related individuals, generally regarded as systematic inbreeding 
for a definite purpose. Such a system tends to intensify in the off- 
spring the characteristics of the ancestry, hence the importance of se- 
lecting individuals with desirable qualities, to avoid defects in the off- 
spring as well as fixing the qualities desired. Outcrossing is the mat- 
ing of individuals of unrelated strains or families. A study of results 
secured by breeders of plants and animals shows that neither line 
breeding nor outcrossing alone guarantees satisfactory results unless 
careful selection and mating of individuals which have shown their 
power to reproduce their good qualities is used. 


Pedigreeing Chicks 


Where chicks are to be pedigreed, all breeding pens must be equip- 
ped with trapnests. The number of the hen, pen and date should be 
marked on the egg. The eggs to be pedigreed should be put in the in- 
- cubator tray in the usual manner. On the eighteenth day all the eggs 
from an individual hen should be put into a mosquito netting bag or 
especially constructed trays, with a ticket containing the number of the 
hen, and hatched in these bags or trays. 


Some system of marking the chicks is then necessary. If chicks 
from 15 or less hens of one breed are to be pedigreed they may be 
toe punched or the webb of the foot slit. There are 15 different com- 
binations possible. If pedigreed chicks are hatched from large num- 
bers of hens, small aluminum wing bands, usually No. 2 Clinch Pigeon 
Bands with numbers, may be used. These may be wrapped around 
the chick’s leg when chicks are taken from the pedigree bags or trays, 
and transferred to the wing when three to four weeks of age or placed 
directly in the wing at hatching time. In either case a careful record 
must be made of the number of the hen and the number of the wing 
band used. 


Few people are situated either financially, by inclination or by train- 
ing to become true breeders and assume the responsibility of sending 
“out to the farmer and commercial poultrymen the results of their 
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labor. Trapnesting is expensive, not only in the time actually used in 
operating the trapnests, but in the time required to do the detail work 
of pedigreeing chicks and keeping the necessary records, nor is the in- 
terpretation of a record as simple as some may imagine. 


Indiana has unusually good opportunities for the profitable produc- 
tion of poultry and eggs. Indiana poultrymen are located at the 
source of feed supplies of all sorts. The majority of Indiana express 
shipments reach eastern markets in 36 to 60 hours. Farmers and com- 
mercial poultrymen are awake to the need of better breeding stock ~ 
and the next few years will likely arouse many more to this need as 
competition becomes keener. This state has long had an enviable 
place in the ranks of breeders of fancy poultry and there are great op- 
portunities for many good breeders of high producing flocks of all com- 
mon breeds.

Trapnesting 


The hope of the poultry breeder\seems to lie in careful and long con- 
tinued trapnesting, pedigree breeding and progeny testing. This ne- 
cessitates the trapnesting of flocks, single pen matings, pedigreeing of 
large numbers of chicks and the keeping of detailed accurate records. 
Males and hens must be carried over until time has been given for their 
pullets to show their ability in the trapnest. High average production 
is sought from all pullets from a hen and male, rather than from an ex- 
ceptional bird with many poor sisters. When the male or hen is found 
that is producing uniformly high producing offspring of good type, 
this blood should be spread through the flock as rapidly as possible and 
the search continued for other birds which have the same power to 
produce good offspring.

* Trapnesting during the first or pullet year is done on the farms of 
the best breeders and is continued throughout the full year. Short 
time or part year records are of much less value. Outstanding pro- 
ducers should be trapped during their lifetime as the hen which 
is capable of a high second, third and fourth year production is more 
valuable as a breeder than one which is a high producer only in the 
first year. Heavy production over a period of years is a characteristic 
which breeders may well strive to fix in their breeding work. 


The intelligent breeder will not lose sight of qualities other than 
number of eggs laid but should include in his ideal such things as 
standard type, size, fertility, hatchability, and the size, color, shape and 
shell texture of the egg.

Annual Report 
Indiana Stallion Enrollment Board 
1924 


Records for the Indiana Stallion Enrollment work for 1924 show 
a continued decrease in the total number of enrollments (licenses) 
issued for registered stallions and jacks during the year. For the first 
time in several years the percentage decrease was greater with jacks 
than with stallions. The percentage decrease among stallions was 
very small, about the same as for 1923. The falling off in jacks en- 
rolled for this year is greater than for any other since the law be- 
came effective in 1914. Among the light legged breeds there has 
been a slight decrease in enrollment with the exception of saddle 
stallions which remain the same as for last year. 


ONLY REGISTERED STALLIONS AND JACKS FOR PUBLIC SERVICE 


On February 28th, 1921, Section 3 of the Indiana Law was 
amended to read as follows: “That said Board shall issue no certifi- 
cate of enrollment for any stallion or jack after December 31, 1921, 
that is not recorded in one of the pedigree register associations, so- 
cieties, or companies provided for in section four of this act.” This 
excludes grade and scrub stallions and jacks from being used or 
offered for use for public service in Indiana after December 31, 1921. 

Section eight of the law, covering fees, provides for an increase 
from $3.00 to $5.00 for new enrollments, from $1.00 to $3.00 for re- 
newals, and $1.00 for all transfers completed within thirty days from 
date of sale and $2.00 for transfers not completed within thirty days 
from date of sale. 


COLLECTION OF SERVICE FEES 


Fees for the services of stallions and jacks cannot legally be col- 
lected under the provisions of the Enrollment Law unless every 
provision of the Enrollment Law is complied with by the owner. The 
stallion or jack must have an enrollment certificate (license) in good 
standing with the Enrollment Board for the current year, and the 
owner must keep affixed correct copies of the certificate of enrollment 
in conspicuous places both within and upon the outside of the home 
stable and the stables or buildings where the stallion is used for 
public service and at any farm or place away from his home, ‘and the 
owner must comply with all other provisions as contained in Section 
9 of the law. Failure to post the barn cards bearing a copy of the 
certificate of enrollment is too common and among those who neglect 
to do this we find disappointment and loss when an effort is made to 
collect service fees. Copies of the text of the law will be sent to 
stallioners upon request to the Stallion Enrollment Board, West La- 
fayette, Ind. 


FOLLOWING IS THE TEXT OF THE LIEN LAW NOW IN FORCE 
Section 10 (Indiana Acts 1913, Chapter 28) 


“Sec. 10. Having complied with the provisions of this act, the 
owner of any stallion shall have a lien for the sum stipulated to be 
paid for the services thereof, upon the offspring of such stallion by 
filing at any time within eighteen months after the date of service, a 
statement of the account thereof, together with a description as to 
color, and white markings of the female served, and the name of the 
owner at the date of service, in the county recorder’s office of the 
county wherein owner of said female resided at time of service. Such 
lien shall exist for a period of one year from the date of foaling of said 
colt, or if credit is given, from the expiration of the credit, and shall 
have priority over all other liens and encumbrances upon the off- 
spring. Neither the mare nor the foal shall be sold within eighteen 
months after the date of service unless the service fee shall be paid, 
unless such sale shall be agreed to and approved in writing by the 
owner of the stallion at the time of the sale or transfer of the mare 
or foal. At any time after the offspring has been foaled, any per- 
son having such lien may enforce the same by filing his complaint be- 
fore any justice of the peace, or in the circuit court or superior court 
of the county where the said notice of lien is filed, at any time within 
one year from the date of foaling of said colt, or if credit be given, 
from the expiration of the credit; and if the lien shall not be enforced 
within the time prescribed by this section the same shall be null and 
void; and the court rendering judgment shall order the sale of the 
offspring to be made, and the officer making the sale shall sell the 
offspring without relief from valuation or appraisement laws.” 

It is suggested that in any cases where service fees might be 
suspected as being difficult to collect, a lien be filed in the county re- 
corder’s office well within the time limit. Then if the fee is not paid 
in a reasonable time the stallion owner may enforce his claim in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of the law. On the other hand, if the 
mare owner does pay the service fee promptly no lien enforcement 
would then be necessary. Further information as to the form of no- 
tice to be served may be had by writing to the Indiana Stallion En- 
rollment Board, Lafayette, Indiana. 


ABOUT TRANSFERS 


Stallion and jack owners encounter much needless expense in 
not getting official transfers completed promptly on newly purchased 
stallions and jacks. Moreover, the Enrollment Board is put to addi- 
tional expense besides withholding enrollment certificates (licenses) 
during the breeding season where transfers are either incomplete or 
missing. The official transfer showing the stallion owner's name as 
recorded on the records of the pedigree association should be con- 
sidered an important part of the pedigree itself and should be kept 
attached to the pedigree at all times. By doing this, much time, an- 
noyance, and expense would be saved. For instance: a man buys a 
Percheron stallion and delays getting the horse transferred to himself 
for seven months. What is the result? It will cost him $6.00 then 
whereas if it had been completed within ninety days from the date 


of sale it would have cost him $2.00. That is not all. The delay 
will cost the owner $2.00 more for transfer on the stallion enroll- 
ment records whereas this could have been done for $1.00 if com- 
pleted within thirty days from date of sale. Altogether then the 
entire cost of transferring a new horse on the records of the pedigree 
association and the stallion enrollment records after seven months is 
$8.00, whereas the cost need not have been over $3.00 had the trans- 
fer been completed within thirty days from date of sale. 


INSTRUCTIONS TO STALLION AND JACK OWNERS 
HOW TO GET A STALLION OR JACK ENROLLED 


Send to the office of the Indiana Stallion Enrollment Board, La- 
fayette, Indiana, the following: 

1. Application containing certificate of soundness. 

2. Pedigree (transfers if necessary, up to date). 

3. $5.00 enrollment fee (money order or draft). 


HOW TO GET A STALLION OR JACK RENEWED 


Send to the enrollment office the following: 


1. Certificate of enrollment (license). 
2. Certificate of soundness (when required—every two years). 
3. Renewal fee of $3.00 (money order or draft). 


Note: 

1. All stallion and jack enrollments expire January Ist of each 
year and must be renewed before March 15th following. 

2. All transfers on the records of the Enrollment Board are $1.00 
if completed within thirty days from the date of sale, and $2.00 if not 
completed within thirty days from the date of sale. 


WHAT IS “PUBLIC SERVICE” 


Using a stallion or jack for public service means for a stallion or 
jack to be bred to mares that belong to any one other than the owner 
of the stallion or jack. 


WHAT CONSTITUTES VIOLATION 


It is a violation of the Stallion Enrollment Law for a man to 
use or offer to use his stallion or jack for public service until certificate 
of enrollment is secured from the Board. Having paid the enroll- 
ment fee or having had veterinary examination made is not sufficient. 
Section 1 of the law states that the owner or keeper must have in 
his possession a certificate of enrollment in legal force at the time 
he offers a stallion or jack for public service. 

It is a violation of the law for a man to use or offer for use for 
public service without having posters as described in section 9 both 
within and upon the outside of his home stable and at all other stables 
or buildings where the stallion is used for public service away from 
his home barn. 

It is a violation of the law to use any advertising matter that does 
not conform to the requirements of section 9. The Secretary will assist 


any stallion owner in preparing advertising matter that will conform 
to the law. 

It is a violation of the law, even though no service fee is charged, 
directly or indirectly, to use or offer for use for public service any 
stallion or jack that is not properly and legally enrolled with the Stal- 
lion Enrollment Board. Whether or not any service fee is charged 
makes no difference. : 


PROSECUTIONS 


With the assistance of the owners of registered stallions and 
jacks reporting to the Enrollment Board grade and scrub sires still 
being used for public service, several violators have been prosecuted 
with the penalties levied in accordance with section 12 of the enroll- 
ment law. Field agents are employed by the Board and the results 
in locating violators have been satisfactory. It should be remembered 
that, although the policy of the Board has always been, and still is 
educational, yet in justice to those who comply with the law, violators 
are prosecuted in accordance with the provisions of the law. 


STALLION LAWS OF OTHER STATES 


According to a report prepared recently by the Bureau of Animal 
Industry, in 18 of the 24 states administering stallion enrollment laws 
are to be found about two-thirds of all the horses in the United States. 
This fact is significant in that it indicates how progressive horse 
breeders in the important horse producing areas support this form 
of legislation that unquestionably results in superior horses with in- 
creased value. 

At present there are four Canadian provinces and 24 states in the 
Union actively administering these laws.

STATES BARRING GRADES AND SCRUBS 


There is a steady growing appreciation among horse breeders, 
of purebred sires for permanently improving the quality and value of 
farm and market horses. Extensive investigations carried on in Indi- 
ana a few years ago showed that the offspring of purebred stallions 
sold for an average of $76.00 more than did the offspring from grade 
or scrub stallions. The states now having enrollment laws making — 
it illegal to use or offer for use grades or scrubs for public service, — 
are as follows: PENNSYLVANIA, MICHIGAN, NORTH DAS 
KOTA, NEW YORK, IOWA, INDIANA, and MINNESOTA. 


GOOD BREEDING STOCK SCARCE 


With the opening of the year 1925 the man in search of really 
good young breeding mares or stallions, is having a tedious and 
‘difficult experience in locating them. For several years we have 
been facing an approaching shortage of good young seed stock until 
now some of our leading farmers interested in the use of economical 
farm power, are taking active steps toward growing their own farm 
power. 

The records from surveys made by thirty-nine Indiana County 
Agents from as many different counties reveal a surprising shortage 
in colts under three years old—the work age. A complete and ex-_ 
haustive survey (data unpublished) was made in 1924 in Wayne 
County, Indiana, by the Purdue Farm Management Department and 
here again the shortage of good young horses was astonishing. Where- 
as there should have been 6.7 per cent of the total horse population of 
that county as yearlings in order to supply normal displacements, there 
were only 1.6 per cent. Instead of one-third of the horses being over 
ten years old, more than one-half had passed ten and 20 per cent of 
them were past fifteen years—the age ordinarily considered past the 
age of usefulness. This same survey showed only one-fifth these 
horses as being under seven years, which means that 80 per cent of 
the horses in that county have reached the age where depreciation 
sets in. It would seem that for the particular county referred to horses 
are passing the age of usefulness three times faster than they are 
being replaced by young horses. 

These are significant facts and we believe reflect a state wide 
situation. We know that stallions and mares too have been selling 
low. But in most cases they bring what they are worth. You should 
not expect twelve or fifteen year old stallions, many of which are un- 
sound and of plain breeding and conformation, to sell at high figures. 
Good young sound stallions and mares well bred and built right are 
now selling and will continue to sell at profitable prices to the 
grower. 
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The Enrollment Board takes this opportunity of publicly ex- 
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toward making the enrollment work more effective. 


IMPORTANT NOTICE 


From the experience the Enrollment Board has had among stal- 
lion owners we have found several Indiana stallioners who after 
paying long prices for their stallions, found that their horses were 
registered in one of the several pedigree registry associations not rec- 
ognized by the Indiana Stallion Enrollment Board. On account of 
not having uniform stallion legislation in the various states, a man in 
Indiana might have purchased a registered stallion enrolled for pub- 
lic service in another state but on account of this stallion being regis- 
tered in some pedigree registry association not recognized as standard 

by the Indiana Enrollment Board, the owner could not legally use 
This new horse for public service in Indiana. Several Indiana stal- 
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lioners have experienced this hardship and we trust that from now 
on prospective stallion owners, before buying will investigate these 
matters by writing to the Secretary of the Indiana Stallion Enroll- 
ment Board. We publish herewith a list of pedigree registry asso- 
ciations with names and addresses of the executive in charge, recog- 
nized as standard, by the Indiana Stallion Enrollment Board.

HONEY 
ITS USE IN THE HOME

Honey has long been prized as a food. Yet many persons are unaware 
of the great variety of ways in which it may be used. The experiments 
upon which much of the material in this circular is based were conducted 
to determine some of the best ways to use honey in cookery. 

The industry of beekeeping should be encouraged, not only because 
honey is a wholesome and palatable food of considerable commercial im- 
portance, but also because bees render a valuable service to agriculture in 
the cross pollination of the flowers of fruit trees and other plants of agri- 
cultural importance.* 


What Honey Is.—Honey is a sweet, viscid fluid collected from the 
nectaries of flowers, modified and stored in the honey-comb by the honey- 
bee. 


Kinds of Honey.—Honey is named according to the kind of flower 
from which the nectar is gathered. Upon this basis, there are white clo- 
ver, alfalfa, buckwheat, goldenrod, and many other varieties of honey. 
Each kind is distinguished by a particular aroma and flavor characteristic 
of the flower from which the nectar is gathered. The color, also varies 
to some extent with the kind of flower furnishing the nectar. 

Comb honey, as the name indicates, is the honey in its natural condi- 
tion in the comb. 

Extracted honey and strained honey are two terms applied to the liquid 
honey which is produced by uncapping the combs and with centrifugal 
machines forcing the honey from the cells. Extracted honey is pure 
honey and differs from comb-honey only in the absence of the comb. 
This honey is more economical and more desirable for many purposes 
than is the comb-honey. 

Granulated honey is honey which has partially or wholly solidified or 
“sugared.” The degree of granulation may vary from the appearance of 
a few crystals to the point where the whole mass is sufficiently solid to 
be cut with a knife. Occasionally the crystals formed are so small that 
the mass has a soft, creamy consistency, not unlike that of-fondant. Con- 
trary to the opinion of many, granulation is not an indication of adultera- 
tion. Browne} says: “The popular preference for a liquid honey, on the 
ground that it is an indication of purity, is founded upon entirely false 
opinion. * * * * *, Eighty of the one hundred honeys examined

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were more or less crystalline; the granulation in the honeys of highest 
purity, such as the alfalfa, was sufficient to cause solidification, * * * 
The granulation of honey is largely influenced by temperature, being 
much more pronounced in winter than in summer.” Some honeys be- 
come granulated more easily than others. 


Granulated honey may be liquified by putting the container in a vessel 
of hot water (but the water should never be boiling) until the crystals 
have dissolved. A double boiler is convenient to use for this purpose, par- 
ticularly if only a small quantity is to be reliquified at one time. 


Fig. 1. Honey may be purchased in liquid, granulated, or comb form. Granulated honey is 
of the same chemical composition as liquid honey. 


Composition of Honey.—Honey is chiefly a concentrated solution 
of various sugars in water. In addition, there are small amounts of pro- 
tein, mineral matter, traces of acid, and minute quantities of volatile sub- 
stances which give the honey its characteristic aroma and flavor. 

The sugars present in honey are sucrose (cane sugar) and invert sugar 
—a name applied to a mixture of dextrose (grape sugar) and levulose 
(fruit sugar). The amount of cane sugar is quite small. 

On an average, less than one-fifth of the weight of honey is water. 
But the proportion of water varies in individual honeys; it is influenced 
by the climatic conditions at the time the honey is produced and also by 
thé amount of moisture in the atmosphere in which the honey is stored. 


Value of Honey as a Food.—Since honey is chiefly sugar, it belongs 
in the class of the fuel or energy-producing foods. ‘The protein and-the 
mineral matter which it contains occur in quantities too small to be of 
great importance in the ordinary mixed diet, yet, they are not to be 
wholly disregarded. 

Honey is reported to contain very small quantities of vitamin B and 

one investigator has reported finding a trace of vitamin A in comb-honey. 
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Again, these occur in quantities too small to be of great significance in the 
average mixed diet. 

On the whole, honey is a wholesome, natural sweet and is to be highly 
recommended as such. : 


Care of Honey.—Honey, in common with other highly concentrated 
sugar solutions, has the quality of keeping well for long periods of time; 
that is, with proper care, it does not readily mold, ferment or otherwise 
“spoil”, 

Honey has, however, the property of readily absorbing moisture; 
hence, if exposed to a damp atmosphere, it may in time absorb sufficient 
moisture to dilute it to a degree where fermentation does more readily 
occur. As has been pointed out, honey is more likely to become granu- 
lated if kept at a low temperature. For this reason it is best to keep it 
in a warm place—that is, at a fairly constant temperature of about 70° F 
or above; never in the refrigerator. 


A safe rule, therefore, for the caring for honey is to keep it in a tight- 
ly closed container in a warm, dry place. 


Uses.—Honey as an article of human food has long been prized. 
Comb-honey is used chiefly as a “spread,” much as. jelly, jam or pre- 
served fruits. Its excellent flavor and sweet taste make it especially de- 
sirable for this purpose. 

Extracted or strained honey is also used for this purpose and as a 
table sirup. Hot cakes or waffles with honey; hot biscuits with honey 
are familiar combinations. It is good with breakfast cereals and with 
many fresh fruits, such as strawberries, grapefruit, pineapple and others. 
Granulated honey also makes a good spread and may be used for the 
same purposes as the liquid honey. 


Honey in Cookery.—The use of honey is not limited to uncooked 
products. It. may be used with pleasing results in a great variety of 
dishes. Since it is a sweet or “sugary” food, it may be compared with 
such products as sugar, molasses and maple syrup. See Table I. Par- 
ticularly is it like maple syrup in that it is prized for its characteristic 
flavor as much as for its sweetening properties.

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Honey resembles molasses in so far as it consists chiefly of sugar and 
water and is slightly acid. Hence, it may be substituted in recipes calling 
for molasses. However, since honey, on the average, is less acid than mo- 
lasses, the amount of soda used will be less. Experiments* in the U. S. 
Department of Agriculture showed that from one-fourth to one-half level 
teaspoonful of baking soda to one cup of honey is sufficient for the 
amount of acid in the honey. 

In case one is using honey as the sweetening agent in place of granu- 
lated sugar, one must consider the difference in composition and in flavor. 
Honey has a characteristic aroma and flavor which affect that of the fin- 
ished product. Moreover, different honeys have different flavors, so the 
flavor of any product made by a given recipe will vary with the kind of 
honey used.

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A cup of honey weighs about 12 ounces, whereas a cup of granulated 
sugar weighs about 8 ounces; but a cup of honey is approximately one- 
-fifth water. Roughly then, a cup of honey contains slightly more sugar 
by weight than does an equivalent measure of sugar and in addition one-— 
fifth cup of water. Therefore, in substituting honey for sugar in a 
recipe, one would reduce the amount of liquid called for by one-fifth © 
cup for each cup of honey used. 


Figure 2 gives the average weight of sugar or “Sugars in one cup (one- 
half pint) of various products. 


RECIPES 


A number of recipes using honey were collected, tested and in many | 
cases modified. The following were selected as representative of the — 
types in which honey may well be used. These were some that were 
found to yield products which were generally well liked. 


CAKES AND COOKIES 


In general it was found that honey can be used more successfully ir 
making of gingerbread and small cakes and cookies than in larger cakes, 
either loaf or layer. These products had excellent keeping qualities. Some 
of them which were stored in a closed tin container were still in excellent 
condition after twelve months. Liquid or granulated honey proved equal- 
ly satisfactory in these recipes. 


Gingerbread 
44 cup butter 1 teaspoon soda 
1 cup honey 44 teaspoon cinnamon 
1 egg 14 to 1 teaspoon ginger 
14 cup sour milk 3 cups flour > 


Mix the honey and butter, add the egg well beaten, the sour milk and 
the sifted dry ingredients. Bake in a shallow pan. (Bake about 30 min- 
utes at 350° F.) 

Oatmeal Cookies 


1 eup honey 2 cups flour 


% cup butter 1 teaspoon soda, dissolved in 
2 eggs, well beaten 2 tablespoons sweet milk 

14 teaspoon salt 1 teaspoon cinnamon 

2 cups rolled oats 1 cup raisins, chopped 


Cream butter and honey together, add other ingredients. Mix; drop by 
teaspoonful on a greased pan. Bake in a moderate oven. (About 10 to 
12 minutes at 350° F.) 


Honey Drop Cakes 


34 cup honey 11%4 to 2 cups flour 

14 cup butter 14 teaspoon soda 

ie teaspoon cinnamon 2 tablespoons water 

1 teaspoon cloves 1 cup raisins, cut or chopped 
1 egg 


Warm the butter and honey together until the butter is melted; add the 
spices. Let the mixture cool, then add the egg well beaten, the soda dis- 
solved in the water, part of the flour and the raisins. Add enough more ~ 


flour to make a stiff batter that will hold its shape. Drop by spoonfuls on 
a greased tin and bake in a moderate oven. (About 10 to 15 minutes at 
SoOmor 3/5) 1". ) 


Honey Cakes 


1 cup honey ¥% teaspoon ground cinnamon 

% cup butter % teaspoon ground cloves 

144 cup almonds eut in pieces 1% teaspoon ground cardamon seed 
244 cups flour 2 teaspoons baking powder 


Grated rind of 1 lemon 


Heat the honey and butter together for about 5 minutes; add all the 
other ingredierits except the baking powder, and mix thoroughly. When 
somewhat cooled, sift in the baking powder and mix again. Let stand 
overnight. Roll thin and cut into cakes of desired size and shape. Place 
on greased baking sheet or in shallow pan; if desired decorate with bits 
of citron and halves of almonds. Bake to an amber color. (About 8 to 
10 minutes at 350° F.) 


Honey Cookies 


Y% eup butter Grated rind of 1 lemon 

34 cup sugar 3 cups flour 

1 egg and 4 teaspoons baking powder 

1 egg yolk 1 egg white (saved from above) 
1% cup honey Almonds, blanched and chopped 


Cream the butter and sugar together, add the egg and egg yolk beaten 
together, the honey, lemon rind and the flour sifted with the baking 
powder. More flour may be required. ‘The dough should be stiff enough 
to be easily handled. ‘Take a small portion of dough at a time, knead 
slightly, roll into a thin sheet and cut into cookies of any desired shape. 
Set the shapes on a greased pan. Beat the white of the egg (left for 
the purpose) a little; use it to brush over the top of the cookies in the 
pan, then at once sprinkle on some finely-chopped blanched almonds and 
a little granulated sugar. Bake in a moderate oven (about 10 minutes at 
35058). 

BREADS 
Honey may be used instead of sugar in yeast breads, in the making 


of sweet rolls of various types and in the quick breads such as muffins, 
bran bread or nut bread. 


Nut Bread 
34 cup honey 8 teaspoons baking powder 
1 egg 14 teaspoon salt 
1 cup milk 14 cup nut meats (chopped) 


3 cups flour 


Mix, put into a greased and floured loaf pan. Let stand about one 
hour. Bake in a slow oven for about 40 minutes or one hour. 


Steamed Brown Bread 


%{ cup honey 2 cups sour milk 

1 egg 1 cup white flour 

1 teaspoon salt 21% cups graham flour 
2 teaspoons soda 1 cup raisins 


Mix, put into greased molds, cover and steam for three hours. 


DESSERTS 


Delicately flavored honey is best to use in the following recipes. If 
granulated honey is to be used in the custard or the frozen desserts, it 
should first be liquified over hot water before it is combined with the 
other ingredients. 


Baked Honey Custard 


5 eggs 1% teaspoon cinnamon 
¥% cup honey % teaspoon salt 
4 cups sealded milk 
Beat the eggs sufficiently to unite whites and yolks, but not to make 
them foamy. Add the other ingredients, mix thoroughly, pour into in- 
dividual custard cups or into a large mold. Set the cups or mold into a 
pan of water and bake in a moderate oven until firm. 


Honey Ice-cream 


1 quart thin cream 4 cup delicately flavored honey 
Mix and freeze. 


Lemon-honey Ice 


4 cups water 11% cups honey 
34 cup lemon juice 


Mix, strain and freeze. 
Honey Mousse 


4A eggs 1 pint thick cream 
1 cup hot, delicately flavored honey 
Beat the eggs slightly and slowly pour over them the hot honey. Cook 
in double boiler until mixture thickens. Cool and then fold in the cream 
which has been whipped. Put the mixture into a suitable mold, pack in 
salt and ice and let stand 3 or 4 hours to freeze. 


Honey Cream Pie 


¥, cup honey 14% cups milk (or milk and water) 
6 tablespoons flour 2 egg yolks 
Y%, teaspoon salt 1% tablespoons butter 


Blend the flour with a part of the liquid (cold) until it is smooth. Add 
the salt, honey and remainder of the liquid. Cook in a double boiler until 
thick, stirring frequently. Slowly pour a part of this cooked mixture over 
the beaten egg yolks, stirring constantly. Return to the double boiler and 
heat until the egg is cooked. Lastly add the butter. Pour this filling in- 
to a previously baked pastry shell. Cover with a meringue made from 
the two egg whites slightly sweetened. Brown the meringue in the oven. 

The flavor of honey is quite pronounced in this pie. 


Honey Lemon Pie 


4, cup honey 1 lemon, juice and grated rind 
8 tablespoons flour 2 egg yolks 
% eup cold water % to 1 tablespoon butter 


1 cup boiling water 


oe 


Blend the flour and cold water until smooth; add the honey and grated 
lemon rind; slowly add the boiling water, stirring constantly. Cook in a 
double boiler until thick. Stir in the lemon juice. Slowly add part of this 
cooked mixture to the beaten egg yolks, stirring constantly. Return to 
the double boiler and heat until the egg is cooked. Lastly, add the butter. 

Pour this filling into a previously baked pie crust and cover with a 
meringue made from the two egg whites slightly sweetened, and flavored 
with a drop or two of lemon extract. Brown the meringue in the oven. 


The flavor of the honey and lemon blend well in this pie filling. 


SAUCES, ICINGS, CANDY 
Pudding Sauce 


1 tablespoon butter 34 eup honey 
ege 1 lemon, juice and grated rind 
Melt the butter, add the beaten egg, the honey and the lemon juice and 
grated rind. Cook in a double boiler until thick. 
A filling to be put between the layers of a plain cake may be made by 
using two eggs in the above recipe instead of one. 


Granulated Honey Icing 


A fine grained granulated honey may be used as a filling between the 
layers, or spread on top for the icing of a cake. 

A chocolate icing may be quickly made by adding melted chocolate to 
granulated honey until the desired color is produced and the mixture is of 
a consistency to spread well. 


Divinity Fudge 

2 cups sugar % cup water 

4% cup honey 2 egg whites 

Vanilla extract, if desired 

Boil together the sugar, honey and water until the sirup spins a thread 

when dropped from a spoon. Pour it over the well-beaten egg whites, 
add the vanilla and beat continuously until the mixture is quite stiff. Drop 
in small pieces on a buttered plate or on paraffin paper. 


HONEY IN CANNING, PRESERVING AND JELLY-MAKING 


A number of experiments were made to determine whether or not honey 
could be used satisfactorily for canning and preserving fruits and for 
making jellies. Both liquid and granulated honey were used. The effect 
upon keeping quality, general appearance, color, consistency and flavor 
was noted. The products were stored for a period of six to ten months 
before they were opened and examined. 


CANNED FRUITS 


For the canned fruits, strawberries, pineapple, cherries, peaches and 
plums were used. The cold pack method of canning was employed—that 
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is, the fruit was prepared, packed raw in the jars, covered with a sirup 
and processed in a water-bath or steamer the required length of time.* 
For the strawberries, pineapple and cherries, a sirup was made of two 
parts by weight of honey or sugar, (or a combination of the two), to 
three parts of fruit juice or water. For the peaches and plums, the 
sirup consisted of one part by measure of honey or sugar (or a combina- 
tion of the two) to two parts of water. In both cases, the sirup was of 
medium density (30 to 40%). 

The fruits canned with the sirup in which honey was used in whole or 
in part as the sweetening agent kept as well as those canned with the sirup 
made with sugar. They also compared favorably as to color, shape and 
general appearance, although the liquid surrounding the fruit canned 
with the honey was not quite so clear. With this medium thick sirup, the 
flavor of the honey was hardly noticeable with the tart fruits such as pine- 
apple and cherries, but was slightly noticeable in the case of the peaches. 


PRESERVES, JAMS AND CONSERVES 


Honey was used in place of all or part of the sugar called for in the 
making of preserves, jams and conserves. Among the fruits used for 
these products were strawberries, pineapple, cherries, raspberries, black- 
berries, peaches, pears, plums, quinces, apples and grapes. In general it 
was found that the products made with honey or part honey were good as 
to keeping quality, general appearance, color and consistency. The color 
was not always exactly the same as that of the product in which no honey 
was used, but in no case was it greatly different. The flavor of the honey 
seemed to combine with that of some fruits somewhat better than with that 
of others. The flavor was usually more pleasing in the conserves made 
from a combination of fruits, or with jams or butters in which spices 
were used, than in the preserves made from one fruit alone. Also, to 
many, the flavor was somewhat better when honey was used as only a 
part of the sweetening agent. In most cases it was found to be satisfae- 
tory to use the honey in the same amount as sugar would be used. The 
variation in the degree of sweetness was so slight that it was found to 
be convenient and desirable to use the honey (or mixture of honey and 
sugar) in these proportions. The liquid and the granulated honey gave 
equally good results. 

In using the honey, two precautions should be observed. (1) Since 
honey has a tendency to foam considerably when heated, there is some 
danger of the products “cooking‘over” at the beginning of the cooking 
period, if not watched carefully. (2) The fact that the honey itself 1s 
part water makes it necessary to cook the products in which it is used 
slightly longer in order to obtain the desired consistency. 

The following are directions for making some of the conserves and 
jams which were best liked:

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Strawberry and Pineapple Conserve 


Use one part of raw pineapple cut into small pieces to two parts crushed 
strawberries. Weigh; to each pound of the fruit mixture add three- 
fourths pound (one cup) of honey (or part honey and part sugar). Cook 
until thick, can in sterilized jars. 


Blackberry Jam 


Weigh the berries; wash them, then mash. To each pound of berries 
add two-thirds pound (54 cup) of honey. Cook, with frequent stirring 
until thick. Can in sterilized jars. 

Raspberry Jam 
Use black raspberries and make as directed for blackberry jam. 


Peach Jam 
2 pounds peaches ¥% cup water or peach juice 
1 pound honey (1% cups) 1 tablespoon lemon juice (may be 
1 inch ginger root omitted) 
2 teaspoons cinnamon bark (broken in 1 teaspoon whole cloves 
pieces) 


Tie the spices in a cheese cloth bag; cook all the materials together un- 
til of the desired consistency. Remove the bag of spices. Seal while hot 
in sterilized jars. 

Ginger Pears 


Use hard or underripe pears. Wash, pare, core and cut into very thin 
slices. Use the following proportions : 


2 pounds thinly sliced pears 1 lemon (the rind should be 
2 pounds (234 cups) honey (or part cut into very thin strips) 

honey and part sugar) ¥% ounce ginger root cut into 
Y% cup water small. pieces 


Simmer the above materials together until as thick as a marmalade. 
Seal in hot, sterilized jars. 
Plum Conserve 


Wash and stone ripe damson plums. Chop into small pieces. Use 
these proportions : 


1 quart chopped plums 5 cups honey (or part honey 
6 sour oranges, cut into very thin and part sugar) 

strips, or use the juice and grat- 1 cup chopped raisins, if 

ed rind desired 


Cook together until thick. Can in hot, sterilized jars. 


Grape Conserve 


Remove the grapes from the stem, wash and measure. For each quart 
“use 1 orange (cut into very small pieces) and 1 cup chopped raisins. 

Pulp the grapes; add a small amount of water to the pulp and cook 
until soft. Put through a sieve or colander to remove the seeds. To 
the pulp add the grape-skins, the orange and the raisins. Measure; add 
three-fourths as much honey (or part honey and part sugar), and cook 
until thick. Can in hot, sterilized jars, or pour into sterilized jelly glass- 
es and when cold, cover with paraffin. 
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Quince and Apple Conserve 


Wash carefully, and pare equal weights of tart apples and quinces. ‘To 
the parings add water to cover and cook for about 30 minutes. Drain 
off the liquid. To this liquid add the quinces and apples which have been 
cored and cut into small pieces. (Add some water if there was not 
enough of the liquid drained from the parings to prevent the fruit from 
sticking.) Cook until soft. Mix thoroughly. Weigh; to each pound of 
the fruit add: four-fifths as much honey and cook until thick. 

If an especially rich looking and a much sweeter product is preferred, 
in addition to the amount of honey called for, add an equal measure of 
sugar. Can in hot, sterilized jars. 


Quince Honey 


Wash and pare 5 or 6 quinces; drop into cold water, cover the parings 
with boiling water; cook about 30 minutes, and drain. Grate the quinces, 
adding the pulp as grated to the liquid drained from the parings. When 
all are grated, weigh the pulp and liquid and add an equal weight of 
honey (or part honey and part sugar). Cook rapidly, with stirring, un- 
til thick, 

JELLIES 


Two classes of fruit juices were used in making the jellies: (1) juices 
to which pectin must be added to produce a satisfactory consistency, as 
strawberry and cherry; (2) juices which are naturally adapted to make 
jelly, as currant, plum, quince and underripe grape. 

For the cherry and strawberry jellies the juice was extracted in the 
usual way and the proportion of juice and commercial pectin was used 
as given in the directions which came with the pectin; honey was substi- 
tuted for the sugar. A few seconds longer for cooking was required. 
Jellies of good color and consistency resulted. 

For the jellies made from the currants, plums, raspberries, grapes and 
quinces, the juice was extracted and honey added in whole or in part for 
the sugar called for. ‘The color and consistency were good in all cases; 
however, those jellies in which all honey was used were slightly less trans- 
parent than the ones in which part honey and part sugar were used. 
Liquid and granulated honey gave similar results. 


Quince Jelly 
To each cup of juice use 34 cup of honey or half honey and half 
sugar. Boil rapidly to the jelly test. 
Currant Jelly 


To each cup of juice use 34 cup of honey or a mixture of honey and 
sugar. (An especially good product was made in which 1 part honey was 
used to 2 parts sugar.) 


Grape Jelly 
Use proportions as directed for currant jelly.

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THE ORIENTAL FRUIT WORM 
By B. A. Porter’ 


This leaflet has been prepared for the purpose of placing before the 
fruit growers of Indiana a brief summary of the most recent informa- 
tion about the oriental fruit worm, often spoken of as the oriental peach 
moth, which was found for the first time in Indiana in the fall of 1924. 
All available published information regarding the pest elsewhere has been 
freely drawn upon in the preparation of this leaflet, since there has been 
as yet no opportunity for original studies_of this insect under Indiana 
conditions. 

The oriental fruit worm first became known to science and to the 
fruit growers in 1916, when it was found near Washington, D.C. At 
this time it was firmly established, and had evidently been present for at 
least five years. The insect was found to be of oriental origin, as its 
name implies, and is believed to have reached this country on nursery 
stock from Japan. During the few years following the first discovery of 
the insect, it spread from infestation centers in Washington, New Jer- 
sey, and elsewhere, through most of the Atlantic states from Virginia 
to Connecticut, causing increasing amounts of damage. During the win- 
ter of 1923-24, the pest was found in Georgia, and during the season of 
1924 it was found to be present in all of the South Atlantic and Gulf 
States with the exception of Louisiana, and in Arkansas, ‘Tennessee, and 
southwestern Indiana. It is without doubt also present in many other 
localities, but in such small numbers that it has thus far escaped notice. 


Food Plants and Injury 


While peach seems to be given some preference as a food, the worms 
feed freely on almost all orchard fruits, especially quince, and on a few 
closely related ornamentals, such as flowering cherry and Japanese 
quince. The worms feed on both the twigs and the fruit. In the spring 
they bore into the young shoots (Fig. 1); as these harden, and the fruit 
develops, the later broods of worms prefer the fruit, although in its ab- 
sence they will continue to find subsistence in the twigs. 

The injury to the growing tips.of peach and other trees is very con- 
spicuous and easily detected, since the tip of the infested shoot withers, 
turns brown and dies. A similar injury, however, is often caused by other 
worms, most often by a native peach-twig borer’, and unless the worm 
causing the damage is found and identified, it is impossible to be certain 
just what particular insect is guilty. The peach-twig borer worm is 
brown in color, while the oriental fruit worm is white or pink.

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Injury to the fruit is somewhat similar to that caused in apples by 
the codling moth larva and the lesser apple worm. The entrance holes 
are usually inconspicuous and easily overlooked, although they are some- 
times surrounded by sawdust-like material (Figs. 2 and 3) and on peach 
by more or less gum. The worms often enter at the stem end. Several 
other kinds of worms are often found in peaches, the most common be- 
ing the grub of the curculio. Curculio larvae are always white, they lie in

a partly curled position and have no legs. The larva of the oriental fruit 
worm is usually somewhat pink and. has legs. The peach-twig borer is 
also often found in peaches. 

After the fruit is gone, any larvae which are still present turn their 
attention again to the twigs, which by this time have hardened. The worms 
now usually work at points which have already been injured, causing a 
further swelling and gumming of the twig. A small mass of frass, bits 
of dried leaf, debris, and gum is often formed at this point. Such a con- 
dition is shown in figure 1, B. 
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Economic Importance 


In the peach-growing sections in the Atlantic coast states, the oriental 
fruit worm is at present causing very serious losses, injuring in some 
cases as much as 75 per cent of the fruit of some varieties, and in addi- 
tion seriously injuring the growing shoots in early summer. While it is 
hoped that the species may ultimately come under the control of its vari- 
ous enemies, and thus become of less importance, it must for the present 
be ranked as one of the most serious insect pests known to the fruit grow- 
er. To add to its seriousness, the control measures now practiced against 
other fruit insects seem to be at best only partially successful against 
this insect, and entirely satisfactory and effective control measures have 
not yet been developed.

Life History, Habits and Appearance 


The oriental peach moth is closely related to the well-known codling 
moth of the apple, and the life histories of the two insects are somewhat 
similar, The oriental peach moth, however, starts activity earlier in 
the spring, grows from egg to maturity in a shorter time, and continues 
its activity later in the fall, and therefore has more broods in a season. 
In New Jersey it passes through four generations a year, while in the 
District of Columbia a few individuals of a fifth generation may appear 
late in the season. In southern Indiana at least four generations may be 
expected. 


The insect passes through the same stages of development as the cod- 
ling moth. It passes the winter as a full grown worm, in a cocoon; in 
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the spring it transforms through the pupal stage into the moth, which 
lays eggs for the first brood of worms, This cycle may be repeated as 
many as four times in one season. 

The first brood larvae in the spring feed in the rapidly growing young 
shoots, entering near the tips and tunnelling down inside the twig for 
an inch or more (Fig. 4). ‘This causes the tip of the twig to die and turn 
brown, and during the early summer this is very conspicuous evidence of 
the presence of the worms. The larvae usually desert the first twig for 
several others in succession before becoming full grown.

When mature, the worm is about a half inch in length, smaller than 
the codling moth larva, and varies in color from white to a deep pink. 
After the insect has spent a period of two weeks or more in the cocoon, it 
emerges as a moth, which is an inconspicuous brown color, and about a 
‘quarter inch long. A few days after they emerge the moths lay eggs. 
"These are much smaller than the head of a pin, flattened, oval or nearly 
circular in shape, and are grayish white in color. 

The first two generations appear at distinctly different times, but later 
on, one generation is not through before another has started, so it is said 
that the generations overlap. These broods of worms turn their atten- 
tion more and more to the fruit, if any is available, and by the end of 
the Elberta harvest almost all larvae present will be found feeding in the 
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fruit. In entering either a fruit or a twig, the worm has the habit of 
spitting out the first few. mouthfuls of skin, which results in a failure to 
get control with arsenicals. 

The cocoons are formed in any place where protection is available, 
such as crevices in the bark, in dried-up fruit, in trash or other material - 
on the ground, and in injured twigs. According to recent observations 
in New Jersey, a considerable percentage of the larvae which pass the 
winter are to be found in the trash on the ground and ‘under loose bark 
and in crevices near the base of the tree.

Spread 


The oriental fruit worm may be easily transported great distances to 
new localities, and the greater part of the spread seems to occur during 
the period when the worms are present in the fruit. In many localities 
one of the largest broods of worms appears during the latter part of the 
Elberta harvest. ‘The entrance holes are very inconspicuous in the ma- 
jority of cases, and many of the wormy peaches are certain to be packed 
and shipped to market, which may be hundreds of miles from the point 
of production. This explains for the most part the appearance of the 
pest in so many new localities within the past few years, particularly since 
many of the new infestations appear to center about the larger towns and 
cities, the worst infested trees being at first those in city back yards. 

Infested nursery stock probably brought the pest to this country, and 
may still be responsible for some of the spread which is now taking 
place, but within this country the spread on nursery stock would appear 
unimportant compared with the spread in ripe fruit. 

Rapid local distribution from new centers is accomplished by the’ 
moths themselves since they are fairly strong and active fliers. 


Natural Enemies 


At least 15 different species of parasites have been found attacking 
the different stages of the oriental fruit worm. In certain localities, 
some of these are already doing much to reduce the numbers of the 
worms.» In other cases, the parasites have been found in very small 
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numbers, but the large number of different species which have been 
found encourages the hope that some of these may adapt themselves to 
this new host, and speedily become of great assistance in its control. 


Control 


The control of the oriental fruit worm is proving a difficult problem 
in the peach séctions of the Atlantic states. Mention has already been 
made of the habit which the worms have of discarding the first few 
mouthfuls of food taken while entering a twig or fruit, which gives 
them almost complete protection from arsenicals. The fact that the in- 
sect passes through several generations during a season causes them to 
increase at an unusually rapid rate, and means that control measures 
must have a high efficiency. The wide variety of fruits and trees which 
are acceptable to the worms for food means an abundance of breeding 
places in the vicinity of most orchards. The ability of the larvae to ma- 
ture in the twigs means that little reduction in numbers is to be expected 
in years of crop failure. 


The eggs and very early larval stages, before entrance into twigs or 
fruit, may be killed by the use of strong nicotine solutions, but even with 
repeated applications a partial control is the best that may be expected. 
This expense would probably be justified only with a fairly severe in- 
festation. 


In New Jersey it has been found recently that if the worms which pass 
the winter in trash on the ground are buried to a depth of four inches 
or more, the moths which develop from them seem unable to issue. 
Plowing close to the trees, or even a deep disking offers promise of a 
partial control. Since the insect is active rather late in the season, and 
commences activity again early the following season, the plowing or 
cultivation, to be of valiie, should be done in the very late fall or early 
spring, before the peach blossoms open. 


It has also been noted in New Jersey that the paradichlorobenzene 
treatments for the peach borer were incidentally killing the fruit worms 
in cocoons which happened to have been constructed within the range of 
the gas. The number of such larvae killed as compared with the total 
number present in all situations is, however, probably comparatively 
small, 


During the period when the larvae are present in the twigs, the in- 
fested shoots may be removed and destroyed, but this would probably 
not be a profitable practice in well infested commercial orchards. It 
might, however, be of some value as a temporary expedient to delay as 
long as possible the increase of a newly established infestation. If this 
practice is followed, it is important to remove the shoots which are just 
beginning to wilt, since only such twigs are likely to contain larvae. 
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If summer pruning is done, it is possible at the same time to remove 
any infested twigs which are noted. Wherever infestations are known 
to occur, it is a good plan to burn all prunings promptly. 


None of the possible control practices mentioned above have been in 
commercial use long enough to justify definite recommendations, and 
they are included here merely as suggestions. 


The Outlook 


Present information indicates that the fruit growers of Indiana are 
certain to have this pest to contend with in the near future. For every 
infestation which may have been discovered to date, there are doubtless 
a number of others which have not yet attracted notice. Any measures 
which are put into practice by individual fruit growers will have com- 
paratively little effect on the progress of the infestation as a whole, since 
an abundance of food is available elsewhere—in neglected orchards and 
home orchards of all kinds, in dooryard trees in cities and towns, and in 
wild seedling trees wherever they may occur. 


In spite of the fact that the coming of this pest into the orchards of 
Indiana now appears inevitable, the situation is far from being hope- 
less. Before the light infestations which are now present become ser- 
ious, satisfactory control measures may be worked out. And within a 
few years Nature may intervene, and by the multiplication of natural 
enemies may reduce this species to a point where it will not be a serious 
factor. 


In case the presence of the insect is suspected, it is suggested that the 
grower send an abundant supply of the infested material, including the 
worms, if possible, to either the Department of Entomology at Purdue, or 
to the writer at the Purdue-Vincennes Station. Until a suspected insect 
is definitely named, however, it will be well to suspend judgment as to 
its identity, since it may prove to be one of the native insects which are 
not normally of importance. 


RD, INDIANA 
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The Moses Fell Annex Farm, consisting of 459 acres, was received 
from the Honorable Moses F. Dunn and Antoinette Fell In 1914 to be 
used for experimental and demonstrational purposes. 

The farm is being operated for the benefit of the farmers of 
southern Indiana. The soll type represents a very large area in south. 
ern Indiana and the results of the experimental work can be applied 
throughout this section. The sofi experiments show that an invest- 
ment of $5.04 per acre for fertilizer, per rotation, has returned over 
600% on the investment per acre, per rotation. 

The orchard is a demonstration of what can be done to make an 
unprofitable orchard Into a productive enterprise. The orchard ex- 
periments have a lesson for every fruit grower, or those contemplating 
commercial frult production. 

The apple packing and storage shed has proven a profitable and 
satisfactory structure. Fruit has been held in cool storage for more 
than six months. ; 

Alfalfa has an important place In the agriculture of southern In- 
diana. It is being successfully grown on this farm, producing from 
two and one-half to four tons per acre, per year. 

Herds of cattle, sheep and hogs are maintained to study the Ilve- 
stock problems in this section and to undertake herd Improvement 
work. These herds were started In a small way, comparable to con- 
ditions under which the average farmer operates. 

The variety tests of peaches will indicate to you that certain 
varieties were able to withstand the severe weather conditions of the 
past winter. Pruning and soll management experiments show the 
value of proper pruning, mulch and thé clean culture cover crop sys 
tem of orchard management. 

The pasture land of southern indiana is a potential asset. Pasture 
improvement experiments show you the value of fertilizer and the 
_ Proper seed mixtures in making old pastures productive,

These experiments show that the thinnest land of southern central 
Indiana can be profitably built up to the point where farming will pay if 
the land 1s not too broken. Manure is not enough. In fact, phosphate in 


addition to manure has increased the crops more than manure itself.

To study the factors of profitable production of crops, two series 
of fertility tests are being conducted. The soil is a yellowish brown silt 
loam, typical of the upland of this section. In 1914 a uniform section of 
about ten acres, which was in old meadow, was plowed up and planted 
to corn. The resulting crop yield was 23 bushels of ear corn per acre. 
The two series of experiments were planned and are under the supervis- 
ion of the Department of Soils and Crops, A. T. Wiancko, Chief, and 
involve the use of lime, phosphate, nitrogen, potash and manure in various 
combinations. 

Phosphorus is by far the most important fertilizer need of this soil. 
Two hundred twenty-five pounds of acid phosphate for corn and wheat 
on limed land in a 4-year rotation has produced average crop increases of 
15.2 bushels of corn, 4.1 bushels of soybeans, 6.7 bushels of wheat and 
1178 pounds of mixed hay per acre, valued at $34.78 for the rotation, at 
a cost of $5.04 for the fertilizer. (Compare plots 1 and 2.) 

Manure applied at an average rate of 6 tons per acre for the corn 
has produced average crop increases of 17.3 bushels of corn, .9 bushels 
soybeans, 3.6 bushels of wheat, and 579 pounds mixed hay per acre, valued 
at $24.30, which amounts to an average return of $4.05 per ton of manure 
applied (compare plots 14 and 15), 

Ground limestone applied at the rate of 3 tons per acre in 1917 has 
so far produced average crop increases of 5.3 bushels of corn, 2 bushels 
of soybeans, 1.7 bushels of wheat and 598 pounds of mixed hay per acre, 
valued at $32.92 up to the present time. This liming will produce crop 
increases for several years longer without further cost (compare plots 
13 and 14). 

Lime and manure together have produced average increases of 21.1 
bushels of corn, 1.7 bushels of soybeans, 3.8 bushels of wheat and 941 
pounds of mixed hay per acre, amounting to $30.51 for the rotation (com- 
pare plots 14 and 16). 

225 pounds of acid phosphate for corn and wheat on limed land 
which is manured for corn, has further increased the yields by 7 bushels 
‘of corn, 3.7 bushels of soybeans, 5:3 bushels of wheat and 1116 pounds 
of mixed hay per acre, amounting to $25.33 per rotation, at a cost of 
$5.04 for the phosphate (compare plots 16 and 18), 

Applications of 300 pounds of 0-12-4 on corn and 300 pounds of 
4-12-4 fertilizer on the wheat on limed land have produced average in- 
creases of 14.6 bushels of corn, 4 bushels of soybeans, 8.7 bushels of 
wheat and 1042 pounds of mixed hay per acre, amounting to $36.25, at 
a total cost of $9.48 for the fertilizer (compare plots 4 and 5). The bulk 
of the increase, however, has been due to the phosphorus in the fertilizer 
as is shown in the comparison of plots 2 and 8 with plots 3, 4, 6, and 7. 
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The field was laid out and tile drained in the spring of 1917. ‘The 


_ original rotation was corn, wheat, clover, timothy, but this was changed 


in 1923 to corn, soybeans, wheat, clover, which is a more suitable rota- 
tion for this kind of land. All crops are removed except on plots 6, 7, 
8, 10 and 11, where only the ear corn, wheat grain, soybean grain, and 
clover hay are removed, leaving all the roughage except the clover hay on 
the land in lieu of manure.

The treatments shown in the second column of the table are as 
follows:

All limed plots received 3 tons of ground limestone per acre in the spring of 1917. 

The fertilizer applications consist of 72 pounds of phosphoric acid, 24 pounds of potash, and 
12 pounds of nitrogen per acre per rotation. The phosphorus and potash are equally divided be- 
tween the corn and wheat, but the nitrogen is all applied for wheat. 

The manure applications consisted of 8 tons per acre plowed under for corn in the first round 
of the rotation. Since then the rate of manuring has been equal to the amount of produce re- 
moved during the previous round of the rotation, except the wheat grain.

Comparison of Different Phosphates

The object of this experiment is to determine the relative values of 
acid phosphate, rock phosphate, bone meal and basic slag as phosphatic 
fertilizers. Acid phosphate and rock phosphate are also compared in sev- 
eral different proportions, with and without lime, manure, nitrogen and 


potash fertilizers.

The largest returns have been secured from the combination of lime, 
manure and heavy applications of acid phosphate. This treatment has 
produced average increases of 27.6 bushels of corn, 7 bushels of wheat 
and 1666 pounds of mixed hay per acre, valued at $43.71 per rotation or a 
total of about $116.00 per acre since 1916 when the treatments were be- 
gun, at a total cost of $28.00 for lime and phosphate. Half of this cost 
was for 4 tons of ground limestone which is enough to last for several 
years longer (compare plots 26 and 29 with plot 33). 

On limed and manured land, acid phosphate has been the most prof- 
itable source of phosphorus, the net returns per acre per rotation from 
the different phosphates averaging as follows: Acid Phosphate, $13.65; 
Basic Slag, $11.83; Steamed Bone Meal, $9.26; Rock Phosphate, $7.10. 
In this comparison acid phosphate, basic slag and steamed bone meal 
have been applied at the rate of 48 pounds of phosphoric acid per acre 
and rock phosphate at the rate of 192 pounds of phosphoric acid per acre 
with the manure for each corn crop. 

On limed land, acid phosphate has been more profitable than rock 
phosphate whether used in large or small amounts and with or without 
manure. Without manure, the acid phosphate has averaged net returns © 
of $9.58 and with manure $13.56, while rock phosphate has netted $1.31 
without manure and $5.55 with manure, per acre per rotation. 

Without lime, rock phosphate has been more profitable than acid 
phosphate, except on manured land, netting $20.16 against $16.34 for 
acid phosphate. On manured land without lime, acid phosphate is ahead 
of the rock, netting $21.40 against $19.91 for the rock. 

On limed and manured land, one ton of rock phosphate applied in 
1916 has produced crop increases to date valued at $32.68, while half.a 
ton of acid phosphate has produced increases valued at $56.79 up to the 
present time. 

This field was laid out and tile drained in the spring of 1915. The 
crop rotation is corn, wheat, and clover, with all produce removed except 
second growth clover. ; 

The treatments shown in the second column of the table are as fol- 
lows: L=ground limestone; M=manure; St. B=steamed bone meal; 
BS=basic slag; AP=acid phosphate; RP=rock phosphate; N=nitro- 
gen; K=potash. : 

Ground limestone was applied at the rate of 4 tons per acre in 1915. 

Manure was applied at the rate of 6 tons per acre for corn in the 
first round of the rotation and since then in amounts equal to produce 
removed except wheat grain. The phosphates are applied at the rates 
shown in the third column in the accompanying table.

WORTHWHILE SUGGESTIONS — 


The wheat on the right was given an application of nitrate of soda this spring. The 
wheat on the left is the same variety without the treatment. 


The greatest single need of this type of soil is phosphorus and this 
element should be liberally applied. 

For best results this land should receive at least two tons of ground 
limestone per acre. Clover should be included in the crop rotations and 
preferably also soybeans between the corn and wheat. As much as possi- 
ble of the produce should be fed on the farm and the manure applied to 
the land. In addition to this, at least 400 pounds of acid phosphate per 
acre should be applied during each round of the rotation. Land limed in 
1916 and receiving an average of 5.7 tons of manure and 450 pounds of 
acid phosphate per acre every three years on a corn, wheat, clover rota- 
tion, has since produced crop increases worth over $125.00 at present 
prices, at a total outlay of $30.80 for lime and phosphate. 
: Where neither lime nor manure can be used, it will pay well to apply 
300 pounds of acid phosphate for corn and 300 pounds of 2-12-4 for 
wheat. On plot 12 of the General Fertility Series, 300 pounds of 0-12-4 
on the corn and 300 pounds of 4-12-4 on the wheat have produced crop 
increases valued at $41.38 per acre per rotation, at a cost of $9.48 for 
fertilizer. 


WHEN IS THE BEST TIME TO SOW CLOVER? 


T’o determine the best seeding dates for clover on wheat and rye an 
experiment has been conducted in which seedings have been made about 
the middle of February, March 1st, March 15th, and April 1st, at eight 
pounds per acre, and a divided seeding using four pounds of seed pet 
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icre in February, and another four pounds ot seed about April 1st. The 
\pril seedings are harrowed in so as to help cover the ground. 

Hubam clover and ordinary sweet clover are also seeded in February 
‘o compare the amount of growth that they will make the first year. In- 
spect these seedings. 

So far the seedings made from February 15th to March 15th, and the 
livided seedings, have given the best results. Poor stands have been 
asually obtained when all of the seed was sown after March 15th or 
April Ist. This work will be continued long enough to give conclusive 
results.

The question is ; often asked regarding the area in Lawrence county 
to which the results of the Bedford experiment fields will apply. During 
the soil survey which was made of the entire county in 1922 care was 
taken to locate and show on a map each different type of soil that was 
found by these surveyors. The groups of soil types to which the results 
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of the treatments on the experiment fields on the Moses Fell Annex Farm 
can be applied are shown on the accompanying map. 


The results will apply to all similar land in the county, which is indi- 
cated by shading No. 1 on the map. They will also apply fully as well 
to the areas indicated by shading No. 2 and more or less fully, to the 
areas indicated by shading No. 3, where the hilltops are like No. 1 and 
the lower slopes like No. 2. 


Portions of the unshaded area would doubtless respond to similat 
treatments but most of it does not need either lime or fertilizer-to the 
same extent as the shaded areas.

In order to determine the varieties of the different crops which will 
give best results on land of this type in this section of the State, a num- 
ber of promising varieties of corn, soybeans, oats, wheat and barley are

grown each year. ‘The different varieties are grown side by side on uni- 
form soil and with the same fertilization so that they may be easily com: 
pared. Each one is harvested separately and the yields are carefully 
determined. Those varieties which give the best results over a long 
enough period to get a fair average of seasonable conditions are the ones 
which may be expected to do best all over this section of the State on 
soils of this type. 
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INSPECT THE BULK PLANTINGS OF WHEAT 


For several years bulk plantings have been made of five varieties of 
wheat which have usually shown up well in the variety tests. The varie- 
ties used have been Fultz, Red Rock, Poole, Red Chaff, and Purkoff. 
Last year all of these varieties, with the exception of Purkoff, suffered 
from severe winter injury and produced but five bushels per acre. The 
Purkoff, being a hardy winter wheat produced by the Soils and Crops De- 
partment of the Agricultural Experiment Station, went through the severe 
weather conditions without winter injury. This year the winter injury 
to the varieties has not been so severe but considerable difference can be 
noted. ‘This emphasizes the importance of choosing your varieties care- 
fully.

The improvement of the pasture has long been a matter of concert 
to the farmers who own rolling land. Southern Indiana is adapted te 
the production of certain grades of livestock and this work could be de- 
veloped with profit to the farmers if the carrying capacity of these acre: 
of pasture could be increased. 


A gully that has been successfully filled and. grassed. The good growth of grass which 
has been started will prevent further washing, 


A rather complete experiment has been started, on the northwest 
part of the farm, which includes various soil treatments involving the us¢ 
of manure, fertilizer and limestone. ‘Three mixtures of grass seed are 
used in this experiment to determine the best mixture to use. Untreated 
plots are left to show the effect of these treatments. 


In addition to the pasture experiments a large area of old pasture. 
adjoining the experimental plots, has been given an application of fer- 
tilizer and grass seed to improve this part of the pasture. Gullies have 
had some straw and manure put on them and satisfactory results have 
been secured in getting a stand of grass to prevent further washing. 


This work was started in 1923 to determine the practicability of 
establishing and maintaining satisfactory pastures on the broken and 
more or less eroded phases of this land. 


CUT FEED BILLS WITH BETTER PASTURE 
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A really remarkable development has been made on some of these 
plots, showing a thick growth from one to two feet high on land that for 
years had produced very little and was being destroyed by erosion. 

A reasonable amount of livestock will be pastured on these plots 
and observations made on the adaptation of the different grasses and 
iegumes to these conditions. 

Comparable yield determinations were made in June, 1924, as shown 
in the following table:

When the Honorable Moses F. Dunn turned the farm over to Purdue 
University Agricultural Experiment Station he said that if methods could 
be developed which would make possible the growing of alfalfa on the 
upland soils of southern Indiana the gift of the farm would be well worth 
while. This has been done. Such a statement also shows the farsighted- 
ness of Mr. Dunn in the development of the agriculture of southern In- 
diana. ef : 

From two and one-half to four tons of excellent hay are harvested 
each year from the field of alfalfa which has been established near the 
soil fertility experiments. The land was plowed and given a minimum 
of two tons of ground limestone per acre, At first, a plot was left which 
did not receive lime and this part of the field failed to respond satisfac- 
torily. ‘The alfalfa was thin, lighter in growth and had a yellow appear-

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ance. ‘The poorer parts of the field were given an application of manure 
before plowing. ‘Two hundred pounds of phosphatic fertilizer wére 
drilled broadcast in the field before seeding. The ground was worked 
thoroughly during July and August to form a firm seed bed and to clean 
the ground of weeds. The seeding was done in August when moisture 
conditions permitted. 

Alfalfa has a high protein content and can be used as hay for live- 
stock, or can be used as a pasture for feeder hogs.

In 1914 many parts of the orchard on this farm were a tangled mass 
of fruit trees, undergrowth, sassafras, hickory sprouts, and buck brush. 
More than half of the apple trees were dead.

Since that time the orchard has been renovated, new trees planted, 
regular spraying practiced and a soil building program followed so that 
the yield of fruit has been increased from approximately five hundred 
bushels to a crop ranging from one to nine thousand bushels. The crop 


“harvested this last year was approximately 6,500 bushels and the early 
‘prospects this year indicate a crop of approximately 5,000 bushels this 


year. 


For the purpose of comparison a plot on the north side of the orchard 
was left without treatment, other than cutting out the greater part of the 
dead wood from the trees. This neglected plot has been continued for 
five years and is a good demonstration of what neglect cari do for fruit 
trees. The foliage is poor and invariably falls early in the season. The 
plot has produced very few marketable apples during the entire period 
of five years. 


Orchard Experiments Point the Way 


Under the direction of the Horticultural Department, Professor 
Laurenz Greene and his staff are carrying on experiments to determine 
the more profitable methods of orchard management and the best methods 
of pruning young trees. Visit the southwest corner of the orchard and 
notice the difference between the portion of the orchard which has been 
in grass until this year and the part that has had clean cultivation and 
cover crops continuously. 


The pruning experiments will show that the young trees which have 
received little or no pruning are much larger than those which have been 
severely pruned. This experiment is a very definite and valuable guide 
to those interested in developing a young orchard and is worthy of care- 
ful study. 


Nitrate of Soda Increases Crop Yields 


The beneficial effects of nitrate of soda on trees growing in sod where 
conditions of starvation had existed can be noted. Trees under these con- 
ditions have responded to the applications of nitrate of soda and the crop 
has been greatly increased. Trees in the clean cultivation plots, which 
have cover crops turned under each year, have not shown the beneficial 
effects from the use of nitrate of soda from the standpoint of yield and 
growth. Young trees on the rolling part of the orchard have been mak- 
ing excellent growth because they have been mulched with such mulching 
material as was available, barnyard manure, chopped corn stalks, etc.

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The Peach Orchard 


The interest in commercial peach growing has been increasing in the 
past several years in southern Indiana. The small block of Elberta 
peaches, planted in 1916, just south of the main apple orchard, has given 
a good account of itself from a financial point of view. ‘This variety has 
suffered three crop losses from freezing and frost. 


To determine the possibilities of other varieties, a variety test of 
peaches is being made with fifteen promising sorts. ‘The set of fruit this 
year on these varieties ranges from zero to one hundred per cent, indicat- 
ing that certain varieties may be grown which will withstand more severe 
weather conditions than the Elbertas which make up the large portion of 
commercial planting. 


Spraying Experiments 


Work is being done to determine the value of various sprays and in- 
secticides in the commercial orchard. Spraying programs are being 
worked out which will give the best results for the orchardist of this sec. 
tion. This work is of much value and interest to the fruit growers of 
southern Indiana. 


Apple Storage 


Through the proper storage of the apple crop there is made possible 
a longer marketing period for the development of a local market. It 
enables the grower to handle his crop with a minimum amount of labor 
and loss. Storage experiments are underway to determine the value of 
cool storage in this community. A definite project regarding the control 
of temperature for the storage of fruit has been carried on for the past 
two years and will be continued. Automatic recording instruments are 
used and the records are kept in cooperation with the Departments of 
Horticulture and Rural Engineering. , 


The building has proven itself very satisfactory for the handling of 
fruit and the fruit has been kept in good condition as late as May. 


Tests are being made of the usé of various kinds of wrappers and 
excellent results are being obtained through the use of certain wrappers 
which make possible the storage of fruit over a longer period without 
injuring the quality of the product. These wrappers reduce the loss of 
moisture by evaporation and skin injury. :

The farms of Indiana produce considerably more roughage than 1s 
being used to the best advantage on the farms. Livestock provides a prof- 
itable market for this roughage and makes possible the production of 
large quantities of manure for land improvement.

Believing that livestock has an_ important place in the agricultural 
program of southern Indiana, an effort has been made to establish in a 
small practical way different lines of livestock. ‘The problems connected 
with these different kinds of animals are studied at close range and im- 
portant questions regarding their breeding and management answered. 
he methods followed are those which any farmer could use in establish- 
ing herds at a reasonable expense. The animals on the farm do not neces- 
sarily represent the best types but progress can be noted from year to year 
in developing herds and flocks that are adapted to southern Indiana con- 
ditions. 


The Departments of Animal Husbandry and Veterinary Science co- 
operate in this line of work. 


Hogs 

While the facilities of the farm do not permit the maintenance of as 
large a herd of hogs as is needed to carry out the project for feeder hog 
production a small herd of good animals has been developed from a few 
sows purchased in Lawrence County and several thousand dollars worth 
of pork has been sold from the farm. As the work in pasture and forage 
crops progresses it is planned that the feeder hog work should be devel- 
oped because there is reason to believe that a phase of this industry might 
be developed in southern Indiana to the profit of our farmers and the 
State. 


Sheep 


A small flock of sheep is maintained on the farm to assist in clear- 
ing up the wood pastures and to enable us to study the adaptability of 
fine wool sheep to this particular section. 

In the flock there are a few Shropshire, some Delaine Merino and 
some crossbred sheep. 

‘he conditions of southern Indiana are more or less comparable to 
those of southern Ohio, where the fine wool sheep have made an impor- 
tant place for themselves and have done much to give Ohio its name as a © 
producer of high grade wool. 

Lamb feeding tests, shearing tests and the flock improvement pro- 
gram will be a part of the work done with this flock. 
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In spite of the fact that some serious trouble has been experienced 
with dogs, disease, and the presence of white snakeroot in the pasture 
the sheep have been a profitable undertaking. After the problems sur- 
rounding the production of sheep in southern Indiana are worked out it 
is felt that this flock can be the source of considerable information to the 
producers and give impetus to the development of a better sheep indus- 
try in southern Indiana, 


Cattle 


One of the problems of land improvement on the Moses Fell Annex 
Farm has been that of securing sufficient manure to build up the soil fer- 
tility. In view of this fact, it was decided that a small herd of cattle 
should be maintained and a herd was established by the purchase of three 
cows and their calves which were brought to the farm four years ago. 
These cows were from a Shorthorn herd maintained for beef purposes 
but, as individuals. they were selected because of their apparent ability 
to produce a reasonable amount of milk at the pail. The young animals 
which will be held on the farm will not only merit their place because of 
their ability to conform to reasonable standards of beef production but 
will pay their way as producers of milk, 


If a herd of good beef cows, which swing good udders and produce 
well at the pail, can be developed to utilize pasture and roughage profitably 
the farm cannot only be the source of good breeding stock for the com- 
munity but will also enable us to study feeder cattle production on the 
rough and rolling land of southern Indiana. :

A flock of two hundred pullets and approximately one hundred White 
Leghorn hens is maintained on the farm. ‘This section of the State has 
become more and more interested in poultry and for this reason it was 
felt that a good flock of poultry, with the practical equipment necessary, 
would be of interest and value to the farmers of this section. 

A two-thirds span, or combination roof, poultry house with an 
abundance of ventilation and light is used. The equipment inside of the 
house includes roosting quarters in the rear, nests on the ends, large 


self-feeders, grain bins, brooding coops, and the house is equipped with 
electric lights.. ‘This equipment makes possible the handling of a poul- 


Proper housing, feeding and management contribute to the success of the farm poultry 
flock. Circulars Nos. 98 and 101 of the Agricultural Experiment Station give detailed 
information and are available upon request. 


try flock with the least amount of labor to produce good results. The 
hatching is done by incubators and three colony brooder houses, equipped 
with hard coal brooders, have been used for rearing young stock. This 
year an electric incubator was used for hatching one lot of chickens and 
the results were very satisfactory. It was planned to rear this group of 
chickens with an electric brooder but, due to the fact that the adjustment 
on the regulator was not properly made the heating coils burned out, the 
chicks were moved under a hard coal brooder. 

The pullets and hens are kept apart during the breeding season and 
for much of the other time during the year. The pullets are not mated 
and hatching eggs are used from the hens only. This insures chicks from 
hens that have been selected the previous fall as high layers. Both the 
young stock and the mature stock are culled at least twice a year and 
only the desirable birds kept. 

he rations fed are those outlined by the Poultry Department, un- 
der the direction of Professor A. G. Philips, Chief. The staff of this 
Department cooperates with the farm and gives such assistance as they 
can to make the flock a profitable one.

THE HOME REFRIGERATOR

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RECOMMENDATIONS TO THE HOUSEWIFE 


1. Milk and similar perishable food should be kept in the coolest part 
of the refrigerator. The longer and the warmer milk and similar foods 
are kept, the greater the bacterial content and deterioration of the food. 


2. The ice chamber should never be allowed to become empty. Re-ice 
before the ice becomes lower than one-half the capacity of the ice 
chamber. 


3. Cold air—being heavier than warm air—falls to the bottom and 
by carelessness in leaving the doors open, much cold air may be lost 
from the refrigerator. Cold air will pour out of the refrigerator just like 
a liquid would, warm air rushing in to replace it. 


4. Use a thermometer in the warmest and coldest places in the refrig- 
erator to obtain information as to what temperatures are being obtained 
in the refrigerator. 


5. Never cover the ice. When the ice is covered, the temperature of 
the refrigerator increases and volatile odors are not carried off by the 
melting ice. 


6. Keep the cold air outlets in the ice chamber free from obstruction 
in order to maintain maximum circulation of air. 


7. Milk for invalids and babies, if the compartment below the ice 
chamber does not maintain a temperature of 50° F., is best placed in the 
ice chamber, and thereby sacrificing the efficiency of the rest of the 
refrigerator. 


8. When buying a new refrigerator, buy one that will keep in hot 
weather a temperature in the compartment under the ice chamber of 
50° F. or lower.

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THE HOME REFRIGERATOR 
B. H. Parrirr 


The refrigerator is the storage place of perishable foods during the 
warm weather, and the refrigerator corresponds to the home, in the same 
manner that the cold storage warehouse does to the community. The 
house-wife should have knowledge as to the factors which effect the 
efficiency of the refrigerator and what to expect of a good refrigerator. 


The reason for keeping food cold is to retard bacterial growth. All 
our foods have bacteria present and unless precautions are taken to retard 
their growth they soon have developed in such large numbers as to cause 
the food to spoil. 


It is possible, under favorable conditions, for one bacteria in eight 
hours to have 60,000 descendants. ‘This rate of reproduction can be 
materially reduced by keeping the food cold. Bacterial growth is greatest 
between 75 and 100 degrees Fahrenheit and is very slow at temperatures 
below 50 degrees Fahrenheit. 


In order to show that temperature effects bacterial growth, a sample 
of milk was divided into three equal parts, and held at 98, 75 and 55 de- 
grees Fahrenheit. ‘The length of time required for the milk to become 
sour to taste was recorded.. 


Sample held at 98 degrees F. soured in 12 hours; 
Sample held at 75 degrees F. soured in 35 hours; 
Sample held at 55 degrees F. soured in 82 hours. 


To show the effect of temperature on bacterial growth in milk in 
the number of bacteria reproduced from a single organism, two samples 
of milk were held at 50° and 70° F. respectively for 24 hours. The 
progeny reproduced when held at 50° F. was 5 bacteria, and when at 
70° F. was 750 bacteria, or 150 times more progeny were reproduced 
at 70° F. than at 50° F. 


The measure of the keeping qualities of most foods is based upon 
the bacterial content. The greater the number or the more rapid the 
growth of bacteria the less time the food will remain suitable as food. 
Milk is a food that spoils rapidly and one that is universally used by all; 
for this reason it was selected as the food to study in refrigerators. Bac- 
teriological methods for examinations of milk have been standardized and 
the relationship of bacteria and quality have been definitely determined. 


If the milk producer and milk dealer have done their duty, there is 
left at the consumer’s door a bottle of clean, cold and unadulterated milk. 
By improper treatment within the home this milk may become unsuitable 
for use, by souring or by contamination. This improper treatment may 
consist of: 


1. Placing in unclean utensils. 

2. Exposing unnecessarily to air. 

3. Exposing to flies. 

4. Failing to keep sufficiently cool up to the time of using. 
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Of these four improper treatments that milk and food may receive in the 
home, the fourth, viz., failing to keep sufficiently cool, is possibly the 
most important and the one which causes the greatest amount of food 
spoilage. ‘There is a direct relationship between temperature of storage 
and the keeping quality of milk and other foods. 


Previous Work 


Investigators in household refrigeration are few and the literature 
on this subject is limited. M. E. Pennington (1) has written three popu- 
lar pamphlets dealing with the refrigerator in the home. In speaking of 
the refrigerator and its care, she says “A good refrigerator kept well 
iced and as clean as water and rubbing can make it, is a pleasure to look 
into, an economy to cultivate, and a protection to the health of the 
family.” 

Broadhurst and Van Arsdale (2) studied three types of refrigerators 
used in homes and report physical and bacteriological changes that take 
place in the various foods they studied. Much work was done by these 
authors in determining the per cent humidity within the refrigerators. 
This work points out very definitely the need of greater knowledge on 
the part of the housewife of the use and care of the refrigerator. 


Object 


1. The object of this study was to show by experimental evidence 
what effect the common practices of the housewife in the care of the 
refrigerator have upon the keeping of the food.in the refrigerator. 

2. To determine if ice can be more economically used by the house- 
wife and how the greatest efficiency can be obtained from the ice used 
in the refrigerator. 

Method of Study 


Two medium priced, medium grade refrigerators were used in this 
study. One of the refrigerators iced from the side; the other from the 
top. (See illustrations.) ‘The wall construction was identical, an inner 
lining of galvanized iron, white enameled in the food compartment, and 
consisted of an outer case of hard wood and two layers of charcoal sheath- 
ing sufficiently separated in order to produce a dead air space. The ice 
capacities of the refrigerators were: side icer, 100 pounds; top icer, 75 
pounds. During the period of the experiment the refrigerators were 
placed side by side against an inside wall in the laboratory. This loca- 
tion was considered representative of the locations that refrigerators are 
kept under household conditions. Recording thermometers were placed 
inside the refrigerators and in the room, In this way the temperatures 
inside the refrigerators and in the room were easily correlated, and tem- 
peratures could be obtained inside the refrigerators without opening the 
doors. The amount of ice consumed was measured by weighing the ice 
put in the ice chamber, then weighing the amount melted as water col- 
lected in the drip pan. In one case, the ice was removed from the refrig- 
erator and weighed, and the results compared with weighing the melted 
ice as water, and it was fotind that they checked within one-tenth of a 
pound, but that the opening of the door to the ice chamber had caused an 
increase in temperature within the refrigerator. 
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These experiments were started in March, 1924, and concluded in 
July, 1924. 
Results 


To study effect of temperature on bacterial growth and the variation 
of temperature at different locations within the refrigerator, a sample of 
milk was divided into six equal parts, care being taken not to introduce 
any outside contamination, and five were placed on different shelves in 
the refrigerator, and one in the room. Bacterial analysis was made at 
3, 6, 9, and 24 hours. The average initial bacterial content of the milk 
was 5,900 per c. c. ‘The experiment was run for 6 days, re-icing when 
the ice chamber contained but one-fourth the full capacity of ice. Re- 
sults of this study are expressed in Table 1. 
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The Side Icing Refrigerator that was Used in the Experiment. 


These tables bring out very forcefully the importance of temperature 
in keeping milk, and the coldest location in the refrigerator. Milk held 
on the shelf directly under the ice chamber was the coldest, 51.8° F., and 
in 24 hours, the bacterial content of the milk had increased but 4.13 times 
while the same milk held on the middle shelf of the side icer had increased 
32.71 times in 24 hours. In 9 hours, milk held on the shelf directly under 
the ice chamber—the bacterial increase was approximately equal to the 
bacterial increase of the same sample held 3 hours on the middle shelf. 
In other words, the milk held on the middle shelf for 3 hours had the same 
number of bacteria as the milk held on the shelf under the ice chamber at 
the end of 9 hours. This is particularly important, especially in the 
cases of milk for babies, and invalids; also where the milk is not of a 
high quality when delivered to the consumer.

the rate of bacterial growth, there being but one-half of a degree differ- 
ence in the temperature of the food chamber. 


The Window Box 


A study was made over a period of four weeks in the early spring, to 
determine the value of the window box in keeping of milk. It was found 
that satisfactory temperatures were obtained in using the window box, 
if the temperature of the air did not go below 31° F. or exceed 60° F., 
with an average daily temperature of 50° F. If the temperature goes

below 31° F., the milk freezes and in frozen milk the emulsion of the fa’ 
is destroyed, changing its physical condition. This reduces the palata- 
bility of the milk or cream and causes it to act abnormally when mixec 
with tea or coffee. If the daily maximum temperature exceeds 60° F. 
the use of the window box is not satisfactory. Care must be taken ir 
placing food in the window box to see that it is covered, otherwise i 
will soon be contaminated from dust that is blown in from the outside, ir 
cities soot may cause much trouble. 


In the experiment, results of which are expressed in Table III, milk: 
of varying bacterial counts were used.. The refrigerators were kept in @ 
room with an average temperature of 74° F., and the amount of ice ir 
the refrigerators varied. Milk was also kept in the ice chamber next te 
the ice. It can be seen from Table III that milk which was kept in the 
ice chamber shows the best keeping quality in that the number of bacteria! 
reproductions were the lowest. The policy of keeping milk in the ice 
chamber is one not to be recommended; if food is placed in the ice cham- 
ber there is a likelihood of partially closing up the exits for cold air. 
causing the temperature to increase in other parts of the box. Also the 
ice chamber should be empty for a free circulation of air, though in cases 
where the coldest point in the refrigerator is desired, the ice chamber at 
its lowest point will be the coldest place in the refrigerator. 


The amount of ice in the ice chamber bears a direct relationship te 
the temperature within the box. In this experiment a hundred pound side 
icing refrigerator was used and the maximum piece of ice that it would 
hold was 100 pounds. When 100 pounds of ice were put in the box, the 
average temperature maintained inside the refrigerator, on the lower 
shelf, when the outside temperature was 78, was 53 degrees F. When but 
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30 pounds of ice were in the ice chamber the temperature rose to 58.0° F., 
ind with but 10 pounds, the temperature was 65.0° F.

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Table 1V shows the average of five experiments, giving the average 
temperature for different amounts of ice. It will be noticed that wher 
the ice chamber becomes more than half empty, the increase in tempera. 
ture in the food chamber is great. Therefore, in order to get the best 
results from a refrigerator, the ice should not be allowed to get below 
one-half the capacity size and never below one-third the capacity. In 
other words, if a 100-pound capacity refrigerator is in use, it should be 
re-iced whenever the ice chamber becomes one-half empty and never 
allowed to get below 30 pounds of ice. The amount of ice used will be 
slightly more but the ability of the refrigerator to maintain low tem- 
perature will be greatly increased. 

The reason that lower temperatures are obtained with the ice cham- 
ber nearly full is that the temperature in-the refrigerator depends upon 
the rate at which the ice melts and that depends upon the amount of ice 
surface exposed to the air. The hundred pound pieces were in a solid 
block with square corners. In melting to 80 pounds, the corners were 
rounded off, thereby reducing the surface. In melting from 80 to 5C 
pounds, the ice had about the same surface area exposed but below 5C 
pounds the surface area had so diminished as to cause an increase in 
temperature. 

Many housewives practice the wrapping of ice in the refrigerator 
with newspaper or a blanket. Contact between the air to be cooled and 
the ice surface is necessary. In order to demonstrate this ice was wrapped 
with three thicknesses of newspaper and the temperature and the amount 
of ice melted recorded. It can be seen from Table V that wrapping the 
ice caused an increase in temperature and but a slight saving of ice. Judg- 
ing from the results of this experiment, the advantage of saving ice by 
wrapping is practically nil. The figures in this experiment do not show 
up as well as possibly they would if the doors of the refrigerator had been 
opened frequently and food to be cooled placed in the food chamber ; but 
in these trials the doors were opened but once in twenty-four hours.

In order to demonstrate that the absorption of heat is carried on at 
a much slower rate, when ice is covered in the refrigerator, the following 
experiment was undertaken: 

The refrigerator was allowed to come to the temperature of the 
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90m, 78° F., by having all the doors open and no ice in the ice chamber, 
ch a condition as arises in the home when all the ice is melted, and 
averal hours elapse before re-icing. One hundred pounds of ice were 
laced in the ice chamber and the recording thermometer placed under 
he ice chamber. When the ice was covered, it took 405 minutes for the 
emperature to reach 60° F., and when the ice was not covered by news- 
iapers it took 203 minutes. It took twice as long to pull down the re- 
rigerator temperature to 60° F. when the ice was covered as when it was 
lot covered, showing the inadvisability of covering. As the ice melts the 
ilm of water that is formed over the ice absorbs the volatile odors from 
he food, and the water coming from the ice removes the odor at least 
oO some extent from the refrigerator, but when the ice is covered, the 
ndors are kept away from the water and circulate through the ice cham- 
yer without being carried off. This was shown by the following experi- 
nent: A slice of butter was placed on the shelf under the ice chamber 
»£ the side icer. On the shelf nearest the top of the refrigerator was 
laced a slice of fish. When the ice was not covered, it was found that 
the flavor and odor of fish was only faintly noticeable but when the ice 
was covered with newspapers, the flavor and the odor of fish was decided- 
y noticeable in the butter. 


Fundamentals of Refrigeration 


The principle of a refrigerator is based upon the fact that as ice 
melts it absorbs heat. When one pound of ice, which has a temperature 
of 32° F., changes to water at 32° F., it absorbs in the process of melting 
144 B.T. U. AB. T. U. (British Thermal Unit) is the amount of heat 
required to raise the temperature of one pound of water through one 
degree Fahrenheit. This fact in Physics is known as the “latent heat of 
fusion.” When one pound of water rises from 32° F. to 33° F., it ab- 
sorbs one B. T. U. It is for this reason that ice is such a powerful 
refrigerant and it is the melting of ice that causes the refrigerator to be- 
come cold. Anything that is done to retard the melting of ice will cause an 
increase in temperature. 


The cold in the refrigerator is constantly working its way out through 
the refrigerator walls and the better insulated the walls and doors, the 
less ice consumed and the colder will be the temperature inside. This 
fact of heat passing through the walls is known as heat transmission. The 
U. S. Bureau of Standards has tested the heat insulating value of ma- 
terials used in manufacturing the household refrigerators and express 
their results in the number of B. T. U. that pass through one square foot 
in 24 hours with a difference in temperature of 1° F.

An efficient insulator is dry and if it should become wet, due to ex- 
posure, the heat resisting power is greatly impaired. For this reason, 
refrigerators should be kept in a dry place and not exposed to weather 
conditions, or where there is opportunity for the insulating material to 
become damp. 

Within the refrigerator is a definite circulation of air. This circu- 
lation is necessary to obtain proper cooling. ‘This circulation may be im- 
paired by placing food in the ice chamber and by overcrowding the 
shelves. Never place food or milk bottles over the cold air outlets in the 
ice chamber; always be careful to see that they are open to allow maxi- 
mum circulation. 


Conclusions 


1. Bacterial multiplication varies directly with the refrigerator tempera- 
ture. 

2. The temperature varies in different locations in a refrigerator, coldest 
in lowest part of the ice chamber and warmest above the ice chamber. 
The cold air circulates downwards, then upwards. 

A. In the side icer the temperature is lowest on the shelf directly be- 
low the ice chamber, warmest on the top shelf. 

B. In the top icer there is very little difference in the temperature of 
the shelves in the food compartment. 

C. There is less variation in temperature in the food chamber of top 
icing refrigerators than in the food chamber of refrigerators icing 
from the side. 

3. The window box is 4 :air substitute for a refrigerator as far as tem- 
perature goes during periods when outside weather conditions vary 
from high 60° F. to low 31° F, 

4. The amount of ice in the ice chamber varies indirectly with the refrig- 
erator temperature. The greatest increase in temperature is when 
the ice chamber contains less than one-third the rated capacity of ice. 

5. Covering the ice with newspapers increases the temperature within 
the refrigerator, the saving in ice not being sufficient to warrant this 
increase in temperature. 

6. Covering ice with newspaper causes a high absorption of volatile 
odors. \ 
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A cream station operator must successfully pass a written examination of twenty 
questions, and demonstrate his ability to test milk and cream before he can obtain a

ELEVENTH ANNUAL REPORT OF THE CREAMERY 
LICENSE DIVISION 


For the Year Ending March 31st, 1925. 
W. G. Goss 


The Indiana Creamery and Testers’ License Law was enacted in 
1913 by the Sixty-eighth General Assembly of the State of Indiana. 
The purpose of this Law is to insure producers who sell milk and 
~ cream on the butterfat basis that the test and weights of such milk 
and cream will be correctly made, and likewise to insure the manu- 
facturers who purchase such products on the butterfat basis that 
their agents or testers shall correctly weigh and test the milk and 
cream. The Law further provides, that to under-read or over-read 
the test percentage, to fraudulently manipulate the Babcock test, or 
to falsify the records, are violations. 

The Law is administered by the Purdue University Agricultural 
Experiment Station through the Creamery license Division. In- 
spectors of this Division are continually visiting plants and_ship- 
ping stations, examining applicants for testers’ licenses, and inves- 
tigating complaints received from producers and manufacturers. 
Every dairy plant purchasing milk or cream on the butterfat basis. 
is required to hold a creamery license and to have in its employ a 
licensed tester who supervises and is responsible for all Babcock 
testing. Testers are required to pass an examination before they 
may secure a license. A Certificate of Proficiency is issued to those 
who successfully pass the examination and they may secure a tester’s 
license upon presentation of the Certificate, and payment of the 


usual fee. 
BOARD OF EXAMINERS 


The State Creamery Examining Board, created by the Law, super- 
vises its administration and recommends the revocation of licenses 
of testers and creameries found violating the provisions or the Rules 
and Regulations of the Creamery and Testers’ License Law. 

Testers’ licenses are revoked only upon the recommendation of 
the Board. Such recommendations are based upon evidence pre- 
sented by the Creamery License Division. 

The Board is composed of three members; two appointed by the 
executive committee of the Indiana State Dairy Association, one of 
which is nominated by the executive board of the Indiana Manu- 
facturers of Dairy Products Association. The Chief of the Dairy 
Department of Purdue University is the third member and acts as 
the Chairman. Four advisory members meet with the Board. Two 
are appointed by the State Dairy Association and two are appointed 
by the Indiana Manufacturers Association. 


CONTINUOUS INSPECTION INSURES ACCURATE TESTING 


Inspections of plants and shipping stations includes the examina- 
tion of the station equipment for accuracy and general condition 
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which may affect the accuracy of the Babcock test; and the special 
investigation, wherein the cream or milk is checked for weight and 
butterfat against the station record; and the outside investigation, 
wherein milk and cream are weighed and sampled at the farm before 
delivery to the plant. Through repeated inspections, both routine 
and special, the Law is enforced and a high standard of testing and 
efficient equipment is maintained. 

When complaints of incorrect testing are received from manu- 
facturers and producers, an endeavor is made to give each com- 
plaint attention at the earliest possible date. Whenever operators 
or firms are found to be violating the Law, they are first warned to 
discontinue the unlawful practice. If the violation continues, evi- 
dence is obtained by the inspectors of the Division and the case is 
placed before the State Creamery Examining Board. 

Inaccurate tests and shortages result from incorrect practices, 
faulty equipment, or intentional manipulation. Careful attention 
must be given to all the details of making a test; equipment kept in 
the best possible condition, and accurate records must be kept, to 
insure correct tests and to eliminate shortages. 

Constant and careful attention must be given to all the details of 
station operation to insure efficiency and to overcome losses. 


INDIANA DAIRY STATISTICS, 1924 


Indiana licensed dairy manufacturing plants continue to increase 
their output of dairy products each year. The increase in products 
handled is clearly shown in the following table. These figures are 
obtained direct from the manufacturers each year when creamery 
licenses are renewed. Through this co-operation a most accurate 
record is made possible.

All products handled by licensed plants show an increase for 1924. 
Creamery butter increased 1,800,011 pounds, or 3.4 per cent more 
than in 1923. A total of 257,417,090 pounds of milk was distributed 
through the licensed plants in 1924, an increase of 43,838,240 
pounds, or 20.5 per cent more than the preceding year. Part of 
this increase in volume is due to the fact that fourteen more milk 
plants purchased milk on the butterfat basis than in 1923. 11,718,248

pounds more of sweet cream were handled by the licensed factories, 
or 80.8 per cent more than in 1923.. This is a remarkable increase 
__and is due in part to the increase in the number of plants reporting 
cream Sold, ~*Fhe-inantifacturers have also fotind ‘this branch of the 
industry profitable. 

Ice cream in licensed plants increased 418,308 gallons, or 9.4 
per cent more than in 1923. Cheese shows an increase of 200,743 
pounds, or 53.7 per cent over 1923. Cheese plants decreased from 
five to four in number, but most of the reports from the remaining 
four plants show an increase in the make of cheese. 

All classes of condensed milk show an increase for 1924, over 
1923. While there are but nine plants classed as condenseries in 
Indiana, fifteen report plain bulk condensed milk, to fourteen a 
year ago. Ten report sweetened condensed milk, to nine in 1923. 

The licensed dairy plants in Indiana handled more products in 
1924 than in any preceding year. A small per cent of the increased 
volume was due to the increase in number of plants, but the pro- 
duction of milk in Indiana was largest in the history of the State, 
and the licensed plants’ volume reflects the increase.

Graph No. 1.—Milk Handled in Licensed Plants. 


Graph No. 1 represents milk handled by licensed plants that pur- 
chase milk on the butterfat basis. From 1914 to 1918 there was an 
average of only twenty-nine market milk plants reporting milk as 
the major product. Since 1919 the number of plants classed as mar- 
ket milk plants steadily increased until in 1924, 105 reported milk 
as the major product. A total of 257,417,090 pounds of milk was 
reported as sold by licensed plants in 1924, compared with 51,067,066 
pounds of milk sold by licensed plants in 1914, or an increase of 
206,350,024 pounds, or 404 per cent increase in ten years. 


The volume of milk reported in 1924 constitutes about 35 per 
cent of the fluid milk consumed by Indiana people. A few market 
milk plants have been slow to abandon the method of purchasing 
milk on the gallons and hundredweight basis.

The above graph shows a general trend upward for the output of 
licensed plants which make ice cream. In 1924, twenty-nine plants 
reported ice cream as the major product. Sixty-four plants reported 
ice cream made. Many of the factories which are not classed as 
ice cream plants, report a larger make of ice cream than those classed 
as ice cream factories. 


Licensed plants are now making 66 per cent of the ice cream con- 
sumed in Indiana, against 59 per cent in 1923. In 1923 the gallons 
of ice cream made in licensed plants totaled 4,447,157 gallons, against 
7,489,232 consumed. In 1924 the licensed plant make was 4,- 
865,465 gallons, while 7,362,900 gallons were consumed. It will be 
noted that there is a decrease of 126,332 gallons consumed, or .25 
gallons decrease per capita consumption, in 1924. In 1914 thirty- 
nine ice cream factories reported an output of 2,035,874 gallons of 
ice cream, while in 1924 twenty-nine plants reported an output of 
4,865,465 gallons of ice cream, or an increase of 2,829,579 gallons, 
or 139 per cent.

Condensed milks show a decided fluctuation from year to year. 
1918 to 1919 show a decided increase in condensed milks made, and 
is probably due ot the export and foreign trade conditions in those 
years. ‘This industry is quite easily controlled, and in 1920 produc- 
tion was severely curtailed, thus giving an opportunity for the dis- 
posal of surplus stock accumulated in 1919. In 1921, there was a 
large increase in the amount of condensed milks made. In 1924, 
another decided increase was experienced. A large percentage of 
the increase in 1924 was due to the report of two factories which 
handled a large volume of concentrated milk that has been classed 
as plain bulk condensed milk in this report. 


In 1914, five condenseries reported 13,677,248 pounds of con- 
densed milk, while in 1924, nine condenseries reported 51,712,797 
pounds of condensed milk, or an increase of 38,035,549 pounds of 
condensed milk or 278 per cent. 


Butter may be appropriately termed a key to the dairy manufac- 
turing industry in Indiana. Reports received by the Creamery Li- 
cense Division cover all the creamery butter made in Indiana since 
all the cream bought for butter making is purchased on the butterfat 
basis. A continual increase is shown for butter from 26,636,520 
pounds in 1914 to 53,462,104 pounds in 1924. There has been an 
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increase for every year, except in 1920, and there was a slight de- 
crease of 1.4 per cent compared with the make of butter in 1919, 
Butter production immediately returned to normal in 1921, 


The following table will serve to explain the graph in detail:

Average increase each year for ten years is 2,682,584 pounds of but- 
ter, or 10.07 per cent increase for each year. 


The years 1923 and 1924 have not shown the average growth re- 
corded for the ten year period. While the two preceding years, 
1922 and 1921, returned a production in pounds of butter above the 
normal average increase. The outstanding years for the increase of 
production of pounds of butter are 1915, 1919, 1921, and 1922. 

Butter production for 1914 to 1924 doubled, that is, the make of 
creamery butter in 1924 was 100.7 per cent greater than in 1914 in 
Indiana. 


GLASSWARE INSPECTION 


The Indiana Creamery and Testers’ License Law requires that all 
milk and cream test bottles, and milk pipettes be examined for ac- 
ruracy by the Purdue University Agricultural Experiment Station 
before the glassware is used in Indiana cream stations and dairy 
plants. All glassware found correct is stamped with the letters 
“S. G. P.”, meaning Standard Glassware Purdue. The type of test 
bottle and pipette is specified by the law, and glassware conforming 
to these specifications is known as “Standard Glassware”, and be- 
cause of these requirements only selected glassware is sold in In- 
diana. The use of Standard Inspected Glassware eliminates all 
possibility of unreliable test from this source. 


During the past year 63,032 pieces of glassware were inspected, 
or an increase of 16,480 pieces inspected over 1923. Most of the 
glassware was used to replace glassware broken in stations and fac- 
tories, because very little was needed for new stations.

Only .261. per cent of the glassware was discarded last year, which 
is the lowest percentage of incorrect glassware for several years. 
One hundred and fifty-two cream test bottles were incorrect, or .328 
per cent, while only thirteen milk test bottles, or .092 per cent, were 
found incorrect. No milk pipettes were condemned for inaccuracies. 
Compared with 1923 there was an increase of 19.1 per cent ac- 
curacy in testing glassware. ‘The standard of Indiana glassware is 
very high, and inaccurate tests from incorrect glassware is elim- 
inated. 

CREAMERY LICENSES 


Every creamery, shipping station, milk factory, cheese factory, or 
person, agent, firm, company, association or corporation, receiving, 
buying and paying, for milk or cream on the basis of the amount 
of butterfat contained therein, shall be required to hold a creamery 
license. (Section 6, Chapter 340, Acts of 1913, Indiana.) The li- 
cense is issued to such a factory, or person, upon complying with 
the provisions of the Indiana Creamery and Testers’ License Law, 
and upon payment of the fee of $6.00. Such a license is valid for 
the term of one year. 


A record of the licenses issued to the different types of plants, 
and stations, will be found in the accompanying table.

Butter factories remained the same in number as in the previous 
year. Market milk plants show an increase of fourteen in number. 
Ice cream factories increased, while the condenseries remained the 
same. One cheese factory ceased operating, thus leaving but four 
in the State. ‘There was a slight increase in shipping stations, or 
five more. Buying stations remained practically constant, while the 
number of licensed plants increased from 220 in 1923 to 234 in 
1924. 


The accompanying map indicates accurately the location of the 
buying stations and factories in 1924. 
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TESTERS’ EXAMINATIONS AND LICENSES 


A candidate for a tester’s license must satisfactorily answer 
twenty questions on testing in writing, and demonstrate his ability 
to properly prepare samples of milk and cream, weigh out samples 
of cream, and make correct readings of test percentages, as well as 
demonstrate his knowledge of the Babcock test for butterfat, before 
a_tester’s license will be issued. Eighty-seven examinations were 
given at the eight regular examination points, four special examina- 
tions at Plymouth and one special examination at Lafayette, making 
a total of ninety-two examinations for the year ending March 3lst, 


1925.

Eight hundred thirty candidates were examined, of which 664 
successfully passed, while 166 failed to make the required grade of 
70 per cent. Failure was due to lack of understanding of the prin- 
ciples involved in Babcock testing, incorrect reading of tests, and 
failure of duplicate tests to check within the required limits. Many 
appeared for examination who had never tested milk, and low 
grades resulted. 

20.2 per cent or one out of every five applicants failed to pass, 
or an increase of 5.5 per cent in failures over 1923;

TESTERS’ LICENSES REVOKED 


The duty of the Creamery License Division is to insure accurate 
tests and weights to both the producer and manufacturer. The Di- 
vision inspects cream and milk stations, and factories, to determine 
the accuracy of testing, weights, and records of milk and cream 
purchased. Whenever an operator is found manipulating tests, 
weights, or records, either intentionally or unintentionally, he is 
first warned to discontinue such practice. Whenever such viola- 
tions continue, the inspectors obtain evidence which is placed before 
the State Creamery Examining Board. The operator against whom 
the evidence is obtained is requested to appear before the Board to 
show cause why the license should not be revoked. After a care- 
ful consideration of all the evidence presented the Board makes the 
recommendation. Eleven testers’ licenses were revoked last year.

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PROSECUTIONS 


Operators found testing without a tester’s license are advised 
to obtain license at once. Should the operator be found testing 
again without a license, the inspectors are instructed to institute 
proceedings against the one violating the Indiana Creamery and 
Testers’ License Law. 


During 1924, two testers were prosecuted, and one case is pending. 


Floyd Nichols, for receiving, testing and paying for cream on the 
butterfat basis at Kouts, Indiana, as an agent for North Judson 
Creamery and Packing Company, North Judson, Indiana, without 
having a tester’s license issued to him by the Purdue University 
Agricultural Experiment Station. The case was prosecuted in Judge 
T. B. Lauderback’s Court at Valparaiso, Indiana, on April 24, 1924, 
and the defendant fined $25.00 and $13.50 costs. 


Glen Reynolds, for receiving, testing and paying for cream on the 
butterfat basis, at Clay City, Indiana, as an agent for Armour and 
Company, at Worthington, Indiana, without having a tester’s license 
issued to him by the Purdue University Agricultural Experiment 
Station. The case was prosecuted in Justice of Peace Sander’s Court, 
of Clay City, Indiana, on September 27, 1924, and the defendant 
fired $25.00 and costs. 


A case now pending will be tried June 15, 1925. 


The Division has, on several occasions, assisted creameries and 
milk plants in the State to apprehend cream and milk check forgers. 
This last year, one case resulted’ in a settlement of $1,200.00 cash 
payment to the Company involved.

THE MEXICAN BEAN BEETLE 


The Mexican bean beetle in all stages of development may be found on the foliage of beans. 
The voracious larvae may skeletonize the foliage of a plant in a few days.

THE MEXICAN BEAN BEETLE IN INDIANA 
By Joun J. Davis, Department of Entomology 


Progressing northward at a rapid rate s-nce its recognized occur- — 
rence in Alabama in 1920, the Mexican bean beetle’ made its first 
appearance in Indiana in 1924 in the counties of Harrison, Floyd, 
Clark, Jefferson and Switzerland along the Ohio River. The beetles 
are strong fliers and have spread with the wind long distances each 
year, following the direction of the prevailing winds (see figure 1). 
Every indication points to a rapid spread throughout the southeastern 
section of Indiana in 1925 and further spread to all sections of Indiana 
in a very few years. 


The Mexican bean beetle, a member of the ladybird beetle family, 
most of which are beneficial as natural enemies of plant lice and scale 
insects, is a native of Mexico. It has long been present and destruc- 
tive to beans in New Mexico, Arizona and Colorado, but not until 
1920 was it found east of the Mississippi River. As a pest of culti- 
vated garden beans it is probably unsurpassed and where it has be- 
come established injury amounting to 50 to 80 per cent of the crop is 
not uncommon. Even in some sections of Indiana where it appeared 
in 1924, almost complete destruction of late summer crops resulted 
the first season of its occurrence. While it attacks other legumes, 
such as cowpeas and soybeans, it is not yet recognized as a serious 
pest of these crops and the possibility of injury to such staple legumes 
as cowpeas and soybeans is unlikely if proper measures are taken to 


prevent undue increase. 


Recognition of the Insect and Its Injury 


The beetle has all the appearance of a large ladybird beetle, being 
about one-fourth inch long, nearly hemispherical, and with yellow- 
ish to brownish wing covers bearing sixteen black spots (Fig. 2). 
The eggs are orange yellow, deposited in clusters of 20 to 60 on the 
lower surface of the jeaf, and resemble the egg clusters of the Col- 
orado potato beetle. The larvae hatching from the eggs are lemon or 

orange yellow in color, being conspicuous and characterized by the 
fleshy branched spines covering the body (Fig. 2), and about one-third 
inch in length when full grown. Both beetles and larvae feed on the 
foliage usually on the under surface, the greatest damage being done 
by the larvae. When full grown the larva attaches itself to the leaf 
and pupates, the pupae being inactive and similar in color to the 
active larvae. Larvae often migrate to nearby plants to pupate.

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Injury by the beetles and larvae is quite characteristic. The beetles 
eat ragged areas from the lower surface, often eating completely 
through the tissue so as to leave a lace-like appearance. The larvae 
feed similarly but usually leave the upper surface intact. The larvae 
feed along linear sections, resulting in a peculiar network quite unlike 
the feeding of any other insect (Fig. 3). The developing bean pods. 
as well as the foliage may be eaten. The foliage when severely at- 
tacked dries up and the leaves drop or dry up on the plant, thus 
destroying the plant (Fig. 4). 


Food Plants and Economic Importance 


Garden beans, including lima beans, are the preferred hosts of the 
Mexican bean beetle; indeed this insect is now recognized as the most 
serious pest attacking beans. It is also common on beggar weed, a 
common weed in Indiana. The insect may also eat cowpea, soybean, 
and other beans, and such legumes as alfalfa and clover. Rarely it 
eats the foliage of corn, grasses, okra, eggplant, potato and squash. 

Although cowpeas and soybeans are not uncommonly attacked by 
this bean beetle, they are not the favorite hosts and observations in- 
dicate that the species will not increase on these hosts under ordinary

conditions. On the other hand, if the beetle is permitted to develop 
and increase unrestrictedly on garden beans, there is every likelihood 


y 
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that it will become a serious pest of cowpeas and soybeans in these 
localities. In other words, reasonable means against the Mexican 
bean beetle on garden bean crops should prevent its ever becoming 
a soybean pest in Indiana. 


Life History of the Insect 


The beetles, which hibernate in protected places under leaves, rub- 
bish and plant remains, emerge in the spring, probably the latter part 
of May or early June in Indiana. They soon begin laying eggs from 
which the larvae hatch, feed and become mature beetles in about four 
and a half or five weeks. Inasmuch as the adults lay eggs over 4

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period of a month there is naturally a considerable overlapping co 
generations, but fully two generations and often three generations 
season may be expected in Indiana. As the cool autumn weather 
approaches the beetles desert their host plants and fly to edges o 
fields, fence rows, ditch banks and woodlands, where they conceal 
themselves under the protection of leaves and rubbish, to pass th 
winter. 


Natural Agencies Affecting the Beetle 


Since the beetles are known to occur-in the higher altitudes and 
cooler sections of Colorado and other western states, and since they 
seek well protected winter quarters, it is almost certain that they can 
successfully survive the winter conditions of Indiana. Certain weather 
conditions, such as heavy rains during spring and summer, seem to

have a detrimental effect but are apparently unimportant consider- 
ations. Neither are there any important natural enemies. In general 
natural agencies are of little importance in checking the Mexican 
bean beetle and the grower must resort to artificial measures. 


= 
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Control Measures 


Strong, vigorous, quick-maturing crops will materially assist the 
grower in securing a profitable crop in spite of the insect. Thus the 
ground should be properly cultivated and fertilized and suitable early- 
maturing varieties should be grown. Since the beetles do not issue

until late spring, an early-maturing crop, planted early, will often 
mature before the insect has become destructively abundant. Also 
fall crops should be planted as late as possible because the insect is 
less active at that season and does not reproduce as rapidly or abun- 
dantly in August and September as earlier. Severely injured crops 
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should be plowed under, this procedure being effective in burying 
and destroying the various stages of the insect occurring on the vines. 
The beetle is semi-gregarious in habit and hibernates beneath leaves 
in woodlands or along the edge of woodlands, thickets and waste 
places. Where practical, burning over waste places near bean fields 
during the late fall or winter, is an advantage. 


In sections where large acreages of beans for canning are grown it 
is very important that home gardeners spray or dust their early crops 
of beans just as soon as the insect makes its first appearance. Other- 
wise the insect will develop in large numbers and the maturing beetles 
spread to the more important crops of canning beans, thus making 
control in the larger acreages more difficult. 


Insecticide Control—The Mexican bean beetle can be best con- 
trolled by the application of stomach poisons. Care must be taken, 
however, since bean plants are quite susceptible to injury by arsen- 
icals. For this reason dust treatments, which are easy to apply and 
less likely to injure bean foliage, are being generally advocated. In 
all cases it is of greatest importance that the undersurfaces of the 
leaves be covered. Several formulas have been used successfully and 
of these the three which we recommend as best suited for our con- 
ditions are as follows: 


Calcium Arsenate, Sulphur and Lime Dust.

(This dust is recommended in preference to others. The 
sulphur assists in securing adherence to the foliage and acts as 
a check against the red spider which is often abundant and 
destructive on beans.)

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(This dust was used in an experimental way in Tennessee 
in 1924 with excellent results against the bean beetle. Its ad- 
vantages over the arsenates are said to be its less cost, less 
poisonous effect on people and rapid killing effect. Calcium 
fluosilicate may also prove to be equally effective. Both are in 
the experimental stage.) 


In any case the materials are thoroughly mixed before using. This 
can be accomplished by stirring the ingredients together, placing in a 
tight can with 8 or 10 stones the size of walnuts and rolling over 
rough ground with an occasional tipping on end. 


In applying, care should be exercised to dust evenly and to reach 
the undersides of the foliage. 


A dust gun with an L nozzle so that the under surface of the leaves 
can be reached should be used. For small garden patches a hand 
duster or knapsack bellows type (Fig. 5) can be used to good advan- 
tage. For commercial acreages a larger outfit such as a rotary fan 
duster (Fig. 6) should be used. In any case, the secret of successful

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control is promptness in applying remedies, reaching the under sur- 
faces of the leaves with the insecticide and securing a thorough and 
uniform coating. Fifteen to 20 pounds of the dust should be applied to 
the acre of beans and several applications may be necessary. The first — 
application should be made when the eggs become numerous, which is 
usually when the plants begin to put out their first true leaves. One 
to four applications, at intervals of a week or ten days should be 
made, the number of treatments depending largely on the severity 

of the infestation.

Since the beetfes and larvae feed on the under surfaces of the leaves 
it is essential that sprays as well as dusts be applied so as to reach the 
undersides. In the case of liquid sprays an elbow or angle nozzle at 
the end of an extension rod is desirable. ; 


The Outlook for the Future 


The Mexican bean beetle is well established in several southeastern 
Indiana counties bordering the Ohio River. The insect will undoubt- 
edly spread and become well established over the State and cause 
heavy damage to growing beans. Inasmuch as there are no effective 
parasites as yet known, it is likely that wherever the insect becomes 
established it will not be profitable to grow beans excepting where 
artificial control measures are adopted. So long as the insect confines 
its attacks to garden beans it can be readily controlled by the use of 
arsenicals as suggested above but if not checked on its favorite hosts, 
the bean beetle may spread to field beans, such as soybeans, where 
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control with arsenicals may be impractical. This emphasizes the im- 
portance of using artificial control measures on garden beans to pre- 
vent undue increase. 


Insects suspected as the Mexican bean beetle should be sent to the 
Department of Entomology, Purdue University Agricultural Experi- 
ment Station, Lafayette, Indiana, with information on the severity 
and extent of the infestation. Such information will enable us to 
follow the spread of the insect and assist us in advising communities 
of the new pest. 
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ELECTRICITY FOR INDIANA FARMS 
T. KE. Hien ton 


More than 10,000 Indiana farmers are using electricity for light and 
power. These farmers are employing electricity in the development of 
their homes and in the solution of their labor problems. They are finding 
electricity to be a most convenient and satisfactory form of power both 
in the home and for the larger farm operations ‘The rural people are 
simply secured for the country home and the farm the conveniences and 
the power used so universally, successfully, and economically in city 
homes and industrial plants. 
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Fig. 2. Electric current is carried into rural communities and to farms from central sta- 
tions or hydro-electric plants by electric lines at voltages of from 2200 to 6600. The trans- 
former shown on the pole reduces the voltage of the line to 110 or 220 volts or beth for the 
various uses to which the current may be put on the farm. A cream separator and milking 
machine, both motor driven, are operated in the milk house. 


If electricity is of service and importance on 10,000 farms in the state 
it should be available on many more of the 207,000 farms in Indiana. On 
many thousands of these farms exists the same needs and demands as 
for those which have been fortunate enough to secure electricity. 

Why do not more farmers use electricity? How can electricity be furn- 
ished to Indiana farms at a reasonable cost? How can Indiana farms 
make a profitable use of electricity? How can electricity be adapted to 
farm power needs? 

With the hope of securing answers to these questions electric light and 
power companies have given financial support to Purdue University for 
an extensive series of investigations and studies on problems related to 
electricity in agriculture. Purdue University, through the Engineering 


Fig. 3. For many years kerosene lamps have been the source of light in the farm home. 
No workman can do good work without good tools. One of the principal tools is good arti- 
ficial light. Kerosene lamps do not give sufficient light for working or reading. Insufficient 
light causes eye strain and may necessitate the early use of eye glasses. 

Kerosene lamps take the oxygen out of the air making it unfit for human beings. The 
flickering flame causes an unsteady light. There is always danger of fire. Lamps are easily 


knocked over by a slight jar. They also take a large amount of time to keep them filled and 
cleaned.

Electricity is one of the best substitutes for daylight. The lights are under direct control 
and are usually very steady. There is no strain whatever on the eyes. The danger of fire is 
lessened. They require no cleaning and are absolutely odorless. The push of a button will give 
a flood of light in the house or barn whichever it may be. Mr. and Mrs. J. M. Lugar, of 
Otterbein, Indiana, enjoy reading by electric light. 
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and Agricultural Experiment Stations, is undertaking this important pro- 
ject and is assigning workers, equipment, and funds in order that the 
best and most helpful information may be secured at the earliest possible 
moment. 

Public utilities have encountered many difficulties and objections to an 
extensive development of rural electric lines. Farmers are in doubt as 
to the practicability of a more general use of electricity and the obliga- 
tions they can afford to incur. . 


Fig. 5. One of the chief uses of a small motor on Indiana farms is that of driving a 
cream separator. Motors used for this purpose are usually 1-8 or 1-6 H. P. and use a small 
amount of electric current. The cost under average conditions for electricity is less than 5c per 
hour.

The state experiment stations have done but a limited amount of work 
and are unable to answer many questions regarding the extent to which 
electricity can be used economically as a source of light, heat, and power 


on the farm. 
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New Uses of Electricity 


New uses of electricity on the farm are being developed constantly. 
These are being adopted by farmers who have electric service as soon as 
proven practical by experiment. A comparatively recent use which has 
been developed is that of lighting poultry houses to increase winter egg 
production. Another use still in the experimental stage is that of brood- 
ing chicks, using electricity as a source of heat. Considerable experi- 


mental work is also being carried on to determine the value of early ~ 


hatched chicks with ultar-violet light to prevent leg weakness. 


Fig. 6. It is not necessary to provide an individual motor for each piece of equipment to 
be driven. One motor may drive a line shaft which in turn operates the cream separator, 
washing machine, churn, sausage grinder, grind stone or other machines. A stationary motor 
on the farm of C. W. Duncan, of Madison, Indiana, operates the cream separator and washing 
machine by means of a line shaft. 


The development of electric refrigerators is a matter of great interest 
to the farm wife. These machines, equipped with automatic controls, 
make possible the maintenance of low temperatures for keeping cooked 
foods, milk, eggs, meat, etc. The lack of proper refrigerator facilities 
restricts the most economical use of the food supply and it is only natural 
that farm women should feel a deep concern in this comparatively new 
use of electricity. y 


Economy of Using Electrical Energy 


The economy of the use of electricity in comparison with other forms 
of energy is one about which little is known at the present time. It is 
the answers to this problem, however, which will ultimately determine to 
what extent electricity may be used on the farm. Some uses of electricity 
on the farm can be justified by a matter of satisfaction alone. ‘The great 


a 
majority, however, cannot be and must be made to pay their way. Data 
for various operations such as incubation is being secured. ‘The maxi- 
mum rate at which electricity can be used for incubation in comparison 
with coal and oil will be established. Similar data is being secured for 
other uses. 


Fig. 7. Water is an essential factor in promoting cleanliness and sanitation on the farm. 
It frequently is used very sparingly where it must be carried into the house by some member 
of the family. Many a backache is caused by the carrying of water. 


A Pedometer was placed on a farm woman on wash day. During the day she walked 
nearly 15 miles carrying the water supply for the family. An automatic water system was in- 
stalled and the amount of walking was cut down two-thirds. Not only did it save members of 
the family but they found that they used nearly three times as much. This automatic water 
system is in the home of Mr. Van Johnson, Westfield, Indiana, where it furnishes water for 


_ bathroom, kitchen and all outbuildings. 
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Some of the uses now made of electricity on Indiana farms are illus- 
trated in this publication. However, there are a number of problems 
which affect the use of electricity for these and other purposes and the 
extent to which it may replace other forms of energy. The source and 
cost of the current, adapting electrical drive to existing farm machinery

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Source of Electricity 


The source of electricity naturally is one of the problems uppermost 
in the minds of those wanting to secure it. Engine driverf plants, wind 
driven plants, small water power plants, and rural electric lines suggest 
themselves as possible sources of current. 

As shown by statistics, over 50 per cent of the farmers using electricity _ 
on Indiana farms today are using individual plants. The majority of these 
plants are 32-volt, engine driven, battery plants. Current is used largely 
for lighting and some small motor work such as driving a washing ma- 
chine and water pump. Besides this type of plant three other types of 


Fig. 8. The possibility of using electric motors to provide power for the small belt work 
has not received much attention from Indiana farmers. Mr. F. R. Porter, of Hanover, Indiana, 
however, grinds his feed at home, using an electric motor as a source of power. The neces- 
sity of providing a separate motor for each operation is being overcome by the development of 
a portable motor mounted on a truck. A counter shaft mounted on the truck can be driven 
by the motor. This shaft has several belt pulleys which provide the variation in driving speed 
necessary for one motor to operate several farm implements. 


plants are made in which the generator is driven by an engine. A 32-volt 
non-battery plant, 110-volt non-battery plant, and 110-volt battery plant 
are also manufactured. At the present time the number of the plants of 
these types is a very small portion of the individual plants of the state. 

Wind electric plants using a 32-volt generator and battery may be found 
occasionally in the state. Such a plant has been installed at Purdue Uni- 
versity for experimental purposes for more than three years.- ‘In May, 
1925, a new type of wheel was installed on the tower. This wheel con- 
sists merely of two blades which resemble in appearance the propellor of 
an aeroplane. 
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Favorable sites for small water power installations in Indiana are very 
scarce, The intermittent flow of the smaller streams makes necessary the 
installation of a reservoir to provide water during the summer. The cost 
of developing such sites is usually great enough to discourage the installa- 
tion of the necessary equipment. 

A desirable source of current for farm use is the central station or 
Hydro-electric plant. Rural electric lines at 2200 and 4400 volts as well 
as combination transmission and distribution lines at 6600 and 13,200 
volts are fed from these plants and carry the energy to the farm. Asa 
general rule, it is not an economical proposition to install the necessary 
transformers for an individual farm on a line with voltage over 13,200. 


Fig. 9. The dirt which accumulates on carpets and rugs is of three kinds. First, is the 
loose surface dirt which consists of dust and crumbs which is easily removed. 

Second, is the dirt which adheres closely to the surface of the rug, such as threads, hair 
and lint and is not so easily removed. 

The third is the most injurious and cannot be readily seen. It is the sand and grit which 
becomes imbedded at the roots of the nap and which with the wear and tear of walking and 
rocking chairs cuts the nap at the roots thus causing worn spots to appear. 

‘An electric vacuum cleaner is easily and inexpensively operated. Rugs cleaned in this way 
last much longer than those swept with a broom. The dusting problem is much less because 
the cleaner raises very little dust. 


Cost of Electricity 


The problem of cost is of prime importance and for that reason is re- 
ceiving considerable attention. It involves the following factors: 

1. Interest on the investment in generating plant and distributing cir- 
cuits. 

2. Depreciation on the above. 

3. Maintenance of the same. 

4. Cost of fuel and supplies. 

5. In the case of the central station, cost of reading meters and cler- 


ical help. 
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A meter has been installed on a 32-volt battery plant to measure the 
amount of current used under farm conditions. Fuel and oil used are 
measured and the amounts recorded. The cost of repairs has been kept 
on this plant since it was installed, consequently it will be possible to ob- 
tain the entire cost of the current from this type of plant. To secure data 
on another type of plant under similar conditions an automatic non-bat- 
tery plant will be used to replace the battery plant. 


A recording ammeter installed on the wind electric plant located at 
Purdue University records the amount of current generated. No data is 
available on the length of life of such plants, consequently accurate costs 
for current cannot be computed until the present plant has been in opera- 
tion a longer period of time. 


Fig. 10. The milking machine is one answer to the dairyman’s labor problem. It helps 
to cut down the amount of labor which must be hired on ‘the dairy farm. An electric motor 
provides power to operate the one shown above on the farm of Frank Ferguson, of Hanover, 
Indiana. The largest use of motors of 1 H. P. or over on Indiana farms is that of furnishing 
power for mechanical milking. 


A survey made in February and March, 1925, of 24 rural electric lines 
in Indiana disclosed the fact that rates for electricity on farm lines are 
somewhat above those in adjacent cities and towns. In practically all 
cases to secure the line the farmers paid a portion of its cost. The lines 
in all cases were operated and maintained by the company. 


The higher rates and monthly minimum charges on farm lines are due 
to low consumption of current, higher maintenance charges, large line 
losses, and low load factor of such lines. 


The average consumption of 496 farm customers on 24 rural electric 
lines in Indiana during 1924 was 22.2 K. W. H. per month. Of this 
number only 10 were using motors over 1 H. P. These 10 averaged 
119.7 K. W. H. per month for the entire year. In comparison, records of 
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certain Indiana utility companies show that the average monthly con- 
sumption of current for 41,744 customers in 4 Indiana towns during the 
same time was 27.8 K. W. H. 


Maintenance charges per customer are higher on rural lines than on 
the city lines. With an average number of three customers per mile 
the cost of maintaining lines, reading meters, and other necessary 
service is higher than for towns and cities where 50 or more customers 
may be found per mile of line. 


Fig. 11. A few large motors from 10 to 25 horse power in size are used in Indiana for 
heavy belt work. The 25 horse power motor shown furnishes power for threshing, cutting en- 
silage, grinding feed and shredding fodder on the farms of Robert Craig and his father near 
Hanover, Indiana. It is mounted on a wagon to facilitate transportation. Ease of starting, 
constant speed, large overload capacity, and satisfactory operation through wide ranges of 
_ temperatures are recommendations made for their use by the owners. 


he line and transformer losses on some farm lines are nearly equal to 
the energy used by the customers. Data were secured on three farm 
lines for 1924 and losses of 31.2 to 46.4 per cent were found with an av- 
erage loss on the three lines of 37.6 per cent. The major portion of these 
losses are those due to the transformer. ‘These are of two kinds, the iron 
loss and the copper loss. The iron loss goes on in the transformer unless 
it is disconnected from the line. ‘The copper loss takes place only when 
there is some load on the transformer. he iron loss of a 1.5 K. V. A. 
transformer, the smallest size now generally provided for individual 
farms, averages 17.3 K. W. H. per month, which is nearly as much as 
that used by farm customers in 1924. 

Another item tending to increase rural rates is that of low load factor. 
By load factor is meant the relation between the greatest amount of cur- 
rent used at any time and the average amount of current used. This 
relation is generally expressed as a percentage. For example the greatest 
demand on a line may be 10 K. W. and it is found that the average con- 
sumption is 5 K. W. The load factor is then 50 per cent. 
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Observations taken on a rural electric line near Goshen, Indiana, in 
April, 1925, showed a load factor of 27 per cent, in other words only 
slightly more than one-fourth of the generating capacity required to 
serve the needs of the 50 farmers on the line would have been required 
if the load could have been evenly distributed over the 24 hours of the day. 

By limiting the use of motors to most necessary operations during per- 
iods of greatest demand the load factor can be increased. Obviously it is 


not necessary to operate a motor for pumping water in the morning and ~

tricity is undoubtedly the most ideal cooking fuel from a standpoint of cleanliness, direct con- 
trol, and efficient in the use of heat provided. No other fuel can be controlled so directly. 
No other fuel equals it in the entire absence of unpleasant odors, soot, or other products of 
combustion. Electric cooking can be performed at any constant temperature since it is so 
easily regulated. The heat in the kitchen during the summer months is lessened. The com- 
bination wood or coal and electric range will provide heat for the kitchen during the cool 
months where it is necessary. 


evening at the time of greatest demand. Work where heavy motors are 
required can usually be done at other times. By increasing the load factor 
in this way the central station company can use less equipment for a 
longer period of the day. ‘This will tend to cut down overhead charges 
and assist in securing lower rates. 

A question which is asked very frequently in securing rural electric 
line service is that regarding the donation to the company of a sum of 
money to pay for the line. This question is prompted by the fact that no 
connection charge is made in villages, towns and cities. The reason for 
this is largely due to the fact that the investment for the rural customer

chine. Washing involves a large amount of hard labor. Everything possible should be done 
to reduce the time and labor for this task. Investigations show that. the cost of electricity for 
the operation of a washing machine for a farm family of four required but 814 K. W. H. for 
13 weeks, with electricity at 10c per K. W. H. The cost of current for this work averaged 
61sec per week. 


Fig. 14. The electric iron is a great time and labor saver. No time is lost carrying the 
iron back and forth from the stove to the ironing board. The iron is always ready. The 
danger of fire is considerably less with the electric iron than with an oil or gas heated one. 
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is considerably greater than that for a city customer. If the company 
pays for the line, the rate will have to be increased to cover the interest 
on this investment. In order to furnish electricity as cheaply as possible 
to the customer: he is asked to pay the difference between the cost of the 
line to serve him and the city customer. 


Adapting Electric Drive to Farm Machinery 


The problem of driving farm machinery with electric motors is one 
which has had considerable influence on the slow development of the 
use of electric power on the farm. Farm machinery, as equipped at the 
present time, except in a very few instances is not suited to electric drive. 
The belt speed of a motor is high and that of the equipment to be driven 
relatively low. A wide variety of conditiofis must be met from driving a

slow speed corn sheller to a very high speed wood saw. To do this 
with one motor operating at a constant speed means that some provision 
must be made to reduce the driving speed of the motor to that demanded 
by the equipment to be operated. It is not always possible to do this 
simply by placing a larger belt pulley on the driven machine but frequent- 
ly requires that a set of gears or counter shaft be used to reduce the driy- 
ing speed. The possibility of standardizing belt speeds of various farm 
machines is being considered, but this will not affect existing machinery. 

Another factor which has a direct influence on this problem is the 
power requirement of the larger belt driven machinery. Motors required 
to drive a thresher or ensilage cutter must have a rating of at least 15 
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H. P. The cost of such motors and the rates required for their intermit- 
tent use have tended to discourage the use of electric power for the heav- 
ier belt work. By developing smaller threshing machines, ensilage cut- 
ters and feed grinders, motors of smaller rating may be used. It will 
then be possible for one man to increase the amount of work which he can 
do himself and thus have to rely less on hired labor. 


The problem of getting satisfactory hired labor on the farm and in 
the home has become increasingly difficult. ‘The use of electricity en- 
ables the farmer to utilize his time more effectively and eliminate the need 
of using so much extra labor. The electrically equipped farm and home 
not only help solve the labor problem but makes the home more satisfy- 
ing and attractive to the family. 


Experimental Program 


A definite experimental program is now under way with the purpose of 
attempting to secure answers to all of these problems. The Agricul- 
tural Experiment Station farm at Bedford has electric service. A 
great many uses are being made of electricity at this farm and all 
equipment used is operated under test. 


The laboratories and experimental farms at Purdue University are 
available for various tests and experiments on any phase of these prob- 
lems. New uses are being developed. New equipment which is not yet 
suitable for farm conditions is being adapted to practical operation. 


A comparison of electrical energy with other forms of energy under 
actual farm conditions will be made on several farms near Wanatah. A 
rural electric line extending to the Pinney-Purdue Farm has been erected 
by the Calumet Gas & Electric Company for experimental work. The 
most modern equipment will be operated under test on these farms and 
efforts made to establish the practicability of its use.

The purpose of this corn exhibit is to emphasize the fact that types 
of corn resistant to root rot can be produced by inbreeding and out- 
crossing. Some of these types which are resistant were rough and early 
maturing. Others were smooth and some very smooth, with one type 
with zigzag rows. 


The method by which these strains were produced was by inbreeding 
Johnson County White for a period of years until the inbred lines 
showed uniform resistance to root rot or susceptibility to root rot. By 
crossing different inbreds, many different hybrid types resulted. After 
many of the inbreds were tested for resistance and susceptibility, trial 
crosses were made between a large number of them. The best types, 
those in the middle row of this exhibit, were produced by crossing two 
inbreds both of which were resistant to rootrots. The upper row con- 
sisted of trial crosses between inbreds which were susceptible to root- 
rots. These ears all showed various types of defects from chaffiness 
and starchiness, to under-developed nubbins. The bottom row consisted 
of fairly good types and these sets were produced by crossing a sus- 
ceptible strain onto a resistant one. All of these sets were produced in 
rows consisting of fifty plants grown in a single experimental plat. The 
badly diseased rows in this plat contrasted the resistance carried in the 
best rows. All of these ears in each set were very uniform even though 
they were selected from ten consecutive'stalks in these experimental rows. 


SOME RESULTS OF THE CORN DISEASE 
INVESTIGATIONS 


The development of the modified rag doll for testing seed corn for 
germination and disease. The old rag doll was so modified that it 
became of practical use for this purpose. This method of testing seed 
corn is the one which is being used in practically all counties in 
Indiana and many other states in the Corn Belt. Over 500,000 seed 
ears were tested in Indiana during this past spring by this method. 

It is also found that starchy corn is more susceptible to seed infec- 
tion and also that the plants grown from such corn are more fre- 
quently invaded by root rot organisms than corn of the strains more 
horny in character of endosperm. 

Wheat scab is caused by one of the root and stalk rotting fungi of 
corn,

It has also been found that iron and aluminum compounds accumu- 
late in certain tissues in corn plants and that these accumulations are 
associated with a higher degree of susceptibility of these plants to 
become root rotted. 

Applying this discovery to field operations, it is found that these 
accumulations occur most frequently in acid soils deficient in phos- 
' phates. On this basis it is feasible to recommend that both phos- 
phates and potash be added to soils in which the corn plants are 
stunted and have abundant metal accumulations in the nodal tissues. 
Potash should be added to those soils in which the plants reach nor- 
mal height but which have nodal tissues carrying high iron and 
aluminum contents. These symptoms are being recognized and fer- 
tilizer recommendations made accordingly. 
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Strains of corn have been isolated in breeding experiments which 
vary in their respective susceptibilities to root rots. Resistant strains 
have also been isolated and both types are being carried forward at 
the present time for physiological and pathological studies. 


Certain strains of corn have also shown a high economy in their use 
of phosphates. Several strains in addition withstand higher soil 
acidity than others. 


During the last year the Agricultural Experiment Station has em- 
ployed additional help to carry on the work in corn improvement. A 
new feature in the program is to produce first generation hybrid seed 
in sufficient amounts to give each hybrid a fair test on different types 
of Indiana soil. 


The results obtained during the last year have demonstrated that 
some of the varieties and strains grown are not well suited to the type 
of soil on which they are grown. The production of seed corn adapted

to your farm can best be accomplished by inbreeding (or self fertiliza- 
tion) and then recombining two pure self fertilized lines. The 
technique of this work is not generally understood by all farmers and 
until it is, it will be necessary for the Experiment Station to produce 
the original seed in isolated fields. A continuation of this seed will 
soon accommodate a number of farmers. Promising combinations of 
Johnson County White inbred strains have been put together this 
summer for seed next spring on soil such as the better corn lands of 
Shelby County and that section. Also seed from combinations of 
Early Yellow Dent strains will be available for seeding some corn land

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in the northern part of the State next spring. Hundreds of combina- 
tions of inbred lines are under daily observation by the men in this 
work and seed representing the most promising crosses will be pro- 
duced next summer for trial and seed production in large isolated 
fields. 

Approximately 20 acres of. land are devoted to corn improvement 
at Lafayette in breeding plats growing self fertilized lines and trial 
crosses. The public is encouraged to visit these fields, and grow up 
with a method of corn improvement which has promise of supplanting 
our methods in the past which have been largely fruitless. 


Problems Now Under Investigation 


The chief problems under investigation are the production of 
adapted, disease resistant, high yielding strains of the common varie- 
ties of commercial corn, The work includes studies of many isolated 
inbred strains obtained from Leaming, Johnson County White, Early 
Yellow Dent, and different varieties of sweet corn. 

All of the inbred lines from these varieties are being tested in both 
the laboratory and in the field for specific qualities which may make 
them desirable for new strains of corn. These studies include ap- 
proximately 5,000 selfed lines each year. The inbred lines are tested 
for root rot resistance, rust resistance and various capacities to grow 
well in poor soils as well as in good fertile soil. Testing these inbred 
strains in this way enables the selection of the most desirable ones 
for breeding purposes in the field. 

It is necessary to study the disease susceptible strains as well as 
those which are resistant so that when resistant hybrids are produced 
their resistance can be demonstrated by growing susceptible hybrids 
in the same field. It is on this basis that progress has been made in 
corn improvement. 

The problem in the sweet corn work is to obtain high quality strains 
for the canning industry, The varieties which are being bred are 
Stowell’s Evergreen, Early Evergreen, Country Gentleman, Narrow 
Grain Evergreen and Golden Bantam. Approximately 300 hybrids 
were tested this year and those which proved of highest quality will 
be continued on a large scale for multiplication, 

Furthermore, the symptoms of malnutrition displayed by corn 
plants in various soils are being used to determine the proper fertilizer 
requirements of the crop. It has been found that the metal accumula- 
tions which occur in the nodal tissues of the plants indicate a deficient 
supply of potash. 


POISONED CORN PLANTS 


Corn plants are very susceptible to iron and 
aluminum poisoning. Once they are pois- 
oned, they easily succumb to root rot dis- 
eases. This is the novel theory recently 
developed by G. N. Hoffer, who for years 
has been working with corn on the poor clay 
soils of Indiana. The pictures show how iron 

_-and aluminum affect corn plants. The stalk 
on the left with jonits which are fairly light 
colored contains very little iron. On the 
right is a stalk with dark brown joints result- 
ing from heavy iron accumulations. This can 
all be proved chemically. Furthermore, the 
stalks with the dark colored joints break over 
easily, even though they do not first become 
diseased. Some strains of corn resist iron 
poisoning even though growing on poor soil. 
As Hoffer sees it, the problem of the corn 
breeder is to pick out such strains. With this 
thought in mind, he is developing a corn 
breeding technique which is different from 
that followed by anyone else. Corn growers 
on poor land should follow his work very 


closely.

BREEDING CORN FOR POOR LAND 
Hoffer of Indiana Is Finding Strains That Yield Well on Thin Soil. 


By H. A. WALLACE 


Even in the best sections of the corn belt there are far more 
30-bushel corn farmers than 60-bushel farmers. And yet all our corn 
breeding work has been done on high yielding corn land with the idea 
of developing a corn which would yield over 100 bushels to the acre 
under the most favorable conditions. Our show corns, when planted 
on rich land in a good season, will quite often yield over 70 bushels, 
with a high percentage of beautiful, straight rowed ears. But when 
the same show corn is planted on 30-bushel corn land, the ears are 
just about as scrubby looking as though ordinary corn had been 
planted, and the yield is often less. 
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How can we get the best corn for poor land? G. N. Hoffer, of 
Indiana, has the best answer of anyone, so far as I know. Moreover, 
his methods may also eventually give the highest yielding types for 
good land. Hoffer, five or six years ago, was put to work by the Office 
of Cereal Investigations of the United States Department of Agricul- 
ture and the Indiana experiment station, to find out about root rots 
and other obscure corn diseases. How he stumbled onto the idea of 
finding high yielding corn for poor land is an interesting story—so 
interesting, in fact, that I traveled a thousand miles last fall for the | 
sole purpose of seeing Hoffer’s corn and hearing his story. 


How Scientific Discoveries Are Made 


I am going to tell the story the way Hoffer unraveled it from nature, 
because it illustrates so nicely the round-about way in which so many 
scientific discoveries are made. First, Hoffer was called in by the 
sweet corn canners to find what caused black specks in cans of sweet 
corn. The black specks were iron sulphide, but the question was 
where the iron came from. Hoffer finally tested the sweet corn kernels 
themselves before they were canned, and found that some of them 
contained abundant iron. Then he tested corn stalks and found heavy 
iron accumulations at the joints or nodes of many stalks. Other 
stalks were almost free of iron. And the interesting thing was that 
the stalks with heavy iron were also stunted or root rotted. Did 
disease cause the iron to accumulate at the joints or did the iron so 
weaken the plant that the disease could get a foothold? Hoffer thinks 
that usually the iron comes first and causes the really serious damage. 
In fact, he has caused corn plants to take on a typical root-rotted 
appearance by injecting soluble iron solutions into them, whereas 
potash or phosphate salts caused no damage to other plants in the 
same hill. 

Then Hoffer began to think: Are there other metals in the soil 
which hurt corn like iron? How about aluminum, of which there is 
more in the soil than any other metal? This was a harder problem, 
involving the careful chemical analysis of hundreds of plants. Finally 
he discovered that the aluminum had more of a tendency to lodge in 
the leaves, whereas the iron stayed chiefly in the nodes of the stalk 
and especially in the lower nodes. Now the leaves with high alumi- 
num were also leaves with a type of firing. 

Next, Hoffer had to explain why plants got into this bad habit of 
soaking up the harmful iron and aluminum. At this time the root rot 
people were sending out samples of diseased and disease free seed 
corn to be tested out at the different experiment stations. On rich 
soil at the lowa experiment station the diseased seed corn often 
yielded just as well as the disease free. Hoffer then found that in 
rich soils like the Iowa station soil the corn plants had only small 
quantities of iron at the joints or aluminum in the leaves. They had 
plenty of good phosphates, potash, nitrates and lime, and therefore 
didn’t take in much iron or aluminum. 

Much experimenting on this point followed, the sum of which is: 
Usually large accumulations of iron and aluminum in corn plants 
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reflect a poor soil. Root rots reflect available iron and aluminum. 
Therefore poor soils predispose corn plants to root rots. 


But there were exceptions to this rule. Some corn plants seemed 
to have an inherited tendency to soak up iron and aluminum, whereas 
other plants on the same soil did not. And so Hoffer and his asso- 
ciates in the investigation started to work with inbred strains of corn 
where they could feel sure that the heredity of the plants was more 
uniform, He found that some inbreds poisoned themselves very 
easily with aluminum and developed leaf firing on a soil where most 
of the inbreds were not aluminum poisoned or fired at all. Some of © 
the inbreds took up iron much more readily than others. 


A Most Interesting Test 


Now here comes the most interesting part: Hoffer and Trost made 
some artificial soils, some of which had plenty of plant food to grow 
good corn, whereas others were all right except that they had only 
one-tenth ofthe normal amount of phosphate, others were supplied 

“with one-tenth of the normal amount of potash, and still others were 
short on nitrates. In each of these artificial soils a number of inbreds 
were planted. Most of the inbreds went to pieces when grown on 
these artificial soils with one-tenth the normal supply of phosphate, 
nitrates or potash. And especially did they suffer when the phosphate 
supply was deficient. Many inbreds which went to pieces worst were 
the ones which found it easy to accumulate iron and aluminum when 
grown on poor soil. The astounding thing, and the one which caused 
me to go to the bother of making the trip to Lafayette, was that one 
outstanding inbred grew strongly even on the artificially starved soils. 
It foraged for phosphate and found it even when phosphate was 
present in only one-tenth of the notmal amount in the soil. It 
did not soak up the poisonous iron and aluminum at the least excuse, 
but instead searched vigorously for really good plant food. 


This outstanding inbred—Duddleston’s No. 461, of the Indiana 
station—gives promise of furnishing one of the foundation strains of 
a poor land corn. It is a strain of Reid which has been inbred by 
B. H. Duddleston for five years. I saw it growing in the field near 
Lafayette, Indiana, and although the soil was very ordinary it was 
growing as vigorously as any strain of five-year selfed corn which I 
have ever seen. 

This winter, in the greenhouse, Hoffer and his associates will try 
out several hundred inbreds on a soil furnishing the normal plant food, 
and also on another soil with deficient phosphate. In this way they 
hope to get some promising sorts to cross with No. 461 to produce a 
first generation hybrid that can grow vigorously and yield well even 
on poor soils. Personally, I have faith that a corn built up in this 
way will also prove to be exceptionally good for our richest soils, 
although it certainly will not have as much of a lead on the rich soils 


as it will on the poor soils. 
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Detecting Iron in Corn 


It is interesting to walk with Hoffer through a corn field. He has 
a big knife in his pocket and a small box of chemicals under his arm. 
I pull up a strong, healthy stalk with a good ear on it, and ask him 
to show me whether or not it contains any iron. He takes his knife 
and splits the stalk lengthwise, showing me that at the nodes there 
is only a slight discoloration. Then he pours on some potassium 
thiocyanate and a few red streaks appear at the nodes, indicating that 
there is a little iron present. Hoffer says that this is normal, however, 
and then proceeds to pull up a stunted plant nearby, and treat it the

same way. First, we note that there is a very dark discoloration at 
the nodes, and then when the chemicals are added the red streaks are 
so close together as to be almost bloody in appearance. An experi- 
enced man really doesn’t need the chemicals to detect the iron, al- 
though the chemical test is impressive to the beginner. The darkness 
of the node discoloration really tells the story. I would suggest that 
the Iowa farmer who wants to develop judgment on this matter, cut 
lengthwise a number of perfectly healthy stalks with large, healthy 
ears on them, and see about how the nodes are colored in these stalks, 
I would then suggest that he cut lengthwise a number of stunted 
stalks and note how much darker colored the nodes are in them. 
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In Iowa most of our soils still contain enough plant food so that in 
the ordinary season our corn plants depend chiefly on such healthful 
foods as nitrates and phosphates and do not descend to soaking up 
iron and aluminum poisons. But because of the fact that our soils 
are good, it happens that many of the strains of corn developed on 
these good soils are decidedly inferior for growing on the poor soils 
where they are exposed to iron and aluminum temptation. Hoffer 
has grown strains of corn from many different states in his experi- 
mental plots, and finds that as a general rule those strains from the 
richer soils go to pieces worst. He thinks, therefore, that the best 
corn breeding can be done where the plants are continually exposed 
to the temptation of taking up poison iron and aluminum.

Many Things Explained 


Hoffer’s theories explain a lot of things which I have never been 
able to understand before. For instance, I have known a high yield- 
ing strain of Reid corn on rich soil in central Iowa to go to pieces 
when planted on some of the poorer soils in southern Iowa. It occurs 
to me that this particular type of corn is a splendid sort except when 
exposed to iron and aluminum temptation. It may be among the best 
on rich land, but on the poor land there may be hundreds of sorts 
which will beat it. Can we breed a corn which will do uniformly well 
on both poor land and good land? No one knows yet for sure, but 
Hoffer’s experiments are the only ones which are looking definitely in 
this direction. 
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Hoffer has an interesting opinion that he can develop a number of 
different strains of corn which will test soil far more accurately than 
any chemist. He believes that many of these symptoms appearing 
in corn plants indicate definite soil fertility relations, and that they 
will interpret the needs of the plant accordingly. Farmers will agree 
with Hoffer that the fundamentally sound method of soil analysis is 
the way plants grow and not what chemical analyses frequently indi- 
cate. If Hoffer can develop standard strains of corn which will indi- 
cate the deficiency of the different elements of plant food, farmers 
everywhere will owe a debt to him. 

How fertilizers may counteract iron and aluminum poisoning has 
been demonstrated by first injecting corn plants with potash solution 
and then a little later injecting the iron salts. Ordinarily the iron 
kills the corn plant within a few days, but when the iron is preceded 
by potash, its effects are apparently neutralized. In like manner, 
when aluminum salts are injected into corn plants, in sufficient quan- 
tities to cause leaf firing, the damage may be prevented by previously 
injecting some phosphate. 

Hoffer’s corn proposition simmers down briefly as follows: Corn 
root rots are serious only when the plants have accumulated iron or 
aluminum, or both, as a result of the soil being low in such good plant 
foods as available phosphate, potash, nitrates and lime. Different 
strains of corn vary in their ability to choose good plant foods in 
preference to iron and aluminum. The problem of corn breeding is 
to find these strains, and Hoffer is doing this by trying out a large 
number of different inbreds under different types of soil. 


Hoffer’s Work of Real Significance 


On the rich soils of lowa and central Illinois, Hoffer’s results seem 
to have very little significance at the present time. Most of our soils 
are so rich that iron and aluminum poisoning is not so very common. 
Moreover, our soils have a lighter texture and let in more air than 
many of the heavier clays of Indiana: This characteristic seems to 
have something to do with preventing iron and aluminum poisoning. 
However, even in Iowa and Illinois a number of fields can be found 
where the nodes of the corn plants are clogged up with iron or where 
the leaves show the firing typical of aluminum poisoning. As the 
years go on, this is likely to become more common rather than less so, 
and it would seem that Hoffer’s work on the poorer soils of Indiana 
will come to have very real significance for us. 

From a soil fertility standpoint, the essential part of Hoffer’s mes- 
sage to the corn belt is the importance of applying a ton or two of lime 
and two or three hundred pounds of acid phosphate per acre wherever 
iron and aluminum poisoning is serious. This, of course, is a reitera- 
tion of a soil fertility program which has long been recognized as 
sound. The really new contribution which Hoffer has given is the 
idea of breeding a corn which will do well even though the soil is poor.

The Indiana Stallion Enrollment records for 1925 should inspire con- 
fidence and faith in the hearts of Indiana horsemen. ‘The annual stallion 


decrease reported for several years past has practically struck rock-bot-— 


tom, the decrease for all draft breeds being only 1%. For the first time 
in nine years three important draft breeds show over 9% increase in en- 
rollment. Three light-legged breeds also show increased enrollment. 

The total enrollment for jacks again showed a slight decrease though 
smaller than for a year ago. 

ONLY REGISTERED STALLIONS AND JACKS FOR PUBLIC SERVICE 

On February 28th, 1921, Section 3 of the Indiana Law was amended 
to read as follows: ‘That said Board shall issue no certificate of enroll- 
ment for any stallion or jack after December 31, 1921, that is not recorded 
in one of the pedigree register associations, societies, or companies pro- 
vided for in section four of this act.” This excludes grade and scrub 
stallions and jacks from being used or offered for use for public service 
in Indiana after December 31, 1921. 

Section eight of the law, covering fees, provides for an increase from 
$3.00 to $5.00 for new enrollments, from $1.00 to $3.00 for renewals, and 
$1.00 for all transfers completed within thirty days from date of sale and 
$2.00 for transfers not completed within thirty days from date of sale. 

ABOUT TRANSFERS 


Stallion and jack owners encounter much needless expense in not 
getting official transfers completed promptly on newly purchased stallions 
and jacks. Moreover, the Enrollment Board is put to additional expense 
besides withholding enrollment certificates (licenses) during the breeding 
season where transfers are either incomplete or missing. ‘The official 
transfer showing the stallion owner’s name as recorded on the records of 
the pedigree association should be considered an important part of the 
pedigree itself and should be kept attached to the pedigree at all times. 
By doing this, much time, annoyance, and expense would be saved. For 
instance: a man buys a Percheron stallion and delays getting the horse 
transferred to himself for seven months. What is the result? It will 
cost him $6.00 then whereas if it had been completed within ninety days 
from the date of sale it would have cost him $2.00. hat is not all. The 
delay will cost the owner $2.00 more for transfer on the stallion enroll- 
ment records whereas this could have been done for $1.00 if completed 
within thirty days from date of sale. Altogether then the entire cost of 
transferring a new horse on the records of the pedigree association and 
the stallion enrollment records after seven months is $8.00, whereas the 
cost need not have been over $3.00 had the transfer been completed within 
thirty days from date of sale. 

INSTRUCTIONS TO STALLION AND JACK OWNERS 
HOW TO GET A STALLION OR JACK ENROLLED 

Send to the office of the Indiana Stallion Enrollment Board, Lafay- 
ette, Indiana, the following: 

1, Application containing certificate of soundness. 

2. Pedigree (transfers if necessary, up to date). 

3. $5.00 enrollment fee (money order or draft). 


HOW TO GET A STALLION OR JACK RENEWED 
Send to the enrollment office the following: 


1. Certificate of enrollment (license). 
2. Certificate of soundness (when required—every two years). 
3. Renewal fee of $3.00 (money order or draft). 


Note: 
1. All stallion and jack enrollments expire January Ist of each year 
and must be renewed before March 15th following. 


2. “All transfers on the records of the Enrollment Board are $1.00 
if completed within thirty days from the date of sale, and $2.00 if not 
completed within thirty days from the date of sale. 


WHAT IS “PUBLIC SERVICE” 


Using a stallion or jack for public service means for a stallion or 
jack to be bred to mares owned by any person other than the owner of 
the stallion or jack. 


WHAT CONSTITUTES VIOLATION 


It is a violation of the Stallion Enrollment Law for a man to use or 
offer to use his stallion or jack for public service until certificate of enroll- 
ment is secured from the Board. Having paid the enrollment fee or hav- 
ing had veterinary examination made is not sufficient. Section 1 of the 
law states that the owner or keeper must have in his possession a cer- 
tificate of enrollment in legal force at the time he offers a stallion or jack 
for public service. 

It is a violation of the law for a man to use or offer for use for public 
service without having posters as described in section 9 both within and 
upon the outside of his home stable and at all other stables or buildings 
where the stallion is used for public service away from his home barn. 

It is a violation of the law to use any advertising matter that does 
not conform to the requirements of section 9. The Secretary will assist 
any stallion owner in preparing advertising matter that will conform to 
the law. 

It is a violation of the law, even though no service fee is charged, 
directly or indirectly, to use or offer for use for public service any 
stallion or jack that is not properly and legally enrolled with the Stallion 
Enrollment Board. Whether or not any service fee is charged makes no 
difference. 

PROSECUTIONS 

During the past year stallion and jack owners have again observed 
and complied with the enrollment law as amended in a very commendable 
manner. In special and aggravated cases it has been necessary to gather 
evidence and make prosecutions. 

With the assistance of the owners of registered stallions and jacks 
reporting to the Enrollment Board grade and scrub sires still being used 
for public service, several violators have been prosecuted with the penal- 
ties levied in accordance with section 12 of the enrollment law. Field 
agents are employed by the Board and the results in locating violators 
have been satisfactory. It should be remembered that, although the policy 
of the Board has always been, and still is educational, yet in justice to 
those who comply with the law, violators are prosecuted in accordance 
with the provisions. of the law.

STALLION LAWS OF OTHER STATES 


According to a report prepared recently by the Bureau of Animal 
Industry, in 18 of the 23 states administering stallion enrollment laws 
are to be found about two-thirds of all the horses in the United States. 
This fact is significant in that it indicates how progressive horse breeders 
in the important horse producing areas support this form of legislation 
that unquestionably results in superior horses with increased value. 


At present there are 23 states and four Canadian Provinces actively 
administering these laws.

STATES BARRING GRADES AND SCRUBS 


There is a steady growing appreciation among horse breeders, of 
purebred sires for permanently improving the quality and value of farm 
and market horses. It is generally conceded among successful farmers 
and horse buyers that, horses sired by purebred stallions are easier to 
sell at a much higher figure than those sired by grade or scrub stallions. 
The same principle applies to mule breeding. The states now having 
enrollment laws making it illegal to use or offer for use grades or scrubs 
for public service, are as follows: PENNSYLVANIA, MICHIGAN, 
NORTH DAKOTA, NEW YORK, IOWA, and INDIANA.

GOOD BREEDING STOCK SCARCE 


With the opening of the year 1926 the man in search of really good 
young breeding mares or stallions, is having a tedious and difficult ex- 
perience in locating them. For several years we have been facing an 
approaching shortage of good young seed, stock until now some of our 
leading farmers interested in the use of economical farm power, are tak- 
ing active steps toward growing their own farm power. 


The records from surveys made by thirty-nine Indiana County 
Agents from as many different counties reveal a surprising shortage in 
colts under three years old—the work age. A complete and exhaustive 
survey (data unpublished) was made in 1924 in Wayne County, Indiana, 
by the Purdue Farm Management Department and here again the short- 
age of good young horses was astonishing. Whereas there should have 
been 6.7 per cent of the total horse population of that county as yearlings 
in order to supply normal displacements, there were only 1.6 per cent. 
Instead of one-third of the horses being over ten years old, more than 


one-half had passed ten and 20 per cent of them were past fifteen years— 
the age ordinarily considered past the age of usefulness, This same survey 
showed only one-fifth these horses as being under seven years, which 
means that 80 per cent of the horses in that county have reached the age 
where depreciation sets in. It would seem that for the particular county 
referred to horses are passing the age of usefulness three times faster 
than they are being replaced by young horses. 


These are significant facts and we believe reflect a state wide situ- 
ation. We know that stallions and mares too have been selling low. But 
in most cases they bring what they are worth. You should not expect 
twelve or fifteen year old stallions, many of which are unsound and of 
plain breeding and conformation, to sell at high figures. Good young 
sound stallions and mares well bred and built right are now selling and 
will continue to sell at profitable prices to the grower. 


IMPORTANT NOTICE TO STALLION PURCHASERS 


_ The most serious drawback confronting Indiana farmers now in their 
herse breeding operations is undoubtedly the acute shortage of desirable 
stallions. ‘This means, in the majority of cases, that mares must be taken 
long distances for breeding, all of which adds to the inconvenience and 
expense. As a result there has been a strong growing demand for stal- 
lions in this state but the right kind worth the money are not easily lo- 
cated. In some of the northern counties particularly, during the past 
three years some skilfully trained, slick-tongued salesmen have unloaded 
several cooperatively owned or “company-owned stallions” at extremely 
high prices. It is reported that many of these stallions were grossly mis- 
represented by the salesmen. At least there has been a great deal of mis- 
understanding which has led to considerable dissatisfaction. 


With good breeding stallions so scarce the cooperative ownership 
plan, properly entered into and executed, has much to recommend it, 
especially from the standpoint of economy. Also a carefully worked out 
plan of hiring or leasing good stallions by either individuals or groups of 
farmers for use in various communities is well worth considering. ‘The 
essential point for farmers to keep in mind is not to be swept off their 
feet by strangers of unknown integrity who “swoop” down suddenly on 
their unsuspecting victims, seeking to sell $500 stallions at prices varying 
from $3000 to $4000 or even more. 


The Indiana Stallion Enrollment Board and the Purdue Agricultural 
Extension Service, as well as the County Agricultural Agents, are in a 
position to offer valuable assistance to farmers who seek help along the 
lines of securing good stallions at reasonable prices. So far as we are 
aware all communities owning a stallion cooperatively, where results have 
been satisfactory, are those that bought a horse well worth what was 
paid, by dealing with a man whose record was clean and honorable in 
carrying out all reasonable guarantees. 


SPECIAL NOTICE 


From the experience the Enrollment Board has had among stallion 
owners we have found several Indiana stallioners who after paying long 
prices for their stallions, found that their horses were registered in one 
of the several pedigree registry associations not recognized by the Indiana 
Stallion Enrollment Board.. On account of not having uniform stallion 


legislation in the various states, a man in Indiana might have purchased 
a registered stallion enrolled for public service in another state but on 
account of this stallion being registered in some pedigree registry asso- 
ciation not recognized as standard by the Indiana Enrollment Board, the 
owner could not legally use his new horse for public service in Indiana. 
Several Indiana stallioners have experienced this hardship and we trust 
that from now on prospective stallion owners, before buying will investi- 
gate these matters by writing to the Secretary of the Indiana Stallion 
Enrollment Board. We publish herewith a list of pedigree registry asso- 
ciations with names and addresses of the executive in charge, recognized 


as standard, by the Indiana Stallion Enrollment Board.

SWEET CLOVER

Sweet clover is a leguminous crop that is attracting much at- 
tention among Indiana farmers at the present time. The inquiries 
coming to the Experiment Station indicate that many farmers 
are thinking of using sweet clover in the place of red clover, 
temporarily at least. The relative low price of sweet clover seed 
as compared with red clover seed is a factor in this interest in 
sweet clover. The increasing failure to secure satisfactory stands 
of red clover is another factor in the consideration. But right 
here there is danger of disappointment. The increasing failure 
of red clover is largely due to increasing soil acidity and sweet 
clover is even more sensitive to soil acidity than red clover. It 
will stand more drought and get along better on poor soils than 
red clover but it requires more lime. 
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The purpose of this publication is to answer some of the ques- 
tions that are being asked about sweet clover. 


VARIETIES OF SWEET CLOVER 

There are several species and varieties of sweet clover but 
only those that are more or less used in this country need be 
mentioned here. 

White Sweet Clover.—This is the variety most commonly 
grown in this part of the country. It is a white blossomed 
biennial plant. During the first year it makes a strong root de- 
velopment and a leafy growth much like alfalfa in appearance. 
In the fall it produces resting buds at the crown of the root. 
From these resting buds it makes a strong upright branching 
growth during the second year, blossoms, ripens seeds by early 
fall and dies. During the first year it often grows over two feet 
in height and during the second year plants 5 to 8 feet high are 
not uncommon. This is the kind of sweet clover commonly 
found along roadsides and along railway tracks. 

Yellow Sweet Clover—A yellow blossomed biennial species 
similar to the white but not so rank in growth and not consid- 
ered as valuable for soil improvement. 


Annual or Hubam Sweet Clover—An annual species of white 
sweet clover. When sown in the spring it blossoms and pro- 
duces seed and dies the same year. It does not grow as large as 
the common biennial white sweet clover, has a much smaller 
root system and is not as valuable a plant. For a time it was 
highly advertised and was profitable as a seed crop but that is 
now largely a thing of the past. It is not nearly as valuable as 
the biennial for either forage or soil improvement. 

Generally the common white blossomed biennial will be most 
useful’ in Indiana and, except where otherwise stated, the fol- 
lowing gsceseiy applies particularly to this variety. 


SOIL ADAPTATION 


Sweet clover is adapted to almost any kind of soil that is not 
acid or very wet. Its lime requirement is greater than that of 
red clover and equal to that of alfalfa. This fact should be borne 
in mind when preparing to sow sweet clover and if the soil is not 
already well supplied with lime,‘some form of lime must be ap- 
plied or the crop will not thrive. Generally speaking, sweet 
clover will thrive where alfalfa can be grown satisfactorily or 
where red clover makes a luxuriant growth. 

When its lime requirements are met and it has proper inocula- 
tion, sweet clover will generally do better than red clover or 
alfalfa on poor soils and in rough places, apparently having 
greater ability to forage for itself. In cases of severe drought 
during spring or summer of the first season, spring seedings of 
sweet clover maintain themselves and produce satisfactory 
stands more readily than red clover. On the Soils and Crops 
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Experiment Farm at Lafayette, the 1925 spring seedings of red 
clover, alfalfa and sweet clover on wheat all started off well but 
the extreme drought of May and early June almost completely 
killed the red clover while the other two came through in fair to 
good condition. Apparently the red clover did not get its roots 
deeply enough into the soil to secure sufficient moisture, while 
the others did. On the other hand, sweet clover succeeds best 
on well drained soils as its roots naturally go deep into the 
ground. Deep, porous soils are best for it. 


USES OF SWEET CLOVER 


Sweet clover has many enthusiastic friends who are using it 
as a farm crop for soil improvement, pasture, hay or seed and 
as a special green manuring crop for plowing under. Not long 
ago sweet clover was regarded merely as a weed particularly 
troublesome along roadsides and fences. Being a lover of lime 
it has found the limy dust from gravel and limestone roads very 
conducive to its well being and its natural aggressiveness has 
enabled it to crowd out other plants in such situations and given 
it the appearance of a weed. During the last twelve or fifteen 
years, however, it has been more and more recognized as a 
valuable forage and soil improvement crop to serve the same 
purposes for which red clover has long been the standard. 


AS A SOIL IMPROVEMENT CROP 


The value of sweet clover as a soil improvement crop is con- 
ceded by everyone who knows it. Where the conditions for its 
development are. favorable it makes a very rapid and large 
growth. It can be sown in the spring with small grain crops the 
same as red clover and by fall will make a large growth and, if 
properly inoculated, will gather a large amount of nitrogen from 
the air. The plowing under of such a crop, therefore, supplies 
the soil with a large quantity of both organic matter and nitro- 
gen. For this purpose the large white blossomed biennial is best 
and the best practice is to allow it to stand until about the first of 
May of the year after it is seeded before plowing under. By this 
time, at least in the case of spring seedings of the preceding year, 
it has made its full root development and has collected almost 
the maximum of nitrogen from the air and the entire growth is 
at a stage when it will rapidly decay in the soil. Seedings made 
in corn at the time of the last cultivation or alone on specially 
prepared ground in August will not generally make as large 
growth and therefore will not be as valuable when the intention 
is to plow under the following spring in time for planting the 
land to corn. Spring seeding is therefore advisable where at all 
practicable. 

In waste places and broken hillsides it can be allowed to grow 
up and reseed itself from year to year. Under such conditions it 
will provide considerable pasture while at the same time enrich- 
ing the soil and preventing erosion. 
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AS A PASTURE CROP 


Next to its use primarily as a soil improvement crop, the most 
important place for sweet clover in the economy of the farm is 
as a temporary or rotation pasture. In this position it provides 
a large amount of legume pasturage throughout the season and 
at the same time enriches the soil in the same way as red clover 
or alfalfa. Whether or not it should be preferred to red clover

or alfalfa for this purpose may be an open question in many 
cases. It depends largely upon how these different crops thrive 
in the particular location, the cost of seeding, the relative assur- 
ance of a stand and the kind of stock to be pastured. So far as 
soil conditions are concerned, sweet clover requires more lime 
than red clover but when sufficient lime is present it can get 
along better than red clover on otherwise poor soils. Of course, 
sweet clover must be specially inoculated wherever it is to be 
grown for the first time unless it has been preceded by inoc- 
ulated alfalfa. 

Sweet clover will generally provide more pasture during the 
fall of the first year than red clover. It also starts more quickly 
in the spring and makes more growth the forepart of the season. 
The total amount of pasture secured during the season will 
depend upon how carefully it is managed. This will be dis- 
cussed later under the head of treatment the second year. 


AS A HAY CROP 


Sweet clover is not as good a hay crop as red clover or alfalfa 
and is not generally recommended for that purpose. It is usually 
coarser and not so palatable though the nutritive value closely 
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approaches that of these other crops. With a similar stand and 
when cut at the proper stage, the yield will closely approach 
that of red clover but falls far behind that of alfalfa because the 
latter can be cut two or three times. Sweet clover cut for hay 
will seldom make a satisfactory second growth. On the Soils 
and Crops Farm of the Experiment Station at Lafayette, on a 
“black and clay” soil in a good state of fertility, sweet clover, 
red clover and alfalfa have been compared as one year hay crops 
in separate totations with corn and wheat. These rotations 
were started in 1915. During the ten years that have elapsed, 
sweet clover has averaged 3,017 pounds of hay per acre while 
red clover has averaged 3,639 pounds and alfalfa 5,151 pounds. 
Each rotation has three half acre fields so that hay crops are 
harvested every year. In each case the hay crop has been seeded 
on the wheat in the spring. The red clover has been seeded at 
the rate of 8 pounds and the alfalfa and sweet clover each at 2 
pounds per acre. The red clover and alfalfa have been cut for 
hay in the usual way, taking one cutting of clover and two to 
three cuttings of alfalfa. The sweet clover has been cut some 
time before blossoming with the mower set as high as possible 
by the use of special shoes on cutter bar. The sweet clover has 
never made a second growth worth mentioning, while the red 
clover and alfalfa have always made a good fall growth for 
plowing under for the following corn ‘crop. Furthermore, used 
in this way as a hay crop the effect of the sweet clover in increas- 
ing the yields of the succeeding corn crop has not been as great 
as either red clover or alfalfa. In the comparisons of these three 
legumes on the Soils and Crops Experiment Farm, each in a 
rotation with corn and wheat, which have now been running for 
ten years, the average yields of corn during the first 4 years 
were 44 bushels after red clover, 48 bushels after alfalfa and 44.5 
bushels after sweet clover. During the last 4 years the corn 
yields have been 59.4 bushels after red clover, 67.1 bushels after 
alfalfa and 58.9 bushels after sweet clover. These yields show 
gains of 15.4 bushels after red clover, 19.1 bushels after alfalfa 
and 14.4 bushels after sweet clover. These results indicate that 
sweet clover is not as desirable as either red clover or alfalfa 
as a hay crop in a three year rotation with corn and wheat. 


SOIL PREPARATION FOR SWEET CLOVER 

The soil preparation required for sweet clover when it is to be 
sown alone is the same as that for alfalfa. Wherever the land is 
acid, liming is a first essential because sweet clover is fully as 
sensitive to soil acidity as alfalfa. Usually some acid phosphate 
should be applied when preparing the seedbed and unless the 
land has been recently manured, it will often pay also to apply 
some potash. When the sweet clover is to be seeded with a 
small grain crop, the fertilizer should be applied when the latter 
is seeded, In this case also, liming should be attended to when 
preparing the land for the small grain. 
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TIME, RATE AND METHOD OF SEEDING 

Sweet clover may be seeded at the same time and under the 
same conditions as red clover or alfalfa. It may be sown in 
winter or spring on wheat or rye, with oats or barley, or by itself 
in August as alfalfa is often sown. It may even be sown in corn, 
but this method is least advisable on account of the risk of failure 
to get a satisfactory stand, On the Soils and Crops Farm at 
Lafayette, sweet clover has been satisfactorily sown for the last 
ten years on wheat in winter and spring just as red clover is 
commonly sown, The rate of seeding has been about 12 pounds 
per acre and in recent years, it has been the custom to broadcast 
half the seed on frozen ground in February and half along in 
April after freezing weather is past. This practice increases the 
chances of securing a full and uniform stand. Where a small 
seed drill is available, the seeding should be done as soon as the 
ground is dry enough to work, going crosswise of the wheat 
drills and using 8 pounds of seed per acre. A disk wheat drill 
can also be used on reasonably compact soils, allowing the disks 
to float on the surface by releasing most of the tension on the 
springs. The seed is placed in the small seed attachment and 
run through the grain tubes. 


SEED SHOULD BE SCARIFIED 

Sweet clover usually has a high percentage of “hard” seeds. 
Such seeds may have perfect vitality but the seed coat is im- 
pervious to moisture and germination is slow or impossible. 
Sometimes over 50 per cent of the seeds are of this character. 
The only remedy is to break or scratch the seed coat so that the — 
moisture required for germination can penetrate. This is done 
by a process called scarification through a machine made spe- 
cially for the purpose. 

When making sweet clover seed purchases, scarified seed 
should be specified. If unscarified seed is to be used it should 
be sown early enough to be subjected to considerable freezing 
and thawing. 

INOCULATION 

Sweet clover, like alfalfa, must be inoculated with its par- 
ticular nitrogen gathering bacteria wherever it is to be grown 
for the first time. Without inoculation it cannot secure nitrogen 
from the air and will not make a thrifty growth or serve the 
purpose of enriching the soil with nitrogen. The kind of bacteria 
and the method of inoculation are the same as for alfalfa. Either 
soil or commercial cultures may be used. Usually it will be 
convenient and least expensive to inoculate with soil secured 
from a sweet clover patch or an alfalfa field. In this method, 
the seed should first be moistened with about a pint of a weak 
glue or sugar solution per bushel and then pulverized soil mixed 
with it at the rate of three or four quarts per bushel. If com- 
mercial cultures are used, the directions on the container should 
be followed.

TREATMENT THE FIRST YEAR 

There is no essential difference in the treatment of sweet 
clover and red clover during the first year. When seeded in 
small grain in the spring, which should be the general rule, the 
stubble field should be mowed in August to kill weeds and give 
the sweet clover full possession of the ground. It may be pas- 
tured somewhat during the fall. Under favorable conditions it 
may grow tall enough to provide a hay crop, which, however, 
should be cut not later than the latter part of September so that 
it may still have a reasonable chance to make several inches of 
fresh growth before winter. Of course, if the main purpose of 
the crop is for soil improvement, it should not be cut at all, 
except for the clipping of the weeds in August. August seed- 
ings on specially prepared ground, as a rule, should not be 
clipped at all. 


TREATMENT THE SECOND YEAR 

As a Green Manure.—lf sweet clover is to be plowed under 
the spring after seeding, plowing should be delayed until about 
the first of May or as late as practicable. By that time it will 
have made about as much growth as is safe to plow under and 
will have gathered almost the maximum of nitrogen from the 
air. Experiments at the Ohio State University have shown this 
to be the case. Through determinations of nitrogen in both top 
and root growth it was found that although nitrogen in the top 
growth continued to increase from 12 pounds per acre the first 
of April to 120 pounds the first of July, there was a steady de- 
crease in the roots from 112 pounds per acre the first of April to 
15 pounds the first of July. The total nitrogen in tops and roots 
by the first week in May was about 140 pounds per acre as 
against a maximum of 160 pounds in the last week of May, after 
which it decreased. 

As a Pasture Crop—Where sweet clover is to be pastured, it 
may be treated in much the same way as red clover except that 
pasturing should begin earlier. However, to get the most out 
of it, it has been found best to pasture it down closely during a 
few weeks, and then let it grow up again for a few weeks, re- 
peating this process throughout the season. This can be done 
conveniently by dividing the field and pasturing one portion at 
a time. 

As a Hay Crop.—As has been said before, sweet clover is not 
as desirable or satisfactory for hay as either red clover or alfalfa. 
It is coarser, is not as palatable and often will not yield as well, 
at least on soils in a good state of fertility, and besides, it seldom 
makes a second growth worth mentioning. What little second 
growth it does make after cutting for hay usually goes to seed 
at once. 

When the crop is to be used for hay and it is to be given any 
chance at all to make a second growth, it should be cut before 
any blossoms appear and the cutting must be high enough to 
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leave some stubs of branches on the stubble. New growth starts 
only from the points where branches leave the main stem. Such 
high cutting may be done by elevating the sickle bar of the 
mower so that the pitman rod almost touches the tongue. This 
can be done by means of high, specially made shoes for both 
ends of the sickle bar. 


Sweet clover takes longer to cure for hay than red clover and 
requires more care. The stems are coarse and sappy and the 
leaves, being finer than those of red clover, are more apt to be 
lost. After thorough wilting in the swath, the crop should be 
raked into small windrows, preferably with a side-delivery rake, 
and put up into small cocks and left to cure for several days. 


As a Seed Crop.—Sweet clover produces seed very abundantly 
but the seed crop is difficult to handle. The ripe plants are large, 
coarse and widely branching, and the seed shatters easily. Sweet 
clover seed ripens very ununiformly and plants will have ripe 
seeds at the bottom ready to shatter while there are still blos- 
soms at the top. The best time to cut is when about two-thirds 
to three-quarters of the seeds are ripe, and cutting should be 
done in the morning when damp in order to avoid excessive 
shattering. If the crop is not too rank it may be cut with a 
binder set as high as possible. An old fashioned self-rake reaper 
may also be used. A more modern method of harvesting sweet 
clover seed is by means of special stripping or shattering ma- 
chines which collect the seed but leave the stems on the ground. 
A handy equipment for this purpose is a binder from which the 
conveyors and sickle have been removed and the reel replaced 
by a much heavier, home-made reel geared directly to the bull 
wheel so as to drive it at a rate of speed fast enough to knock off 
the seed, which is caught in a canvas hood over the binder plat- 
form. The bare sickle bar of the binder drags down the stems 
after the seed has been knocked off into the canvas hood by the 
rapidly revolving special reel. The seed with bits of branches 
thus collected is later run through a clover huller to clean it.

CLOVERSEED FOR INDIANA FARMS 


A. T. Wiancko 


Red Clover is the most practical legume for ordinary farm use in Indiana. Good seed, 
free from weeds, is an essential factor in growing satisfactory crops of this legume. 


Due to insufficient supplies of native clover seed, large 
amounts of seed are imported from other countries. Some of 
this imported seed is as good as native seed, but some is prac- 
tically worthless because it will not stand Indiana winters. The 
recurrent shortage of native seed often makes it necessary to use 
foreign seed. It is therefore important to know which foreign 
clovers are adapted to Indiana and which are not. 

Clovers from Canada and Northern Europe are practically 
equal to native seed. Central European clovers are less valuable 
because they winter-kill considerably more. Chilean seed is still 
less hardy. Italian clovers are practically worthless in Indiana. 
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Indiana farmers should refuse to purchase clover seed from 
countries of Southern Europe. Clover seed imported from Italy 
and other Mediterranean countries has proved a failure in Indi- 
ana. The clover crop from this seed will not stand Indiana 
winter conditions. A large number of clover failures have been 
due to the use of seed imported from this territory. 


Clover seed from Northern France, Germany and other parts 
of Northern Europe does fairly well in Indiana and may be sat- 
isfactorily used. It is important, however, to establish the fact 
that the seed was grown in these northern countries and not 
merely shipped from there, since much seed is shipped from 
southern to Northern Europe for export 


Purdue Experiments with Foreign Clover Seed 


There is no disposition on the part of the Experiment Station 
to discourage the use of foreign seed so long as it is reasonably 
well adapted to Indiana conditions. 


The Station is keeping posted on the merits of clover seed 
coming from the various foreign countries by conducting com- 
parative field trials alongside native seed. Such tests have been 
conducted for several years. The results to*date are shown in 
the following table:

The results of these tests show that Italian clovers are prac- 
tically worthless in this climate. Chilean cloyers are also seri- 
ously lacking in adaptation and should not be used. Central 
European clovers are considerably better, but they winter-kill 
about one-quarter. This might be offset somewhat by thicker 
seeding. The northern European and Canadian clovers are 
practically equal to the native. 


Most foreign clover seeds are of good quality and produce good 
stands of plants, but when it comes to winter hardiness they cannot 
be judged by the appearance or germinating quality of the seed. 
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Soybeans make an excellent substitute when clover fails. They can be used as either 
a hay or grain crop and enable the farmer to keep a legume in the rotation. 


Dealers as well as farmers should bear this in mind and make the 
proper distinction. 

It may be mentioned here that under more favorable winter 
climates, as in the southern states, and in certain northern sec- 
tions where there is a protective covering of snow throughout 
the winter, clovers that fail in Indiana may do very well. The 
trials in Wisconsin, for instance, have shown that under a heavy 
covering of snow the Central European clovers will do as well 
as any northern clovers. 


Source of Seed Required 


The Indiana seed law provides that every sack and package of 
seed shall bear a label which in addition to information on 
germination and purity shall state the state, territory or foreign coun- 
try from which the seed came. If this is unknown, the merchant 
may state “unknown” on the official seed label. Experience 
shows that the identity of good desirable seed is rarely lost, but 
the identity of less desirable seed is often conveniently lost and 
the tag marked “unknown”. Where clover seed is marked “un- 
known” farmers should class it as undesirable and should hesi- 
tate to purchase such seed. Even the statement “Grown in 
Europe” or “European Grown” is not definite enough and should 
be a warning and should not be accepted by Indiana farmers, 
especially when applied to red clover seed. 
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Seed Laboratories Will Assist in Identifying Seeds 
The U. S. Department and the state seed laboratories will 
make every effort to assist in identifying lots of foreign clover 
seed. It is possible through the presence of certain weed seeds 
to determine fairly accurately the origin of much of this seed. 


More Native Clover Seed Needed 
Indiana farmers cannot afford to do without clover. Red 
clover will probably continue to be the most valuable and gen- 
erally practical legume for regular use in the crop rotation. 
Under certain conditions alsike, alfalfa and sweet clover may be 
used but for a combination hay and seed crop red clover has a 
more general place. 


Much more attention should be given to the production, of 
larger amounts and a better quality of clover seed in this coun- 
try. Good clover seed will always be valuable. In recent years 
there has been a great shortage. The only way to solve this 
clover seed problem is to produce much larger amounts of good 
seed at home. The liming of acid soils is an important step in 
making clover production surer and more profitable. 

Neither sweet clover nor alfalfa can be satisfactorily substi- 
tuted for red clover on acid soils. When clover fails, the most 
satisfactory temporary substitute in the rotation is a crop of 
soybeans, which will make a satisfactory legume hay for feeding 
in the place of clover and the rest of the rotation need not be 
disturbed. 
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
